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The absence of any administrative necessity for the information, 
the want of the needful official machinery for collecting details and 
compiling 1 statistics, and, at the same time, the excellence of Maclean's 
Guide to Bombay were considered 1 casons enough for excluding the 
Town and Island of Bombay from the Gazetteer series of District 
Statistical Accounts. 

Nearly tlnec years ago the Secretary of State expressed the wish 
that a Statistical Account of the Town and Island of Bombay should 
be prepared. A scheme was diawn up, and, in anticipation of sanction, 
a small- establishment wa« engaged, and the necessary preliminary 
examination of the Sccietariat llccords was begun. The preparation of 
any suitable account of the Town and Island of Bombay implies tlic 
engagement of a large and highly paid special staff. Objections which 
could not be overcome were raised to the scale and the cost nf the 
proposed scheme. The undertaking had to be abandoned. Meanwhile 
the small staff at work on the Seeietamt Records had extracted and 
arranged a mass of matciials 

! The issue of these notes in printed form is due to tlic consideration 
of the Government of Bombay, who were unwilling to see wasted tin* 
work and pay spent on this preliminary to any suitable official account 
of Bombay. These present matenals arc of necessity rough and 
disconnected. From the laigc number of missing important papas 
they me ako fragmentary. Further to some extent they repeat papers 
aheady published in Mr. FovreU’s'.carcfully chosen Selections. Still the 
minute and intelligent care; with which, a«? formerly in prepming the 
Gazetteer Land Administration Chapters, Mr. ICnshnarao Narsmh ha* 

' -cammed the Recoids, has I bcliovc secured the merit of accuracy and 
c such completeness as the state of the Sccietariat Records allow*. 

Tlic Chapters on Trade, Capital, and Justice have been revised and 
prcpaied for the press by Mr. A. M. .T.. Jackson,' I. C. S., and on nil 
points connected with Portuguese names and history ready help 
nas been received from Dr. Gcrson Dn Cunha.

i -11 as a list of important papers not available m Bombay but 
believed to be available at the India Office in London, are printed a-- 
au Appendix.

HISTORY. 

Acquisition to Union of Companies! 1661-1708- 

Tite following papers giving details regarding the Marriage Treaty 
between King Ohnilcs il. and the Infanta of Portugal concluded 
the 23rd .Tune 1661 and the hindrances thrown in the way of the 
British acquisition of the island of Bombay are extracted from tlio 
Bombay Secretariat Records. 1 The copies were obtained in Septem- 
ber 1791 by one Miquel de Lima e Souza of Bombay from folio 340 
of the Manuscript Library of the Secretary of State at Goa. 2 

Treaty between the Most Serene and the Most Potent Kings 
Affonso VI. of Portugal and Charles II. of Great Britain, 
of the most strict peace between one and the other Icings and 
principally of the marriage which shall bo celebrated between the 
Most Serene King of Great Britain and the Most Serene Princess

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10 If Jlcr Majesty should survive the King of Great Britain, 
and he inclined to return to Portugal or to go to any other country, 
she shall he at liberty to do so, and to carry with her all her jewels 
ctfccts and moveables The King of Great Britain at the same tune 
binds his hciis and successors hj’ these presents topimide foi the 
same and honourable transportation of Her Majesty in a manner 
becoming her royal elmiacter and at their own expense and 
charges. He moreover hinds his said heirs and successors to the 
annual payment of the above mentioned sum of thirty thousand 
pounds to the said Queen in the same manner as it .she had 
remained m England. 

31. That for the better improvement of the English interest and 
commerce in the East Indies, and that the King oJ Gieat Britain 
mav he bettor enabled to aid, assist, defend and protect the subjects 
of the Kiug of Portugal in those parts fiom the power and invasion 
of the States of the United Provinces, the King of Portugal with 
the assent and advice ot his Council gives, linnsfcrs. and by these 
presents grants and confirms unto the King of Great Britain, his 
heirs ami succcssois forever, the Port and Island of Bombay in the 
East Indies with nil the rights, pi ofits, lernlorios and appurtenances 
whatsoever thereunto belonging, ami together with all income and 
revenue, as also the direct and absolute Dominion and Smeuignty 
of the said Port and Island of Bombay and pi cutises, with all their 
royalties, freely, fully, entirely, and absolutely.

as it shall be infested with pirates, he shall then despatch three or four. 
AIL these ships shall be sufficiently manned and furnished with 
provisions for eight months to be computed from the time they shall 
set sail from England ami shall obey the Commands and directions 
of the King of Portugal , And if necessary that they should continue 
there longer than .six months, the King oi PorLugal shall supply them 
with the provisions for the time they remain and for one month 
more on their departure for England Should the King of Portugal 
bo dangerously attacked and closclj' pressed bj' his enemies, nil the 
King of Gicat Britain’s ships at that time in the Mediterranean Seas 
or in the Port of Tangier shall have orders in such cases to repair 
to the assistance and defence of the King of Portugal, and to act 
according to his instructions. And in consideration or the above- 
mentioned grants and concessions on the part of the King of Poitu- 
gal, the King of Great Britain his heii s and successors shall nt no 
time require any compensation for such assistance. 

17. That besides the right of making people (or recruits) which 
the King of Portugal has by the former Treaty, the King of Groat 
,J3ritain does by this present Treaty oblige and bind himself in ense 
the Port of Lisbon or any other maritime place be besieged or shut 
bj r the Spaniards or by any other enemy, to furnish proper assistance 
both in Ships and Troops according as the circumstance of affairs 
and situation of the King of Portugal shall appear to require. 

18. The Lord King of Great Britain, with the consent ' and 
deliberation of his Council, engages and promises never to enter into 
any Treaty with Spain which may in the least preclude him either 
directly or indirectly from sending full and sufficient succours to 
Portugal for its necessary defence and never to restore Dunkirk and 
Jamaica to the King of Spain, nor ever to neglect employing any 
means that may he requisite for the safety of Portugal notwith- 
standing he should thereby be compelled to go to war with the King 
of Spain. 

10. It is likewise further covenanted and agreed by the Kino- 
of Great Britain that the said Princess of Portugal, in consider^ 
ation of the dowry given with her by the King of Portugal, shall 
renounce all her rights of both her paternal and maternal inheritance 
and of all other things which may become due to her, such as lands 
.houses and other things, moveables jewels and money, which 
by any right should belong to her. Also all other things which 
licnceiorth shall or may belong to her (excepting what shall hcrc-

It appears that after Sir Abraham Shipman’s death at Anjidiv 
in September 1661, Mr. Humphrey Cooke pressed the Portuguese 
authorities to hasten the transfer ot Bombay. Delays were caused 
the Goa Authorities lofusing for a time to admit that Hiunphi ey and 
Inofio iveie the same name When this doubt had been removed, 
on the 2Gth December 1664, the Viceroy of Goa Antonio de Mcllo e 
Castro drew up the following statement of the ease :

Though the Portuguese authorities were at Inst forced to give up 
Bombay they were able to burden the transfer with a large number 
of conditions. These conditions were : That the island of Bombay 
shall be delivered to the English gentlemen with a declaration that 
Whereas the other islands of the jurisdiction of Bassein have through 
“the Baj- of the said island of Bombay, their commerce, trade and 
navigation with equal right, liberty and freedom, which the said 
Enghsh gentlemen shall never prevent or cause any impediment 
nor levy any tribute or gabella, neither on the exportation of salt 
or any oilier merchandize of those islands and countries, nor on any 
other articles which may be brought there from abi ond. And it 
‘fibril be free for all vessels loaded or elnpty to navigate from tho 
said islaiulb and countries of the Poitnguesc or other Nations that 
might come to them and the subjects of the King of Gicat Britain 
shall not oblige them to make their fh>t discharge oi pay anything 
in their Custom House, nor by an}’ other means whatsoever. Nor 
shall the3 r for this purpose make use of any pictenco because it is 
thus declared from this time for ever, and they shall not only have 
good treatment and free passages to our countiies but to those of 
other paits as they have hitherto hecn in the habit of doing. 

That the poit of Bdndra m the island of Sdlsette nor any other 
of the islands shall be impeded, and all vessels from that port or 
ports, and others coming to them shall be allowed to pass and re- 
pass very frankly, and the English gentlemen shall not allege that 
thej' pass under their guns because it is under this condition that 
the island is delivered to them and they cannot expect more than 
what is granted to them by the Articles of Pence and the Marriage 
Treaty. 

That they shall not admit any deserter from our country, be it 
for whatever cause, nor shall they under any pretence whatever 
pretend to conceal or defend them, as this is the most effectual 
means of preserving peace and friendship between both Crowns, 
and of avoiding scandalous practice and future injuries and in 
case of any person going to them they are obliged’ to send and 
deliver him up to the Captain, for the time being, of the city of 
Bassein. And because many Gentus who have in their charge goods 
and money belonging to tho Portuguese and other subjects of Ilia 
Majesty by way of retaining the whole, it may happen thnt they

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And the same shall he observed with respect to slaves which may run 
away and likewise with regard to the artificers that may go from 
our countries to Bombay, such as carpenters, weavers, turneis, 
ioiners. caulkers, sawycis, drillers, smithy and any other. They 
shall be immediately delivered up. And it the English gentlemen 
should at any time require these artificers they shall ask them from 
the Captain of Basseinwho will send them for a limited time, they 
keepin" their families in our countries. And on their being still 
wanteef even after the expiration of the limited time, they shall 
go and present themselves to the Captain of Bassein for the time 
bein«- to whom the English gentlemen shall ask for them again and 
know thereby that neither the capitulations nor the good ncigli- 
bouringship, which we shall also observe, is to be violated. 

•That in case any of the deserters should be willing to change

That although the manor right of the lady, the propi ietrix of 
Bombay, is taken away from her estates if she lives in the island, 
they are not to be intermeddled with or taken away from her 
unless it be of her free will, she being a woman of quality, they 
me necessary for her mainten mce. But after death and her heirs 
succeed to' those estates, the English gentlemen may if they choose 
take them paying for the same, 'their just value, as is piovided 
in the case of other propuctnis of estates. And should the English 
gentlemen now wish to take her houses to build forts therewith 
they shall immediately pay her their just value. 

That every person possessing revenue at Bombay either by 
patrimonial or Ciown lands, shall possess them with the same 
right and shall not be deprived thereof except in cases which the 
Laws of Portugal diicct, and their sons and descendants shall 
succeed to tljem with the same right and clause abovcmentioned, 
and those who may sell the said patrimonial or Crown estates 
shall transfer to the purchaser the same right and perpetuity they 
had, that the purchaser may enjoy the same and their successors in 
tho like manner. 

That the Parish Priests and Monks or regular Clergy that reside

That there shall be a good understanding and reciprocal-friend-

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Biitain, as appears by the treaty made and entered into by and 
between both Crowns Given at Punjim, the 14th January 1005 —

On the acceptance o£ these Articles possession was immediately 
given and duliveiy made of the island of Bombay and its 
poit, which compiehcnds in its situation and temlories the 
villages of Mazgaon, Parol, and Warh The said Governor 
Inofie or Humphrey Cooke .iccepted and received it, saying he did 
receive possession and delivery of the island of Bombay and its 
poit in the name of the Most Serene King of Gieat Britain in the 
manner and form contained in the instructions from the Viceroy 
Antonio DeMello e Castro with all and eveiy dcclaiation, clause, and 
condition of the said instructions, promising-, in the name of the 
Most Serene King of Gieat Biitain, that there was not, or should 
not at any time come, any defect in pai t or in full against this 
instrument. On the contraiy that he should himself, his hens 
and successois.servf.nts, subjects and mimsteis comply with the 
w hole of the articles and conditions agieed upon without the least 
doubt Saj’ing, assuring, uud promising this should be so, he took 
lnmself poi sonally the possession and delivery of the said poit and 
island of Bomba}', walking tlieieupon taking m lus hands earth and 
stones, enteung and walking upon its bastions, putting his hands 
to the walls thereof, and walking also on the said island taking 
into liis hands the earth and stones tlieieof, and making all other

Cooke’s conduct and .settlement found even less favour in 
England than in Siuat. Late m 16G5, on learning uudei what terms 
Mr. Cooke had agiccd to icceivc the island ot Bombay irom the 
Viceroy of Goa, the King of England resolved to disavovvthe conven- 
tion as contrary to tho treaty between tho Crowns of England 
and Portugal, to lecall Mr. Cooke and have, linn tucdfoi malpiac- 
ticeF, and to appoint Sir Geivaso Lucas to be Governor of Bombay 
giving at the same time assurances to the Company that their 
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factoiies and trade would bo protected by the Royal forces Chapter I* 
occupying Bombay. 1 . History. 

In January 1066 before leaving England to take up his appoint- gtato of Bombay, 
ment, Sir Gervase Lucas had the whole of the documents tram- 1GGG. ' 


mitted b}' Mr. Cooke laid before him. He represented to the King 
that the. Bombay fortifications were ruinous and by no means 
suited either for its defence or for the security of the troops ; that 
stores of every description would bo required, the greater part of 
those sent with Sir Abraham Shipman being useless or lost , and 
that m his opinion it would be necessary to embailc 400 men as a 
garrison, being the same number Sir Abialiam Shipman had under 
his command ; that the pay’ and other yearly cliai ges of the garrison 
would amount to £7371 exclusive of artificers and contingencies. He 
submitted to His Majesty that eighteen months' stores and provisions 
of every kind must be embarked and some addition made to the pay 
of the Governor, at this time only a day, an nmount insufficient 
to defray the expenses that must be incurred at so distant a 
station 2 His Majesty referred Sir Gervnse Lucas' repoit to the 
Duke of Albemaile (Geneial Monk), Lord Arlington, and Sir 
William Co\ entry, Secretaries of State. They reported that from 
the uncertainty whether the island of Bombay was in possession of 
His Majesty or not, it would be improper to incur any great expense 
npqn it. They therefore recommended a l enforcement of 60 men 
under a Lieutenant, who was to have Captain’s pay or eight shillings 
a day ^together with a supply of clothes ammunition and stores, and

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date the Dth of November brought us by Mr. Ball, who was cm- 
powered to receive the value of the said sum in dollais. He expects 
the lemittaucc ‘should be accompanied to Bombay by some trust\ 
persons appointed by us, the lixk being ouis until the money is' 
safely dehveied lum. To this we demuned for the following 
1 casons : Fust, by' reason of an eitoi in the calculation of tho 
dollars, which he computes the Scvill at 215 the Mexico at 113 lupces 
per 100, when by the standard of this place the Sevill is woith 
214 and the Mexico 211 . Secondly', our inability to procure .so many 
dollais in specie, none being peimittcd to pass the mint without 
coinage into the current money of the countiy lupces . Lastly, om 
running the adventure of the money to Bombay, foi which we 
have no order from the Company', and in case of miscauiage 
the loss may fall upon out own heads Wherefore, w r e made out 
addresses by letter of the 16th of said month, desmng Sn Got vase 
to take theafoiesaid reasons under consideration, and m lespect to‘ 
the want of doll.it n to accept of lupces or sequins And in ra c e 
he shall still impose the adventure oil us, that the moneys may he 
diawn fiom.us at scvetal times, that it a loss happen it may be the 
less considemble To which we having now* by this leltei of the 
24th of the pa-.t month teceived his positive answer to furnish him 
with the aforesaid sum upon our adventure without fm tlici dispute 
by' changing the specie, or by exchanges as xvc should best confine, 
we conclude it requisite to prevent misundci standings between u«, 
and sucli ill consequences as may from thence ause of piejudicc to 
the Company’s affairs, to ensuie said money’ unto him on the Com- 
pany's nccount, and to piocuro what exchanges we can to Bassein nt 
the easiest loss, which was the present import of this consultation 1 , 

Sir Gei vase Lucas died tho 21&t May 1*567 and Captain Ilemy 
Gaiy, succeeded as Goveinoi. About the close of the yem Mi. 
Gary transmitted with lus letteis to the King and to the Secretary 
of State the following .statement of the revenues of the island, as 
impiovcd by Sir Gervase Lucas and himselt 
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To this account of the revenue Mr. Gary subjoined, in his letter 
to the King, tlio state of the treasury at the time and the measures 
he had taken by laying in provisions and adding such men to the 
garrison as ho could draw together for its defence. Ihc amount of 
treasure was 16,000 Xcraphins or £13S4, and the numbers of the 
garrison were 285. These were composed principally of French 
Portuguese and Natives. Only £73 English officers were included. 1 

In their letter of 23rd April 1672 the Surat Council ask Bombay 
if there is any truth m the rumour that Shivdji is building a castle 
on Henry-Kenry. They say the Surat Governor makos this news 
a reason for not letting the President go, because he says the 
President will help ShivfSji. Let us hear of this say the Council. 
If Shiva ji is building a fort on Henry-Kenry it is a much more serious 
matter for Bombay than for Surat. 2 

During Mr Gary’s Government the relations botweenBombay and 
Surat were far from cordial. One of the chief points in dispute 
was the practice of the Surat Council gianting passes to native ships. 
On the 5tlr September 1667 the Council recorded that the President 
(Mr. Oxmden) had made known to the Surat Council that Mr. Henry 
Gary, the Governor of Bombay, by his letter of the 4th of July, had 
directed Mr. Gerald Aungier to acquaint the President that he 
expected the President should forbear giving any more passes for the 
secure navigation of junks, hut should send all such persons as 
required passes to the said Governor to receive them from him. 
This command from one who had been many years a servant to the 
Company and knew full well the prejudice which would fall on the 
transaction of affairs in Surat should the Council be deprived of 
the liberty to grant passes, would have seemed the more strange 
did they not know him to be a person ill affected to the Company's 
interest^ and an instigator of Sir Gervase Lucas to make the like 
demand by a second hand. The Council held that to bo deprived 
of a practice dating from the first settlement of the Company’s trade 
in Surat would be a gieat debasement to their lepute and credit. 
"Without the power to grant passes, they continue, how can we 
expect to keep these people in a good decorum. For this power has 
ever been an awe upon them engaging them to a civil appearance 
towards us, and has much conduced to the Company’s benefit in the 
recovering and getting in of debts, which otherwise would have 
proved desperate. Should wc now be deprived of this privilege, 
the loss of our reputations hero may cause this king to nip in tho 
bud those great immunities and privileges lately granted us so much 
to the Company’s benefit. 

These considerations, they add, bring us to this conclusion : 
That as the said Govornor had laid his commands upon us by a 
second hand, namely Mr. Gerald Aungier, he should also receive

In the following year (IGGS) the Governor or Bombay again 
m pmed the Council* to cease issuing passes The burnt lfaetoiy 
I)i ny contain'? tlio following entiy of a consultation held on the 
Gist July The receipt of letters by the ship Clmiles, some directed 
to Sir Gcivaeo Lucas and othei'- to lniivelf, has so elevated Mi Gaiy 
that lie now says, ns His Majesty’s interest is like to take loot ami 
floiuish, lie cminut he detective m a point so much tending 
to Ills Majesty's honoui as not to have his authonty acknowledged 
to lesido at Bombay, which must no longer bo disputed He 
therefmo hopes it will not bo ill resented that he (Mi Gaiy) 
renews his demands coucei ning tlio passes, which, though it has lam 
doimant awhile, is not deceased lie doubts not but our seal to His 
Majesty’s giandeur will incline us to nccpiiesco therein. Our 
passes w ci e indeed summoned by him the last year, wdien we let 
him know (what befoie ho well undeislood) how piejiulicial it 
would ho to tlio Company’s a flans hero. Yet we would be so 
obsen ant as not to contradict His Majesty’s oiders, and declared 
then to relinquish our right to issue passes if ho had. IIis Majesty's 
Commission ior it. Until he lud such Commission w c enticnted 
him to forbcai troubling us. But he, to show Ins ow r n giaudcui 
and to lessen our esteem with these people, not only 1 chows 1ns 
demands of tho passes ftom us, hut lias wulten letteio in 
Persian to tho Governor, tho Shawl) mdar or llarhom Mastei , and all 
the owners of junks in Surat commanding them to fetch then 
passes fiom hun, m whom tho supicmc power resides ; that His y 
Majesty intended to niako the poit ol Bombay tho most flourishing

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port in India, and that lie is setting out an Armada to scour tho 
coasts from pirates. These ljis letters have put the town in an uproar 
and uiGel such jealousies m the king’s ministers, that we have been 
often sent for by the Governor and upbraided, that we who had 
leceived such signal favours and immunities horn the king, and 
enjoyed a peaceable and flourishing trade in this his port and other 
of ins dominions so many yeais, were now destroying this port to set 
np one of our own. Telling us how ill the king would lesent this 
business, wondering very much that M r Gary should set out an 
Annada to scour their sca\ who never desired any such kindness 
flora lnm. Nor would tho Governor believe, but Mr. Gary was 
reunited and set up for lumsclf , and those his Armada were pirates 
intended to rob the junks of the king’s port. The Piesident 
assured him Mr. Gaiy had no such intentions, nor could such a 
thing be To this the Governor hastily retorted : What (says he) 
cannot be 7 Did you never hear of a son who put his father in 
prison? The Governor was very inquisitive aftor tho situation of the 
island . its bigness, what towns and houses, how iuhal tiled. lie asked 
more especially after the fortifications ns he was told by tho man 
who brought the letters that they had built a castle. Tina we would 
not understand, but palliated the business what might be. And 
after that the President had urgently pressed him toilet the mer- 
chants fetch their passes from thence, telling him that Mr Gary being 
the king’s minister, it would be lather safer for them than if they 
received thfcm of us, he dismissed us for that lime, telling us the 
business was of no small consequence, and would highly incense 
the king And not being satisfied with our evading his d: scoui sc 
about their building fortifications, he sent the patamar that 
brought Ins letters with his broker homo to our house to justify it. 


This past, the Governor summons all tho king’s officers aud the 
merchants of tho town to the king’s darbar, whole, when they 
Jiart consulted about tho business, we were sent for again. The 
Governor then asking the President who Mr. Gary was The 
President told him Mi. Gary was a person of honour and tho 
mng s governor of the island. Then lie asked whether lie were 
gi eater than we 7 _ The President answered . Yea, as tho Governor 
Jmnselt and the kings ministers were superior to the merchants of 
the town, let some of the merchants knowing Mr. Gary ceased 
not to set lnm at naught with much earnestness, declaring they 
wild receive none of his passes, although we often pressed them 
to it as a Uung that might conduce more to their peaceable naviga-

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Governor told us should Suiat shipowners submit to.go to Bombay 
foi their passes to-mori ow the Dutch would scud them. to Balatia 
and the Fienclito Madagascar If you shall object (said they) that we 
send to Goa for the Portugal passes, it is because the Poitugsds have 
none of their people rcsidmg m oui countiy foi tiade If they did we 
would make them give us passes here To conclude, the Govei nor first 
on behalf of the king and poit.aud the Shawhaudar foi the mei chants, 
gave us this positive ausuor: That as tlicj' had cvci lcceivcd then- 
passes fiom us in this port, so would they still demand them 
If we refused to give passes they would send tlicir vessels to sea 
without them. And if m tlicir navigating any junk or the least 
boat didieceive any disturbance fiom any of our nation, they bid 
us look to it, for they would have full satisfaction from us Then 
the long's intelligencer required our positive answxr that ho might 
w-ritc our resolutions up to the king But foicsccmg the danger 
of the king’s displeasure, and the hazard of the Company's estate 
thereby, tlie President deshed the governor, the intelligencer, and the 
rest to suspend tlicir resolution of advising the king of this business 
until he had written to the Governor of Bombay and usod his endeav- 
ours with him, declaring this w-as newly happened and without 
his know-ledge. This being granted we took our leave. Since then 
they have been enquiring very narrowly after the condition of the 
island, and the king’s intelligencer sent the President word that he 
must advise the king of their fortifying, lest lie suffer under the 
king’s displeasure as his predecessor had done for neglecting it. 

Alltliat wc have here collected, makes itperspicuous that this king 
and liis mimstcis have a jealous eye upon His Majesty’s island and 
poit of Bombay. The King will have far greater jealousy (we pray 
God it extend not to the loss of it, and our tiade in his dominions) 
when he shall come to read those immature unreasonable letters of 
Governor Gary’s sent to the knigS ministers here, in a time when 
Bombay is not m a condition to be defended against the aims of so 
poweiful a king bouleimg upon them, from whoso country they arc 
stored with all manner of provisions, Nor can we imagine what 
futuio troubles this may bring upon us in our persons Wc must 
certainly expect great trouble in the Company's affairs. So that 
having fully debated this business, wc conclude to send Governor 
Gaiy a nairativc of these proceedings that lie may ^ce into what a 
labyi ruth of troubles he has involved us , endangering the Company's 
o'-l.itc and privileges and (we feai) His Majesty's island; and to 
entical him once moi o nob to molest us and obstruct the course of our 
trade , but to defer his pretences to tlie passes to a more convenient 
oppoi tunity, unless lie lia\ c His Majesty's posilii c order to command 
us to lay them down, to which wc shall most humbly submit, being 
ready to suffer all manner of ways rather than disobey llis Majesty. 
Desiring him for our security to send us that clause which warrants 
him to his demands, telling him that unless it be expressly 
commanded from tho Couit, we cannot answer it, not having yet 
received anything to warrant us to take oui orders from him, but 
fiom the Company grounded upon their Chai ter 1 
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During the same year (16GS) the question whether ships from 
Surat to England should call at Bombay caused some initation at 
Surat. The Factory Diary under date 31sfc July 1GG8 1ms the 
following cnfcr} r . The President having received scveial letters 
from Governor” Gary, more -particularly two of them of date the 
3rd and 11th July, concerning the Company's general affairs, 
lie convened his Council and caused the said lcttcis to be 
read. The fiist, treated wholly about our sending down the 
first ship we shall despatch for England, to touch at the port of 
Bombaj', where he piomiscd she shall remain not longer than 
twelve hours, to receive those advices indispcnsabl}' necessary to ho 
.sent His Majesty by the first conveyance, whereby we shall do such 
an eminent piece of service that all our former cannot parallel, and 
will make amends for that sudden and hasty departure of the Return 
from India without Sir Gcrvasc’s advices. These with many 
other rhetorical expressions accumulated and pressed home upon the 
President, we having well considered, wo concluded the ship in her 
passage home shall wait upon liim, if we have not positive orders 
from the Company to the contrar}*- or something more than wo can 
imagine at this distance intervene. 1 

Meanwhile during the latter part of 16G7 and the beginning 
of 1G88, on the one hand the friction and rivalry between 
Bombay and Surat, on the other the cost and trouble of 
managing Bombay had lesultcd in the ofter of the Company to 
take over Bombay and in the decision of the King to approve 
the transfer. At a General Consultation held at Surat on the 
3rd of September 1668, whereat were present the Right Worshipful 
Sir George Oxinden, Knight, President, Mr. John Goodicr, 
Mr. Gerald Aungicr, Captain Henry Young, Mr. Streinsham 
Master, and Mr. Mathew Gray, Secretary, the following note was 
recorded : 

The ship Constantinople Merchant by God’s Messing arriving 
two days since at the Bar of Swally, the Commander Captain 
Ward and- Captain Henry Young came up in their boat the last 
evening, presenting the President with the Honourable Company’s 
advices. Among the advices were His Majesty’s Royal Charter under 
the broad seal of England for the taking possession of the island of 
Bombay with all and singular the appuifceuances and revenues there- 
unto appertaining, His Majesty having been graciously pleased 
freely to bestow it on the Honourable East India Company, our 
Masters, who by an instrument under their common seal have 
deputed their President and Council, and some other persons therein 
nominated, or any two or more of them, to receive and possess 
the said island for their use. Forasmuch as of the several 
persons nominated, no more were at pi esent in Surat than those 
convened at this Council, and seeing the matter to be urgent the 
President propounded the choice of some persons out of this Coun- 
cil that should immediately prepare themselves for this urgent 
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afTaii , he declaied how necessary it was, and with what willing- 
ness lie would go himself m person. But the Companj’s etfaiis 
were so pi Losing, laige ad\ ices iiom the Company anrl many 
things to speak to anrl a ship speedily to be laden loi England, 
that it was not possible foi him to leave Suial lie therefore pro- 
pounded Mi John Goodici, next in Commhsion and qnalitv, and 
by Ins intimacy with the Deputy Governor Gary, and the influence 
he hath upon the affections ot the other officei s, gained m a i imita- 
tion oi that inland, wcio veil* much to conduce to Ihc-ii peaceable 
siurendei and our quiet possession of the place Mi Goocliei 
icadilj' accepted the pioposal, declaim” Ins willingness to sene 
the Company upon all occasions. As neither Mi Auugier, by 
icason of Ins employment m the vai cholines, many of which being 
full of goods housed by him to In* laden on the hist ship, and by 
the absence of Mi. Goodici leccning into Ill's chaige the accounts, 
noi Mr Giay wlio was required for despatch ol nduccs to tlic 
Company could be <paied, Captain Young and Mr Sticmsham 
Mastei, being all that lemauied of the peisons nominated in Com-* 
mission were joined with Mi Goodici. Mr Tlio Cotes having 
accepted the Conipany’o sauce and being well acquainted with all 
the officers and soldieis upon the island, and with the customs of 
the people and pi i\ lieges of the place, was added to the other tin ee, 
all tom to make a Council, Mr Goodier to lesidc chiei, and con- 
vene the 1 Cst upon all occasions that shall lequiie consultation 

It was further determined, for moie expedition in the unloading 
of the ship, that .she might he prcpaied to leceive on boaid theafoie- 
said deputed peisons and voyage with them to Bombay, that the 
Constantinople Mci chant should lcinovo fiom her anchoring at the 
river’s mouth aud pioceerl into Swally Hole to unload 1 

Foui days latei (7th September 16GS) tlic Surat Council held 
tlicir first consultation on the improvement of tlieir Masters’ new 
possession of Bombay and recorded the following note 

It being the Honourable Company’s dcsno inn clause of their 
letter of the 27tlr March last (1668) now received (1st September 
1G68) by the Constantinople Mei chant, that wc conti ivc the best way 
foi the making Bombay a poit foi the exportation and importation 
of goods and pci sous to and h om Pei sm, Maltha, and othei paits . And 
for the effecting of this that wc employ at present the Chesnul pink 
and get some othei vessel to be theie that mei climb 3 may be cncoui- 
aged to come tliitlier, and huthei that we ad\ iso them what shipping 
will he fitting for the eucoui aging this aftair. and they will send 
them us. 1Ye deliberately considering thci con, do find many ica- 
sons mducingus to build them shipping in this countiy. where timber, 
iron work, caipeuteis, aud many other matcuals arc \eiy', cheap, the 
building fai more substantial than in England, and moie pioper 
for these parts, in legaid they will icqunc no sheathing, nor caulk- 
ing more than tlic decks, and by the industry of these people fiom 
wliat they have learned from oui nation, as handsomely built as our-',. 
English vessels, and yet furthei for the draw mg merchants to the 
port, who may’ be cncoui aged when thcysec us building shipping theie,

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and for the encouragement of the natives in setting them on work, 
so that the money expended will remain in the island, and the 
people he the Letter enabled to pay tho«e duties and rents annually 
received fiom them, the best timber being procurable near hand 
very cheap. These reasons wo doubt not will be satisfactory to 
the Company, it lending wholly to the benefit and increase of 
trade in that pm Land island. \\ hcieforo we conclude to set two 
ships upon the storks at their island of Bombay, one about 200 the 
other 300 tons, and to write ho;ne to be sent us by the first ship- 
ping standing masts, yards guns, pilch, tar, coidage. all other things 
being piocmahle hero. 1 

The Commissioners reached Bombay on the evening of the 21st 
September ICdS, and II is Majestj’s Wan ant was at once dehvcicd 
to Captain Gary. A day was spent in preparation for the ceremony, 
and oil Wednesday the 2. lid the Commissioners landed and were 
received by the Governor with militaiy honouis. The island was 
then taken possession oi in the name of the llonomable Company 
'and the ncccssiry tiansfers effected. 

Of these ' necessary tiansfers ’ the Commissioners give the follow- 
ing details in their letter to the Pi csident, Sunil, dated Bombay Load 
28tli September 160s. Our last was from on board the Constanti- 
nople Merchant of the 20th curienl per hoy Despatch. On the 
21&t, in the evening, we happily nruved in Bombay road when 
Captain Young and Mr. Cotes went on shcie to deliver II is Sacred 
Majesty’s letter directed to Sir G or vase Lucas and Deputy Governor 
Gaiy, as also a particular letter from John Goodier, copy of which 
is hcicin enclosed, as also Go's Omni Gary’s pai liculur answer loturned 
next moil i mg hv Corporal Roby After tins Governor Gary de- 
spa c led Captain \imng and Mr. Cotes on board, to assure us by word 
oi mouth that they were making all possible speed foi our reception 
on shore, and that the next morning would be a convenient time. 
This message wo gladly received, and returned by Captain Young 
a end guild id answer feo we prepared om selves' for the next 
days ceremonies, when according to promise Captain Youim and 
othens came on board to accompany us on shore The Commando] s 
of the ships showed themselves leiy civil at our disembaiking,.as 
well in tlie term of our voyage Wherefore ss e humbly entreat your 
particular acknowledgment to them, for we have found them on 
all occasions very ready to assist us. Captain Waul has been at 
expense oi ware and cheer moio than ordinary, which please to 
consider ns you think fitting, and so we leave them to acquaint you. 

At our landing wc were met by Governor Gary, and other officers

older. 
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there in the head of them all he made a slioit speech, much in 
the honoui and praise of the Honouiable Companj* and caused IIis 
Majestj’s pnvy Seal to be publicly lead At which for the gene- 
rality the officers and soldiers weie well pleased that His' Majesty 
had disposed the island to the Honourable Company to whom they 
owned obedience After this we caused the Company’s Commis- 
sion (mpiuchment) to the President and Council, together with your 
Commission to us to be also lead publicly When the leading was 
over they marched back to thorr arms, and took them up for the 
Honourable Company when John Goodier made a short .speech to 
encourage and confirm them in their obedience by assuring -evciy 
man Ins foimci quality and pay, Captain Gaiy excepted/ At 
present Captain Gary is very busily employed in making up several 
accounts, which being effected he intends to deliver the balance in 
unto us, and piomi'-es his utmost endeavour and assistance in the 
Company’s service This we have reason to believe, because that 
hitbeito he hath met all our desires with a read}’ compliance, 
indeed it is beyond what we could expect, and therefore wc humbly 
icquest lie may be looked upon accordingly. 

The several Officcis as Captain Toldciy, Lieut. Burgess, Lieut. * 
Houghton, Ensign Golloplier, and Ensign Langford were very instru- 
mental in theii sevoial degrees and stations to piomotc our dcsiios, 
and iuitlicr the Company’s inteicsts. when divers soldiers deseited 
then* sci vice, and with their mutinous example had like to have 
infected many moic, who laid down their arms, denying any future 
service- Whcicfoie we were enforced to confine them m a room, in 
01 dei to sending them on board Which when they saw, they used the 
mediations of Captain Toldeiy that they might be admitted to then 
arms again, pi omising much obedience for the future. They were 
received nccoidingly, only lost this by tlieir refractoriness that the 
civility and kindness we intended to show (hem, wo arc now 
cnfoicod to exchange for a 11101c lcseivcd demeanour.

As foi giving the Englishmen encouragement to cam a pony by 
setting and planting and hi ceding of hogs and clucks, it is a 
woik of time, and lcquiics rather our observation and study than 
further reply. As for hogs and ducks they have been looked upon 
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as the annoyance of this island in the time of corn, being wont to Chapter I. 
break down and through the best fences that the husbandly of this History- 
island affords, so that (as we are informed) proclamations have been Hnnded t0 thc 
issued out for their destroying as often as they are found upon the Company, 

corn. According to your orders we shall defer setting of land to 1G68. 

that purpose till your Honour’s coming, , which for man}' weighty 
reasons we desire may be with all convenient speed. 

The Portuguese Gentus and other inhabitants have made their 
congratulatory addresses, the former petitioning us for mercy and 
redress (being much oppressed, especially in the behalf of orphans 
and widows whom they pretend to be deprived of their lands), 
to whic-h we gave them a civil answer, encouraging them accord- 
ing to order that they shall have all fair redress at the President s 
arrival, which we hope to be sudden. So they returned to their 
habitations well satisfied. 

As for the settling of the Customs, we shall punctually observe 
your orders by giving all encouragement to merchants. To that > 
purpose have settled Mr. Cotes at Mahim and for the present are 
necessitated to appoint Mr. Francis in Bombay, who hath orders to 
comply with the merchants according to your directions to us. 

As for the business of Cullian-Biwnde we have not had time or 
opportunity to enquire concerning it, having been so busily employ- 
ed in several various affairs, aiid talking so much as some of us 
have lost our voices ; therefore desire your patience till the return of 
thc Bantam, when we hope to give satisfaction. 

Concerning ThAna and BAndra we shall enquire, and after in- 
formation given to us we shall communicate it to you according to 
order. 

For encouragement to merchants we shall observe your directions 
set down to us, and hope ere long to reap the fruits of our labours 
which yet requires some time. Captain Gary makes no dispute of 
money or anything else, but promises with all expedition to surren- 
der up to us whatever is here, or in Surat or Persia, so that his 
readiness shows his sincerity for the Company’s service, which he 
hopes you will in convenient time.consider. 

As for the licenses of tobacco and rents of cocoanuts, we shall at 
more leisure inform ourselves and send you an account thereof. 

As to the soldiers that are mariners, we find none desirous to 
leave thc Company’s service but two seamen who are debauched 
and ill-governed men, therefore are sent on board Capt. Ward with 
the character befitting their deportment. 

As for the Chesnut pink much charge has been laid out upon 
her, being in a great part repaired, yet will require some time ere 
she is fitted, which we will hasten what possibly we can. For her 
quicker despatch we have this day made Henry White Commander 
according to your orders and have also made Francis Morewood 
Boatswain, and the lest of the officers and seamen we shall place 
accoiding as we see occasion and desert.

Captain Young is invested m the charge of Captain Gary’s Com- 
pany of foot soldiers, a list wlieieof, ns also of Captain Tohlcrys, is 
now sent The book oi’account Captain Young intends to entci upon 
with all convenient speed, for w hose assistance we have appointed 
Mi Jno Maityi. 

One Peter Stephenson, who at our first landing was very mutinous 
and refractoiy, and laid down his aims, having used many oaths 
and imprecations that he would never serve the Honourable Com- 
pany, but among the first laid down lus anus refusing to take them 
up again till (by whatever persuasions) the next day, excusing then 
his foimer enor by pietenceof being in drink, yet the very same 
night was diowned in a well and so attained not to the honoui he 
was unworthy of, dying thus suddenly as a teinblc example 

Mudan desiies to take his parage on the ship winch we granted 
him in respect of lus uigent and'eamest occasions at Surat, who'-e 
experience here hath made him very able to do us soi vice , thei efore

Our occasions in regard of adding some necessary building to the 
house, will require two carpenters and two bricklayers. Those which 
were lately sent for hence are reputed very honest men, which if' 
procurable will be very useful to us. 

One Mr. Thos. DuPlessis, a French gentleman of quality that 
came over with Sir Abraham Shipman, with whose death he lost his 
hopes of preferment, having served several years in Iiis Majesty’s 
service and having resolved before this alteration to go home by the 
first, baling to that end obtained Captain Gaiy’s leave and passpoit 
recommendatory, upon bis desire to ns expressed wc have given 
him lea^e to tnfec his passage oil the ship. 

We have taken out of the Constantinople Merchant 251 plates of 
copper and 2 hhds. of alum, which we hope shortly to dispose of to- 
advantage. 

Ramsimar (R'unchandra Shenvi) the Portugal scrivan (clerk) is so 
necessary for his knou ledge of all the aflairs of the island b} r lus so 
long residence hero, that wc are forced to make use of him, desiring 
your approbation. 

Now we are near the conclusion. We find wc want the Com- 
pany’s Seal, wherefore please at your convenient time to afford us 
one, which is all we have time for at piescnt to trouble you with. 
We shall conclude with our hearty prayers that God would give a 
blessing to nil our labours and that his goodness may successfully 
crown all our endcavoius, which we shall never he wanting in to 
appiove ourselves.

that pioTecvional men could not be obtained in England without 
large salaries mid that the)' pi obabl}' might expose the Company 
to liea\}’ clmigcs from the speculations into which men of this 
description usually lead then employee The Court also mlunatcd 
to the Presidency of burnt that any application to the Ciowii of 
Poitugal ior redress would he hopeless, .and thcieiorc that the 
Deputy Go\ctnnr and his Council must endeavour to strengthen, 
the island so ns to pi event*ohsti notions fiom Tlidna and ICaranja, 
and to ictalialc by exacting customs fiom the Poituguese till they 
could biing them to a reasonable accommodation of tiade. 

On the subject of the claims of the Poi tuguovc to lands on the 
island, the Com t oi dcicd that it should be ascertained whether 
the lands belonged to the Crown of Poitugal 01 to individuals in 
1GG1, tlie date of the cession, and that all acquisitions postcrioi to 
that date must lie held to liaic piocecdcd fiom an impcifect light. 
Still, ns it would be impiudcnt to delay st lengthening the foit or 
building the town, the picsidcncy were authorized to purchase the 
lands m the immediate vicinity of the loit, pionded the expense 
did not exceed £1300. The Deputy Goveinoi was also instiucted 
foi the impioveinent of the island, to encourage plant itions ot 
pepper, and manufactuies of the cloths which had formcily been 
biouglitfiom the neighbouring continent, and, if possible, to lender 
such cloths a fabiic of the island The inhabitants weie to be 
nllowed a moderate toleiution , but the claims of the Jesuits, though 
admissible by the Poitugueso usages, weie not to be held valid in 
an English settlement. 1 

In 16G9, Mi Young, the Deputy Goveinoi of Bombay, leported 
to the Couit tli at the fortifications wciemipioved , that the gurnson 
lequncd a supply of lccruits and accommodation for the soldiers 
and tho families of settlers who had ai rived in the ships from 
Europe, and that application had been made by the Sidi ot HajApnr 
(Rajpuri) for an asylum at Bombay in case be should be obliged to 
abandon Bn jpuii to Shivdji. The Deputy Governor submitted that as 
BAjpun had foimorly been deemed an object of importance to the 
Company, because, with a small Euiopean garrison, it could hold

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out against any attack either of Shivaji or the Moghul, it might 
be prudent, under the present circumstances, to get possession ot it, 
as it would place the Company’s trade and shipping m a better 
situation than they were at Bombay or even at Surat. 1 

Before the close of 16C9 Mr. Aungier who had become doubtful 
of the prudence of Mr. Young’s administration of Bombay, recalled 
him to Surat. Mr. Aungier instructed the other Commissioners to take 
charge of the island till lie should himself anivc and promulgate the 
civil and military regulations sent by the Court. He was of opinion 
that -it would be dangerous to entertain the proposal of the Snli of 
Bdjpuri to protect him at Bombay, as this might offend the Moghul 
and be followed with disastrous effects to Surat; he thoicfoie 
recommended the Council at Bombay to give evasive answers to the 
Sidi's applications and to lay aside the project of obtaining posses- 
sion of Danda Bdjpuri, though it might afterwards become a 
subject of consideration. The Deputy Governor Mr. Young resign- 
ed his office on the 13th November 1669 to Mr. James Arldams 
and five Commissioners, and embarked with liis family for Surat. 2 

A dispute between the Dutch and the Portuguese attracted the 
notice of the Governor of Surat who suspected that the English 
had been parties to the dispute and that tlie scheme of the Europeans 
was to min the tiade of Surat by seizing on their junks and 
withdrawing to Bombay. This suspicion obliged Mr. Aungier to 
remain at Surat till lie could despatch the ships for Europe 
He directed one of them to touch at Bombay and receive from the 
Commissioners a full report lor the Court on the state of the forti- 
fications and docks, and on the reinforcements required for the 
garrison., Thisiepoit stated that the stock had been employed in 
providing investments, but that the expenses incurred for building 
the fort at Bombay to render it inaccessible to a European enemy, 
would require a separate fund from that intended for the provision 
of the investment The supply of special funds could alone 
render the island a secure residence for native traders and manu- 
facturers. 3 

In 1669 Captain Henry Young who had been Deputy Governor 
of Bombay w T as accused of many irregularities. At a consultation 
on tlie 27th November 1669 the Surat Council decided that Bombay 
wras the most convenient place for the investigation. 4 * In January 
1670 it was concluded that Mr Charles James and Mr Alexander 
Grigby should accompany the President to Bombay to assist him 
in Council. 6

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Before leaving Bombay (February 1670} the Governor decided 
to mal;o use of a resident on the island a Portuguese by name 
Simao Serrao, a man well read in the civil and imperial laws and 
one who by bis experience and practice in the laws and customs 
of the Portuguese was ably qualified to do the Company effectual 
and good service in discovering their just right and piivilege. The 
Deputy Governor was to make use of Simao as occasion presented 
for the common benefit, rewarding him ns lie shall merit and tho 
Council deem convenient.

He also decided that the Company’s proposals concerning the 
building of wharfs docks and cranes being a work of time should 
he icserved to future consideration.

At Surat the affairs of Bombay continued to engage President 
Aungiei’s attention. The Surat Diary for 28th October 1070 
details a consultation on letters received from Bombay. After 
serious , debate it was resolved that the Deputy Govcrnoi and 
Council’s proceedings touching the altering the price of lice, raising 
a breastwork upon the wall of tho fort, and setting up the gate.?

On tlic 10th January 1671 the President resumes in a letter to 
the Gourl of Dnectors : Now we are on discourse of vour island 
Bombay, we humbly recommend to you certain rude proposals 
which have offered themselves to our thoughts tending as we 
hope to lender the colony useful in some measure to England 
and m a condition to bear its own charge. We entreat you to 
receive these pioposals under your debate and wliat part thereof 
you shall m your wisdom detei mine worthy to be put in practice 
please to stiengthen’ us with sufficient power or inst ructions 
that your orders may be the more fully obeyed. Your ships 
George and Charles— the former whereof we ‘expect suddenly 
Horn Queda and the latter now lying in on freight for Persia— are 
weakly manned, having lost most of their men by mortality.

to the gieat dishonour and weakening the Protestant leligion and 
interest: Wliciefoie l'ov the preventing the evil consequences which 
may in time accrue therefrom, that the Company would please not 
only to encourage the sending out of English women, but also to 
establish a standing order that the clnldien of all Protestant fathcis 
be bi ought ‘up carefully' in the Piotcstant religion, though the 
mothers thereof be Roman Catholics, and that severe penalties be 
inflicted on all offenders, especially on the Padics who shall endeav- 
our to baptise the said children or any way attempt to inveigle 
or entice them away fiom the Protestant faith 

That the Company would send out some men who understand 
the making of ledlead, which being of great expense in these 
parts would turn well to account, not only m consumption of great 
quantities of lead, but confining tlie manufacture thereof solely to 
the island of Bombay, wheie it might be sold much cheaper and 
employ Englishmen thereon. The Moglial government of Eui at is 
so jealous hereof that, notwithstanding all our endeavours for these 
three years, we cannot procure any person that undei stands the 
making redlead to go to Bombay, nor can wc get any from other 
places, and therefore it were neecssaiy they were sent iroin England. 


That for the greater encouragement of manufactures either 
of silk or cotton on the island, public libeity be granted to all 
persons to bring in cotton weaveis and silk weavers on their ac- 
counts, for the employing their own private stocks And that what 
goods they shall make piopor for Europe markets, the Company 
may buy them atcerLain reasonable latesto be agreed on wheioby 
they may have a competent livelihood, and that m case tko pro- 
viders of said goods shall desire rather to dispose of said goods 
abroad, and can have a better price from /others than from the 
Company, that they be left'at liberty to dispose of them to their 
most advantage.

referred to your own wisdoms however you shall please to deter- 
mine in this matter We judge if your Honours would please to 
favour them with a line in answer to their letter,, it would be a 
great comfort to them and no disadvantage to your interest. 

A despntch from the Surat Council dated 3rd February 1G71 
informs the Company that their island Bombay, and their lactones 
of K&iwar, Billiapatam, and Calicut, arc in a happy and orderly 
posture. 2 

About the same time suspicions aroused at Agra in consequence 
of the reported despatch of a French fleet clouded the prospects 
of any rapid development of Bombay. On tho 10th January 
1671 the President and Council at Surat addressed the Couit 
on tho necessity for caution and foibcavance. They wrote . The 
noise 3 which the Fiench fleet made m the Court at Agra has 
caused the Moghal to send down another governor with 20U0 
horse, being the same that was governor five years since by name 
Shiiistikhdn. He formerly was a great friend to us, and now 
promises fair. Still wc expect some trouble from him m regard 
that some ill disposed officers of Surat last year, failing the great 
presents from ns which they expected, have given the Moghal 
strange information concerning your island of Bombay, so that 
we judge it necessary to temporise a little at present and mako as 
little noise of Bombay as may bo, that we may the better prevent 
a storm which otherwise may be raised. For though wc little 
concern ourselves for any danger to your island, where the 
Moghul's foicc cannot come near us, yet wc know it is in this 
governor Shaistikhdn’s power to bring great disturbance to the 
body of your trade which lies in this country. This we judge most 
safe and consistent with your interest to avoid by all prudent and 
lawful ways we can contrive, as the state of your affairs stands at 
present. We take due notice of tho wise caution which you 
give us to keep a fair understanding .with tho Moghal govern- 
ment of Surat and not to think of leaving our settlement here : 
We declare unto you that we are so far from having any thoughts 
of leaving Surat that wo judge it your inteiest to continue as' 
firm a settlement and large a trade as ever, notwithstanding your 
island of Bombay.

Your Piesident had detcimmed with * 
some counsel to take his passage on those ships for your island 
of Bombay, having many matteis of no mean importance to-acc 
there But as circumstances now stand with this new fierce 
Govemoi Bli&stikhan, who hath alieady begun to tioublc our 
neighhouis, and paiticularly the Fiench whom he thieateus to 
turn out of Surat, wc do not judge it prudent to olfei him occasion 
oi offence by leaving the town so immediately on his arrival, 
but lathci to stay till matteis are a little moie quiet We intend, 
God willing, to go down by the Advance, by winch time - we 
tiust 3’oui concerns here (at Smut) will be placed m a fair posture 
in older to your next year's investment Uowevci, we have now 
sent a good supply down to Bombay of goods and treasure for 
detiaying youi gicab cliaigo theie at present 2 

On the Sid Fcbiuary the Surat Council wrote Your President 
had piepared himself to take his passage on the Advance frigate 
foi Bombaj'. He had in a manner taken his leave of the governor 
Sliaistikhdn, who was well consenting thereunto, when on a 
sudden news came that Shiv«t)i was near Suiat with an aimy of 
13 , 00 U men. This put the Suiat city m a great flight, and made 
us prepare foi defence This new govemoi also hath bestured 
hnnselt moie prudently than anj- of his picdeccssois, beating 
down all hou-.es without the wall, which before was a shelter for 
the enemy and 01 dering stuct watch at the gates to keep in the 
inhabitants who weic running out of the citj r . lie also sent 
a civil message to jour President, desning that he would lay 
aside the thoughts ot going to Bombay at present That ho could 
not ansvm foi his depaituie as things now stood, nor would 
it be well taken by the AJoglial king JELis aigmnent being xeason- 
able your Piesident thought good to condescend theieunto'and the 
lather for that 3 ou have a considemble estate under our cbaige, 
which he cannot leave in danger Wherefore we have detei mined 
to send awaj’ the Advance” with nil speed possible, hoping to 
despatch hei m a few day's at ter the Chailes Andtoi that it has 
unfortunatcl3 T happened that tor two yeais together yom President 
lias been hindered from going to Bomb 13’ to his own trouble and no 
small detriment to j-oiir island, wo Iin\e thought it our duties upon 
serious consideration of youi atfaiis to olrei you our humble advice, 
that it seems now consistent with j’oui intei est to settle youi clnct 
government on your island of Bombaj T and to that end you would 
please to older j'oui President to leside there constantly, except

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extraoi dinary emergencies may require liis repair to Surat or else- 
where. Anri this we presume you may do without .any discom- 
posure to vour affairs nt Suiat which will be well supplied by 
Mr. M. Gray and your present Council. As to Bombay, we 
judge it will be an assured way to confiim your interest and increase 
the tiade more speedily, for all strangers will be the sooner invited 
_ to live with us , and the English ficemen at Bantam and Masuh- 
patam will be the better persuaded to settle there with their families 
and estates , many on your President’s invitation being prepared to 
go thither , wliereunto we entreat that your Honours would also 
please to enjoin all fieemen m the said places to repair with their 
families thither. 1

Whether as Governor Aungicr seemed to be aware his absence 
from Bombay was injurious to tlie good government of the island 
or from some other untraced cause, the latter part of 1671 was a 
time of disorder in Bombay. On the 23id April 1G72 the Surat 
Council . wrote to Bombay. Whereas we are given to understand 
that Captain John Burges hath of lato behaved himself with much 
rudeness and disrespect to the Deputy Governor and as appears 
by the attestations of several ’ credible persons sent unto us hath 
uttered several discourses tending to the great dishonour and 
contempt of the Honourable Company’s authority and Govern- 
ment: Upon rlue consideration of .the evil consequence which 
may accrue from such disorders, we do hereby for the present 
disannul and make void the commission which wc have given the 
said Captain Burges as Captain of one of the Foot Companies and 
do suspend him from all command over the soldiery and from liis 
office and place in Council. We do further require you the Deputy 
Governor and the rest of the Council that you cause the said Cap- 
tain Burges to be committed a prisoner to the Marshal and there to 
be kept till the Governor shall arrive or till order shall come for his 
trial And lor the better preventing any disorder which may happen 
among the soldiery, we require you to keep it, vci y private and to 
take a convenient time to put it in execution to wit when Captain 
Shaxton's company hath the command of the watch, when sum- 
moning the said Captain Bulges to Council, you may then publish 
and put in execution this order causing the guards lo be ready to 
prevent any mutiny that may arise, and afterwards you are to 
publish this our proclamation which we here send yon for the better 
reducing the soldiery in good order and government. During the 
suspension of Captain Burges we order that Lieutenant Langford 
do command tlie said Company requiring liim with Ensign Adderton 
and the lest of the officers that they keep the soldiers under their 
command in due obedience and respect to tlie Deputy Governor. 2 

Other disorders took place soon after. On the 16th May the 
burnt Council wrote to Bombay. For the trial of those notorious 
mutineers that tore the proclamation and opposed the execution of 
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justice on the wench y’ou caused to ho shaved and set on an a^s, 
let a yury be empannelled; whom if they find guilty of mutiny let 
them be sentenced, condemned, and executed according to the 3) d 
Aiticlc of the Honourable Company’s laws foi the preservation of 
tlic peace and suppressing of mutiny, sedition, and rebellion. 1 

In 1672 Bombay continued dependent on Smat for cash and 
supplies On the 6th Apul the President piomised to bring down 
with linn the Rs. 5000 Bombay desned, as likewise a leciuit of 
limewater and liquor for the Fort’s use 2 On the '20th August 
1072 the Council wiote to Bombay: We have now consigned to 
you by' the Phoenix ketch in moneys, and stores, for the use of the 
island to the amount of Rs. 24,503, the cost of the Hunter frigate 
included, for nil which he pleased to give our account ciedit 
We should have sent 3 T ou now the cost of the ketch which being 
more serviceable foi the use of the island than for our occasions 
here, we have by your order turned her over to the island account. 
The ketch now belongs to the island 3 

As legards trade 1672 seems to have been a contrast to its pros- 
perous picdecesbOis In spite of Shiv dp’s alaims e\en the lead 
market u as dull. On the 22nd Octobci the Surat Council wiote to 
.the Company' . All y r our lead lies dead Lead is the king’s commo- 
dity, and lie has such gieat supplies of it that lie wants it not It 
was the last month (Septembei) befoie we could proem e any money 
from this governor for the last yeai’s lead and for tins Rs 35,000 
yet remain due. All our broadcloth and other woollen manufac- 
tures are not at all in lequest No merchants adveutm e|on them. 
Of the last year's lemams here, up at Agia, and other places, aie 

S uantities sulficieut to supply these countiies this yiar So much 
lat finding it to beai a puce, so gicatly to youi loss by' its 
sale in gross, we bad concluded to keep your warehouses open and 
retail it. But since your Honouis have sent out but little tieasuie 
tlus year, and your otlioi goods arc unvendahle, necessity together 
with your older will force us for your reputation and honoui to 
dispose of the rtoollens the best we are able, to clcai as much of our 
debts as we can, to pi event the spreading of that cancer which 
insensibly' eats out the profits of y r oui stock If we shall also add to 
those y r our losses the consideiablc sums which youi i&laud Bombay 
hath drawn from us and still diaws, since the delivery and restoia- 
tion of the lands, your Honours will conclude that from such stocks 
as you send us we shall never be able to clear you fiom intei us t, 
bear the charges of your island and factories, and return your ships 
full laden with such commodities as you requite. We are sensible 
of an insupportable burden, should any miscarriages happen which 
God diveib. And in regard we arc thus far engaged foi your 
Honouis’ interest, and know not what event the war may T pioduce 
when we have procured goods sufficient for lading home your

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this year’s shipping, wo shall advise with your President and put 
a stop to your investments until we shall hear further from } r ou 
per via Aleppo. 1 

Meanwhile President Aungier’s departure fiom .Surat for Bombay 
had been put off from mouth to month. On the 23rd April 1 672 
the Sin at Council wrote to Bombay : Our last unto you was of the 
6th current when we advised the President’s intentions to go to 
Bomhay and the jealousy we had of some hot service from this 
young and furious governor who had succeeded according to our 
expectation. For the President by six several messages sent in the 
most civil manner by the Vaknavis Shawbandnr, that is the 
chief customer (or Customs Collector) and other persons of quality, 
lcprcsented to him the effects of your order, the unreasonableness 
of liis pretended jealousy, and the just grounds of the President's 
desire, withal declaring that he would return in September. Still 
no argument, reason, or intercession prevails with him. Having 
understood bj’ the broker that the governor demanded a round 
sum of money for his license to the President’s dopm Lure, we took into 
consideration the injustice of his demand and the evil consequence 
1 which would accrue to your affairs should we consent thereunto. 
We tliciefore resolved not only to give him no money, but also that 
the President should write him a letter (for lie will not be visited by 
any of the Christians) and in the said letter give him leave to 
understand that in regard he was a servant and under obedience 
to order lie must obey. But that at the same time as he is a fice 
merchant and no slave or prisoner and as he discharged the pait of 
a friend in so often giving the governor friendly advice and desiring 
his consent which seeing the governor would not grant he was 
determined to go without it To this effect the President wrote the 
governor a letter couched in civil terms of which your Honouis will 
judge when you see the copy which is entered in the Consultation 
Book. In answer to this letter about 3 of the clock the same day 
being the 19th current, the governor sends about 2000 soldiers, 
horse and foot, wlieieof port entered and possessed themselves of the 
house, the rest guaided all the streets and lanes about it, forbidding 
wood, water, and all manner of provisions and abusing and beating 
our minister who accidentally being abroad was coming in After- 
wards the governor demanded all our small arms and our, trumpet 
which were sent him and to all 'this force’ we showed not the least 
return of violence hut suffered all patiently, treating the commander 
of the soldiery with much civility. About six at night the governor 
sends the broker Bhiniji Piirakh to demand money from us to 
compound the business. Wc sent him answer that wo had given 
him already more than we had given to any governor, that wo 
were not in any fault and would pay him nothing. On this he 
forces from the broker Bliiinji Parakh Rs 500, threatening to seize 
his house, estate, wife and children if he did not pay Tlio broker 
being affiighted pays him the money declaring withal it was his

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own, not the Company’s At length it seems the governor being 
ashamed of \vhat he had done, betwixt eight and nine at night 
recalls all his soldieis, returns all the aims and the liumpet and 
leaves the house free The next morning the Picsidcnfc sent 
Mr Giay with the rest of the Council to the Shawbandar and the 
eminent merchants of the town to declare to them the foice which 
was put upon us ; showing the letter which the Piesident wiotc the 
governor and withal gave them to understand that ns we weie m 
no fault so if any evil did ensue thereupon they must not hlrnne us 
The mei chants dnl all hear witness of oui innocence and cried shame 
of the governor’s in]ustice Since this the governor seems sorry for 
what is past , still though he is outwaidly civil, he will not hear of 
the President's going down to Bombay. The French and Dufcli aie 
in the same case with us, to whom he hath not showed so much 
open Molence hut forces money hom them. A few days since lie 
took 40 mans copper fiom the Dutch besides their gieat present, 
before he would suiter their commander to go down to Swally. To 
all the met chants ni the town he usctli such tyjanny that they are 
so discontented that it is believed he will not long stay. We know 
not what the issue of this business will he We tiust in God in the 
conclusion no evil but much good w ill accrue to your settlement 
both here and at Bombay This will he cilcct of time, patience, 
icsolution, and a piovident caie to provide foi unexpected 
accidents, in all which we beg God’s giaeiou < - assistance to diieet and 
prosper us in all the difficulties which we shall encountei in your 
aflaiis. 1 

On the 9th May as the Governor of Surat still lefuscd to let 
the President go the Sumt Council wiotc to Bombay As the 
Governor ol Surat has positively manifested and declared Ins 
lesolutions of not suffering the President to einbailc foi Bombay 
until lie has received older from the Comb, which cannot tunvo 
time enough for the Picsulent to go down beiorc the iains which 
me at band, we tlunk good to oidci that you give ns a laigo 
account of the postuie ot affaiis with you that we may give such 
neceisaiy mstiuctions a-, may tend to the well governing of the 
island until it shall please God the Piesident can with safety to the 
Company's aflaus leave Suiafc , for the e fleeting wdieieof no oppoi- 
tunifcy shall be omitted, for we arc veiy sensible his picscnce is vui y 
reipnsitely neccs-.aiy for the promoting the Company’s nitei est on 
the island 2 

A week latei (16th May 1672) the Cnnncil wiote Youis of the 
1st May came to oui hands on the 10th by the auival of tliu Phoenix 
ketch who had a tedious passage to us, making it eleven days eic she 
anchoied in Sui at liver In youi said advices we are to our tiouble 
given to undeistand the unparalleled afliont used to the Honourable 
Uompany's authority and likewise tlie seditious piactice committed 
by these iiregular spirits, that like flies will-nevei leave fluttering

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about the caudle till they have burnt their wings and leave a 
noisome stink behind them To redress these and many other 
exorbitances the President was so desirous to pass some tune with 
you But it pleasing God to divert his well grounded resolutions 
'by the untimely arrival of this avaricious governor who by no means 
will hoar of the President going to Bombay until _ lie hears from 
Court, we have thought good to give you what instructions wo 
have concluded at present necessary for your government, expecting 
an answer to ours of the 9th instant, a large account of affairs with 
you that we may further debate theicon. 

In the first place, in respect wc find your Council is not complete 
according to the Company’s older, we have thought good to order 
that there he of Council the following persons : 

The Worshipful Phillip Gyffoid, Deputy Governor, Captain John 
Sliaxton, Henry Chowne, James Addavns, Stephen Us tick, George 
W ficox Mr. W ilcox being at present lieie we hav c thought necessary 
to appoint to his assistance Mr. Sami. Walker, intending he shall 
succeed Mr Wilcox in a short time, as wc have designed the said 
Mr Wilcox for another employment. The Council being thus 
settled we doubt not but God’s blessing and your piudcnl 
management of affairs things will he kept in due order in the 
future 1 

Not many days later, apparent^ about the 22nd May, the 
President obtained leave to go to Bombay. He settled his deputy 
in .Surat with the rest of the Council nncl went down to Swally to 
embark on his ship the Loyal Oxmden. The voyage was one of some 
penl In a letter of the 19th June to Foit St George the Surat 
Council wiote : At such a season of the year it cannot, with the 
south-west monsoon so close at hand, he lemombercd any ship on 
this coast over adventured forth. Still so many uigent occasions 
for settling the affairs of the island , called the Piesident thither 
that no consideration could divent hnn from running the gieatest 
hazards to scree our Honourable Masters Indeed by spending 
those rains there he will do them vciy acceptable seivicc in settling 
Corn ts of Justice, in the restitutions of the Jesuits’ lands, and in 
reducing our people to a moie ordeily government God preserving 
him lie will leave Bombay next Septcmboi in a happy tranquillity. 
On the 20th May - from such advices as wc had we despaired of 
his safety. Now we arc most happy with the good news of his 
and other friends’ safe arrival on tlie ‘island the 7th current after 
they had encountered many dangcis." 

Of Governor Aungier’s work in Bombay no details have been 
traced in the Secretariat Eecords That much which had gone 
crooked was set straight appears from rofei cnees in the Surat 
Diaries On the 20 th July the deputy President of the Surat 
Council wrote to Bombay : We have perused the general letter to

But his picaence by animating the people being so absolutely 
ncces'-ai y and the great good he hath done by establishing the English 
laws and Courts ot Juclieutuic and still doth in strengthening tho 
island, is of sneli foice that he prefers his honours in maintaining 
the place before any other inteiest. 1 So thoroughly had his 
activity secured the island that in the spring of 1073, the Dutch 
attempting a surprize, found the fort so well guar ded, and everything 
in so good a condition that tlioy immedxatelygave over the enterpn/e.

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grandeur housed on your island Bombay. As to the first we cannot 
see wherein "we have given you any cause of oifencc, in regard that 
moneys disposed at Bombay or any other factory in the course of 
your trade cannot be said to be disbursed seeing you have returns 
from the said places. "We have not in our time settled an}' new 
factories without your order ; nor do we keep any of your goods 
unsold but what wc cannot possibly put oft’, nor can wc have any 
the least pleasure or design to keep you in debt, there being nothing 
that afflicts us moic or prejudiceth your trade more than debt hath 
done. 1 
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As regards Bombay the President wrote : Fame hath aggrandised 
the expense of Bombay moie than really it is. The gross sum at 
first sight may seem heavy, wheieas considered in parts with the 
reasons of them it will appear otherwise. This will be seen in 
the following heads to omit others of lesser note : 

1. The charges caused by war were inevitable and indispensable 
reduced as low as could be contrived, aud ceased with the first 
news of peace. 

2. The moneys expended in public appearances wore, by soi ious 
debate in Council, made suitable to the decency and advantage 
of your affairs fice from vanity or superfluity and ended also 
with the so, me reason that produced them. 

3. I he sums laid out in building the fort itself were no more 
than the security of your interest required. • They weie husbanded 
to the best, your President lia\ ing added little thereunto and 
only finished some part of what others had begun. 

4. What is disbursed on the outworks is no charge in the 
least to you, being defrayed by the merchants’ free donation of 
one per cent given on that account to which it is ordered to be 
cnaigeu. 


5. The outbuildings for houses, warehouses, granary, mint- 
house auclcourt of judicature were also judged absolutely necessary 
by your Council and such as you cannot be without Yet if you 
shall not approve thereof your Piesident offers to take them to 
ins own account provided you will please to allow him reasonable 
rent tor the time they have boon employed in your service and 
gi\e aim leaae heicafter to improve them to his best advantage. 

6. That as your charge was increased somewhat by your Presi- 
dents detainure on the island so the revenue was much more 
increased thereby For whereas in pursuance of your order for 
restoring the lands seized by. the King's Governors the Commis- 
sions appointed for that affair, being abused by misinformations, 
lad surrendered up almost all the said laildsand thereby reduced 
the revenue to about Ss. 40,000 per annum before your Presi- 

d ° now find (blessed be God) not only that

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Francisco that is lately put into Bombay. As they have been 
veiy impoitunnto with ns to write, in then-affair, we dodesn-e 
you to countenance and assist them as mcichants with boats and 
othci necessaries for the lading tlicif goods as also with convenient 
warehouses to protect them from the rams, you inakin such 
prudent contiaets with them as to the customs aiid other duties ns 
slialLsecm most beneficial to the Honourable Company ancl the 
repute and advantage of tlieir port and island which we commend 
unto you. 1 Ten days later (27th May) the Council wrote regarding 
the same merchants : You have done well to Rpare the merchants t io 
Company's waiehou.se and to treat them civilly. They tell us they 
are to par Its. 400 for hire of the warehouse which we would have 
chairrcd to the credit of the East India House. In regard wc have 
here°bOine dispute with Khoja Mmnz touching his debt to the Com- 
pany and the owneis ol the ship are at difference at present which will 
require some time to be decided, wo would have you pub a stop to all 
business belonging to the ship and to foibid them carpenters oi any 
caulkers or any other assistance whatsoever bill you hear further from 
us and not to suffer the ship go out of port or any goods to be laden 
upon her. You may sigmly to the noequedah (mtkhuda) that the 
reason of the piolnbitiou is because Khoja Mmaz doth not comply 
with his contract.

They continue on the lltli July : We wiitc these at the request 
of Khoja Minaz and other Armenians belonging to the ship 
Rt. Fianeisco, on whom whereas wo foimcrly ordered you to 
lay an embargo and not to assist her with carpenters caulkers or 
any other necessaries .she might .stand in need of in regard to 
some disputes which were then depending between Khoja Minaz 
and us touching satisfaction (in some part) for his debt, he having 
lately paid us Its. 10,000 in hand and given us groat encouragement 
that wc may receive another considerable sum in a short time ; we 
thcieforo would have you recall the said cmbaigo and Ueat them 
as friends and afford them all the assistance they can reasonably 
dcsiic from you. They complain very much unto us that the 
Customeis or customs’ farmers are pressing them for the payment 
of anchorage which is a duty the merchants of Suiat are strangers to. 
We would not have the Customers over-importunate with them 
but suspend their demands until they hear fuitlier from ns lest it 
should prove of bad consequence to the Company’s interest here. 
Also wc would have you send us that clause in the custom-house 
articles whoicby they lay claim to this duty and privilege of 
anclioiago and what sum this annual imposition may amount 
to and how much was allowed to the customs for Abdul Gfaphur’s 
ship when she wintered at Bombay. Also send us your opinion 
whether you judge it conducing to the Company’s interest to keep 
up that demand of anchorage on the ships that come accidentally 
and for security into the poit, or else totally to let it fall, for we 
find it gives offence to merchants and owners of ships which may 
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cause more prejudice to the port than the benefit thereof may 
amount to, which is all we call to mind ut present worthy your 
advice. 1 

A week later (17th July) the Surat Council again address 
Bomba} ? in favour of the Armenians* We lately wrote you a 
letter of lecommendation in the behalf of Khoja Minaz and Khoja 
Delaune desiring your assistance to them in the fitting up of their 
ship Since then they have again earnestly impoi tuned us to 
bespeak our kindness to them and particularly in reference to the 
carpenters for which they are in veiy great want. These thcrcfoie 
are to desire you that you use youi best endeavours to supply them 
with caipenters and it caipcnters oie not procurable on the island 
that you use your interest to send for them fiom -Eassem Tluina 
or Bdndra. See you fail not in this. Also if they desire any 
further assistance or want any of the Company’s stores or 
anything the island can furnish them with, let thorn be supplied 
for their money. Khoja Minaz and Khoja Delaune were with us 
this day and complained of the tioublc they leccivcd from your 
Customers’ demand of anchoiage. Though they were impoi tunate 
yet we would give them no positive answer till we hear further 
fiom you They have also laid a veij' soveie charge against 
Captain Bukin and desire leave to piosecute him at law to have 
justice of him which we cannot deny. "We hope that Captain 
Birkm hath not descivcd ill of them as they lepresent. We would 
have you wiite us how the case stands between them. In the 
meantime let their business be so despatched that the ship may 
proceed timely on her voyage 2 

On the 26th August the Council resumes : This day Khoja Minaz 
and Khoja Delaune, Armenian merchants owncis of sliipSt. Francisco, 
were with us making their complaints against Captain Fiancis 
Birkin who hath anested their ship and cnteied into a pioccss 
at law against them upon account of defamation and slandex cast 
out against him by the Nocquedah of said ship This process 
■we have peiused and think his suit very unreasonable and 
piosecuted rather for vexation than any justifiable giounds. As 
the said Khoja Minaz and Khoja Delaune desisted fiom any Author 
demands on him so soon as they had a light sense of the business, 
it will cause an ill name and disieputo to the Honourable 
Company's port and island to have any ship detained there upon 
such an idle score Wo therefoio -would have you endeavour to 
compose all differences and disputes between him and the 
"Nocquedah, If you find them obstinate and unwilling to comply, 
then let them tiy out their quarrel by law. And if Captain Birkm 
bath any charge of validity to impeach the owners with, we think 
good that he apply himself to us here who shall seek to do him 
justice But by no means let him go about to disturb or hinder the 
ship’s voyage which will not only be a lo«s to the owneis, but to 
many other particular merchants that hold freight on the ship.

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Also thev have again made known their grievance by reason 
of the Customers’ demands of anchorage. Such demands upon serious 
coSfdSSon we have thought good to lot fall ^r re = formeriy 
civm you when Abdul Gaphur's ship .wintered m Bombay. \\e 
therefore would have you make up the business this year with the 
Customers as well as you can, and in the future we require that you 
make an exception in that article of anchorage so that no vessel 
with three masts belonging to the port of Surat shall be liable to 
pay any such duty. 1 

On the 22nd September the Surat Council writes to the Company : 
Your President hath been confined to Iils bed near three months by 
a dangerous flux, hut by God’s mercy is now in fair hopes of 
recovery. Your Deputy Governor of Bombay is brought up to 
S wallv in a very weak condition He has desired our leave to change 
the air for some time in hopes of his recovery. In Ins absence 
Mr. John Petit with the rest ot the Council surviving do manage 
the affairs of your island, to whose assistance wc shall appoint some 
of your servants to supply the vacant places in Council so soon as 
our leisure will admit. 2 


During the year 1076 the Company seem to have had und.er 
consideration the question of the transfer of Bombay fiom the 
Kino- to their charge. The refusal of the English Court to accept 
Cooke’s settlement of the English and Portuguese claims and the 
belief that a settlement so unf a\ ourable to English interests had 
been due to Cooke's corruptness seem to have resulted in an inquiry 
from the Company as to the instructions brought and the action 
taken by the representatives of the King in 1602. On the lltli 
November 1077 the Bombay Government wrote to Surat: Mr. Gary 
has procured for- us copies of His Majesty s instructions to Sir 
Abraham Shipman and Sir Geivase Lucas, which go herewith. 
Mr. Gary never saw any plot of the island, neither does he know of 
any brought over but thinks that in the agreement with our King 
for the delivery, the islands oE Salscttc Bombay and Karanja were 
likewise intended John Petit also docs remember that in 1002 the 
Earl of Marlborough did send Captam Arnold Brown and some- 
others round the island of Salsette by way of Bassein to sound all 
the way and take full cognizance of all places. Captain Broyvn 
will be the Company’s best informer in this business. 3 

In spite of its advance under Governor Aungier many hindrances 
to the development of Bombay lemained. On the 21fch January 
1677 the Deputy Governor ami Council-of Bombay wrote to the 
Dnectors ■ Our rents were not much increased last year, though 
something they weic. Our chief rent, the custom, is farmed for 
Xs. 27,000. We speak it to our great grief that whilst we are so » 
encompassed with the Portuguese and Shivdji on all sides, we 
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cannot expect onr trade greatly to increase The reason of the 
flourishing trade of Sui at and other sea poitsis tins; Merchants 
bring then goods fiom other countries m shipping, land them and 
transport them up the countiy foi sale or sell them to other 
merchants who do the same Again, merchants buy inland goods 
without molestation, any custom, oi much chaiges and bung them 
freely down to poit wheic is always shipping lendy for all parts 
of India, At picsent the egiess and regicss for merchants up 
the countiy from Bombay is totally obstructed. The Portuguese 
islands of ICaianja and Salsettc alnio c t surround us, and they aie 
e\er exquisite soekcis of all ways lmaginahle to do us mischief, 
envying as we suppose the sudden prosperity this place isnsen 
to The cheapest ncaiest and best pass up the countiy is by 
Thtina where ioimerly they took 3 pci cent of all goods which 
passed by. Now foi the salco of only Bombay they have raised 
the late to 10 per cent which is equivalent to a total foi bidding 
of all goods to pass Likewise all timber for shipping and houses 
of duianee, which we may call the oak of India, grows up at 
Kalyan-Blnwndi and must ncccssonly pass by Tli.tna wheic they 
take 33 per cent custom. They have this year foihiclden all rice 
to be tiansported to Bombay, and do otten put excessive excises 
upon even lieibi and fruit and hens which pool people hung over 
at Blndia In this and most other things their malice shoots' 
much slioit of their intention, foi, thanks be to God, we have 
always provision in abundance, our island being commonly latlicr 
agianaiy of corn than otherwise, from whence it is tunspoited 
to Rajpiui Goa and other placi-s, and it shall he our ‘care never 
to see the island unprovided of provisions Wo could find othei 
uaj’s to pass up the country with little tiouble were blicic peace 
between the Moghal and iSluvap, or that the Moghal would take all 
this countiy about us. For about two days' journey up the hill 
between the Moghul’s and Sluvnji’s dominions lies a pcipetual seat 
of wni No merchants can jiass without appaicnt hazard of being 
plundeied, so that we cannot expect meichanls should land then- 
goods heio without knowing where oi how- to dispose of them 
*We often wonder how- so considerable a custom could he annually 
loused, and we can attribute it to nothing but the justice freedom 
and sccunty people enjoy heie above other places Many families 
of Brdhmans, daily leaving the Poitugnese teiritoiy repair hither 
irighted by the Paclics, who upon the death of any poison foice 
all liis chrldicn to be Christians Even some of the chrefest who 
still live at Bassein and others build them houses here, therein 
placing their wives and cliildien against a time of dangci. Me 
have hopes time will settle these paits m peace, tliat mei chants 
may be induced to bring down their rich goods from the country, 
the custom of one of which ships would amount to what is received 
heie in half a year Form lespcctof situation and convenience 
this" poit has the advantage of Suinb Goa and all the ports on the 
1 whole coast. Goa lies so far down below- the gieat places of 
Gujarat, Billy (Delhi), Bailnrnpurand Auningabad, wlicic the gieat 
glut of goods which supplies Europe and all India js made that 
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it is very chargeable bringing clown goods thither. Then Surat 
is one of the woist loads in India and extieinely dangerous in the 
i reshes and by the distance the transport ol goods up the uver to 
Suiatis verv chargeable. Whereas Bombay lies m an excellent 
latitude for the whole trade of India, and is a most excellent harbour, 
winter and summer, which is a great iuvitcr ol* merchants, and lor 
a small charge we uill run up a stone causeway from the tort 
almost to the mint without, in which fthips may at any time lie 
ashore, careen and mend or lie thcic the whole year with as much 
safety as in a dock. Upon the couni. 13 ' being in peace and our 
landin', our Europe goods lieie, mei chants would easier he persuaded 
- to tiansport them iiom hence than from Surat, and though the 
tame custom was taken at lauding them on the main as at 
Surat,, yet all that was transported 111 shipping to foreign parts 
would be so much custom gamed to your llonouis. But these 
arc happinesses m posse, and to be prayed for . 1 

Dui mg the years between 1G7G and 3GS0 the chief foreign 
sources of trouble at Bombay were the ‘haughty neighbours’ the 
Portuguese . the AfnlnMi'srth.it is the phnlcs of the Malabar coast; 
and the Subs of Janjira or Danda Iliijpim. 


The oiigin of the fiictiou with the Portuguese was in 1676 the 
itrarder near Bandia of a Serjeant Southerland. In March 167 G 
President Aungicr urote from Surat to Bombay: Wc arc 
sony for the death of Serjeant Southerland inhumanely murdeied 
by the Portuguese in cold blood in their own countiies. We 
require yotr still to demand satisfaction and justice for the said 
murder and send word to the Padre Supei ior of the College of 
EAiidra that seeing the said murder was committed in their jurisdic- 
tion wc expect justice i 1 ova them, for such blood}’ violences cannot 
be put up without satisfaction.® 


A second cause of disagreement was the protection given in 
Bombay to a Malahi) vessel puisued into the Bombay Hnibour by 
the Portuguese. A lcttei fioin the Sursit Council to the Malabar 
Coast Factories dated 23rd March 1076 describes bow a large 
Mulabdr vessel bound from some poit on the coast to Broach, 
encountered off Diu a Portuguese vessel who would have made 
piizo of her. She resolutely resisted arid fought them four days 
together At length, finding them too powerful for her, she was 
forced to cbshiu then herself of some part of her lading and came 
into Bombay under the command of the fort. The Portuguese 
vessel puisued her as far os Karanpi. There the Captain wont in 
liis boat to Bombay and from thence took a li.mdolc (mu! or, a 
Mini of litter) and went to Bassein, acquainting the Captain General 
of all that had passed- lie immediately in a hot passionate 
humour laises 500 or 600 men (and oideis the raising more) and 
comes as far as Eandra and sends word to the Deputy Governor 
that tho Malabdr vessel was their prize and requires her speedy 
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delivery, or he would invade the island To this the Deputy 
Governor leplied that it was con bi ary bo all law' and justice, and 
that he could not answet it to his supenors if he should deliver her 
up; and as to invading the island, they should make such con- 
venient piovision to withstand lum as tlicj' judged most necessary, 
let him come when he would. Since this the Captain General is 
reported to have returned very cal ml y without achieving any thing 
hut leproach and shame, being mightily despised by the Poituguls 
in general for his lashncss. The letter further notes that at their 
iiist coming into tliepoit, the Deputy Governor sent a boat off to 
know' what the Malabar ciafb was ; but the Malabdrs w'ould not 
let them come on hoard. Then he sent two or tluee more boats well 
manned carrying English colours So soon as the Malabdrs knew 
themselves to be undei the English piotectiou, they forthwith 
sun endered, weighed and came nearer under the foit where they 
now lemam 1 

In a letter to Bombay a few' days later (27th March) Picsident 
Aungier writes Tluough the whole stoiy of the late conti overly 
between you and the Portuguese touching the Malabar vessel, 
wc cannot but observe the lidiculous pride and vanity of the 
Portuguese in threatening and mustering forces for war on so light 
and unjust an occasion, and the seasonable prudent and couiageous 
opposition which you made against them This opposition we 
do well commend and appiove, declaring had you done otherwise 
or yielded in the least to the Poituguese m their unjust demands, 
you would have been brought under severe censure Therefore we 
lequire you boldly and manfully to oppose all such proud vain- 
glorious and malicious attempts which the Portuguese may design 
against you. Beturn words with w’ords, design with design) 
violence with violence, embargo with embargo. And let them 
and all youi neighbours know publicly that we value not their 
friendship nor fear their enmity. And m legard w'e understand 
that some Padres w T ete moie busy than became them in tins affair 
in casting out evil slandeious lepoits to the encouragement of the 
inhabitants, w T e lequire you to give a strict account what Padics 
they weie and what they did, and particularly of that Jesuit 
Padie at Parel and the Padres at Mdliim that w'O may give such 
directions as aic necessary tlieiem for the preventing the mischiefs 
they may do ns If you know any of the inhabitants that did 
.seein to side wuth the’ Poituguese iu this affaii, give ns notice of 
their names , and if anything of proof can be made against them, 
w r e w'ould have you proceed severely with them. 2 

In letters of the 12tli and 14th April the Surat President writes ■ 
"We perceive the Portuguese bravado is passed over with an impel - 
tinenb piotest which we presume w r as done only tn point (of) honour

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to salve the Captain General’s credit. Had they any sufficient or 
mst cause of complaint they would have delivered their protest in 
writing and not by word of month. You have not done amiss 
to answer it as you did ; we presume they will be wiser and under- 
stand themselves better hereafter. In the meantime if you have 
raised any men (of which you give us no account though we hear 
you have) we require you immediately to discharge them and not 
put the Company to needless expense. 1 * 

The incident closes with the remark from Surat to the Directors, 
22nd September 1676 : Since our last the Portuguese have been 
quiet and have not offered us any disturbance on Bombay, the 
Viceroy having disowned the proceedings of the Captain General.® 

A third cause of friction was the erection of Portuguese custom- 
houses at Bdndra and Trombay. Regarding this the President, on 
the 17th October 1676, addressed Bombay as follow’s : We observe 
what you write of the Portuguese erecting new custom-houses at 
Bdndra and Trombay, and little wonder at it, for we expect no 
better from them. We W’isli you had not wrote to Emanuell 
Saldanha, tho Captain General, about it. You gave him thereby 
occasion to make reflections and to glory in his little acts of 
mischief and which is worse to discover the weakness and w’ants of 
the island. It v’ould he impertinent and import little to protest 
against him, seeing he may lawfully execute his own authority in 
his own jurisdiction. Your best remedy is to slight it, and take 
no notice of such malicious practices, but overlook them and laugh 
■ at them with a pleasant scorn. Aud to the end the island may 
he always supplied with a sufficient quantity of corn and especially 
of batty we liciehy give you order that you buy upon the Com- 
pany’s account 2000 moiahs of batty at the cheapest rates and at 
the best time to keep in store for supply of all emergencies. For the 
Laying up and good keeping whereof you have a storehouse already 
built by the custom-house, with which corn you may supply the 
markets in time of necessity, taking care at the next convenient 
season to lay up a store in your granary again and keep it ahvays 
fully supplied, and you must take cave to commit the charge of the 
said granary to some careful and honest man. Our grand design 
in appointing this storehouse is for supply of the gairison incase 
of any sudden surprise of war with Shivaji or the Portuguese or 
other Europe nations. Therefore fail not to go speedily m hand 
with it, for we know not how soon the face of things may alter as 
well in Europe as in India, and if you want any assistance from 
us in this affair let us hear from you. 3 

.In the same letter President Aungicr refers to a fourth cause of 
disagreement in the following terms : We have peiused the 
Yiceioy's letter to you touching the Padies run away from Goa.

\vc think good that if such Pndies aie upon the island, you gnu 
them convenient notice to repan to Chaul oi wlicioolse they please, 
to dispose of tliemsehes, foi tliut we aie not well satisfied with 
their continuance in Bombay 1 

In their lettei of the 21th January 1677 to thcCouitof Dncctois 
the Bombay Government thus suuimanses these disagreements 
Wo have before took occasion to speak oi the bail neighbouihond 
we enjoy fiom the Poituguesc. In the month of Apnl last (167o) 
fioin a small beginning there bad likely to have succeeded a 
quarrel between us and them of no mean consequence It hap- 
pened that one oi their fugates gave chase to a mei chant's 
ship of Calicut who making ins escape came ioi sheltci undo our 
foit. The Captain of the fugate demanded the dohvciy of the 
ship to linn. Upon oui lefusal he makes Ins complaint to the 
Captain Gcneial oi Basseiu Manoel de fcjaldanlio, who being of a 
fiery natuic, apprehended so great an nffront in it that he imme- 
diately came huirying to Blindin ■with about 1000 men. Wo in ay 
.say so many iu number, but foi service just only fitting to inn 
away upon looking an enemy in the face, being taken up horn the 
plough and the palmar* (palm trees) So aggi avated and resolved he 
seemed to be that lie made public pi o testations novel to letiim 
without our sui rendering the vessel or an equivalent satisfaction 
There happened to be some Englishmen at B.indi a who went over to 
buy some necessaries, whom one o£ his Captains foil foul of, beat 
them ci uelly, and killed Serjeant Southerland The Captain 
Gcneial indeed disowned the action How r evcr being pci foi mod by 
his mmisteis, w’e could do no less than demand satisfaction foi the 
murder and affiont The then Deputy Govcruoi (GrjlFoid) lay 
desperately sick of a flux and hectic fever , so that John Petit 
went up to Maliim tuking with hiui a division of the gauison 
companies, the militia of Bombay with 100 Blmndtlris and about 
1U0 Moors of the island which with the militia of Malum amounted 
to about 500 men.. The Captain Geneial finding our ieadine-s to 
receive him, and that his menaces had not operated to that height 
as lie imagined, became something calmer. His demands vroio 
fii st for the dchveiy of the ship to hnn, pietending she was Ins 
lawful pn/.e having almost taken her, and that we ought not to 
protect the enemies to the Crowm of Poitugal. We in answer laid 
brfoie lnm by many arguments how contrary it was both to reason 
justice and the custom of all Europe to deny protection to the 
vessels or subjects of any prince in amity with oui King a-, the 
Zamoiin then was. The Captain General long pcLsevcied m his - 
demands, offering many weak reasons foi his justification. Find- 
ing us resolute in our determination and that small efiects were to 
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be expected either from his threats or force, he descended to desire 
of us to keep the ship, in our custody till he could write to the 
Viceroy and we likewise advise our President at Surat. This we 
likewise told him we could not consent to. For by what pretence 
or reason could we make prisoners of our allies or how could we 
justify ourselves to the Zamorin for such an action. W e said we 
had always the President’s order to do no injustice ; so that it 
was desiring us to break one order to wait for another. Finding 
nothing would prevail with us he w.as at length contented as a 
poor salve to his credit to desire only of us that we would not send 
any frigates out in her convoy and that he would send to the 
Yiceioy for his order herein and in the meantime their frigate 
should ride without to await her motion. All this coukl not 
hinder him from being derided of all strangers for his bravadoes and 
effectless threats and protestations, and even condemned of folly and 
rashness by the Portugal Fidalgos and all the Padres. In the mean- 
time we forgot not to demand satisfaction for the death of Serjeant 
Southerland and beating our men, for the which and for what 
other damages might accrue by this his unjust pioceeding, we drew 
up a' protest against him. For your Honours’ more particular satis- 
faction we herewith send copy of the said protest with all the 
papers which passed between us. 1 

The troubles with the Cota or Malabdr Pirates dated from 1670 
In February 1671 the President at Surat writes to Bombay . Wo 
congratulate your success against the two Malabars that were at 
Tull (Thai). Let Ensign Adderfcon know from us that we esteem 
of his good service well, and shall encourage him accordingly Wc 
confirm your promise made to those that went out against the 
Malab&is, of allowing them half, although the custom is but ono- 
third part We know nob what to determine concerning the slaves ; 
only would have them valued and remain on the Company’s 
account, and let the moiety of their value he paid to the adventurers, 
and let the slaves he made to work at the foit, care being taken 
that they do not run away. For encouragement of the soldiers 
licieafter, we have made it a standing order, that whatever (booty 
is made), one-third part thereof shall be allowed them. This is to 
continue till further ordei from the Company unto whom we have 
wntten effectually concerning this matter. Wc hope in very few 
months to send you down a fine frigate for the greater secuiity and 
ciedit of the Port of Bombay. And if you can build a frigate or 
two at Bassein at any reasonable rates we would have you 
procure them,- concerning which pray advise us with all speed 
possible 2 

The piiatcs at Cota took an Englishman in a Daman vessel. The 
Englishman demanded lansom of Mr. Bourcher, and as he refused 
to give it, the pirates basely set the captive against a tree and lanced 
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him to death. 1 Pi cpm niton's weie promptly made to pnnish theso 

insult*. On the 27th June 1677 the Bombay Council wrote to the 
Suiat President ■ The Seipio and nil the Com pain s. thips shall be 
ready fitted in August for any voi age shall he appointed them. 
We are of your Honours* opinion that it w ill he hiphlj nects fc an', 
both for the benefit and honour of the Company that Alle Baja and 
the pirates be made sensible of tiinso nffiont 1 ' put upon us \\e 
suppose the chaigc will not. ho grent Ileie is the Revenge ami Hunter 
who will hardly got freights and aio at a standing chaigc to the 
Company, the commanders all the officers and some seamen honirr 
continually kept nhnaid them, that we bclic\c they will not stand 
in above Its 100 or 150 a month more being at sea than now lulled 
up and suppose those two ships and two vwchvtU will be sufficient 
Besides if the design be managed w ith disci it ion, the prizes the v 
take urn}' foi the grenlcst pait defray the chaiges. 20 
soldiers m all will he sufficient, or, if wo cannot sprue them, 1G tiles 
will &ci ve. For officers to command the soldn is we have choice 
sufficient But tlicre will want an able prudent person to command 
m chief who 1ms had experience of India, for the business will not 
he to go down and make wlmt havoc destruction and slanglitcr 
can be effected but as yom Ilonoui rightly obseisc-^, tlioic must be 
respect had to time to come and the cauying on a more free and 
honourable tiade in those puts foi the fiitim*. In one hand the 
sword and in the other an olive hianch, and if possible to obtain 
that excellent point of making love and fear together which may 
be effected by avoiding general cruellies or the total rum of any 
one place ; by making those the mark of oui anger, who to the 
knowledge ot all people have plainly affionted us ; by being 
extraordinary civil to all those who have still been our fiiends, 
and to manifest out intention of crnluacing all lionoui able proffers 
of peace, whereby we may hereafter live unmolested in our 
trade Youi Honouis are better able to pitch upon a fitting person 
to manage this design than wc. The Scipic* may be very useful, 
though she stay not long there. But we think it very necessary 
the Hunter be sent down in the beginning of August, otlieiwibc 
she will never meet with Alle Riga's ships fioin Moklm and m 
the meantime our lcciuits will come fioin England and wc can 
fit up the lest 2 

Meanwhile one of the most difficult questions in Bom hay continu- 
ed to be the Sidi’s request, suppoited by the Moghal Government of 
Surat, to be allowed to winter that is to pass the rams (June- 
August) in Bombay. On tho 14th April 1G7G the Suiat 1 resi- 
dent wrote to Bombay : Wc are sony the Sidi’s fleet is come again 
to trouble your port. The Moghal governor ot Suiat has not 
made applications to us in tho least concerning the fleet winter- 
ing at Bombay. If he doth pi ess very cainestlj' and will not be 
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denied, we must govern ourselves the best we can for the Com- 
pany's interest. In the meantime we require you positively and 
in plain terms to declare to the Sidi that you will not permit 
his wintering there. If he tallcs of staying at Bombay or at 
M &zg aon you must tell him that it shall never be permitted, 
seeing he and his men have already been so chargeable to the 
island. Nor is he a person to be trusted on shore. Therefore 
if he doth desiie it you must not grant it except you are sure 
he will go on board again in a day or two. Nor must you 
suffer his men to go ashore armed or too many at a time for the 
preventing of any mischief that may ensue. However we would 
have you be very civil in your discourses and arguments to the 
TSidi and all the officers, representing the unreasonableness of their 
requests, the trouble which we have already sustained, and the evil 
consequences that may follow. Also fail not to supply them 
with what they may want — wood, water, and provisions. And let 
them have no just complaint against you in that matter, but 
suffer none of their vessels to bale on shoic by any means if you 
can prevent it. This order we would have you resolutely and 
strictly observe till you hear further from us, for being at Swally 
we know not yet liow things will go. We intend to start to-morrow 
for Surat where we shall understand more of the Moglinl governor’s 
mind whom we will dissuade by the best arguments wo can from de- 
siring the Sidi’s fleet to winter in Bombay. If he will not be otherwise 
satisfied, we shall in a few days send you such directions as shall 
be necessary for your future government. 1 A week later (April 
21st) the Surat Council resume : To this day the governor of Surat 
hath not applied himself in the least to us touching the winter- 
ing of the Sidi’s fleet. Wherefore we would have you continue to 
prosecute oui former directions and not permit them to winter in 
Bombay. Be careful you be not overcome with their subtleties. 2 

Six weeks later a change in Surat compelled the President to • 
alter his oiders preventing the Sidi wintering in Bombay. On. 
the 9th June 1676 the Council addressed Bombay: We have 
alieady wrote you a letter in recommendation of Sidi KAsira 
who is now made governor of Danda Rajpuii and captain gene- 
ral of the aimada against Sbivdji, in place of Sidi Sainbal turned 
out. Shaistikhan, governor of Surat, hath commanded the said 
Sidi Kdsim to make what haste he can to his charge and in 
pursuance thereof hath with some importunity prevailed with us 
to permit his wintering on the island of Bombay till the monsoon 
servos to transport him to Danda BAjpuri. He carries with him 
about 200 peons for bis guard on the way, fearing some encounter 
from ShivAji’s forces. We were very unwilling to admit so many 
troublesome people on the island but our governor here being 
very importunate with us and having expressed a respectful regard 
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and favourable assistance to oui Honourable Masters’ iutciest 
and promising to siginiy this mid othei oui good sen ices to the 
king of Delhi we hu\c thought good to gratify him herein 
Tin*, day Bull Kflsnn came to take Ins leave ot the President 
declining Ins gi oat obligations for the kindness leeched and 
promising all ofhccs of iriendship on Jus pail, und whciuiis the 
President put him in mind of lunnliness and disoideily proceed- 
ing of then men foimerlj, lie in-mi es n, that he will now take 
such stuot cmc in goveimng liis soldieis and keeping them in 
order that there shall nut be the least occasion of complaint litre- 
aft ci 

Wheiefoic conforming to oui foimer lottci of recommendation, 
we desire junto treat the said Sidi Kasim with all civility and 
to accommodate linn with such lodging during his stay cithci at 
Maxgaon or Bombay as j*ou can consemently pioside. "We judge 
Mrt/gnon will lie the best place lor the soldiers to (junrtcr m that 
they nmj thuioss meet oi intermix with our men foi the pi event- 
ing oi quail els between them As for Sidi Kasim lmnself if he 
desu.es a house or some lodging at Bombay, you may giant them 
to linn Also at his depnt tui e j ou may as-ist him v l’th'w hat boats 
nic neces^niy ioi his tiansport to Danda Ibijpuii. It is reasonably 
expected Hint he should pay the cliaige, foi w e w ould not have j ou 
nit the Company to more expense than necessitj* or the prudent 
aws of ci\ ility icquiies At the same tunc innutwaid lespect and 
dullnesses you may usesurh iiccdom and obliging discretion as 
becomes the* friendship we receive iiom the king and his subjects 
and consists with the inteicst of our Honouinble Masters 
■When he depaits the island, w r c svould have you pmcuie his letter 
to the goseinor ot Surat innniLesting the kindness and fiiemllj 
assistances he bath leceived in behalf ot the king’s affairs during 
his stay on the island 1 Though m consequence of these orders 
Sub Kiisim poiloice w*as allowed to winter in Boinhnj*, apparently 
the duections and warnings. quoted above sufliccd to iclieve 
Bombay of its troublesome and dangerous guest Sidi Sambnl. 

Eaily in 1077 Sidi Sambnl seems to have been allowed to biing 
his licet to Bombaj* and to staj* m the haibour. In Apul, in con- 
sequence of an application tiom him to be allowed to pass the mon- 
soon m Bombay, Mr Aungiei, the Piesident, wrote to Bombaj* This 
evening we received n very foimnl letter horn Suli Sambnl. wheicin 
after many sain pietenccs lie entreats oui leave to wintci at Bom- 
baj* lmnself with all his men and Ins fleet and accoidingly would 
have us lecommend linn unto you. This we will by no means consent 
unto m regard wc plainly perceive liis intentions aie not for Danda 
lldjpuu but he lies hoveling with Ins fleet about the island We 
cannot at all lccoiniucnd j’ou in that you have connived at his 
continuance on the island thus long and never given us any account 
tlicieof, that our oiders might have ai rived to j'ou more season- 
ably. However we do now require j*ou first in fan* teims to declare 
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to him that it is contrary to His Majesty’s, the Honourable Com- 
pany’s, and Our orders to permit him or his men or liis fleet to winter 
on the* island j and therefore he must prepare himself to be gone with 
all the expedition that may be. If you sec he will not bo satis- 
fied with this but obstinately continues on the island, you 
must then by public proclamation require all people belonging 
to the Sidi’s fleet to depart the island and prohibit all the inhabit- 
ants of the island after three days to sell to any of the Sidi’s people 
any soits of provisions or come near their houses or hold any 
correspondence with them, for we will not permit him to winter on 
the island, and if ho stays it shall be at his own peril, and you 
-must declare that he thereby will utterly break friendship with 
us This you may (leclaie to him from us who desire your speedy 
performance of our orders and answer hereunto. 1 

■ Meanwhile a grievously foolish and unjust action by an officer in 
command of one of tlie boats sent against tlie Cota pirntes strength- 
ened the position of the Sidis in claiming to winter in Bombay. On 
the 22nd Apiil 1677 the Deputy Governor and Council of Bombay 
wnte to Surat . Our Malabdr manhva whom wo sent out in clmse 
of Malabars was commanded hj r Ensign Thorp who off Danda Rdjpuri 
met, one of the Sidi’s boats. Our machua put out no colours so 
the Sidi’s boat pursued her very near, supposing her to be a 
Malabdr or one of Slnv&ji’s boats. Then our men put out their 
colours and showed themselves. Upon this the Sidi’s boat -was 
going away ; but our boat spoke to them to come aboard and held 
up a musket at them to make them come. When they had come 
on boaidour men asked the Sidis why they pursued them ; the Sidis 
answered we took you for Malabars. Upon this Ensign Thorp 
seized two coolies, tied their hands behind them, and hoisted them 
up and threatened them till he made them confess they heard the 
captain say he was resolved to take our machca. This confession 
Ensign Thorp thought -was sufficient He took away all their arms 
and what money they could find and keeping the captain and tw T o 
men more prisoners, .carried them away down the coast, and let 
the boat go. There was likewise a great packet in which the boatmen 
pretend aie letters for Bahadur Khan, the governor of Surat, and your 
Honours , besides sevoial letters for persons on this island and for 
the Governor and F actor of Bassein in Portuguese, all which he carried 
down with him. The two Sidis at Danda Kdjpuri demanded justice 
of us for robbing their boat and taking their men prisoners pretend- 
ing Rs. 2600 was lost in ready money and cloths. Wo made very 
strict examination hut could find out no money hut about Rs. 40 
which the Ensign had secured. This we proffered them hut they 
refused it. For Ensign Thorp’s crime in taking and robbing one 
of our friend’s vessels contrary to our orders and instructions we 
took away his commission from him. The boatmen would not 
accept of the money which was proffered them, but are gone to 
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Danrla Rdjpuri to complain afresh, and whether they will complain 
to Bahddur Khan and the governor of Suiat we know not. 1 

It seems piobablc that this unfortunate misconduct so weakened 
the position of the Surat President that he was forced to abandon 
lus intention of refusing Sidi Sambal’s request to be allowed to 
winter in Bombay On the 7tli May 3677 the President addressed the 
following letter to Bombay On the SOtli April we wiote you by 
expiess to use your endeavours by all fair means to peisuade Sidi 
Sambal to letiie fiom Bombay "We said we could not permit him 
to winter there for the reasons then pioposed It seems your care 
had prevented us and you had given youi express ordeis to him 
to depart In this you did very well. Only we wish you had done 
it more effectuallj' sooner m the year that he might have had no 
pretence to have stayed or that you had given us advice sooner 
that we might have made provision accordingly. Whereas till it 
was too late we were totally ignorant thereof . Upon the summons 
which you have given him, lie immediately despatched a boat to 
the Surat governor by sea desiring him to interpose the king’s author- 
ity and his inteiest with us, without uhicli we would never consent 
Upon this the governor sent a message unto us enti eating us m 
the king’s name to peimit the fleet to winter in Bombay and that 
Sidi Sambal might lemain on shore in regard to his sickness. 
After due advice and considering of the state of the Company’s 
aflairs heie, we esteemed it not piudcnt to displease the king and 
the governor for the reasons wlucli are obvious to you Wo 
accordingly sent our bioker to the governor to lepiesent to him 
the Company's express older to the contrary and the inconveniences 
which they might sustain and have sustained by the Sidi’s winter- 
ing in Bombay and to desire the governor that he would send 
express orders to Sidi Sambal and the fleet that they might observe 
these following oideis * That Sidi Sambal should keep but 50 men 
on shore with him and that the rest of the soldiers should bo either 
discharged or kept on board their ships and not allowed to come 
on shoie without the Deputy Governor's license Further, that Sub 
Sambal and Sidi Ktfsim should take core that their men give not 
the least offence to the Goveinment or to any of the people of the 
island and if thej’ did that they should be severely punished. 
This the governor esteemed veiy necessary and hath given his 
ordeis accordingly to Sidi Sambal which we send you here enclosed 
under the governor’s seal together with its copy for your perusal 
desiring you to ohscive it accordingly. 

Now we understand that Sidi Sambal resides at the East 
India House where like the hedge hog he hath nestled himself 
and liking his lodging intends to stay there whether we will 
or no As you will read in the copy of’lus letter it is one of our 
conditions with the Surat governor that during next rains Sidi 
Sambal shall stay in what place the Deputy Governor and Council 
shall think fit to appoint him. Our opinion is that it is not con- 
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venient to permit so many strange soldiers to be so near tbe fort 
all tlie rains, but that Mrizgaon would bo a more proper place for 
them. We offer this as our advice and do not give it as a positive 
order. Still we do require you to consider well thereof and having 
a strict regard of the charge and trust. committed to you” to give 
such directions in this affair as shall most tend to the security of 
the fort and island and peace of the inhabitants, treating the said 
Sidi Sambal’s affairs and his people with such civility and reason- 
able assistance as they may expect from you. 1 

Meanwhile the Bombay Council were doing their best to be 
lid of Sidi Sambal. On the 2nd May 1677 they wiite the fol- 
lowing letter to the Surat Council : We have with much ado 
prevailed with Sidi Sambal to embark to-morrow. But he 
intends to stay aboard three or four days in expectation to obtain 
your Honour’s license for his wintering here, having sent express 
by sea and land for that purpose. 2 On the 18th May they wiite : 
We have by us two of your Honour’s unanswered of the last of 
April and 12th May. We did what was possible to get Sidi Sambal 
out, next to plain force and firing at the fleet, which we know 
not how would be resented at Surat. Wo have daily for these two 
months told him absolute^ that he must not winter here and he 
always beguiled us with protestations that he would he gone this 
day and that day till the fleet was not able to stir. They must now 
winter here except we will force them out to be all lost. But lie 
himSclf has promised faithfully to go overland and that he will set 
out to-morrow morning if not be it at his own pci il for wo could by 
. no means suffer lnm to stay here. 3 

In the same letter, after the arrival of the Surat letter of the (7th) 
May the Bombay Council add : Just at closing there came your 
Honour’s of the (7th) May with a letter for Sidi Sambal which 
we sent him. We shall bo caicful punctually to comply with your 
Honour s orders and shall acquaint the Sidi therewith to-morrow. 
We are of your Honour’s opinion that Mdzgaon will be the fittest 
place for him which we suppose he will willingly condescend to 
he having often professed much. 4 1 

On the 6tli July 1C77 before the Bombay letter reached them 
forced by the necessity of keeping on good terms with Surat 
authority, the Surat Council write : Sidi Sambal being put out of 
- his employ and the command of the king’s fleet conferred on Sidi 
Kasim who is now in Danda Rdjpuri, Sidi Kdsim hath ordered 
his valcil Mahmud Hasan to send down to Bombay 150 men under 
the command of Subhan Kuli We commend hi's men unto your 
courteous usage, and do desire you to show them all the respect 
and civility you may with convenience, and gratify them on all 
reasonable requests. At the same time we caution you to have an 
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eye over them that they may commit no riot') or disordeis to the 
disfcutbance of the peace of the island and suffer not more than . . . 
men to come on shore at a time. 1 

On the 27th Juno 1677 the Bombay Council brought to the 
notice of the President at Surat the sorb of difficulty winch the 
presence of the Sidi m Bombay entailed upon them Lafcety a ' 
Brahman and two or three more came over from Batty pioffenng 
their service to the Sidi, and promising if he would employ them 
they would bring bim some pnsoneis of quality. Sidi Sarnbal 
was willing to embiace the offer, but yet so cunning not to appear 
in the action that he would not furnish them with any of Ins own 
boats or men So they hued a Bombay fisher-boat and soldieis 
from the island and went ovei to Batty and biought thence 
four Biahman prisoners, being the principal men of the place, and 
put them aboard the Sidi’s ship. 2 It was not long before we 
had a message from the Subheddr of Chaul, complaining of the 
unneighbourly abuse we had suffered to be done to lnm even by 
the inhabitants of Bombay, demanding tlio^ restitution of thosfl 
prisoneis, and threatening, if this were not peiformcd, no stick of 
wood or anything else would be sufficed to be biought fiom the 
main to Bombay and that the friendship between us was bioltcn. 
We immediately sent to the Sidi taxing lum severely with this 
unfriendly dealing, but he pleaded ignorance to all However we 
got the prisoneit, from him whom we treed We likewise got the 
Koli who was mukadam of the boat and ten more of the rogues, 
dwellers on the island, who were all condemned to be hanged, hut we 
pardoned eight and executed three Those eight are the Company’s 
slaves whom we shall put aboaid the Europe ships to he sent to 
St Helena, with a Bhanddnn who was condemned for felony 
whose life wc pardoned likewise 3 

At the close of the lains (9tli October 1G77) the Bombay Council 
laid before Suiat the evils attending the Sidi's/ especially two 
rival Sidis’, piescnce in Bombay They wiotc It is now scvcial 
yeais that the Sidi’s fleets have used this port as a place of lefiesh- 
ing and ictreaton all occasions, with how much ti cubic to the Gov- 
ernment and dissatisfaction to the inhabitants, your worships have 
been but too well acquainted. A fcw T months past Sidi Sarnbal lcceiv- 
edordcTS to suucndei the fleet to Sidi Kasim Fm seveial months 
lie made dcmuis because his wife and children and Ins futility were 
detained in Danda Bajpui i These he received foui days ago, and 
promised to deliver up the fleet excepting one of the gieat ships w'hich 
he intended to keep to carry himself and Ins soldiers to Suiat Bull 
Kilsim being impatient of having part of his fleet detained from

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him and instigated by that, unadvised Snbbim Kali who came 
fiom Sui at about tluee month*, past. with loO men to assist him, 
ere w'c were aware of it, did on Sunday last march up with all 
lus i'oice to ll.izgaon where Sidi Samlul resided We immediately 
sent Captain Keigwm with a guard of hor-.e to keep the peace. 
Ere lie could airive they had begun the skitmish, ami so obstinate 
were they, especially Sidi Kasim, that they were parted with 
much difficulty having shot four of the Company’s hoiscs, wheicof 
one is dead and another in great danger, though it pleased none of 
the troopeis were hurt Upon this we nnmedi.iLch sent for Sidi 
Kasim to the, fort, and having expostulated with him the affront 
he had put upon the Government and the bad retaliation he had 
made us for om exLiaordinuy civilities to him, we disaunud nil 
Jus soldiers except himself and two or tluee moic and oidciod him 
in four or live days’ time to send all his sold mis olf the island 
excepting sonic few seivnuts foi his attendance The like \vc did 
to Snli iSanih.il excepting those guards winch were for the defence 
of the ships. We suppose tins accident will so arm 3'our 
worship’s i esolutions as never to concede the wintering ol the 
fleet here again nor to suffer any gioat number of men to icmcun 
on the island aimed. We suppose it would be of gi oat consequence 
that your worships made timely complaint of these outrages, not 
only to the governor of Surat, but even to the king himself, and 
demanded large satisfaction for the death or our horses and the 
disturbance ot the peace of the inhabitants and hindrance of our 
tiade, merchants being frighted fiom coming hither by such hostile 
acts We send this cosset (cai nor Gnjniati hihnd) on purpose to give 
your worships timely notice that the Sidis might not be befuieliand 
with a false representation of the action. 1 

A fortnight later (October 21 st) the Tlombny Council continue: 
Wc have atriengbh induced the two Sidis to an agreement so that 
Sidi Kasim is contented to surrender up Sidi S.imbal’s wife and 
childion and Sidi Smibal is contented to siurondei up die armada, 
so that Sidi Sambal 111 four or fi\c days intends to cmbaik on one 
of two great ships and go for Surat, and then Sidi Kasnn will go 
on hoard of the fleet. We wei e willing to he mediator 111 this 
business that wc might bo lid of them both. And if we icspect 
the good and quiet of the island, we have reason to wish they may 
never come hcic'again except it bo for a month’s time to refresh 
and then be gone. Snli Sambal had an excellent house killed in 
the broil, which ho values at a great price , for which and all otlici 
damages he demands satisfaction of us ; for he pretends his hands 
were bound up from taking bis own satisfaction. We must needs 
SI W h? wa ? very obedient to-our orders, and has lived at JVIazgaon 
all this rams so contentedly and quietly that we have not been 
troubled with any complaints of him So that when youi worships 
demand satisfaction of the Sloghal king for our horses and other 
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damages, Sidi Sambal’s damages may likewise be demanded or 
that they make hnn satisfaction tbeie 1 

In March 1677 the General and Council in Surat communicated 
the following instiuctions regaidmg the settlement of Gupirat 
Banins in Bombay We do send you several articles offei ed unto us 
by Nnna P.iiakh, an eminent Banin belonging to the city' oF Dm, 
touching Ins own, or some of his sons oi vakils, settlement 
on the island of Bombay. This we have not thought good to 
grant until wc have fiist ad\ iscd with you and taken your opinion 
thereon w hether they aTe consistent with the present state and 
good of the island, and theiefoic we desire you seriously to weigh 
each particulai article and advise us your opinion thei con. lie 
hath further requested that tm mans of tobacco maybe a’lowcd 
him free of paying any duty belonging thereunto, but to tins 
also we have deferred giving no answer until wc have received 
youi opinion which we desire may be sent us so soon as you can 
with convenience. Wo desire you not to let these articles or 
Nnna Pitrakh’s name to be published as yet in regard the noise 
of it coming to tlio Portuguese’s knowledge may cause no mean 
prejudice to him and little advantage to us, for wc have already 
often experimented upon the effect of their bad neiglibuuihood. £ 

Whereas Nnna Paralsb, an eminent Bania merchant of the city 
of Uiu, has expressed his desire to settle with his family and trade 
on the island of Bombay, from the fame which he has heard of the 
Honouiablc Company’s laige commence, upright dealing, justice, 
and modciation to all persons that In e undei the shadow oi their 
Government, and in oidei tlieieuino has requested a patent fiom 
us, under the Company's seal, containing ceitain fat mu* which he 
bogs m relation to liberty and seemity in the excicise of religion, 
tiiide, propel ty, and reputable residence on said island* We, the 
Picsident and Council for the said HonouwiMe Company, have 
thought good, in legal d to Ins eminent woitli ami good repent, to 
giant him the follow mg piivileges 

1. That the Honouiablo Company shall nllot him so much 
ground in or neai the present tow u free of lent as shnll be judged 
necessary to build a house or warehouse theieon 

2. That he with the Ibahnians or Yeis [Gon or pi jests) ofhis 
caste shall enjoy the free exercise of theit religion within their 
ow u houses without the molestation of any person w Imt-oct er jthat 
no Englishman, Poitugucse. or otliei Christian, nor Muhammadan 
shall be pcnnittcd to live within tlieii compound oi offer to kill 
any living creature there, oi do the least injuiy or indignity to 
i licin, and if any shall presume to offend them within the limits 
ut tlieii sanl compound, upon tlieir complaint to the Got ci nor 
[at Suint), or Deputy Go\ ernoi (at Bombay), the of lender* shall

age, sox, or condition whatever they be, shall be ioiccd to turn m Bomlwy, 
Christians, nor to cauy burthens against their wills. 1 ' " 

3. That lie and his family shall be frccfiom all duties of watch 
and ward, or any chaige and duty depending thereon-; that 
neither the Company nor the Governor, Deputy Governor or 
Council, or any other person, shall on any pretence whatsoever 
force them to lend money for public or pnvate account or use 
any indirect violence or ways to that effect; but that they shall 
with all freedom enjoy their properties, estate, and goods without 

‘auy molestation. 

4. That in case there falls out any diffet ence or suit in law 
between him or liis vakil or attorneys or the Baniils of his caste, 
and any other persons remaining on the island, the Governor or 
Deputy Governor shall not sufibr him or them to be publicly 
anusted di.shonouicd or carried to prison, without fiisfc giving 
him due notice of the cause depending, that he or they may 
cause justice to he done m an honest and amicable way, and in 
case any ditfm ence happen between him or liis attorney and any 
Bania of their own caste, they may have liberty to decide it 
among themselves without being forced to go to law. 

5. That lie shall have liberty of trade in his own ships and 
vessels to what poit he pleases, and come in and go out when lie 
thinks good, without paying anchorage, having first given tlic- 
Govcrnor or Deputy Governor or Customer notice and taken 
their consent thereunto. 

G. That in case he brings any goods on shore more than he can 
soli on the island within the space of 12 months, he shall have 
liberty to transport them to what port lie pleases, without pay mg 
custom for exportation, 

, 7 That in case any person be indebted to liim, and also to* 

othei Baniiis, and be not able to pay allliis debts, bis right may- 
be preferred befoie other BaniAs. 

S. That in ease of war or any other danger which may succeed, 
he shall have a warehouse in the castle to secure liis goods, 
treasure, and family therein. 

9. That he or any of his family shall have liberty 7 of egress and 
regi ess to and from the fort or residence of the Governor or Deputy 
Governor ; that they 7 shall be received with civil lespcct and be 
pcnmtted to sit down according to thou qualities , that they 7 shall 
freely use coaches, hoisos,'or palanquins and quitasols (that is 
barsuns or umbrellas) for their convenience without any disturb- 
ance ; that their scivants may 7 wear swoi ds and daggers, shall 
not be abused, beaten, or imprisoned except they offend, and that 
in case any 7 oi-his kindred or friends shall conic to visit him or 
them fiom any other ports, they shall bo used with civility and 
respect 
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creditor liave any pretence to what is once paid, an d when judgment 
is given it is alicarly paid in law, so that he is no longer 
piopiietor of it. But when a person is indebted tn two men and 
the lii st 'sues him and u on that the second comes in and sues him 
too, with w hot justice can we pay all the debtors estate to the second 
ci editor Only ot this he may be assuied th^t all justice shall be 
done him with speed according to oul law and the party ioiced to 
paj* the full debt if able, and lie in prison for the lest till he 
pleases to release him, which we suppose may 'veil content him. 

As to the 8th, in case of war all persons <?f quality have liberty

In December 1G75 the Surat Council wrote to Bombay : We have 
consideied the request which the gentlewomen have made to you, 
touching their allowance for one year and the rcasou they allege 
concerning it. Though we arc willing to gratify thorn in any thing 
that lies in our power and do believe wliat they say concerning 
Mr. Lewis to be probable yet we declare wo cannot dispose of our 
Masters’ estates without their order. They must therefore excuse us 
if we do not gratify their desire But whereas you say some of them 
are in so mean a condition that they cannot subsist without liolp, 
in such case and no otherwise, we enorder that you allow either 
6 or 8 pardaos (pagodas) a month to those that aro in real necessity 
that they he preserved from want which withal they must understand 
as au act of charity from the Company m respect to their want. 
Those who arc able we expect should provide themselves. And 
wheieas you give us notice that some of the women are grown 
scandalous to our nation religion and government, wo require you 
in the Honourable Company’s name to give them all fair warning 
that they do apply themselves to a more sober and Christian conver- 
sation, otherwise the sentence is this that they shall be confined 
totally of their liberty to go abroad and fed with bread and water

By these events the relations between the Government ^ of 
Bombay, Sambbaji, and the lloghal had become most embarrassing 
and precarious. With Saniblidji it was expedient to temporize on 
account of his power extending o\er those commercial stations on 
the Malabar Coast from which the principal part of the investments 
of pepper and caidamoms were drawn, as well as over several of 
the stations under the Presidency of Fort St George particularly 
Porto Novo. The power uf the Moghal commanded the provinces 
in which the principal portions ot the Surat investment were 
collected. These alarms were increased by the Sidi’s fleet and 
troops being too strong to be lesisted by the soldiers of the 
garrison now reduced to less than 100 Europeans, who were'daily 
murmuring at the price of provisions, which their pay could not 
afford. Under these circumstances a reference was made to the 
Court for instructions and aid." 

Apparently in icply, early in 1683, the Court of Directors wiotc : 
After much charge and the wasting of many years in vain attempts, 
we have (we hope) at length thought of methods to make Bombay 
a place of considerable trade and business : 

1. We have ordered the ship Charles to unlade her cowries 
there or so many of them as our President and Council at Surat 
shall give order for and to take in there such homeward lading 
for England as onr President ami Council shall think fit 

2. We have ordered the ship wo arc now despatching for 
Tonqucen in her homeward voyage to return through the 
straights of Mallaca to Bombay and there unload and fill up with 
what our President and Council shall provide beforehand to lie in 
the stores and give order for the shipping aboard her. 

3. We have written to our President and Council to order such 
of our ships as he shall think fit that go down to the Coast of 
Malabdr and India to return to Bombay and there disperse those 
goods among any of our ships that he shall appoint to take in 
their loadings at that place. 

4. That m order thereunto, if lie finds it not prejudicial to our 
service, lie should send from Swally one of our small ships with 
bales of goods to fill up any bigger ship or ships he shall appoint 
to take up their full loading at Bombay 

5 In the foregoing particulars you will see we have referred 
much to the discretion of our President and Council at Surat. 
This is most necessary, seeing they arc in the head of our business 
and so near the place , and the more in regard our President hath 
been our Deputy Governor in Bombay and to give him his due the 
best that ever set foot upon the Islam l since the English had it.

About the same tunc (Apiil 16S1) it was found that the ships of 
mtcilopeis instead of taking in their cargoes at a Biitish port, ivent 
to Osfccnd, and took in Eui ope pi oducc on Butisli capital, and thence 
proceeded to India. On discovering this project, the Couit applied 
to the King, who oidcred a man-of-war to inteicept them, but two 
of then vessels escaped Instructions wcie therefore sent to the 
Company J s agents to seize their ships and goods. 2

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been a great interruption to all our business, but arc fully satisfied 
that our President and Council are worthy men and have served 
us faithfully and as well as any men could have done under so 
many disappointments. 1 

On the 10th November 168 3 the Court again state: We me 
now much set upon the improvement of that our island oE Bombay 
and do esteem it a place of more consequence than we have former- 
ly done. We cannot imagine but a wise and prudent Council might 
promote or create a trade there in a place so admirably situated 
and so full of people. 2 

In the same letter the Couit administer the following caution ■ 
The increase of our people at Bombay must necessarily iuciease 
our revenue if you be careful to make the most of it With 
a little ingenuity you may lind out other ways to augment our 
revenue, which we requiic you to make your study and endeavour 
as much for the sake ol your common country as 3 *our em- 
ployers. It is a vain and idle imagination for any man to think 
the English nation can ever be as considerable in India as the 
Dutch until we arc as wise as they in creating and thrifty manage- 
ment of revenues in places conquered, fortified, or possessed This 
necessary providence the Dutch have improved and refined to such 
a degree at Batavia as to make that place render to the Company 
clear annually £00,000 sterling (as we arc informed), more than all 
the gieat charge thereof.' 5 

' In April 1681 the counsels for the improvement of Bombay are 
repeated : We are now much moic concerned foi the iinpiovemcnt 
of Bombay. We were concluding it to be a place thnt may stand us 
in mighty stead in case of a war with the Dutch or that the Moghal 
governors should go and affront us as they did last year m the 
Bay. We would, theicfore, have yon keep that island always in a 
strong postuieof defence and our soldiers strictly to their duty and 
in the constant exercise of their aims You should set your wits 
effectually on work to create some considerable manufacture upon 
the island that may augment the number of the inhabitants whom 
we would have modelled into trained bands under English or other 
officers, as you shall see cause, and make of them one or two regi- 
ments or more as their numbcis will hold out. They should be ex- 
ercised in aims one day m every two months or as often as you shall 
think may be convenient. You need not always waste powder 
at such exercise, but teach them to handle their arms, their facings, 
wheelings, marching, and countermarching, the fust ranks to pre- 
sent, draw their triggers together at the beat of the drum, and

"While those directions for the iinpm\cincnt of the position of 
Bombay and the development of its tiade iwie on their way to 
India the icvolt of Captain Kcigwin, the Commandant of the Bom- 
bay ganison, lmd letnoved the island fimn the contiol of the Com- 
pany’s olliceis and nominally handed it to the King of Englnnd 
1 he main cause of Keigwm’s icvolt was the measures which for 
some ycai ■s had been m invoui of nbi idging the ch.uges of Bombay, 
and pm ticulaily the mihlniy expenses The officers both in then 
i ank ami pay had been placed low <*i than they had toimei ly been and 
the militia had been so much leduced that not. only discipline had 
been iela\cd hut the anthonty of the olliceis mcr the men was 
at an end. Discontent, border mg on disobedience, could not be 
easily lepiesscd and an incident only "as wanting to kindle this 
discontent into a icvolt. Captain Kcigwin applied foi subsistence 
money, theic being no Company’s table ns ioi moily After much 
altcication bctuccu him and the Deputy Goieiuoi. lie w ns allowed 
money to the extent of 23 rupees a month, but ill case the 
Conit should disappro\e of this allowance, it was to be lefunded 
Thus the plan of abridging the charges of the officers enti ustod with 
life defence and protection oi Bombay was unhappily earned to the 
cxticmc of oidenngthc half allowance paid foi diet to Captain 
Kcigwin to lie refunded This paisimonious montane pi oduccd the 
discontent and probably the rc\nlt of the garrison. 9 

Captain Iticbaid Keigwm, who coininaiided the Company’s gam- 
son at Bombay, assisted by Ensign Tliornburn and others, on the 
27th December 1GS3, seized on Mr Waul the Deputy Gmoinoi 
and such Members of Council os adheied to him, assembled the 
tioops and militia. annulled the authority oE the Company l»v procla- 
mation, and declaicd the island to be immediately under the King’s 
protection The gnirison, consisting of 1 50 English soldieis mid 
200 topnsses, and the iniiabitant.s of the island, elected Captain 
ICcigwin. to be Governoi, and appointed olliceis to the difiemnt 
companies, with suitable innk, and ci\il olliceis, stoiekccpcis, 
and haibour-mastcis. dechuing, that if then .sen ants would 
acknowdedge the King’s government as pi oclaimcd, ami did not 
lntcrfcic with the administration of it, the Company might 
pioeeed in thcii trade without molestation Kcigwin took posses- 
sion of the Company’s ship Retain and the Huntci lugate, ami 
landed the treasons amounting to between 50,000 and C0,U0U inpees, 
intended for the investment atKdrwai, which he lodged in the 
Fort, and published a declaration that it should bo emploj’cd only 
foi the defence of the King’s island and government. 8 

The first mcasuie taken, after the icvolt, was a proclamation by 
Captain Keigwm, requning the inhabitants to take the oaths of 
allegiance to the King and to l enounce thou obedience to the Com-

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pony. With this proclamation the whole of the garrison, militia, 
and inhabitants icadily complied , the troops from an expectation 
of relief from the grievances of which they hid complained, and the 
inhabitants from the usual expectation's held out to mobs Oi leliei 
Liom taxes. To such a height did this frenzy proceed that the 
CiCWb of the Companj 's ships, sent first with couiunssionei rf and 
next accompanying 1‘iosidcnt Child to J3onihav to pretail on Captain 
Koigwm and his .adherents to return to their duty, instead of being 
disposed to act offensively' against tlic revolvers, caught the 
prejudices by which they wore instigated and could not be enti listed 
in the most neccssaiy sci vices winch the comniissiouers and after- 
wards tho President and his Council thought might be effectual for 
the restoration of older and legal authouly. 

Captain Keigwin and his associates then addressed letters to 
His Majesty and to the Duke of York, expressive of their deter- 
mination to maintain the island ioi tho King till his pleasure should 
be known, and enumerated the causes which had imposed upon 
them the necessity of revolt either to pi event the island being seized 
by Sumbliaji who was in possession of Karanja, or by the Sidi or 
Admiral of the Moghul who with a numerous naval force lay near 
it, each having m view to expel equally the King's or the Company s 
foi ccs from a station of which both for a number of years had boon 
jealous, and each afraid that the other might anticipate him in 
acquning. Captain Keigwin and the conspirators next lcpresoutod 
to the Court of Committees that the selfish schemes of Sir J osiah 
Child in England, and of his brother Air. -John Child the President

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Chapter I 'When tlic President and Council o£ Surat were informed of this 
History. unexpected and dangerous revolt, they appointed three coinmis- 

sioners (Mr Zmzan, Mr. Day, and Mr Gostnght) to proceed with 
SmatTn-sident, three of the Company’s ships to Bombay and endeavour by promises 
i 1G&4 ’ of pardon and redress of grievances to persuade the revolters to 

* leturn to their duty to the Company. Alter fruitless conferences 

for a month, in which every expedient was tried on the part of 
, the commissioners and refused on the part of Captain Kcigwin 

■ and his adherents, they weie satisfied that persuasions and threats 

were equally unavailing On the 31st January 1684 President 
Child arrived off Bombay with tlnee more of the Company's ships, 
the tlnee which came with the commissioners having been at 
different times in this month despatched to England with the 
Company’s investments The commissioners remained on boaid a 
country vessel, while President Child held conferences with Captain 
Keigwin and repeated pi onuses of pardon and ledress of grievances. 
This oftei also was unavailing, for the animosity of Captain 
Kcigwin and his adherents was directed against the President anil 
1 his bi other Sir Josiah Child, to whose influence they asciibed not 

only the sufferings which bad duvcn them to the measures which 
[ they liad taken but all the evils of which they and the gieatei put 

of the inhabitants of the island complained. 

Mr. Child returns After consultations which continued till the month of Maich 
” to Surat, 16S1 and after duly reflecting that ho had no mihtaiy foice 

1GS1. which could l educe the island to obedience, and that the crews of 

the ships so far favoured the levolters that they would not act 
offensively against them, it was determined to despatch to England 
the three Company’s ships with their cargoes estimated at above one 
million of rupees, and to station two confidential persons at the 
island of Kcnery and two at the Portuguese settlement at Yesdva, 
and by permission of the Sidi and of the Poituguese Governor to 
employ boats, whenever ships might appear in the offing, to direct the 
Captains not to go into Bombay harbour hut to proceed directly to 
Swally. Under these circumstances the President and his Council 
returned to Surat, leaving the island of Bombay in the possession of 
| the revolters 1 

Besides the want of force, military or naval, another not less strong 
motive rendered necessary this conduct on the paitof the President 
1 and his Council. The interlopers had for years been increasing. 

Dunng the present season they had been more nuineious than in 
anyformei year Strong apprehensions were therefore cntcitaincd, 
either that the revolters had been instigated by the agents of the 
interloper, or that, could force have been employed, a connection

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(for they had frequently reported that a new East India Company 
had been instituted in England in whoso employ "they were), and 
that the interlopers would assist the insurgents and get possession 
of the island. 1 

As soon as advices of the revolt at Bombay arrived and informa- 
tion was received that Captain Keigwin had addressed letters to the 
King and to the Duke of York, attempting to explain away a 
public crime by the necessity of preserving the island in its allegiance 
to the King and to save it from becoming a conquest to Shivrfji 
or the Moghal, the Court appointed a Committee of Secrecy with 
powers to°make application to His Majesty uml to concert such 
measures as might be advisable for the recovery of the place. 2 

In a letter to Surat of the 3rd October 16 S4 the Court observe : 
We are very sorry for the ill news of Bombay. For reducement 
thereof, wo have by His Majesty’s command appointed a Secret 
Committee consisting of the Governor, Deputy Governor Sir Benja- 
min Batliuist, Sir Jeremy Sambrook, and Mr Joseph Herne, whose 
orders touching that affair you are to pursue as effectually as if 
they came from ourselves as you will perceive by an order of 
Court of 6th August 1684. 3 

The Secret Committee stated in a report to the King, dated the 
15th A ugust 10S4, that from the period when their charter and 
privileges had been renewed, their officers and soldiers had enjoyed 
encouiagements superior to those which the Dutch granted to their 
troops , that the pay and allowances of an English soldier were 
gieater than those of an inferior Dutch officer , that their President 
and Governor, so far from cruel and oppressive conduct towards the 
garnson, had on all occasions manifested every indulgence com- 
patible with the duty of rendering the revenues equal to the 
charges of the establishment , that since the island had been trans- 
fened to the Company, they had expended the largo sum of 
£300,000 on fortifications and improvements, had constructed an 
excellent harbour to become the resort of the English trade, and 
in the preceding season 1083-84 had embarked 70 soldiers to 
St. Helena and two complete companies to Fort St. George; 
that they had authorized the President to engage five companies 
of native troops to serve at Bombay ; and that the source of the 
rebellion could be traced to Mr. Petit and Mr. Bourcher, two of 
the Company's civil servants who had been dismissed for encourag- 
ing the interlopers, of -whom they now had become the leaders and

A commission undei the (heat Real, doted the 25th August. 1 08 1, was 
also diiccted to Picsident Child, to the meinbeis, ot (he Councils at 
Smut and Bombay, mid to the commanders of the Company’s 
ships, cuipoweuug them toieceive the island tioin Keigwin and 
hib a c -.ociates anrl to offer a general paidon to all (except the

deliver up the island to President Child, or to any ol the Company s 
olhceis, Captain Tyn el, who commanded the King’s ship, was 
authoiizcd to accept the sun under and lc-deliver the island lo the 
Company This service being pcrfoimed, ho was to continue m 
India with the Phicnix at the Company’s expense for one season, 
and to he employed under the directions of the President and 
Council in captuung the vessels of mlcrlopms, lecciving half of the 
Company’s moiety of such seizuies foi Ins encouragement in the 
sei vice 

The instructions given hy the Secret Committee to the Presi- 
dent and Council of Surat wevo in substance to ti y every expedient 
to induce the rcvolteis to surrender, and to employ foicc only 
on then obstinately lcfusmg to deliver up the place, still however 
keeping to His Majesty’s outers of excepting the principal 
mutiuemvs In the event of a general par don having been gi ant- 
ed before the ai rival of those outers, the four rmgleadeis w'cic 
to be stiictly watched, and, in ease of any farther attempts by 
them, they wore to be la ought to trial foi their fhst act of icbcllion, 
aud if found guilty, lobe executed, that an example might be made 
lo pi event future revolts In the event of their resisting till the 
01 dels arrived they were lo ho tried as lcbols and traitors. 

_ For the hotter preservation of the island in obedience to the 
King and to the Company, the seat of the Company’s government 
was to be removed fiom Surat to Bombay whcic the President and 
Council were to 1 aside, and a foicc of three English companies to 
be maintained with such number of native troops and militia as 
the President might deem it expedient to employ. 

Oil the 3 rd October 1 GS 4 the Comt of Directors wrote to the 
President in Surat- Though we have been in a huiry of tumble 
and confusion and foi cal to please every body dining the competi- 
tion of the intcilopeis and the rebellion of Bombay, j-ct we hope tho

His Majtsty should adopt clTcctnal measures for restraining their 
proceeding-, and piotccting his right", and those of his subjects, in the East Indies 
On the sreond, that is on the revolt at Bouikny, after an attentiv e examination of tlio 
conduct of President Child who during the tw entj -five j cars lio had been in India, had 
maintained a stead y luj-alty to his king and country, and an uninterrupted piobity 
and activity in lus adnnm--tiation of the Company's all mis, ])i St John slated that tlic 
rebellion of Bombay had an-en from the depredations mil cranes of the intuilopcis, 
with whom Captain Kugiun was intimately connected, whom he termed the “ Oliver 
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and Sir Thomas Grantham, was whether they should employ 
force or persuasion to induce the commander of the interloping ship 
Bristol to deliver up that vessel and cargo to Sir Thomas Grantham 
As the commander refused, Sir Thomas did not think himself autho- 
rized either by his commission or his instructions from the Com- 
pany to employ force. Disappointed in this expedient, it was next 
resolved that Sir Thomas Grantham should proceed to Bombay where 
lie arrived on the 10th November 1GS4. With piomptitude and spirit 
he landed without any attendants and demanded a conference with 
Captain Keigwin, the result of which was that Keigwin agieed to 
deliver up the fort to him as a King’s officer on the 12tli November, 
on condition of a free pardon to himself and to his adherents. Some 
difficulties arose on the following day with the garrison, one of the 
soldiers of which, had he not beenpievented by Lieutenant Fletcher 
one of the ringleaders in the mutiny, would have shot Sir Thomas 
Grantham. For a few days therefore the revolters were again pos- 
sessed of the island In this interval Mr Zinzan, who had been ap- 
pointed by the President to be Deputy Governor of the island, arrived 
with Mr English and Dr. St John as Commissioners from Surat, and 
the island was formally surrendered on the 19tli November 1684 by 
Captain Keigwin to Sir Thomas Grantham as bearing a King’s 
commission, and by lum immediately transferred in the King’s 
name to Dr. St. John as the King’s Judge by whom it was delivci cd 
to Mr. Zinzan as the Company’s Governor till the amval of the 
Picsulcnt. 

The money which Keigwin had taken out of the ship Return 
was dehveied to Sir Thomas Grantham, without having been 
embezzled , but the revenues of the island had been expended, the 
amount of which was to become the subject of a subsequent inves- 
tigation Tlic new Deputy Governor, Mr Zmzan, by advice ol' 
Dr. St John ratified the gcneial pardon which had been promised 
by Sir Thomas Grantham, and Captain Keigwin went on board the 
Charles the Second under his protection, with the intention of 
piocecding to England where he arrived in July 16S5. 1 Sir 
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nnd Protect™ of tlic Island of Bombay ” and w ho though lie used the King's name 
and autlionty m Ins proceedings had, on a full examination of all the facts, been 
influenced solely by picdatory and rebellious motives. Di. H John thcicforc gave it 
as his advice to the King and Council to''appoint Ti evident Child to be the King's 
Loul Adinual in India, with full poweis to beire and bring to justice tlie mteilopen- 
o£ every descnption. lie concluded with repeating that unless the l’oitugncsc and 
the Dutch should ho pieicnted fiom cairymg into execution then fixed project of 
expelling the English from their trade and iaetorics, and unless the interlopers m 
England as Mcll as in India should he suppressed, the trade between England and 
the Ease Indies could not continue foi three ycai«.

Commission under tlicf Company's seal. 1 

In August 1686, with reference to Portuguese claims to lands in 
Bombay, the Deputy Governor Mr. Wyborne wrote to Surat : 
As to the Pad] es of Biindra and others that belong to the Portu- 
gal nation, notice is given to the Chief Justice who will take care 
that no such estates be anyways alienated. But this will be of ill 
consequence. For if the inhabitants of this island be hindered fi ora 
attaching one another’s estates, they will never pay their debts 
and one will starve the other. TVc therefore pray your further 
directions as to the inhabitants of the island, who arc most under 
the nomination as Portuguese. As to the damages sustained by 
the Portuguese in our time we shall take care to give yoiu 
Excellency account, but as for the time past all that we can find 
arc in the seveval books which arc at Surat. If after a further 
examination wc find anything material we shall advise you thereof. 3 

In August 1G86 in consequence of instructions from Surat the 
ship Hunter with an eight-oared pinnace was sent to ride before

This we think fit to advise your Excellency, 
praying your directions about it, whether or no you think it 
fit to send a man to the Rilja to propose to him to give the said 
Cundry into our bauds till he becomes master of his country and 
then to return it to him again ; or any other proposal that you 
shall think fit which must be done speedily, or not at all, for cer- 
tain^ the Sidi will have it. Pen is certain]}’' in danger of being 
lost 1 As to the Sidi’s people wo shall do as directed. 2 

In spite of the wars the trade in firearms seems to have been dull. 
On the 13th November (1086) Bombay writes to Surat : The 
iion guns lie at picsent on hand, not having disposed of many 
occasioned by the great noise of the Sidi’s victory over Shiv&ji 
wlucli puts a stop to the merchants’ traffic at present. 3 

A few months later Bombay writes to Surat: Several of the 
Sidi’s boats are come from Undry (Uudeii) and say they are bound 
for Surat with an account* to tlm Moghal governor that Sidi Kdsim 
will not leave Danda Rdjpuri and Underi, saying that he has 
enough to do with Sambhaji’s men who are numerous in those 
parts. We give little credit to that pretence, but keep double 
guards all lound the island and do not fear any thing that these 
people can do to us 1 

About a month later (21st February) they continue* Sidi Kdsirn 
is come from Danda R%uri to Undry (Underi). We are in- 
formed he has besieged a small fort called Cullancc at the mouth 
of Nagan river (the fort of Koldha off Alibag) and it is thought 
he will be master of it. If so, he will cut off all commerce from 
Cundry, which island will fall into Ins hands for want of provi- 
sion What the event ot it may bo God only knows/’ 

Four days later they write . This comes to acquaint your Ex- 
cellency that yesterday we were certainly advised that Sidi Ktlsim 
who had besieged Cullanee, had raised his siege and was gone for 
Eajiipur in search of Sultan Egbert (Akbar), the Moghul's son, so 
that wo hope he will not distuib our neighbours any morn t his 
year. 0 

Shortly after a welcome message was forwarded to Surat* Last 
night came a messenger from Sidi Kasim who brings news that 
the said Sidi had landed at Jetapur (Jayatapur) by Rdidpur and that 
. bambhau s party met him and killed 400 of his people and tlio Sidi 
lnmsclf had received four wounds and escaped very narrowly of bciii"- 
killed or taken. He lost four of his galivats. This we thought fit to 
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acquaint your Excellency The Sidi is said to have gone to Danda 
Ikijpuii, but of this wo are not suie. 1 

On the Gfch October 1G8G Bombay wrote to Suiat: Last night 
Captain Oglethorpe arrived heie from Maskat, who lets us know 
that two pnates in the Gulf of Mokha have done igicat 
mischief being manned with all nations. One of them weais 
English Colouis and the othci Butch Colours, and each has a 
sloop to attend him 2 On the 2nd December, m consequence of the 
presence of pnates on the Tluina coast, the Bombay Government 
issued the following older to Captain Bathband . Recently on 
the leceipt of advice that ceitam Sanganian piiatcs, lying and 
ciuizing between this and Surat, had taken vessels hound to 
this poit to the great loss of the inhabitants licie, sevcinl 
Moors have been with us to dosiic the ship Hunter to 
convoy their vessels &o fai as Daman, oi as we shall think fit. We 
tlioietoio enorder you immediately after receipt heicof to weigh 
anchor and make the best of your way to Malum liver’s mouth, 
wlieie. when you arrive, file a gun Sucli vessels as come to you 
m older to then lying to Suiat, j-ou *aie to convoy so high as 
Daman, taking a list ot what vessels go undci your conduct and 
biingtous We would not have you go any higher tlilm Daman 
unless you hear of anj* pnates between that and Surat uvei’s 
mouth which wc must leaie to your discretion stnctly lequinug 
you to make the best of youi waj r back .to us 3 This action was 
approved b}- the Council at Suiat ‘ Alettei from Bombay to Sniat 
dated 2Gtli Januaiy 1687 shows that even this precaution was not 
sufficient The Bombay Council write • Wc send this to acquaint 
youi Excellency that yesterday morning we weie advised by some 
Mooi men that wcic taken by three Arab ships that cruize off St. 
John’s and between that and Basscm, pictending as we aic told, to 
look toi the Danes’ men-oi-wai These Arabs had taken out of a 
fleet or lc6jh<< that were under Captain Batliband’s convoy, six 
giabs and torn shtbais, some of which did really belong to Bombay 
and most of the lest had passes fiom this inland But having 
Poituguese passes as welL as ouib the Aiahs would not believe that 
they did belong to Bombay .saying if they could be u ell assuicd 
they did belong to our nation, they would not meddle with them. 
The Hunter and Hoy as wc arc lufoimed, weie fail by them, but 
novel spoke with them. The Aiabs giving some of the men then 
liberty who came to us and advised us what had happened, wo sent 
out the Bight Honourable Company's machra to eiuize after those 
ships with lctteis fiom oui Deputy Governor and fiom the Arab 
that is with us, and two of his men, and hope they may get the 
vessels and goods clear. This has made Yolup Yenny (Yalabh 
Yem) the lendcir (or farmer) of the customs vciy uneasy finding 
that no vessels can pass unplundored by one soit of nation oi 
othci. We do humbly pi ay j’-our Excellency’s directions what to

ruined if those ships cruize long on this coast. 1 

On the 5tli February' the Bombay Council continue : This con- 
veys the complaints of several Bania and Moor inhabitants and 
merchants of this island that have sustained great losses by tlnco 
Arab ships belonging to Cong (apparently Congoon on the 
Persian coast of the Persian Gulf: Low’s Indian Navy, I. 335 
note J) taking two sliibnrs and a grab laden from this port 
They bring with them several attestations of the value of their cargo 
with complaints to the governor of Surat and do expect some 
satisfaction, heaving there is in Surat river an Arab ship and consi- 
dering they are our subjects and bring by their trade customs to the 
island. They rely on your Excellency to stand their friend. This 
we thought safe to advise your Excellency of. 2 

The Bombay correspondence contains the following references 
to the great plague which wasted Western India between 16S6 and 
1090. Towards the end of 1686 the Bombay Council write : Wc 
have abundance of men sick and many of them die. Wc are 
finishing the account of His Majesty’s ship Phoenix but by reason 
of some of her men lying sick in the hospital, and we know not 
how God will deal with them, cannot close the account to send up, 
which, as soon as we -can, shall be done.- 3 

On the 29th December 1680 the Council wrote: Enclosed is a 
list of the English deceased since our last to this instant AVith 
those that arc living. The mortality this year has been so exceed- 
ingly violent we shall much want recruits by all opportunities. 
The chiefcst leason that can he given is the absolute want of 
good Europe medicines that should have been yearly sent out 
iicsh. Here have been none fiom your Honours since 1682-83, which 
puts us to use the countiy physic and serves only to auc-ment the 
charge of the garrison and docs men more harm than good. For a 
supply of what is necessary wc now send a list or invoice here 
enclosed under the hand of the Chief Suigcon and an account of 
vhat is wanting and necessary to the relief yearly of the stores and 
marine.

For the futuio no shall not pci mit 
any woman to go on voyages. 1 

On the 2nd December 16S6 tlio Deputy Governor and Council at 
Bombay note that they have set out an mdei piohibiting any oflieor 
01 soldier fi out playing fot above 3 X*- on sovoio penalty. Tins, they 
add, nngcis some people, but gaining ruins more. 2 3 

On the 25Lli Apnl 16S7 they continue : Yesterday no despatched a 
pofamai * to ncquaint jour Excellency of the arrival of the ship 
Emciald nhicli caine into this port the 23rd instant at night. The 
Cnininauder and chief mato brought out llieir wives with thorn but 
pci using your Excellency's of the 8th December 1GSG, find your 
positive outer to let nono of our couuliy women voyngo to and fto 
in ships, in obedience to which nc have kept thorn here ontho 
island* 

In IGSfi delay in the nirival of the Europe ships caused uneasiness 
On the 29th December the Bomba}' Council u-roto to Suiat This 
comes by cxpicss to acquaint you of the ai rival of ship Charles the 
Second, Captain Jonathan Audrons, who came to an anchor off 
Hencry-Kenery this morning anil is ]iist now como on shoic. She 
sailed horn Plymouth, nhicli was liorlast port, ibo 18th May past and 
arrived Calicut tlio 29th Novoinbor, called nt Karwur and brought 
up Mi. John Walsall. We aic taking aslioio tlio soldiers that aie 
ahoaid her and some gunpowder but shall not detain her an hour 
after that is out. Wo immediately dispeeded this pafamar, 
knowing the nows of the ship's arm al mil be a -joy to youi 
Excellency after so many mouths’ expectation of an Europe ship 
The Captain informs us that theio were sevei.il ships hound to these 
paits that sailed before him In his company nas tlio Modena and 
Ruby sloop, both which ho lost tho day after ho sailed tiom 
St Jago. God of Ins infinite mercy send them to ainvo yonr 
Excellency Eafe We now hope tlio gieatcst put of yom Excellency’s 
troubles are ovei, and that we shall see the Right Honourable 
Company flourish m spite of all tlieir enemies r ' 

In Maicli 1687 the Bombay Council mote to Surat. We have 
received a letter ftom the Pcshwa concerning the ambassador that 
was constantly employed between SambhAp Raja and us Ho says 
that the old one is dead and that them is a now one made. Ho would

is only to get a jpeshlcasb from us as being a now made officer. Wo 
humbly pray 3 T our Excellency to give us your directions how to act 
in those cases that if for the future any ambassador or groat 
messenger should be sent to us by Sambhdji or great princes, how 
wc shnll tieat them and what prosonts wo may make them and liow 
they and their retinuo shall bo maintained. Wo havo put off sending 
for this man at present in expectation of your Excellency’s coming. 1 

Of the policy initiated by Sir Josiali Child and attempted to bo put in 
practice m Siuat and Bombay after thcsuppicssiou of Iveig win’s revolt, 
by which the rule of the sea was to be transferred from the Moglials 
to the Company, no lccord has been traced. The attempt ended 
in failuie. On the 27th of February 1690 Auiangzeb passed an 
order granting the English leave to trade. The terms of this order 
were humiliating. The English had to admit then- fault, crave paidon, 
pay a heavy fine, promise that they would go back to their old position 
?if simple traders, and dismiss Child ‘ the origin of all the evil.’ Befoie 
tins paidon was granted (14-th Febiuary 1689) the Sidi fleet and army 
had invaded Bombay, gained possesion of Malum, Mazgaon, and Sion, 
and held the Governor and the garrison as if besieged m the town and 
caslle The ticaty with the English contained an older to the Sidi to 
w lthdiaw from Bombay. But the English did not regain possession 
of Mazgaon, Malum, and Sion till the 22nd of June 1G90. 2 So weak 
weie the defences of the island and so powcilcss was the gviiiison 
leduced by pestilence to tlm-ly-five English, that, in Mr. Ilairis’ opinion 
if it had not been for the jealousy of Mulclityai Khan the Moglial genc- 
lal, the Suh might have conquered the island. 8 


In 1690-91 on the death of Sir John Child, Mr. Ilarris was 
proclaimed Governor of Bombay, and Mr Cooke and shortly after 
.J 11 ... T ‘ Weldon Deputy Governor. After recapitulating the 
intelligence of the evacuation of the stations occupied by the Sidi’s 
forces and fleet, the new Governor and Council wrote • The 
i unions and neglected state of the fortifications had encouraged the 
Sidi to make the attack, and to disembark his troops without the 
Moghal’s orders. Dad the fortifications been sufficiently .strong 
to prevent his landing, more favourable terms would have been 
obtained than were granted by the Phirman. In fact such was 
the defenceless state of the island that tbo conquest of it was pre- 
vcnfced more by the jealousy of Mukhtyar Khan of the influence 
which the reduction of it would have given to the Sidi than by the 
power of the garrison to defend it. To prevent the recurrence of 
similar dangeis, the Governor pointed out the necessity of additional 
ortifications. He urged that a walled town should be built with 
ramparts to defend it, which would induce the monied merchants or 
„ traders to Uve under the protection of the English ; that by such

ducc. An additional .stock, ami a supply of civil seivants, both for 
Smnt and Bombay, would thcietoie be requited, and a laige lem- 
foi cement of 1 counts to tender the Euiopoan pnitof the ganison 
efficient, Hating thus explained the general ciicumstanccs of 
Bombay, the Council signified that the Jesuits on the island had 
been active duiing the invasion of the Sidi in piomoting Ins views 
The Governor had therefoie seized on all the lands owned or occu- 
pied L> 3 ' Jesuits. He had dcfeired any final decision on the subject 
till the aiiivnl of the Resident fiom Smat who would judge of the 
claims of those people and rcstoic their lands to such ol them as 
could exculpate themselves oi would confiim the light ot the Com- 
pany to such portions as had been the propei ty of the guiltj’ This 
lncasuic, how ever expedient, might, it \\ ns feared/ induce the Portu- 
guese to attack Bombay The island should thcicfoic be kept in as 
good a state of defence ns was practicable. It was at the same tunc 
lcsolved to i’oitify, ns well as thou means would allow, Retoiah iu 
the queen of Attmga’s country, and to eiect buildings at Tellichciy. 
that they might bung to Bombay a pioportion of pioduco fiom the 
Malabar Coast or lendei the investments not wholly dependent on

For scveial yem s aftei their invasion leave to land ou the inland

In December 1G94 the Government authonsed Roma Kdmftti to

-Mooimcn that assisted the Sidi Yukutkhan w hen he invaded the

The 1694 records contain two notices of a timber trado between 
Bombay and the North Thstna const. On the 17th November 1694 
the Bombay Government wrote to Mr. Aislabie : Captain Lund is 
coming up in the sloop to convoy the timber boats to Daman. 
Before lie proceeds, receive of the owners of all the great boats 
10 Xs. and the small 5 Xs. Bor all others that shall go under his 
convoy Rama Kamfiti hath written to Naisiiji Purvoo (Parhlui). 
On the same account you must take them to your assistance in 
this affair. 2 In December 1694 ilio following order is issued to 
Sergeant Eason : On l cceipt hereof make the best of your way with 
the bonny boat (Dutch fish boat is the English bum boat) under 
your command to Umbrasary (Uninrsadi) and there stay till a man 
coincs from Ballfare (apparently Balluir or BalsAr) to .advise you 
that the 15 or 1G boats of timber belonging to Merji Nana and 
Rustam Kiilca arc ready to sail. The three men that accompany 
this you are to take in the boat with you and put them ashore 
at Umbrasary from whence they will go overland to Ballfare. 
These well know you me to take all possible care of the boats 
and make what despatch you can with them towards this place. 11 

The following examples occur (1 694-95) of the practice of grant- 
ing strangers ot distinction and others permits to travel by the 
Company's ships :

In 1G93 tho grant of a fresh charter gave new vigour to the 
direction of the Company's affairs. On the 27th October 1693 tho 
Directors wrote to Suiet and Bombay ■ 

After a multitude of conflicts with the interlopers and their 
adherents and all others that have envied or emulated the Company’s 
former piospenty, we have obtained of their present Majesties King 
William and Queen Mary a charter of confirmation of our present 
and all our former cliarteis and are in possession of it, under tho 
great bcal of England, beaiing date the 7th instant. Of this charter 
we shall send you copies by onr shipping and thmk it fit that before 
that comes to your hands, upon receipt of this letter you should 
make such solemn public intimation of it to the natives as is usual 
upon such occasions. 1 

We have also, the Conrt continue, to acqnaint you that we have 
obtained license from Hei Majesty and Council for tho sending out 
of twelve ships for India this year. Some of these will be ready to 
tako in goodb the beginning ot the next month, being by chai ter 
party obliged to be ready to sail from Gravesend by the 20th Novem- 
ber now next coming and ont of tho Dowus by tho 20th December 
now next coming. All our first depai ting ships we design according 
to ancient custom and the propucty of the season for the coast and 
hay except the Dorothy which is designed foi China They add : 
Besides tho fall number of the said twelve ships we propose to send 
if we can two more purposing to duve the tiade full, until wc 
have leplenishod our warehouses which is the ultimate and never 
failing euro of the English itch of inteiioping. Upon the giant 
of oui new charter we have personally engaged by bond to their 
Majesties that wo will tend out this year to the value of £100,000 
in commodities of the growth and production, of England that 
being thought to be an affair that will be very giateful to tho 
approaching Parliament This we hope may confirm their Majesties’ 
cliai cci to us, the East India trade having been these last five years 
so much and so long the subject and debato of all councils ot tho

A few mouths later (January 1694) the Court wrote ; Since our 
trade is now settled we hope on a surer foundation than ever it 
was since Englishmen went iii.st to the Indies, wo shall return to 
our ancient custom of sending the lists of what goods aio most 
vendible here.' 

The prospoiity which the Directors looked for in conscquenco of 
the grant of a fresh charter was delayed and their plans thwarted 
partly by the hostility of the Ficnch but mainly by the enmity of 
ilio rival English interloping traders and merchants somo of whom 
stai ted a rival company and others took to piracy. 

Since 1671 when a fleet ani\ed at Vcs.iva and their shallops 
sounded round the island of Carajaw (Karanja) and about Malum 
the French had caused no alarm to Bombay. 3 On the 20th Septem- 
ber 1694 the Bombay Government wrote“to Captain Abraham Roberts 
of the ship Eesolution : 

Wo require you wind and weather permitting to weigh your 
anchor and set sail making the best of your way for Surat rivoi’s 
mouth. Where being aruved send tlio packets herewith to the 
Eight Honourable Company’s President and Council at Surat, and 
tiom time io time while you mo there and for your sailing from 
thence observe such oidcrs as you shall receive from the aforemen- 
tioned Piesidciit and Council. Wo also reqniie you that you keep 
your ship always in a good posture of defence and that you keep a 
very good look-out that if you should happen to discover enemies 
too stiong for you to contend with you may as m your judgment 
you shall think meet, use all possible endeavours to mnko your 
esenpo either towards Surat or this poitov any other place. If 
you should meet with any slops of the French king or his subjects 
in your passage or pirates that you esteem yonrscslvcs strong enough 
to encounter with and attack them, wo would liavo you put their 
Majesties' commission in execution and advise of what you liavo 
done either to us or the Piesideut aud Council of Surat that so yon 
may have the necessary orders from us or them. Wo do strictly 
require you and the Defence to keep company in this your passage. 
And that Captain Joseph Hosier do observe such orders between 
this and Suiat river’s mouth for the better keeping company and 
defoncc in ease you should meet with enemies as lie shall from time 
to timo receive from you. Wo order you to wear the broad pendant 
at mam -top -masthead, and the Defence tlio usual peudant at niam- 
top-masthcad So hoping you will m all things act for tlio honour 
of their Majesties and your country aud tlio interest of our own 
established Masters. 4

6th instant weie seen about two leagues to the noithvvnid of Bnsscin 
nt anchor On the 9 th from Warh our people sec four come to an 
anchor off VesAva. And 3*esterdnv* evening throe of them came 
about Malabar Point nnd nt Minuet nuchoicd off the point of Old 
Woman’s Island, where the}’ 3*ct lemnin. The other two wo 
.suppose me at Vesilva. These throe nt nnchor here we believe may 
be the king’s ships who probnbl3' rnn3* lie and cruize some time 
licfoio the poiL in hopes oE plunder, if tliev* are not fiightened aw a}* 
h}' the Dutch and our ships This jnobahl}’ will be very speedity, 
if the news vve hem hetiue The Cnptnm and Padre ot Clmul 
have both of them letters that advise of twelve .sail oE Dutch ships 
off Goa.

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they had sight of the ships that went in quest of them off Danda 
Edjpuri, and wo arc inclined to believe the report true for 
that by the manner of woi king they seemed to be in some con- 
sternation steeling sometimes almost before the wind, then bearing 
away again, then staying one to speak with another, and at iast 
stood off close upon a wind making all sail they could possibly 
make The last news we had of the other two was that they 
cruized off Vesava, but now cannot hear where they arc. By the 
afoiementioncd boat we received a letter this day from Captain 
Pye and the Commander-in Chief of the Dutch ships. Copy of 
the former is enclosed. Of the other we cannot send you a copy. 
By what we understand the Dutch are in want of wood and water 
and design to put in here to supply themselves. Their want of 
these we fear will prevent their following the French. Our boat 
left them almost as high as Chaul. If they do not pursue the 
French we may expect to see them to-niglit. 1 2 

Five days later (February 20th) Sir John Gayer continues : We 
have not been wanting to the utmost of our power and present 
circumstances to put this island in the best posture of defence wo 
could. And had the French made any attempt against us, with 
God’s assistance do not question but that we should have shewn 
them cause enough to have repented thereof. "We thank you for 
your designed care to assist us by writing to Captain Edgccomb 
and Mr. Brown to come down lnther with the Moklia frigate and 
the Benjamin. We also give them thanks for their readiness to 
comply with your oiders had the business been practicable, and 
for their generous offers of hazarding their lives for the Right 
Honourable Company’s interest. 8 

On the 10th Mnrch Bombay writes to Surat : If your port he 
open and you hear the coa^t is clear of Flench, fail not to send the 
tobacco the General formerly wrote for hither oil the Benjamin 
yatch (yacht) with all possible speed, for the Right Honourable Com- 
pany will be sufferers in their rents on this island. As the General 
before wrote the President, the money shall be immediately remitted 
you as soon as your advices arrive that the goods are bought. 3 * 

Six weeks later (30th April) Sir John Gayer wrote to Surat : 
W e arc heartily sorry after so fair an opportunity of an entire 
conquest of the Fieneh, that they should escape untouched. This 
will keep us in a continual fear about our merchants’ shipping 
in all parts of India. We do not believe the French will now go 
home empty. If the Benjamin and Moklia cannot come down in 
safety sooner, they may accompany the Dutch ships. We cannot 
yet hear where the French are. 1 

Some weeks later the Company’s servants captured French pirates 
and sent them to the Moghal governor at Surat advising him to do

ship jest ei day morning at a gicat distance oil from Oundoiy which 
having but little nine! and that at northwnid or tbeicnbouts stood 
in. At 12 o'clock she was got much neaier than in the moining. and 
at two afternoon so near that he plainly saw she wasa ship with three 
masts "When the poison came fiom Cundciy which w as about 
thiee o’clock, slio continued standing in, but we saw hei not, neither 
dowelicaranythmg of her Ibis moining. But we have sent out a boat 
from Mahirn to discover if possibles hat they arc. About tin ce weeks 
.since tlicre was also seen in the ofting fiom Malabar Hill one even- 
ing two .ships, but it being then thick rainy weallioi we heaid no 
lnoic of them, ncitlnn ha\e we lmd any account fiom jou since of 
nnj* Mups nmving at Suiat fiom the southwnid. If yout icpoit be 
tine about so many ships being seen, w hich me avened by sundiy 
pci sons, we know not what to think they .should be except Ficnch 
in pnates This may occasion us to detain oui ships longer than 
we expected 2 3 

A few weeks later the dnngcis which Sir John Gayei foreboded 
fiom the Ficnch ilect weie more than fulfilled. On the 1.1th 
Octobci 1G06 the Bombay Council w l ole to the Diiectoi s' We me 
cxti finely sonj r foi the lmd news we have in public newspapeis 
overland concerning the Resolution, Defence, Fiinccss of Denmaik, 
Seamoui. and Success 1 icing taken and for the Henry who it is 
said being in fight with a Ficnch pmntcer was set on lire which 
caused lici to run ashoio in Buntiy Buy whcie she was burnt s 

Other moie cheering news was received at the same time On 
the 9tli October 1 690 the Bombay Council wrote to Suiat: With 
this wo send you sundry Gazettes and nowspnpcis for your perusal 
winch return to ns when you have read them In tlic French Gazette 
printed in Holland inclosed you will see that oni Mastcis on the 18th 
November last had actually laden on boai d their slops 1,200,000 
ounces of sdver. This we hope with tlio House of Commons voting 
tlicir establishment by Parliament will put lifo into tbo biokers and 
nil else that wish success to our UDisteis’ affairs as well ns check 
their malicious advcisaiies m tlieir wicked caicer against them 
to their lasting shame. On icceipt of this and wliat you had before 
from us we hope yon will instantly lado tlio vessels and send thorn 
to us and that you will be icady with ns much other goods as will 
speedily lade ship Benjamin. Thcie is other news in the papers that

On the 13th March 169G Fir John Gayer wrote to Sural : The 
Portuouese are preparing some great design. The}’ say it is against 
Mu skat. Whether any thing more will come of it than last year 
wo do not know Muttabzir Kh&n threatens them very lnrd with 
war. This has led to the issue of a proclamation at Bnssom for all 
the out inhabitants to bring their lichcs into the Foit. One thou- 
sand Onnimbccs (Kunbis) have fled from their country to Guilan 
(Kalydn). 2 

On the 30tli September 1 606 Bombay was visited by a hard gnst 
of wind from the east and south-east with thunder lightning and 
some rain. The rain not proportional to the want there is of it, The 
sti ength of the gust continued not above half an hour and did no 
harm. 3 

A letter from the Bombay Council to the Court (15th October ll»9G) 
contains the following reference to Anjengo : At Anjengo they 
have piepared a laigc quantity of stone and blick, neaily enough 
we suppose to build the foit and arc making wliat provision of 
chunam is possible. Bj t this time we'beliove they have begun to 
build, but they write that they fear the government will obstruct 
them by forbidding the coolies to afford any assistance This 
we believe they will find true enough if the Dutch pcshlashts can 
effect it with the queen or her ministers, Foi the Dutch do all 
that in them lies to hinder our fortifying, but we are endeavouring 
to countermine them by procuring labouring people to send them 
from hcncc. They arc also in want of a recruit of European 
soldiers. This we cannot supply them as besides officers wo have, well 
and sick, English French and Dutch, only 27 soldiers on the island. 
What reciuits arc on the way wc do not know. Regarding this 
we aic under earnest expectation having scarce any left that we 
can entrust with your Honours’ several vessels, nor one to send out 
in. onr vuichvns and other boats to sccuvc the navigation of the 
island which we have often occasion to do by reason of the Sliivrips 
(the Mardthds). Wc also want a recruit of fire-arms, liolbard- 
drums, ordnance powder and soa coals as we have before advised. 
Anjengo will also want at least 20 good ordnance and supply of 
all garrison stores. 1 

The capture of the five ships by the French was a I 03 S of small 
importance compared with the troubles which had recently gather- 
ed in Surat. The excesses of the European pirates by whom the 
Indian Ocean was at this time infested reached a climax in the rob- 
bery in 1695 of the Moglial pilgnmsbip Gunsway and other Moghal 
vessels. In' consequence Mr. Annesley the President and the

Yet at this 
time being under a pionuse of muting councils foi our mutual 
interests we could scarce think they would have hern .so openly 
perfidious Now we know* how fai we aic to tmst them, still 
we would have you maintain a coi 1 cspondence with them. This 
will be much bettor than In caking off from them, for by that means 
they would become implacable and by our dificrencc we should 
give the enemies grent advantage,' 1 

On the loth January 1 6DG the Bombay Council sent woid to 
Suiat that the ship Galhotc Vicc-Admiial of the Poitugncsc was 
foolishly lost on the reef off Old Woman’s Island 4

In January 1G96 Sir John Gayer again writes to Sumt. Your 
agreement with the Dutch to give no passes till matters me better 
accommodated with the Smat governor we approve of and would 
have you endeavour a fair eoirespondcnee with them nnd advise the 
commodoic that it is the General’s oidcrs you should do so for 
our mutual interest, it being very unreasonable that all other 
merchants should lm\c liberty’ of tiadc nnd Europeans he stopped.

for i o-opemng our tiade, still wo hear nothing of the arrival of the 
said order from you. though fiom a pnvate person in Surat we are 
advised it is received. 

Sir John Gayer continues: Seeing that the season of the year 
for the ships’ departing to India and iMolcha approaches very fast 
and that time may not permit us to wait longer to hear fiom you 
concerning what the governor intends to do with you and the 
Eight Honouiahle Company’s affairs, we have thought good, that you 
may be in the better readiness, to give you the following orders . 

If on receipt of the above orders from . the king the governor 
releases all the Right Honourable Company’s servants, and 
other English, fiom your barbarous unjust imprisonment, delivers 
the Right Honourable Company’s goods to you to be handed by 
you to Aga Pirblidi, and opens your trade m all paifcs, permitting 
us to export and import, to carry on our investment, bring our 
goods down fiom all places where bought as formerly, and delivers 
you the exclusive Phiiman, or gives you a certain promise that it 
shall speedily be piocured and takes care that the charge of our 
ships shall he defrayed by freight or othei wise Then we would have 
you agree with the Dutch and French, if they send any ships along 
with ours, that a certain number of the country ships he appointed to 
each nation to wear tlieir colours. When this is done to appoint 
such Englishmen as you can best coniidc in, one in a ship, to com- 
mand each ship that shall be appointed to wear our colours, and 
give such commanders commissions as if they were in our imme- 
diate service. When the Moldia frigate and the Benjamin arc well 
manned, then what English you have inoie to spare, you may also 
divide amongst said ships according to their force and buithen, and 
wo hope the French and Dutch will do the same. By your commis- 
sion you may empowei these native boats not only to defend them- 
selves against all pirates, but to take the piiatcs by foice if they oiler 
to molest them. If the Danes should happen to mix with piiates and 
assault the native boats undei our colours we see no reason why we 
should notact towards them as towaids the pirates especially consi- 
dciing that we never heaicl of any war pioclaimed between the 
Danes and the Moglials or that the Danes managed any oilier way 
than piiatically. It is also to he considered that we do this not out 
' of choice hut necessity to prevent the muideiing of all our nation 
in the Moglial’s dominions and the confiscating the Right Honour- 
able Company’s estate therein Obligations must also be given by 
the chiefs of each nation to each other and to the governor that tbeie 
shall he no acts of hostility between these ships that go convoy 
and what others of each nation they may meet with in the term 
of their voyage. And oiders must be given by the chieis of each 
nation to show to the commandois of any of their ships they may 
meet with to prevent mischief. You must also give the cominan-

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dcis of the Benjamin and Muklia frigate 01 tiers ns in the above 
mentioned commission in which it is neccs«aiy to illicit all tho 
necessities that cause us thus to employ our ship*.. The coinman- 
deis of all three nations must have positive oidets to join their 
ioi cos against the enemy whntsnoirr pmtvis attacked ns if they 
w'cic all of one nation and one head m er them, though the}' may 
sail ns tin cc squadrons with a constituted ndmiial of each No 
squadi on should liav e snpeiioiitv ov er the other. ’But all should 
consult together at nil times for the safe conducting the ships under 
their charge and the mutual defence of each oth»*r. If possible, we 
would keep the Benjamin to be laden homo and send tin* America 
in her 100 m, in nnsuci to which unto us with all possible speed." 
The above we have written in hopes all tlint we have mentioned 
on the governor’s part will lie complied with. If he refuses wo 
have no reason to gi ant w lint w e hav c promised Should all things 
nnswer our expectation, then w c would have you eontiact with some

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the shipping of Captain Pye’s provisions. We are no less con- 
cerned to hear that our Masters’ affairs aie still in the same 
condition .they weie. In our present circumstances* necessity 
would have foiced us to have submitted to such terms as you weie 
about to make with Cawndas (Kalidndas) and the horrid bloodsuck- 
ing Hurcorra ( [Hat Lira or Intelligence! ). 

We approve of }*our letters to Isa Kuli, the Padre, and the governor 
of Surat, also of what you have wrote the Dutch director. It is 
our resolution till we see cause to alter it, to give no passes to any 
of these countiy ships 1 * 

On the 30th April Sir John Gayer resumes : As before hinted 
we are of opinion with you that Isa Kuli hath boasted too much 
of what he has done and we believe he wants not covetousness. 
However it is certain he did the Right Honourable Company a 
si ngular piece of service in laying the burthen of the piracies on 
all the thice nations. For which reason he ought not to be slighted, 
though wo may delay to gratify his avarice till we see what 
further occasion we shall have for him. Should we turn him off 
it may be the next we should make choice of would be of the same 
stamp with him 3 He continues : We arc very sorry that the 
(Moglial) governor continues so obstinate as not to suffer any 
goods to be exported for the lading our Masters’ ships one way or 
other, when they lie at so great a charge as they do.® 

Six weeks later (19th June) Sir John Gayer writes : We would 
have' you use your utmost endeavours "With tho governor that the 
Right Honourable Company’s money may lie no longer dead, 
but that it may be given out to provide goods for the expected 
shipping according to the enclosed list which is copy of what we 
received Horn our Masters by ship America. We can see no reason, 
especially now the governor knows the king’s orders concerning us, 
why he should not consent. We need no argument to press you to 
this, the time for providing goods slipping so fast is sufficient. 4 

On the 25th Juno he adds: We can scoicc imagine that after 
the king hath been so well mfoiraed of what relates to the Gunsway 
by the governor of Sui-at, Abdul Rosa Klidu and the Sidi, any 
impressions should be made on him to cause linn to be angry with 
us, unless for want of a bribe the dcceitfulness of liis courtiers has 
imposed on him to discredit what they have written concerning us, 
which as you wiite tmie will discover So it will of the truth of 
the Cuttaries’ (perhaps Kattidiis or Daggerholders that is Blidts or 
newsmen) report 5 

On the 8th July Sir John Gayer wrote : We received yours of 
the 27th past with the enclosed papers, which informs us of your 
releasement for which we give God thanks and most heartily 
rejoice. Tho bearer of this good tidings has proved himself on

In the same letter Sir John Gayer continues: Though the 
Moghal governor of Surat spent so much time in writing to the 
com t of Delhi last year concerning the leleasmg of your Honours’ 
servants and cfi’ccts and to know what the king would allow the 
English French and Dutch ships to convoy the Moklia and Jidda 
fleet that the monsoon was lost to all hut live or six ships that got 
away from Gogha and other ports, yet he is now very pressing for 
the three nations to come to a conclusion about each sending two 
ships for convoys this year. Still he will allow but Rs 1 5,000 
for the charge ot a great ship and Rs. 10, QUO for the charge of a 
small one, which lie esteems half, besides what freight wo can get ; 
terms that both we and the Dutch shall be necessitated to comply 
with or else no goods can ho exported by either since the Dutch 
have sufficiently tclt the stop on ti.idc as well as wc, thej’ com- 
puting their loss at Rs. 10,00,000. The French seem now to 
decline giving convoy ships, though tliej’ promised it last year. By 
all that we understand they expect when 3 r our five ships that sailed 
lienee in April last (who are now thought to he gone home) amvo 
in France to give such an account of the stop of their ti ndc that 
their king will dcclaic war with the Moghal, there being a clause 
insulted in all Hie passes that implies as much. 2 

As we have already, he continues, in several letters wrote to your 
Honours of the necessity of suppressing the piiatcs, we '.hall not 
enlarge on that subject now We hope your orders concerning them 
are on the way towaids us. As before they nre umvei sally leputed 
English, the Fiench oiu enemies, and the Dutch our back friends, 
industriously helping in blowing up the lire to consume us. 3 

On the 31st October Sir John Gayer sends to Lieutenant General 
Ifigginson the following account of a fiesli puatical outrage The 
hrokei’s ship of this island and Ratnnji Bikla the Calicut broker’s 
brother, both under English colours with English merchants, 
weic taken off the Babs by two pirates, one of 13 the other of 14- 
guns, the next day after they came out from Moklia bound to this 
island The pirates set one of the merchants and the eeiam (or 
supeicaigo) on shore at Aden to sell the ships and caigoes and 
bung them money for them. As they did not return the pirates 
burnt both the puzos in sight of them It is well that about ten 
ships of tins countiy wintered at Moklia. Had they not it is 
piobable we should again have been embroiled. 4 

The folio-wing year seems to have seen littlo improvement. On 
the 10th Apiil 1097 Sir John Gayer wrote . Wo aie sony to hear 
of the barbaious outinges committed by those villainous pirates

On the .list July 1 G 0 S Sir John Gaj’ci adduced the following 
letter to the Moghal governor of Smat- It is now almost three 
3'enis that loi ciimes of pnates the Company's seivants at Smat 
weie inhumanely used, clapped up in nous, and about eleven 
months kept close prisoneis, the Company's estate seized on nnd 
the trade of the Suiat poit stopped not only to the damage of the 
English and olliei Emopenn nations, but to the Ling's nnd Ins 
- subjects’ great loss. At last Etttfmnt Kluin then governor otSmat 
mid otlici nobles having made the Delhi king sensible that the 
lobbciy was not committed by the people of the English Company 
but by logucs of seveial nations combined togcthci, the burnt 
poit was again opened. Accoiding to the king's oiders at that 
time I sent two of 1113* Mnstu s' ships (though pniil but liulf the 
dim go) to Mokha in coinpniij of two of the Dutch Company's ships 
to comoj' the king’s and Iris sublets’ ships to nnd i'loni that poit 
to ! 5 Ui at Some daj’s nftei . feni mg the pantos might l>c numeious 
and stiong, I sent nnollici convoj- new I3- aimed from England 
This ship though dispatched nftei the usual season anived safe at

to Mumud Baukiei and others, being taken and lobbed by a pnate 
off Ivallcquilon, the wdiolo blame is again cast on the English 
Compan)', and the king's oiders (as I am informed) procured to 
3’om honour to demand satisfaction of the President or to send 
the bioker to the court to answer the cliaigc laid against them 
Thcrefoio I request that j r our honour (being as I behove satisfied 
that this cliaigc is false) will tiuly icpresent the matter to the king 
and 3’oiu fuends at court and petition his ninjestj' that the oiders 
issued, so extremely picjudicml to the English Company who aie 
perfcctlj’ innocent of what is laid to their cliaigc, may be 1 evoked, 
and that then seivants, whom 3’ou know aie no little nieichants 
and subjects of no mean Punce, may bo pcimitted foi tlie futuie 
quietly and unmolested to follow tbo merchandize which 3 0111 . 
lionoui is sensible is of gicat advantage to the king’s poit and an

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occasion o£ fclie employment of many thousands in his majesty’s 
dominions. To which I shall only add thnt I have seveial times 
written my reasons on the same subject that 3 7 ou lately did 
advising (my Masters of) the pirates that infest these seas They 
leturned answer about eleven months since that peace being now 
concluded with France, they would petition the King to send out 
some ships of war on purpose to take and destroy the pirates. 
"Which ships, I hope, will auive by the time* the rams is over when 
I will employ them with all diligence to find out, take, and dcstioy 
those villains of sundiy nations that rob on the high seas. For 
the better efiecting this I hope your honour will take care thnt the 
other Emopcan nations trading to the king’s poit may contribute 
the assistance which will much facilitate that which has been so 
long desired that the port may be always open to the pilgrims and 
that they and the merchants may ci o&s the .seas unmolested. 1 

On. the 31st October 1698 Sir John Gayer gav'e the Directors the 
following description of the risks to which the excesses of the 
European pirates exposed Bombay : We littve so often wrote your 
ITonoms concerning our great want of supplies of men, that it is 
needless for us to mention more about it. Still we cannot forbear 
without unfaithfulness to our trust to acquaint you that your 
island is exposed to extieme hazard should any oidcrs arrive 1‘ioni 
the Moghal court to the Sidi to invade Bombay on account of the 
ii equent robberies committed by the pirrttes, which as we have 
often advised are universally charged on the English nation. We 
do maintain a veiy fair correspondence with the Sidi beyond what- 
ever has been That to the utmost of his power lie is really our 
friend is manifestly proved by his writing to court in our favour 
both foinierly and m this last juncture of iiffairs. On this occasion 
at our request lie has written to the Moghul governor of Siuafc, 
and all the chief nobles at court beyond, what wc could have 
expected even to the liazaid oi making kiaklis Khan his enemy 
Yet if orders from the Moghal reach him we must- not trust the 
Sidi further than is necessary to trust a Coffeue (Kdfir at that 
time specially" applied to African slaves shipped from Zanzibar) 
or Moovniau, who is the chief noble m the &e parts, to execute the 
Moghal king's commands by force of arms and joined with the 
Moghal governor of Surat. These we confess are very melancholy 
"stories that wc arc necessitated frequently to write your Honours 
but we cannot help it since it is necessary. for us to give you a true 
account of the state of your affairs. B

A month later (10tli Febiuaiy 1600) Sn John Gr.iyei wiote to 
the Couit Although we have peifoimcd oui part of the 
contract with the Moors, about sending convoy ships to Moklia, 
yet they slight all the good sei vices done them, and not only 
defer giving an exclusive Phirman hut deny paying foi the ships 
lieie, and now their demands are mfinitefy laigei on the tlncc 
nations English Dutch and French Considering the East India 
trade is now established by Act of Parliament, we presume .in 
exclusive Plinman, could it he piocuied, would signify little, except 
to exclude the Scotch company.

Captain Louth while he was in the load at Cape Good Hope took

Amidds’ ship coming fiom Moklia about two yeais since by means 
of which your Honours have been at consideiablc expense and jour 
servants involved in a gieat deal of tiouhle.

them as much as came into his possession winch hath caused them 
to be very fluent of their money on this island and occasions many 
little base fellows to be sciibbling about it to Surat. The foremen- 
tioned Captain thinks he has done your Honours such a piece of 
service in this action, though it detained him at least three weeks 
at the Capo, that he cannot well be sufficiently rewarded for it. 
We wish lie had let them proceed whcie they weic going that they 
might have received their due reward at home rather than to have 
filled our prison with twenty-one criminals in a place where we had 
hefoie a sufficient number of such as would willingly side with such 
sparks, especially seeing we cannot sufficiently authorize to put the 
laws in execution against them. Perhaps it was the love of tlio 
guinea that put the Captain on this meiitorious piece of service to 
your Honours 1 

In Surat in 1700 the affairs of the Old or London Company were 
suffering seriously fioin the attacks and misrepresentations of Sir 
Nicholas Waite. one of their dismissed servants now Chairman of 
the New or English Company. On the 16th February 1700, 
Sir John Gayer wiote to the Directors: Captain Hudson 
will inform your Honours how that Sir Nicholas Waite said 
he would bp end E.s. 20,000, hut that ho would have your flag at 
Surat struck. Captain Hudson will also infovm you of other 
of Sir Nicholas' follies winch render him little in tlio eyes of 
Europeans if not of others By wliat we hear Lucas is the person 
that spurs him on to such rashness to the detriment of the interest 
of the nation, not considering wliat the issue may be, so that he 
may hut giatify his malice to your Honours, 3 

On the 19th November 1700, in the hope of arranging some 
settlement of Hasan Amidds’ claims in support of which the Surat 
governor had stopped the Company’s trade, Sir John Gayer leaving 
his Deputy Mr J. Burniston iu charge started from Bombay in 
the ship Tavistock to go to the Surat river mouth 8 The unsatis- 
factory state of the Company’s interests in Surat was probably 
another leason why Sir John Gayer went to Swally. Under the 
unsciupulous manoeuvring of Sir Nicholas Waite the head of the 
New or. English Company the Old or London Company liad lost 
favour in Surat Stories of a grand embassy to the great Moghal 
in the interest and at the charges of the New Company and the 
assertion that the Old Company had only one year more to run 
enabled Sir Nicholas Waite to form a strong party in Surat. In 
December 1700 the month after Sir John Gayer’s arrival at Swally, 
the Surat President of the Old Company Mr. S. Colt wrote to the 
Council at St. George . Sir Nicholas Waite gives us a gieat deal of 
trouble here by means of the government. He has charged us with

for us By such piactices and very large expenses he has 
proem ed our tiade to bo stopped anrl our persons confined to the 
town for near these 43 months past, But God be thanked we 
have at last got the restraint upon, both taken off aud.aie lading 
the Loyal Merchant upon which His Excellency Sn .T. Gayer is 
come to Swally, which we hope will be effected in a few days. 1 * * * 

On the 26th December »Sir William Norris the Ambassador sent 
out by the New Company made his entry into Suiat. He was 
conducted by the governor, his son,theHurcona (7/<n7.dwr)and other 
officers from Roan (Sander) (a place about two miles out of town), 
to the governors house, wheie they left him, the governor’s soldiers 
accompanying him on to Sir Nicholas’ house. He presented the 
governor with one of his best palanquins and 100U gold mohois, 
to the governor’s son he gave 500, and to the Vdknavis (newsman) 
and Harkara (mtelligeneci) 150 each — a fine reward for the good 
company he had of them. He is designed to Court in (a few) days. 
Webeherehe has little to maintain his expense, and Sir Nicholas’ 
abilities are hut mean. What supplies he can afford him will he 
very slender. The next day Sir William Norris sent a summons to 
His Excellency Sir .Tolin Gayer and all English in or about Surat 
to conic and hear his commission read. 5 

In Januaiy 1701 hot disputes are mentioned between Picsident 
Colt of the Old Company and Sir Nicholas Waite. 5 On the 5tli 
February 1.701 ordeis from Delhi and from the Emperor himself 
leached the governor of Suiat On the 8th about midnight the 
governor sent his son out of the gates with npnaids of one hundied 
men. This was not done so becietly but the old Factory had notice 
fiom the, Secietary their friend and President Colt advised Sir 
John Gayer thereof and reached his hand at Swally befoio 
moining At Swally the Mecr (Amir) appeared early m^his usual 
hunting tent and sending notice thereof to Sir John Gayer then 
in bed he immediately aiose and invited the Neer within the 
impaileur of the lodge. As the Meer excused himself Sir John 
went out towards him. On this the Meer’s men being dnected, 
secured Sir John and his grenadieis. They then entered the 
lodge and obliged tlio Lady Gayer to use out of the bed, and cairied

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her Mr. Somasfcer aud others,- to accompany tlie General to Surat 
before the Tavistoclc’s people bad notico or could come ashore to 
their rescue Being brought over the river in an open boat the lady 
was put into a hackery covered with, a cloth aud carried to the 
governor’s, where with Sir John and others she was confined -to one 
room. Some hours later the governor sent for President Colt, who 
going with two of his Council kept company with Sir John in the 
prison. This triumphant act, as it is esteemed of the Moor, was 
written that night to the Emperor to fcho no small dishonour of 
the old Company’s General of India, that need not have been 
surprised if had thought of that trust reposed in him and will not 
now easily he permitted going out of Surat before the whole 
demands of that Company are adjusted 1 

On the 14'th February on hearing of Sir John Gayer’s aud Prcsi- 
den Colt’s imprisonment the Deputy Governor and Council at 
Bombay wrote to the Surat Factory : Yours without date we 
received the last night by the machva. It was no small surprise 
and trouble to us to find the General with the rest of our Right 
Honourable Masters’ servants fallen into the hands of the barbarous 
and treacherous Moors. By this it cannot be expected but our at lairs 
in theso parts will greatly suffer till matters bo regulated at home 
between tbe two Companies. We do sincerely and heartily wish 
that those false aspersions and malicious proceedings of the new 
Company’s agents here to the prejudice of our Masters will meet 
with that reward and punishment which they justly deserve. Sirs, 
we thank you for your advices and desire the continuance of the 
same from time to time. For this purpose we have sent this small 
boat to attend you with four of our garrison topasses, not caving 
to trust any of our Englishmen, fearing tlioy should be trepanned, 
or wilfully desert. We hope your next will bring us better tidings, 
at least that they permit the General to reside in the factory. 
We shall take the necessary care for the preservation of the island, 
and discharge our trust with all faithfulness and diligence as you 
may imagine, trusting to no false heathens or others of the new 
Company’s servants, who most certainly have a hand in the present 
treacheiy. We hope you have secuied all the goods that were at 
Swally on board the ship Tavistock, which will be a most acceptable 
piece of service to our Masters 2 

With this the Bombay Council sent the following letter to 
Sir John Gayer • The day before we desigriod to despatch tho 
brigantine with her enordored pepper to your Excellency we 
had advices from Mr. Daniel Dubois and Captain Martin of the 
fatal accident happened to your Excellency in falling into the 
hands of the barbarous and treacherous Moors. We therefore think 
it not convenient to send the said brigantine but have taken her 
pepper on shore with a design to alter her according to your

We hope 
wo shall speedily hear fiom your Excellency of yonr enlarge- 
ment and that they permit of yonr residing m the factory Ti listing 
in God for your relcascinent m His due time and that the new 
Company’s agents may meet their deserved punishment for so 
basely insinuating tho heathens against all law and justice to the 
prejudice of our Masteis’ interest. Wo shall take due care m the 
preservation of tho island, not trusting to any of the false and 
perfidious barbarians nor tho new Company's servants 1 * * * 

Next day (15tli February) the Bombay Governor issued the 
following order to Lt. William Shaw • The tieaclieious Moors having 
on the 9th instant surprised onr General and earned him with otheis 
of 0111 Masteis* servants to Surat, is cantion enough for us to be 
on our guard, not knowing their evil and treacherous design 0 
Theiefore take caie that you and all under yon be on your defence, 
, tiustmg to none of those baibnrous heathens , and that good watches 
be kept both day and night, advising ns immediate!) if any tiling 
more than ordinary should happen which God foibid They add ■ 
Wo received two of yours by the Gcntu soldiers ordered down, whom 
■no returned to their jespective posts about 11 o'clock that dn). 
Wc would have yon sec what of them can he brought to use hie 
arms and send us a list thereof We shall take care to supply 
them mth what we can, if they have not their onn, onl) the 
subheddrs of each company must lie obliged to see the fire arms 
icturned We would likewise have you send foi tho vereadoies and 
the chief fazmd'us, and laise the nulitia making the ncce^aiy 
officers of the former ns is most fitting and as they can most agree 
among themselves, sending us a list of fclietn. They are obliged to 
find their own arms and ammunition If they have none at present 
let ns know what may be wanting, which they must expect to allow 
for heieaftei. 5 

On the 22nd Februaiy the Bombay Council wrote to Surat ■ 
We have ieady and well manned a fleet of seven vessels. If his 
Excellency thinks fit wc shall send them to the rivci's month with 
one of tlio Council to wait his orders All due care shall be taken 
of tbe island, being prepaied to defend it against auy assaults 15 

On the 2Sth February, gladdened by the news of Sir Jolm 
Gayor’s lelcase, the Bombay Council write to Suint M o heartily 
rejoice for tho good nows, aud uorendci all due piaisc and thanks 
to Almighty God for your release fiom so close a confinement, 
and that it hath pleased Him to mako our innocence appear and tho 
wicked designs of our malicious advorsaues in their true colours

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boforo the face of the heathens. Now Sir Nicholas may have time to 
look mto his actions strictly examining himself and at last say : 
“ 0 what have I done I” May the shame and infamy to which he most 
maliciouly exposed his fellow-subjects together with all other his 
undigested politics fall heavy on his head, being but the just roward 
for such evil ministers. We hopo with your Excellency that 
the general certificate sent to court attested by all the eminent 
merchants may meet with the desired effect to the confusion of our 
enemies. 1 

A letter of the 22nd March 1701 from the Bombay Council to 
the Kdrwiir factory gives details of what happened during Sir John 
Gayer’s confinement . Having this opportunity by a shibar bound 
to Goa, we are chiefly to advise you of our late troubles since the 
9th of the past month. His Excellency, my Lady, and several other 
gentlemen that wore with him at Swally, were surprised by tho 
governor’s son of Surat, with a retinuo ot about 50 horse and foot, 
and hurried up to Surat as prisoners m a disgraceful manner and 
there committed to the governor’s house This was done by an order 
from the Delhi court, procured by Sir Nicholas Waite, the haihdra 
of Surat, and others of his hellish crow. In tho time of his 
Excellency’s confinemeiitatthe governor’s house, being about fourteen 
days, sevei a\ councils or ad dials were held. All the officers with tho 
emiuent merchants of the town were summoned as likewise Sir 
Nicholas To Sir Nicholas tho governor said, I have now performed 
the king’s order which by your justification and promise of doing 
great matters was procured m seizing the General. Comply with 
what you liavo written and promised tho king, and I will deliver 
the General into your possession. After several debates and evasions 
of Sir Nicholas, he at last denied what he had caused the hailidra 
to vriite, and m a manner everything else So that the merchants 
derided him for Ins perfidious baseness, and drew up a writing of 
our innocence, signed by them all and also that roguo the 
hailara. and sent up to the king which we hopo may procure 
milder orders and hotter treatment for the futuro. You will doubt- 
less have a more full account oE these transactions by return of 
your peons, who wait his Excellency’s answer which so soon as 
received they shall he despatched to you. They have all been at the 
factory ever since the 22ud last month but there is a guard of peons 
set without the gates which the governor says cannot be taken off 
till further oi ders fiom the king. 2 

Nine months later (31st December 1701) the following Consulta- 
tion is eutcrcd in the Suvat Factory Diary : Smco our last the 
governor has forced the payment of the amount there advised from 
the Dutch and Old Factory. The first are still confined and the 
latter shut up. The governor a few days past sent for Sir John 
Gayer, pretending to see him out of kindness, when in truth it was

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to deliver him and tlio Council into the hand and charge of the 
kotwdl. The lotirdl gave a leceipt for their peisons, and in his 
custody tbe chief lnoker continues prisoner, the governor threaten- 
ing, if he delivers not a faithful account in three days of the 
surplus which appears hy then entnes m- and out at the custom 
house to'remain m the country, to force him to turn Moor. It 
is said within this nine days the Euipeior has sent down an 
lrrevokable order signed hy the Prime Vazir, published the 29th 
instant, for the Old Factory satisfying all demands upon them. If 
sufficient assets ai e not fonnd the factors are to he ignominiously 
expelled the country, the Emperor directing the Sidi or Admiral to 
seize Bombay that is so slenderly gairisoned, that if attacked it will 
he easily carried. All this, they add, might have heen prevented 
had the Factory employed their talent for the tine iuteicsb of their 
Masteis "which has suffered moie hy their impolite and untoward 
heat, breaking through sacred promises and trusting to their 
unlimited power for corrupting all that gold will allure m the whole 
managery of their affaii s. They might have compounded and thereby 
established a friendship with these inhabitants for less than has 
heen given to tbe governor for not executing tbe sevcial ordeis for 
payment upon them and foi defeating the embassy vainly piojected 
for expelling your Honouis out of Indushln. In winch last God be 
praised, the}' and their adherents being infallibly disappointed, 
■will in favour to themselves assuredly charge all that can bo 

invented for destroying most valuable to man. In 

such discouraging circumstauces are we for pieserving your 
Honours being obliged to 30 m with tlieir mysterious and 
incumbered stock Laving not yet found any reason to suspect these 
proceedings can embioil your affairs when your Plmmans ar& 
delivered (though most Euiopeaus Jews and Gentiles aie against 
that course), governing all our actions with those principles of virtue . 

that our word is with whom (we enjoy) cicdit beyond 

what we dare make use of as affairs stand in Europe . 1 

Duiing 1700 and 1701, while the chief interest and excitement 
centiedat Surat, the Bombay Council passed through a time of tiouble 
and alaim Besides misunderstandings with the Sidi and fiictions 
with the Portuguese the Marathas weie unusually aggressive and 
Arab pirates played so bold a pai t against the Poi tuguese as to 
introduce a new element of danger. On the 16th Febiu«uy 1700 
Sir John Gayer the General at Bombay, wrote to the Directors • 
For that she" had not then pass, the Portuguese have taken a 
small ship belonging to some country mei chants and earned her 
into Goa. Oi this vessel an Englishman that did belong to Captain 
Say was mastei and had goods. The man and his goods Commodore 
Littleton when at Goa required the -Viceroy to deliver him And 
because be did not, as wc have heard, gave him tliiedtening language 
in lus letter as if he would take one ot their ships if lie met with any 
for satisfaction. Afteiwaids between Goa and this place he met in

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the night with a Portuguese madt va bound to Goa with a great many 
letters and papers for the Viceroy. This viachva in the night firing 
some guns, though for what reason the Commodore knew not she 
being about two or tlnee miles distance from him, gave her chase in 
the morning, supposing her to he a Shmtji or Malabdr pirate. But 
it proving very little wind, he sent liis boats armed to her with the 
King's colours flying in his barge’s head. Notwithstanding which 
the Portuguese, talcing as wc suppose the man-of-war to be pirates, 
discharged a volley of small shot at the barge. Upon this the 
baige fell astern to the long boat and towed her up and then 
boarded the m a chi' a and took her. In the skirmish one of the 
Commodore’s men was killed and two or three wounded and about 
10 of the Portuguese wounded. "When the Commodore came hither 
he brought this machva with him and would have left her here, but 
we would not concern ouiselves with her At last he delivered 
her to the people that he took in her and sent her to_ the Captain 
General of the North for the Portuguese, with his letter to him, 
giving an account of the transaction. This business and the threat- 
ening message of the Commodore to the Viceroy hath so enraged 
the Captain General, who is very lately come to his station, that he 
hath raised and armed a great number of men and fitted out about 
50 machvan , as we are by all sorts of people informed, to invade 
this island. The maclivds last night were all seen off Mrihim where 
it is reported they are designed to land. Wc can scarce believe 
they will he guilty of so rash an action, though it is certain as we 
have heretofore advised your Honours their exorbitant pride and 
insolence prompt them almost to anything. About five days 
since they fired two shots at one of your machvds as she passed by 
one of their small forts to the northward, though she had her 
colouis flying. . Since then they have stopped all provisions from 
coming to the island All this puts the poor inhabitants into such a 
consternation that they think of nothing but flying off the island 
to save their little, for tear they should lose all as they did when tlie 
Sidi landed. By this your Honours may perceive that if a 
course be not taken some way or other to correct the unparalleled 
pride and insolence of theso Portuguese, ‘ no merchants of any 
worth will ever settle on Bombay whereby to increase its revenue. 
On the contrary it will go less daily by reason of the inhabitants 
fears from the Portuguese Moors and Shivdjis, against whom 
they are sensible _ we have not strength to defend the island, 
though we may the fort. Should those vain rash Portuguese 
invade the island, we will do our utmost to repel them. But as we 
have formerly advised, we are in great want of small arms and 
hand granadoes, great quantity thereof being embezzled in the war, 
and small recruits come out these last seven years, _ We also want 
a supply of English powder. 1 

Five days later (February 21st) Sir John Gaj r er resumed : In 
our last we advised your Honours of the threats of the Portuguese

''breathing out thieatcnings against this island At night seven sail 
of Ai.ibs appeared before Veisiva (Ycssiva). Nest day they landed a 
number of men (how many we knownot) at Afnnoin a little to the south- 
ward theieof, and burnt seveial of the Portuguese aldeas or fauns 
Tins put the P 01 tugucso twentj' times fastei on the lun to this 
island foi shelter than they by their threats had caused the inhabitants 
of the said island to fly to them Next day the Aiabs assaulted Yc«ava 
fort and took* it, presently putting the Portuguese of all sorts to the 
swoid Tins hath possessed them with such a panic fear that seveial 
thousands of the inhabitants of their country aic fled hither with 
the Padre Superior of Biindia and several Europeans in offices of 
trust, leaving that place ior the Aiabs to dc-stioy without resist- 
ance The Aiabs fearing they shall meet with opposition have 
not Inthcito been so couiageous as to attempt Mdliim. These 
last thiee days we have not heaid of any action on one side 
or other If the Aiabs would follow the stroke they might be 
master of all Sulscttc m two days without any considci able opposi- 
tion fiom tlic Poitugucse though but the day befoie the Arabs’ in- 
vasion the Poituguese weie so pioudly conceited of then opinionated 
valour that they had almost divided Bombay in their imaginations 
amongst them The Aiab ships still lie before Yesava which makes 
the Portuguese think that they are foi tifying that place 11101 c sti ongl y 
in order to their holding it. The Poituguese aimada consisting of 
two ships, one about 40 the otliei 28 guns, with two ketches of about 
14 guns each and two galivats of about 6 guns each, with about 10 
boats of wai and about 100 merchants’ small vessels he at Chaul 
without endeavouring anything that we yet lieai of to the lelief 
of their country Neither do we lieai that their new ram pioud 
Captain General makes any provision by land to oppose the Aiabs. 

■ If the Aiabs should foi tify Vcsdva to "that degiee as to keep the 
place, they will be ill neighbours If care be not taken by the 
Em ope nations to collect then puatical growing insolence, in a little 
time they will be formidable in these seas as they daily mciease 
then number of shipping of consideiable foice and entertain all 
rascally deserters of Europeans of all sorts 

"We have put this island into the best posture of defence we cau, 
though it is not our opinion that they will at this. tune assault us. 
Still, if they are not checked in their career, the cornmodiousncss 
of the harbour for the winter will hereafter induce them to 
endeavour to gain it. Though the place they have now in their 
possession will harbour any of their ships in the river clear of 
all danger, but the going in and out is difficult. Wo have received 
no letters from Surat these thirteen days ; tlierefoi e suppose the 
Portuguese have intercepted all both from them and us. 1

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Some months after Sir John Gayer left for Surat. In January 1 701 
the Deputy Governor of Bombay sent him the following * Lieutenant 
Slmw advises us that the Poituguese have placed guards at Bandra 
and over agninst Sion, hindering provisions from being, brought 
over, or oui inhabitants that aic there to return. Of this there is 
no real certainty as yet. We believe it only a bounce as usual from 
those proud and beggarly people. Their pretence for this action 
is that we nic spies and keep a mcichc a and bonny boat abroad 
lo advise their enemies the Shivajis and Arabs of their strength. 
This th'eir foolish jealousies and fear together with their arrogancy 
and pride will at one tune or other proi e fatal to them. If we 
hear of an}' fui tlier certainty of this, or that they should proceed 
to any acts of hostility, we shall use the necessary diligence to 
prevent such their evil designs and have a watchful eye over 
them/ 

A week later, on the 30th January 1701, the Deputy Governor of 
Bombay issued the following order to Lieut. Shaw : Mr. Aislahie 
is gone to Mahinr, from whom j’ou will receive the necessary 
mders concerning the smack and machvn. having sent Seijeanb 
Moore and nine lopnsses to he employed in them as shall he thought 
fit. We have ordered both of them to lie on the side over again si 
Curlcc ( Ivmla) Block House at the usual place as formeily, which 
we suppose both this and Boatswain Wright are acquainted with 
to prevent the Poituguese blocking up the passage of the river and 
to protect such boats ns belong or others that are coming to -the 
island with batty iVe have likewise ordered Mr. Wnght if on 
occasion of the Portuguese committing any acts of hostility, of 
which he cannot timely advise us, to follow your orders and do you 
forthwith advise us thereof. In case there be any numbers of 
batty boats coming to the island, we have ordered Boatswain Wright 
with the Minch vn to weigh anchor and sad in. company of them to 
protect them from the Portuguese. 2 

A week later (5th Fcbruaiy 1701) the Deputy Governor wrote: 
The Portuguese still continue to impede all manner of provisions 
coming to this island. Various are the lepoits given out on this 
account. The chief reason, as we can learn, is occasioned by their 
armada which is at piesent at Bassein and Yesdva, doing what they 
arc accustomed to do whilst they are there. Wc suppose when 
they are gone there will be free passage as formerly. They are 
bound as we hear for the Gulf of Persia. lie continues : About ten 
days ago the Portuguese from their block house at Curley (Kurla) 
fired several small shots at boats coming over to this island with 
rice to command them thither. This being a thing unusual and to 
pre\ cut their blocking the passage of the nver we sent to Sion the 
smack mid small vuichva to lie over against the said block house, 
1 hey v ere ordered to secure the passage of the river, and convoy 
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in nil such boats ns me bound hither without giving nny manner 
of occasion of olVonce, lint to defend themselves if assaulted, Since 
which wo hare not henid of nny fiirthci filing. 1 

A fortnight Intel {L'2iid Fehiimry 1701) the Deputy Governor 
resumes: The Portuguese floui ish is nvei awl provisions me brought 
to the island ns fonneily 2 

On the Oth August the Deputy Go\ ei nor addressed Lieut, Shaw 
This evening the Deputy Governor received ft letter fiom Alvnio 
Murillo vvlieiein he writes llmt the Poiliiguesp inhabitants of the 
Cassahi nt Mnliiin weic ftlnrineil with n notion of n ] mi cel of Shivriji 
gain ills being abroad (as they fenml) witli a, design upon tins 
island. It being now the time Hint they ventuie out, you me 
hcieby oi deicd to diicct {foi the pic«ent) such us wcie the militia 
hefoio the wins to watch fui the betlci necuuty of the island nml 
its inhabitants.' 1 

On the 2Gth August Lieut Shaw leeched onleis i canning him 
upon no account except in his own defence to discharge nnj one or 
mole of his great guns nt nny boat thnt shall pass up or down Maliiin 
nvei.nt the same time advising him to prevent any iniringemetib of 
llombay pi iv deges oi any defmuds ill the customs or disiespoct, 
and promising veiy speedily to send one oi the lmgo machvtis to lie 
and crui/e in the suul mci. Tins older Lieut Shaw wax diiccted 
to obseive. ’When the imtchta was with him lu* was, without 
any blood being shed, to cause all boats that parsed up or down 
the said liver to pay the custonimy duties except the King oF 
Portugal's own boats which lie wax to let pass without inteirup* 
tion * 

On the 29tli November this oulei was issued to C'oiporal John 
Mitchell Those aic to oidcr you to weigh vour nnchoi and having 
leceived on hoaul Captain Stncv ’s son-in-law, make the best of jour 
w ay to Itobin the Dutchei ’s islund, henring the Poi tugucse have been 
theie and cut down scveial tiecs lixninine into thnt matter, then 
ictuin and bring nil account theieof. 6 

Two j cai s later (Jnnuniy 1701) the following details aic given 
of an engagement between the Portuguese and Atnhs: The 22nd 
in the evening the Poi tugucse, being seven capital ships, weighed 
in the road, bci thing themselves opposite to the same number of 
Aiabs About four o’clock the Portuguese began to assault the 
Aiabs veij’ briskly. Thej r fought an hom at nnchoi, and, night 
coming on, the two greatest ot the Aiabs cut, and making the 
best of their way out to sea, weic pm sued by nil the Poi tugucse

The Catherin relates the largest of the 
Arabs was at one time batteied by five Portuguese that got 
nothing but shame and dishonour by the bargain, making no better 
use of such a favourable opportunity for destioj’ing them, three of 
the Arabs’ capital ships being then in the river . 1 

The following are instances of the ferry convoy and other petty 
civilities by which the Bombay Government strove to keep on good 
terms with both Sidi and Maiatha Orders issued on 17th July 
1701 to Mr. Duuren: Permit ten of the Shivdjis belonging to their 
galivat to come on shore to dinner, but let none of them bring aims 
with them . 2 

To Ensign William "Moore, the 3rd August : On receipt hereof repair 
on board the Right Honourable Company’s double masted mac/iua 
and cairy her to the Custom House Bay where you must wait the 
coming out of the passage boat which you are to convoy as far ns 
the mouth of Tiombay, there being a Moghal’s officer on board. 
Having conducted him thither return with all expedition. “ 

To Mr. Bartlett, the 20tli September : On receipt hereof, having 
all your men on board, witli the eleven of the Bull’s people and 
your five Cowries (ihdrvis or .seamen) whom we have ordeied on you, 
weigh your anchors and make the best of your way to Ondry where 
being arrived, land the foresaid people with all convenient speed and 
without anchoring if possible. That being done, make the best of 
your way liitber again. But forasmuch as you ate not tlioioughly 
acquainted with the passage, we would have you refer to your 
tindal as to cai tying the vessel into that port and bringing her 
out again 4 

To Mr. George Ward, Master of the Benjamin yatch (yacht), 
the 24th March 1702: On receipt hereof the Sidi being on board, 
wind and tide permitting, weigh your anchors and make the best 
of your v r ay to Ondry. Being tliele arrived you are to land him 
with all convenient speed and then to make the best of your way 
back again to this port. While the Sidi is on board let him be 
treated civil! 3'. 6 

To Mr. Lott of the Josia, the 3rd April : On receipt hereof the 
Goosberdars (probably Gazbardrirs that is rod or mace bearers) and 
their people being on board, and wind and tide permitting, 
w’cigh your anchors and make the best of your Avay to Danda

of late. The Sidi with a considerable force both by sea and land, 
hath laid siege to a small fort called Kolaba (off Alilnig) within four 
or five leagues of this poit. lie hath assaulted and endeavoured 
to scale it, hut without success, being forced to letreat with the 
loss of a great many men ns repotted. This loss hath so aggravated 
him that he sticks not to lay the cause of his ill success on us, 
writing a very peremptory letter falsely accusing us with assisting 
his enemies with ammunition Our ill neighbour the pioud and 
beggarly Portuguese is not -wanting on such occasions* to do us 
all unkind offices. He is the pevson Unit insinuated the Sidi into 
a belief hereof, but w 7 e have undeceived lum and made it appeal to 
the contrary to his satisfaction. The Sluvajis aie in leality fiicnds 
to none, hut as pirates and lovers take all vessels they can over- 
power, These distuihances have occasioned us to he on our guard 
and piepared to receive any that shall piesume to any attempt. 2 

Tw-o days later (2Sth March) Mr. J. Burniston, the Deputy Gov- 
ernor, wiites to Suiat- At present tlieie is no light understanding 
between the Sidi and Sliivajis. In the latest skirmish the Sidi 
as reported hath had a considerable loss, though by his letteis to us 
(Bombay Governor) which go herewith, giving an account of the 
action, he pretends the contraiy. He hath been veiy urgent with 
us to send a chyrurgcon to dress liis wounded men saying he w 7 ould 
bear all charges and look on it ns a great favour done to the king 
liis master. Dr. Thompson proffering his service we consented to 
his going, who desiied we would spare the black fellow that assists

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Of domestic difficulties the Deputy Governor reports fclio following 
to Surat and to the Court m November 1700 and Mmch 1701: 
On tlie 24-tli instant (November 1700), in the evening happened a very 
unlucky passage between Mr. Enoch Walsh and Mr. Ralph Harr ley, 
the latter being wounded in three places. Those at tirst wo did not 
know but might prove mortal. Rut by God Almighty's providence 
he is finally recovered and the doctor says theie is no danger. 
Ah’. Walsh is close prisoner m one of the chambers over the prison 
m the fort, where he shall continue till your Excellency's further 
pleasure is known concerning him, as likewise about Mr. Hartley. 1 

On tlie 27th March they write: Mr. Thomas Woodford one <>i 
your Honours' factors that came out m the Thomas and was em- 
ployed m your Custom House here for the receiving of the revenues, 
proved very unfaithful in squandering and mating av.ny a consider- 
able sum of your Houours' cash as appears by the enclosed 
account He did clandestinely leave the island and was absent 
about; two months, but returning we secured lnm and is at present 
under confinement m the garrison. We should have sent lum home 
by the ship but that there woie too many such ordered on her 2 " 

On the 2Sth March they resume (to Surat) . As to Hall, had 
tliere been any hopes of reclaiming him by being reduced as your 
Excellency is pleased to dnect, we should havo done it. But as 
he is a restless factious and turbulent spmted man ever promoting 
and carrying on his rascally designs ho w’ould bo alwajb seducing 
others to be confederates with bun. Therefore as you were pleased 
to leave it to us, we thought it with submission much belter to be 
rid of such a scabby sheep that he might not infect tho fiock. fSo 
have sent lnm home on the Tavhtoch 3 In the same letter they 
continue . Mr. Harbin is leclaimed and diligent in business, promis- 
ing never to be guilty of such "evrois in futuio - Wc hope now 
Air Walsh aud other factious persons being gone, we shall find more 
quietness If any prove disobediont nnd disturbers to the Govern- 
ment, w*e shall not fail to advice well knowing your Excellency will 
order them their duo deserts. 4 

The wished-for quietness does not seem to havo come On the 
26tb August on a report fiom Lieut Shaw that a Pioclamation had 
been torn down by some poison unknown, the Deputy Governor 
regretted there should he any person on this island so disrespectful 
to Government as to tear a Proclamation. Since there is and that 
so high a misdemeanour may (if possible) bo duly le warded, Lieut 
Shaw was ordered to give public notice that any person that shall 
discover the said offenders shall he liberally rewarded. 1 *

The 1 702 records contain notices of three matters of some interest, 
the nnpiovemc&t of Mrihim fort ill June, the celebiation of the 
accession of Queen Anne in early November, and late in the same 
month a severe hunicane. Of the improvement of Mahim foittlie 
following details aie preserved in a consultation of the Suiat Council 
dated 12th June 1/02 : 

About the beginning of last rains (1701) tbe governor of 
Suiat having given us cause to buspect that he had a design to 
invade Bombay, we oidered the Deputy Governor and Council to 
consult with the engineer and commission officers about adding 
some skength to the little fort at Mdhim with all possible speed, 
allowing them to spend thiee thousand Xerapluns thereon if need 
required it Now after they had made some progiess herein they 
wiote us that it would cost more than we had allowed them to 
bestow on it In answer to which we wiote that though it did, they 
should use all possible diligence to finish it. When we thought it 
had been neai done, they sent us a model of what they designed to 
erect, noting how far the woik was carried on and how much it had 
and would cost The sum expended was Xs. 3397, and the work was 
not more than one-sixth completed. At all this we weie extremely 
surprised, but they laid the blame on Mr. Yan Duuren who made 
such an enoneous computation. Now we were not only surpiised 
at the extraordinary chaige that it would amount to, but that the 
work was not above one-sixth part done, which we designed for 
an immediate stiength to the island, in case it should he invaded 
by the Moors or Portuguese, with whom we had leason to expect 
a bieach and that speedily. Another thing that troubled us much 
was onr fear that m time the sea might wash pait of it away, 
and then so much money would he ill bestowed Howevei, 
seeing they had gone on so far and that it would add great 
strength to the island when finished and gieatly augment the 
custom of Mahim, we ordered that if they could be assured that 
it would be in no danger fiom the sea, they should use all 
possible diligence to get it finished 2 

In the matter of Queon Anne’s accession on the 4th November 
1702 Lt. Shaw received the following orders . The enclosed is copy 
of the proclamation for Queen Anne by which do you about the 
hour of 1 0 to-morrow morning proclaim her at Mdhim in public, 
the militia and all your garrison soldiers being under arms, and 
all the eminent merchants and inhabitants of the Cassaby assembled. 
As soon as the proclamation is read, give three H assaees. Then causo

groat guns ns conveniently you can. In the evening perform the 
usual solemnity for the day by making a bonfire. 1 * 

About three weeks lator all the small boats of the island aro saul 
to hare been destroyed by a furious storm 3 * On the 30th. November 
the Bombay Government issued tho following orders to Lieutenant 
Shaw . All the Right Honourable Company’s mango and such like 
trees blown down in tho late hurricane, you aie to take under 
your care preserving for the Company’s use such part of them n.s 
may be fit for timber. The rest we would have you sell to tho 
clvunam makcis at the best rate you can, it being good wood for 
their use. 3 About a fortnight later a second order issued : Sell 
what yon can of the Right Honouiable Company’s pahneers that 
weie blown downj also of the jock trees that are not fit for plank, 
but such as are, preserve for that use 1 

The first mam division of Bombay history closes with tho union 
of the Old and New Companies. Notice of the anion and details of 
tho articles which had been accepted in London on the l^t January 
17 02 reached Surat in December 1702 A Consultation at Surat 
dated the 9th December records the following details* Tho -Mh 
instant late at mglit, received letters dated the l‘2th October from 
the President and Council of the Coast, inclosing 21 articles for a 
union agreed between the two Companies in January 1702, the 
same confirmed by a letter they received by the Colchester from 
the Court of Directors dated the 10th January last (1702) (copy of 
which likewise enclosed), informing them that the general Courts oE 
both Companies (English and London) had nrmuie cojifruificenfe 
agreed upon a union, which was then being diawn into form by 
Council,and would be completed m a little time. Resolved in Council 
next day 5th. December that copy of the said .u ticks uml letter 
(being the first notice we had received from any fnctoiy on the other 
side and to this day no general Europe letters) should he fairly 
transcribed and euclosed in a private letter. Sir Nicholas Waite 
was then desired to wnte Sir John Gayer (a letter) to be deliveicd 
him by the Secretary. Sir John Gayer accordingly published m 
their iactoi y the purport of tlm said union the same or the day 
after he had received it from us Then their chief broker and 
an eminent Persian merchant told the governor the certain union of 
both Companies. Sir Jolm Gayer also explained a new Gouei’al and 
Couueil woro coming out upon the next ship, and that tho now 
factory w r as to embark away. Ho therefore desired leave for him- 
self and Mr. Colt to go down to Bombay to repair the Castlo and 
other damages sustained by the late violent storm promising when 
finished they would return. 5

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some time tins was granted upon promise tliat we would come again 
at five o’clock if sent for. 

In the evening we were sent for again by the governor, whore 
we found Messrs. Bonnel and Crowe discoursing with the diwan. 
So soon as wo came the thwun asked ns again to whom that ship 
belonged that was arrived at Bombay. We answered we had 
told him before to the united trado of Loth Companies. Then who 
was General and Chief ; 1 answered, Sir John Gayer was General and 
ordeied to leside at Bombay. Who was President of Surat? I 
ausweied Sir Nicholas Waite. Mr Bonnel in Portuguese bid 
Rustam tell the diivtin Sir John Cnyor was General, but it was hut 
for three months. If he did not clear all the demands that wore upon 
tho Old Company m that time, Sir Nicholas Waite was General, and 
must go dowu to Bombay "William Mildmay was, asked if that was, 
tine. He answered that if it pleased God Sir John should die or 
any unforeseen accident should happen toll im in that tune so that 
he could not go to Bombay, then Sir Nicholas Waite was General. 
Bub as to clearing all the Old Company's accounts before ho went, 
there was no occasion, for theio would be those of tho Old Company’s 
servants left that would take care to pay what any one could justly 
demand of them. Then the diwdn asked it neither of them could 
go, who was General , then. We said his Worship Burmston, the 
present. Deputy Governor. We desired to know upon what occasion 
all these questions were asked us, to w hicn no answer was o-iven. 
Then Mr. Bonnel pulled out of his pocket the Honourable English 
Company’s seal and laid it befoie all the company and asked if 
William Mildmay could deny that to be the Company’s seal, and 
whether the lcttois that now came were not sealed with it. William 
Mildmay said he could not deny but tbat it was, and tho letters were 
sealed with it as by agieemeut between tko two Companies in 
England when they muted Then Mi. Bonnel opened the inden- 
ture of union m a page turned down clapped bis band upon it, and 
asked if we could deny the Old Company being turned out and 
the trade brought under the management of tho Now which that and 
the seal testified. William Mildmay said lie did not deny anything 
contained in those writings, neither had he any oiders to answer to 
such questions, and asked the gentlemen the roasou of their bringing 
these things upon the stage. At this time (we stated) we bad been 
sufficiently depressed already had they a mind to bury us quite 
under ground. Mr. Bonnel said ho followed his orders, we might 
follow ours. Mr. Crowe mado answer. Yon may thank yourselves 
lor it . all this comes upon you through the message that was sent 
by Kn- John to Sir Nicholas that lie designed to acquaint the governor 
of tho settlement V-amnali told William Mildmay tho duodn asked 
if oil* John went away, who was there loft so great as to give 
answer for what demands might come upon the Old Company. 
M illinm Mildmay said lie knew well enough there was sufficient to 
satisfy al just debts tliat any one had upon us, therefore what 
matter who was left. He might give the diwdn what answer he 
pleased those theio would ho left that would take care that none 
should bo sufferers on the Old Company’s account 
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Tlion we wcie nil can led beforo the governor. Ilero we weio 
again asked who was General and who President, to which we 
answci od as beforo. The seal was again shown to the governor. 
What olso passed there was in Moores which William Mildmay 
did not undoistnnd Tlioieforo John Biangmn gives a deposition 
apart. But Usher Beag (Asa Beg) was ordeted to put a guaid upon 
tho Gcneial (Vaninfllidas refusing to be his security) and came home 
with us m tho conch to sco it done, and oidered fifty men to follow 
linn to the factory. To this we can make oath — (Signed) William 
Mildmay, Secielavy, and John Brangwin, Senior 1« actor . 1 

In spite of the advantages scciued by the union of the two 
Companies affairs in Sutnt were far from prosperous. In Juno 1703 
and again in Jnnuaiy 1704 the Dircctois called on their Councils 
in Smat and in Bombay to consider how best the whole tiado 
could be ccntied in Bombay : Whether the meicbauts might not by 
some means be united to come and take up then i csidenci* in 
Bombay, oi whether tho tiansfei could he effected in 11113 ' other 
way . 2 3 * 5 On the 4th Juno 1703 tlioy mote legal ding Bombay - 
We will giudgc no tolerable clmigc to make every pnit of the 
island defensible against any invasion, and to rcndci it healthful, 
and invite inhabitants to lcside on it." 

In spite of tlie Dncctoi s’ efforts life in Bombay seems to have been 
b}' no means ngiceablc Tw o years later ( Jnnumy 1 70l>) m a letter 
to the Court, Sir N. Waite the Deputy Govcrnot of Bombaj-, gives 
the follow ing details of the island Wo me only, eight covenant 
sei rants including the Council and but two that write, besides two 
raw youths taken nslioie out of ships, and most of us often sick m 
this unhealthful depopulated and mined island * Thioe innnlhs 
later (IStli Apnl) lie continues: We aic now seven on the island

myself bound in gratitude and I will briefly inform what material 
occurs till I leave this place or the world. 1 

One reason why the early years of the eighteenth century were 
unprosperous m Bombay was that the union of the Companies in 
1702 was onty formal. So strong had been the rivalry between 
the two Companies and so opposed were the private interests .of 
•their servants that for several years, though outwardly hid, dis- 
trust and rivalry continued fresh and active. Though 1702 is the 
date of formal amalgamation, opposing interests were not united 
till 1708 Duiing these six years (1703 - 170S) occasional skirmishes 
at the outposts sometimes grew so warm that there was danger 
lest the war should be renewed. As the instructions from home 
to live in peace and quietness were positive, neither party ventured 
openly to disobey them Sir Nicholas 'Waite, who had pertina- 
ciously endeavoured to prevent a union and to persuade the 
directors of his own Company that it would be to their detriment, 
as soon as he heard that his remonstrances were unheeded and that 
a union would certainly take place, wroto and assured the directors 
of Ins resolution ‘to obliterate all past heats’ and to hold 
friendly intercourse with Sir John Gajmr and his Council The 
communications between the two Chitfs and their Councils never 
w T enl beyond formal civility. There was constraint on both sides ; 
nor did either place any reliance upon the good dispositions of the 
other 2 Probably neither party understood its own circumstances, 
certainly not the ciicumstances of the other. The difficulty of 
anivmg at a complete agreement w'as enhanced in India by the 
rival interests of their servants which gave rise to incessant bicker- 
ings At last the representatives of the two Companies consented 
to appeal to the Earl of Godolphin, Lord High Treasurer of England, 
who after a most patient investigation of the questions in dispute 
published on the 29lli ol September 1708 his famous award. From 
that date the two Companies became in fact as well as in style 
‘ The United Company of Merchants of England trading to the 
East Indies ’ 3

6. Tliat about the month of Nmcmbei 1718 the Honourable 
PiC'ident and Goicinoi thought fit to put into Ins hands the imme- 
diate caic and command of all the fighting f-epojs which wcicthen 
to be employed against the enemy ; when thcbetlei to can}' on and 
effect his malicious designs and puipo=cs, he Fecictly endeavoured to 
intimidate and discourage them fiom the peiformancc of then duty 
to the Right Ilnnournhlc Company; and paiticnlaily when Antonio 
Franei c co D’Costn, subhcd.'n of a company of sepoys, spoke of an 
offci made to him by the chief oflicci of Mopont uiuicr Angna 
(pci haps Molioprfda nbove Panvel) foi the dell ray of that fort, he 
iccci\cd the notice theieof with coldness and neglect, and was fuithci 
told by Diuga (Durga) con of eaul Retina Kdmati, not to he too 
busy in such matlei*., lest he meet with the fate of Antonio D’Mcllo 
and he sent to Si. Helena, 

7. That on a lumoui of a di=covciy of the'c practices, the said 
Riima K.unaii being appiehciiFive of the consequences, did in the 
month of Dccembci 1719 icmovo and convey off the island to TJi.'ma 
01 cIfowIicic, pait oflns moveable estate and pailiculaih ll chests 
of tiensme. All winch mattcis and facts chaiged m the several 
m tides liefoie-incntioncd me pioicd ami made out by hung witnesses 
now’ on the Fpot. and the certificate^ of othei pei sons, together with 
letters of the raid llama Kitmiiti, dneeted to the saul Ivanlioji Angna, 
contrary to In'! duty and obligations Whcieby he appeals to be 
the pnncipal autlioi of the wai and the occasion of its so long 
continuance by thus secretly and viekcdlv combining with the enemy 
against the dignity and mteiest of the Right Honourable Company 
and the libel ty and life of theii Honourable Govemoi and all the 
English inhabitants of the 'aid island - 

This day (2 1th JJaicli 1720) being appointed foi the trial of Itrfma 
Kdm.Uij the Picndcnt being informed tliat some persons hive pio- 
mised to make a fuithci discovery of the tiea'onable practices 
conumttcd by Rama Kiimati and Dalba Bhandau pioudcd a paidon 
may be Fccui cd to them — Oideicd that the Socretaiy diaiv out a pio- 
clamation to that puiposc 1 

The following is an abstract of Ritma Kamdti's answer to the seven 
articles exhibited against him In the preamble is nothing material 
more than that the defendant asserts the witnesses aie all brought ovei 
to swear against him by bribes, fair piomises, tlueats and punishment 
foi which leason their evidence ought not to be taken and. insinuates 
Ins foimer good tci vices deserve bettei treatment. In answer to the 
first niticlc he says the cliaigo is of no .significance’ as Ins giving notice

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to Anglia could be o£ no advantage because assoon as lie has taken any 
ship or vessel, lie immediately makes a strict inquiry who she belongs 
to o£ the officers and others abroad and is perfectly well acquainted 
with eveiy individual ship belonging to Surat for which leason he adds 
it would be folly m him to send such advices. In his defence to the 
second article he alleges that when our fleet came before C undry the fort 
was so ill piovided with men and ammunition that the enemy ran the 
risk of throwing succours of both into it after it was besieged by us. 
From this he infers that the enemy would of course have taken better 
care in furnishing the garrison (which was so weak that even the women 
were obliged to assist in the defence of it) bad he given the notice he is 
charged with. He further adds for his justification that it was he who 
first told the Governor of the weakness of that place and after the 
Governor was gone thither he desired Mr. Parker to confiim the same 
by wilting to his Honour which he thinks is a sufficient proof he is not 
the author of these letters. Touching the third aiticle he alleges there 
is no proof the letter mentioned in his accusation was delivered to him 
and seems to insinuate there was no such letter sent. To clear himself 
of the charge in the fourth aiticle he pleads his former good services 
and the many obligations he lies under to the Right Honourable Com- 
pany and the English nation in general and to the Governor in parti- 
cular which would make it the highest ingratitude imaginable in him 
to he guilty (even in thought) of such a piece of cruelty and thinks it 
would be a gieat folly to attempt such a tiling considering how well the 
island is guaidcd by several stout f ligates and forts and a number of 
good English officers. As to the fifth article he denies to have had any 
dealings with Angria during the war and says the Governor gave Garru 
(GhA.ni) Sinay leave to come hither to celebrate the marriage of his 
grand-daughter and that what goods he earned with them were bought 
publicly during the cessation of arms and weie only designed to defray 
his charges which he looks on as no crime. To invalidate the charge in 
the sixth article he alleges that if Antonio Francisco D* Costa had any 
such offer made him, it is probable to believe he would have revealed it 
to the Governor or Captain Stanton who was his commanding officer and 
not to the defendant. He there[oie thinks that a sufficient reason to 
conclude it was not communicated to him aud further adds that all the 
sepoys were not under his commaud, some o£ them (the Pattanees) being 
under the direction of Umeiji. He defends himself from the charge 
of the last aiticle by insinuating that the three letters mentioned in the 
other articles are all false, because they were not bis own handwriting. 
He concludes with saying it is easy for those who can forge letters to 
make a false seal also. He repeats that his accusers have made use of 
bribes tin eats and fair promises to procure evidence against him. He 
humbly hopes that what he has represented and his former good, 
services null induce the Board to clear him from the charges laid against 
him, urging it is highly improbable he would trust a secret of such 
importance to any body else when he was able to write himself . 1 

The following is the reply to Rdmdji's answer : His assertion in the 
preamble that the witnesses were all brought over to swear against him 
by bribes and threats is a reflection on the justice of this Board and 
ought to be looked upon as a reproach and no testimony since lie has 
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not bought one single proof of it (1) 11 is answei to the liist aiticlc 
is only a baie denial and evasion of the eliaigo without bunging any 
evidence to clear himself of it (2) The enemy's neglecting to iollow 
his advice is no mannei of proof that lie did not send it nor against thu 
cudcnce of the peison that wiote it. (") The oath of Govinji (who 
mote tbs lettei) is pioof enough nf the 3rd article (4) Ills foirocr 
good sei vices (foi which he lias been well lewaidcd) aie not a sufficient 
leasonto believe that ho is not guilty of what lie is now chatgcd with, 
when we have a lettei under bs own seal and owned by the person who 
wiote it by bs dnectaon. (5) His alleging the goods wcie earned oft 
the island dunng Ibc cessation of aims is a mistake became thoie was 
no cessation ot arms at all (0) That Antonio Fiancisco D' Costa did 
not tell the Governoi nor Captain Stanton, can nevei be esteemed a 
sufficient proof that be did not toll lbrnaji especially since Captain Stan- 
ton sweais lie the pnsonei owned to him that Antomo Fiaiunsco 
D’Costa had told him so and Captain Stanton was at that time gone 
down the coast. (7) His answei to the la^t or 7th aiticlc is foieign to 
the pui pose and we have a cloud of witnesses to make good the ehaigo 
contained in it.

The indictment against Dalba Bliandan was piepaied on the 13th 
May 1720, on wbch date the following Consultation is rccoided . The 
Secielaiy by the President’s older having prepaied an indictment 
against Dalba Bhandriii, the same was now read as follow s. Dalba 
Bhaudbi, — You stand indicted of several liigh ei imes and imsdemcanoui s 
by you done and committed confaaiy to youi duty and allegiance to 
the Eight Honourable Company and the known oidei and proclama- 
tions of then Honourable Governor, by adusing and peisuading the 
inhabitants of tbs island to take then passes of the enemy Jv.'mliojr 
Angna dunng the pic'-cnt wai and concealing a lieasouablc conc- 
spondence wbch was earned on by Rdma Krirmtti with the raid enemy 
IiAnhoji Angria in oi about the mouth of December 1718, wheiehy 
you have as much as in you lay endangcicd the safety and welfare 
of this His Majesty’s Castle and inland Bombay, the estate and 
pieiogative of the Right Honourable Company, and-. the life and liberty 
of the said Honourable Governoi and all the otliei English inhabitants 
thcie What do you say ? Aie you guilty of tbs chaigc oi not guilty . 
But it being late we dcfei the examination tlicieof till the afternoon ”

and lately in adjusting the articles of peace with (AngnVs) agents, which 
lie was told was foreign to the present purpose. Copy of Ins chaigc in 
Poituguesc lining deliveiod him, he was to piepaic to answ er to the same 
tomonow morning (14th May 1720). Put behaving himself disrespect- 
fully, he was checked for it and ordcicd to witlidiaw. 1 

Next day the Consultation resumes : This meeting being appointed 
to go on with the tiial of Dalba Bhanddn, he was called m and told 
by the President that his behaviour ycstci day was veiv unbecoming ; 
tiiathc was now a piisonoi and called upon to answer to a heavy chaigc ; 
that everything he had to offer in his own vindication should be heaid 
with all the patience imaginable, but that it became lum to cai ry 
himself more lespcctfully to the Boaid. 2 

Then the Piesident pioposcd (14th Ma}' 1720) to the Board the 
issuing out a proclamation for quieting the minds of the people and 
granting a full paidon to all peisons who hitheito have been concerned 
with ltamdji and Dalba Bliaudilii in their treasonable piacticcs against 
the Government, piovided they return to their duty and obedience and 
behave themselves as faithful subjects for the futuic (Bdma ICrimdti 
and Dalba Bliandaii excepted), a\ I nch was appioved and agiccd to. 
Ouleicd the Secretary to piepaic the same against the afternoon for oui 
approbation. 3 

The diary of the 16tli May 1720 has this entry : The pioclamation 
of gi anting giacc and free pardon to all peisons that had been con- 
cerned with Rama Kamati and Dalba Bhandan m can j ing on a tieason- 
able conespondence with the enemy ICilnhoji Angna was this day (16th 
May 1720) published accoiding to the older of Council of lltli 
instant. 4 ■ 

On the 20lh June 1720 the entry occurs : It being necessary that 
some person should be appointed to dispose of the effects and settle the 
account of Rama Kdmitti — Resolved (20th June 1720) that the Secre- 
tary do take the charge upon him and make a repoifc thereof to the 
Boaid ; oi dered that he get everything leady for the sale of Ramji’s 
effects on Monday next (27th June 1720), and that he give public notice 
tlieieof accordingly and likewise settle Ins account with all conveni- 
ence. 5 

On the *ttli July (1720) the following is rocoided : Theic being a laige 
w r aichousc 86 feet long in the bazar belonging to Rdma KdmAti, with 
an upper loom over it which last will be very proper to bold the Court 
of Judicature and which the President has caused to be valued by Major 
Vane and the master carpcnteis and bricklayers who leport it woilh 
Its. 6000. And as that is much less than w r e can build a proper place

On the same day this leport was consideied: Lettd fiom Mcssip 
B. Midfoid and J. Homo to the Honouiablc C. Boone Piesident and 
Governor and Council, dated Bombay 29th June 1720 — Pursuant to an 
order of Council of tho 13th instant we have caicfully examined the 
valuation of Rama Khmdti’s cocoanut oichaids and batty giounds 
made by the veicadoies and mlnftArds of Bombay and Mflhim. On the 
strictest inquiry we find they have valued them after the usual custom 
of this island, which i« not to leckon anything for the wells walls or 
othci fruit trees, and that they are ically worth Rs. 37,939-0-53 as 
will appear fuim the account of pavticulai b hei ewith deliv eied. "Wc v ci lly 
believe the Right Honourable Company will be no suflcicis by talcing 
them at that pnce. B 

The above repoit of Messrs. Midfoid and Home of then examination 
of tlic valuation of Rrima Kumslh’s cocoanut oichaids and batty 
giounds, amounting to Rs 37,989-0-53, was now (4th July 1720) lead 
Af tei some debate, agreed that w c take them on Companj J s account, and 
the accountant is hciehy oidcred to lnmg them on the books accoid- 
mgly. 5 

A Consultation of the 13tli August contains the following- Tlieie 
being two wiueliou c es near the Custom House Iwlonging to Rama 
ICanulti foi the line wheieof the Right Honourable Company pay 
Rs. 21- pei month as granaries, and the same having been valued at 
Rs 2750— Resolved that we pm chase them at that price on our Honour- 
able Masters’ account in consideration of the continual occasion w-eliave 
for them and that the mtcicst will not amount to the line * 

The same Consultation continues Ambaidris Talad/is and Santan Govai- 
dlian presented a petition m belialf of Dalba Bhandau, lequestmg he may 
be allowed a furthci time of foui months foi the payment of his fine of 
Rs 6000 and his foimci debt of Rs ] -193-2-37, setting forth that he 
is not capable of paying it soon, and offeung themselves foi the sccunty 
thcicof Aftei some debate on the affair it was icsolved that as the 
fine we have laid on him is considerable and that if we malm a sale of 
Ins estate (agiccable to a former older of Council) the money cannot 
be soon collected, that thcii request be granted with this pioviso that if 
it be not paid by that time, they shall pay the intei csi thereof from this 
day (13th August 1720). 5 

Iu the same year (1720) Mulla Muhammad All, the gieat Surat mer- 
chant whose ships had been cairicdoffby Anglia's vessels, addiessed 
tho Bombay Governor with the object of airanging a league against 
Angina He takes notice of Anglia's being possessed of several foits

fore it is necessary now to destroy him or else he null become so power- 
ful it will be impiacticable. He advises he has theking s orders to 1 epi e- 
sent to his Honour the atfau s of Ahmadabad Suiat and other pai Ip as well 
as his own, and desires his Honour to advise him whether lie shall make 
known to his majesty the insults and robberies of Angria and piocuie a 
Hasbulhulcam to Sidi Yakutkhan and the Nabob of Surat to make war 
against the said enemy, Yakutkhan to attack him by sea and Sou (Shahu) 
Raja Sublia of Kalyan to invade him by land. He continues : If his 
Honour is so pleased he will also procure oideis to his Honour and to 
the Portuguese to unite for this effect until Angria is destroyed and he 
believes Ins Honour will not be wanting in what is agreed to. Yet he 
is not the only person who desires this, there being many others and that 
the} r may be the better persuaded lie desiics his Honour to write 
to our people in Surat to assuie them of the same. He saj's farther 
he very much desires and believes that Ins majesty will send the said 
01 ders and that his Honour will gam a great name and fame in the 
execution of this and desiies an answer. 1 

One Shaikh Islam Khan addressed another letter to a similar effect -. 
I have lately heard that Anglia has taken some ships of your Honours, 
of Muhammad Ali’s, and of some other merchants and that he commits 
his piracies on the seas without lestiamt and tlieiehy disturbs and hinders 
tiade. It is therefoie now nceessaiy to chastise him concerning which 
I have spoken to Mr. Hope (Chief at Suiat), who will wntc your 
Honour what I told him. On leccipt of the answer I will leprescnt in 
a good manner to the king tlie method that the said piiate may be 
totally rained and I hope in God it will be done in a few days. Con- 
cerning the best manner for doing it your Honour may consider of and 
write me 2 

At a Consultation on the 6th September 1720 the President 
acquainted the Roa.id this meeting was summoned to let them know 
lie had set on foot an expedition against Angria; that he had 
appointed Mr. Walter Brown to go Commander-in-chief of the same; 
and that for the greater secrecy in earring on this affan he lias 
thought fit (agreeable to our Honourable Masters' directions) to pitch 
upon Messrs John Braddyll and Walter Brown with himEelf to be a 
secret committee for managing thcieof. Resolved tliat the President 
and Messrs. John Braddyll and Walter Biown or any two of them, the 
Piesident being one, he a secret committee for managing the piesent 
expedition against Ivdnhoji Angria, and all the land and sea officers and 
others concerned are to observe and follow their orders and diiections 
as fully and effectually as if signed by us all. 3 
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On the 10th September the President and secret committee signed 
Mr. Biown's instiuctions as Commandei-iu-chief of the expedition 
against Angna . 1 * 

On the lath Oetobei the Defiance, Elizabeth , and a galivat fiom 
om fleet bcfoic Ghena bought the President two lelteis fiom Mr. 
Biown, dated the 2nd and lOtli instant, and abstract of one dated 7th 
(not come to hand) advising that he had landed a detachment of men 
who had killed a good number of the enemy with veiy little loss on om 
side, that the piahm was earned within pistol shot of the fort and that 
the enemy kept continually filing on hei which she letuined as bii&lcly. 
Also that he had sent some vessels up the river with oideis to bum all 
the enemy’s shipping they could not bung aw T ay, w huh they executed 
veiy well haring burnt to the giound two large ships and seven smaller 
vessels without any loss. He likewise advices that theprahm had entirety 
mined two of Anglia's best grabs which were hauled up close to the foit 
but that one of hei guns bui sting not only killed Eoui people on hoai dbut 
gave file to a gun loaded with partridge on the other side against which 
lay one of out hoats with almost a whble plattoon of the black soldiciy 
of whom above half were killed and the lest much wounded, which veiy 
much cow T ed the volunteer sailors. He adds Mi . Taylor advised lumKemp 
(Tvhem) S.ivant was drawing out an aimy of 5000 foot and 2U0 hoiee that 
way and that he had sent a subhedai to him to concert measures. Taking 
the whole into senous consideration, lesolvcd tliat we send Mi. Blown 
a icinfoi cement of soldieiy with a supply of ammunition and pi o visions 
which the President is desned to advi c e lum of accordingly ; and abo that 
if ho find* Khem Savant smcoie m his piomisec of sending so laigc a 
foiee against the enemy that lip continue with ouib there, olhciwire 
that he letum part of oui fleet and leave the lest to ciuize off the 
enemy's poit. 5 

Jn 1720 the suspicions and ill-feeling between the English and the 
Homan Catholic priests m Bombay came to a head A much damaged 
despatch (paia 107J from the Directors winch readied Bombay by the 
ship Aihhson caily in 1720, shows that the Bombay Council had com- 
plained of the piaetiec of the Portuguese pnests of stm mg the Roman 
Catholics of Bombay to oppose the oidere of Government And tliat 
m reply the Dueetois had bi ought to notice the c uecc=s which had 
attended Governor Pitt's airangcmcnt m Madias under winch 
some class of Catholic clergy wiiom he could tiust were made supreme 
on the undei standing that they would suppoi t the Goi eminent and 
keep the Govcrnoi infoimed of any designs of uval elei gy hostile to 
Government interests At a Consultation dated ] 1th May 1720 the 
Governor laid this despatch before the Bombay Council suggesting 
that in accoidance with its advice authouty ovci the Roman Catholic 6 
of the island should vest m the Bishop sent fiom Rome 

i he Consultation continues ■ The Italian Bishop being furnished with ' 
piopci poweis to take upon him the eaie of the Roman Catholics on 
tlus island, the President now pioposes to the Boaid lemovmg the 
Poitugue c e Padies agreeable to paiagraph 107 of the Right Honourable

consequences that have risen fiom the Portuguese Padies being’ 
permitted to leside in Bombay, as leaping the benefit or the labours 
o£ our people and carrying it into foieign countries, stirring up the 
Roman Catholics to sedition, especially when we have any dispute with 
the Portuguese, by inculcating notions into them that they ought not 
to fight against their leligion, and adding that the prelates of the Portu- 
guese countries seemed so little to regaid the priests sent to Bombay 
i hat the very scum of the pnestliood had been their pastors for some time 
He proposes supplying the places of the Portuguese with the said 
Italian Bishop and some priests of the Carmelite Order now on the island 
on their swearing allegiance to Iiis Majesty King George, and under- 
talnng that they will not directly nr indirectly teach preach or 
practise anything contrary to the inteiest or dignity of the crown or 
of the prerogative of the Right Honouiable Company ; and that they 
will in all lcspects pay a due obedience to the Governor and Council for 
the time being. Ibis is unanimously appioved andagiee&to. Oidered 
that the Secretary provide oiders and a proclamation accordingly. 1 

Two days later, 15th May, a proclamation was published requiring 
all the inhabitants of the Roman Catholic religion to pay the same 
obedience to the Bishop Don Frey Mauiitio D'Sancta Teiesa aud the 
priests appointed by him as they formeily paid to the Poituguese 
bishop and priests, and ordcis were issued to the Portuguese pnesls 
to leave the island in twenty-four hours. 4 

Next day, 16th May, the Italian Bishop Don Frey Maimtio D'Saucta 
Teiesa and the Carmelite priests took and subscribed the following 
oath before the President : I, Don Frey Mauntio of Saucta Teresa, 
bishop of Anastatiopolis, Vicar Geueral in the empue of the great 
Moglial of the island of Bombay and the jurisdiction thereof, do swear 
upon the holy Evangelists (in which. I have placed my right hand) to 
obey His Most Serene Majesty of Great Britain, and that I will 
nevei directly or indiiectly teach preach or practise anything contraiy 
to the honour and dignity of the crown of his said Most Serene 
Majesty or to the interests of the Right Honouiable English Company 
and you. I will pay all obedience to the oiders of the Honourable 
Govemoi for the time being and will exercise the Roman Catholic 
religion according to its primitive institution without any alteration. 
In witness wheieof I have hitheilo set my hand tlus day 16th May 
1720 Padie Frey Pedro of the most Holy Trinity and Frey Elizel 
D' St. Joseph took and subscribed the same oath. 3 

In consequence of these orders on the 9th May 1720 Luis Gonsalves 
de Carnal a Coutinho, Portuguese General of the North, addressed the 
following letter to the President and Governor : The surprising resolution 
that your Honour lias taken to banish to this side all the parish 
priests of your island is wiiat I much admite and W’onder at, by 
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Chapter I- leason of the weighty charge the Bishop Don Fie}' Mauritio has 
HiBtory. taken on him in offering with his assistants to administer the Sacra- 

Portu ncs nicnls, they not haungthe noecs^aiy powcis. I consider on this 

paiticulai tliat youi Honour has been imbinfoimed or movul theicto 
1720 by some high lepcninient. This I judge not only fi om the expul- 

sion of the«c religious but fiom the scandalous manner m winch 
it was done, which I also judge fiom the assurance given me that 
your Honour lias passed oideis tliat no priest of the Portuguese nation 
shall come to your inland. As I am at present obliged to send two 
learned piudent piiests to tieat on tlus important affaii, I hope, on 
your Honour's consideration of the weighty ciicumstances thoieof, you 
will pcimit them to come in your picFence and tlicic to dispute and 
discuss the point of loyal pattonage and the ecclesiastical jurisdiction 
w ith the bishop. 1 

One reason f 01 the suddenness and strictness of the orders forcing 
‘ all Portuguese priests to leave Bombay was the ti ca*onablc dealings 
between the Poituguesc and the Mautthds, of which the tiaitor Hama 
K.im'iti had been the medium. A week befoie his letter lcgai-ding 
the cxpulrion of the Portuguese pnests the Captain of the North had 
(the 12th May) addressed the following to the Governor of Bombay 
on the subject of Rdma Krimdti's liial : I am vciy sorry the nows of 
Antonio Felloe's imprisonment has reached your Honour, it being the 
consequence of Ins infamous practice for which he justly merits the 
confinement ho is under, as well as the fuithci punishment which will 
be inflicted on him Tbs xigoious proceeding docs not ari-.e from 
his going to your island with my leave, though he had it not so 
full as to accuse any person falsely, yet I was ignorant for wliat lie 
was sent, neither did I believe he would be full of such villany. His 
handwriting and the signing of his name show your Honour the falsity 
of his accusation against Rama KSm.tti, it being him alone that seeks » 
Kamab's linn. I have also the goldsmith that falsified the seal, bribed 

or induced by some other means to do it by those who wished 

to sabate their levengo I am also not ignorant on what account the 
boat belonging to your island went by Thdna to Kalva under the 
pretence of buying horses, hut trust that your Honour did it only 
to obtain the puic truth. I was not so careful to (warn) you of these 
practices, for I ought not on any account to consent that a peison 
undci my jurisdiction should enter into or be concerned w'ith such 
like calumnies What I have signified to youi Honour I can piove 
from authentic papers But for the little inteiest I have in the 
freedom of the raid Kdmati, I only piocuie puniriiment foi those who 
have wiougfully meddled hei em I am concerned I cannot comply with 
your Honour's pleasure m the lelease of this subject, I having given 
(chaige) of him to Goa. In all other things I am ready to seive 
youi Honoui being with gicat lespect. 2 

To these two letters the Governor Mr. Boone replied on the 23rd 
May : I little expected to have received from your Honour an 
expostulation on the justice of my proceedings against the parish 
priests late of this island, "much less to have my conduct tlicieon

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questioned, as you have pleased to do in your letter of the 31&t May 
1730 N. S. Yet being resolved as much as iu me lies to prevent a 
misunderstanding and to cultivate tlie friendly con cspondcnce I have 
always uesired to hold with your Honour, I shall, as a ficsh instance 
thereof, acquaint j’ou that this proceeding was not only the just effect 
of their own misbehaviour and the earnest longings of the people in 
general but also a strict command from my superiors, ngieeable to 
the oiders of my sovereign Loid King of Gicat Britain who is 
supreme in all causes and over all persons lcsidcnt on this island. 
To this I piesume j'our Honour is no stianger though j'ou have 
thought fit to make mention of another royal peisouage which I have 
no power to admit or suffer to have any control or jurisdiction here, 
and my resolutions hereon aic strictly conformable to the articles 
stipulated by the two Eovcieign crowns on the delivery of Bombay as 
your Honour may perceive by the enclosed copy of the article of the 
treaty of marriage. "Whoever insinuated to jour Honour that those 
priests weic sent ignonnniously or scandalously off the island have 
represented that action in a very injurious mannor. The guaid that 
attended them on that occasion was to pi event a disturbance, which 
one of them endeavoured to raise in the minds of the people whom he 
indiscreetly stiove to stir up to sedition As this circumstance has 
been unfairly represented to your Honour, so I find a misconstruction is 
passed on other parts of tho lesolutions I have taken. I will, however, 
assure your Honour I never meant to lander any of the people of your 
nation oi subject to you having fice access to tins island and lcsiding 
as long as tlioy think fit more especially such as shall be (confoi mablc 
to the) limitation that I cannot permit them to (neglect, namely not 
to gainsay) Bishop Don Fioy Mauritio in the lights and privileges I 
have lately invested him with hcic Thai is a point all delci mined and 
justly due to Ins learning aud integrity. Of the powers he has for 
this purpose leceivod fiomRome, lie will by ray permission send a copy 
to the Aichbibhop of Goa. 

I bad fully purposed to have written an auswer to youi Honour’s 
letter dated 32nd May, N. S., in relation to Captain Antonio Felloe and 
shall hcic give you tlie tioublo I designed your Honour on that subject* 
It is your pleasure to pronounce Ii&ma Kdmiiti an innocent man and 
in some mcasuie to reflect on my proceedings towaids him winch as it 
is not agreeable to the gallant character your llonoui bears m the woild, 
might well excuse my silence m that paiticular both as it i elates to. 
affairs of a foieign state, and seeing that you condemn an action to 
wiiich your Honour is a stranger. Howcvei, such is my desne to oblige 
you and defend my owti reputation that I atlhm to youi Honour you 
arc misinformed aud Kdmdti must indeed have had both aitf ul aud potent 
fuends to induce youi’ Honour to a contrary belief. The circumstances 
of the seal and Captain Felloe’s information are but a small part of his 
charge. . I had good reason to be offended with, liis conduct and to cause 
an enquiry thereof to bo laid hefoie me and upon manifest proofs passed 
a sentence, which I am convinced the offender himself thinks mild and 
much less than his dement.* What your Honour has wntten me on 
these subjects inclines me to say thus much, and I hope you will be of 
opiuiou with me that to say more on* either side cannot he necessary or 
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agi eeable. I have chose to put tins in English to pi event mistakes which 
might olkonvise happen for want of a thorough knowledge in the 
Poituguese language. Howevei I transmit heiewith its tianslate. 1 

The leplv of the Bassein General to this lett-ei of Govemoi Boone’s 
was the issue of auoidci foi bidding the passage of supplies from Poitu- 
gnese temtoiy to Bomliay and enjoining the aiiest of any British 
subjects entenng Bassein limits. In consequence of these oiders on 
the 6th June 1720 Govemoi Boone wiote to the General of the Noith : 

I am advised of the ordeis youi Tlonoui has been pleaded to publish for 
piolnlntmg the bunging to this island any mannei of pi o visions oi any 
pel soil to come o\ cr Though coutraiy to the amity between both nations _ 
I shall not at picsent tioublo myself to enqune into the cause that 
moved yom Honoui to tins pioceedmg The usage several woikmen 
(who weic letuimng from tins island to their own habitation) met 
with fiom youi* guaid at Btindra by boating tlicm and foicing them 
into the passage boat again with the loss of tlieir goods and at the n««k 
of their lives aic aelioub both unjustifiable and di c honouiablo, and the 
denying our people and paUnnats a passage to and fio in your Honour's 
tcnitones is inconsistent with the fiiendslnp afoicsaid. I theiofoie 
hope your Honoui will issue (oideis) for a fiee passage to our people 
and libei ty to transport to (Bombay) two cons which weie hought at 
B&leghiit and are detained at TMua, othoiwise I shall he obliged to 
enter on (repusals) 2 

Next day ( 7 th June) the Piesidcnt acquaints the Band that he uas 
mfoimcd the Poitugnese had stopped several of oui patamurs and that 
if it was true and they continue such unreasonable practice^ he intends 
to foibid then fishing m M.ihim nvei, wlncli is approved. 3 

In lcply to the Governor’s lettei of the 6th, the Bassein Geneial 
wiote on the 9 th June I do not doubt but youi Honoui lias notice of 
my oideie foi prohibiting the transpoitatiou of all soitsof lefieshments 
and people going to youi island, and it is cextain the continuance of 
iuendslup between both nations must be b\ r a lccipiocal coucspondcijce 
I acknowledge it is not necessary foi youi Honoui toenquueat present 
the cause of this pioceedmg, because you aie not ignorant of it, and 
without affans ieturn to then usual channel I will not alter ani of the 
least of my dispositions I am scaiy for the extravagance committed at 
B^ndra The Seijeant rvho did it lias been rvcll chastised and bioken. 
To avoid the like foi the futme, I have despatched my ordeis that 
no peison whatsoever belonging to youi side shall be permitted to land, 
and this will be the bottei complied with, if 50111 Honour stops the 
passage boat on 50111 side, wlncli will not then be of an5' use at all 
As 5'our Honoui goveins absolutcl}” in 30111 island, I do the same b}" 
the poweis my supeiiois liave vested me with in the countiics undci 
my junsdietion , theiefoic your Ilonoui ought not to w'ondei at your 
patamars and the people of voui island being liiudeied a passage 
thiough them. The same 5011 ought to undcistand of the cons which 
3-0U say weic bought at Buleghat. -Tlieic being done on 50m wdc

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actions unreasonable m the highest degree, I find these but a reciprocal 
letum And as I suppose your Donoiu remembci s the last pniagrapli 
of youi letter of the 24th May 1720, whcicin you insinuate that for us 
to write more cannot be necessary or agreeable, 1 do not doubt that 
your Honour will agree with me that since what I proposed on that 
particular was rejected, writing any further on the matter we aie now 
treating of will he unreasonable. 1 

At a Consultation on llic 13th June, after reading thisletter, the Pi evi- 
dent also acquainted the Boaid that Mi. Courtney wiotc him yestcidny 
that the Poilugucsc IColis at the fishing stakes in Malum nvei told the 
poisons he sent for the Wclgato (that is local Maultln hrbjd guard-pay 
a word still in use for piesents to sepoys) that the English would leceive 
payment no more, for tlieic would be a guard to keep them off. Upon 
which he had given Mr. Courtney oidcis to send for it as usual; and 
that if any one offered to insult our people, ho should keep a gain at 
toady to protect them ; which is unanimously appi oved. The Pj evident 
then added, in his opinion the pioceedmgs of the Portuguese would 
give occasion for a ruptuic. 2 

On the 23rd June the Picsidcnt laid befoie the Boaul a lcttei lie 
received this morning from Mr. Couitncy advising him that sonic Mooi- 
men belonging to this island who swam over fiom SaKctlc last night 
told lum that about 14 days ago (9th June 1720), at Daman they met 
one of our jiatamnis going to Surat who acquainted them that as they 
weie going to Madias with letters from hence they weie slopped at 
Bitndra, had their letters taken fiom them, and both the lcttei k and 
themselves sent to Basscin, wdieic they were impiisoiied some time and 
what money they had taken from them At length they weie whipped 
and set at liberty without having the letters lctiuned. 3 

On the 30th June lead a shoil letter fiom our Chief and facloiE at 
Surat, advising several of om pnfamure were lelmncd, being afiaid 
to come into the Portuguese countiy on infoimation that they should be 
confined Among the lest were the palamarst wc despatched for Madras 
the 1st ultimo (May 1720), who mfoimcd them they weie put undci a 
guard at Bdndra and sent to Basscin, wlieie after examination tlicir 
letters were taken fiom them and they confined four days, after which 
they weie i el cased without having tlicir letters lcsloied. IViole to our 
Chief and factors at Surat enclosing copy of our last. 4 

The 5tli Juty the Portuguese still continuing their jnoliibition and 
having been so unmannerly as to stop our jialamais and take their 
letters from them, the President pioposes issuing out a pioclamation 
lequinng all pcisons who live in other parts and have estates on this 
island to repair hither with tlicir aims in the teim of twenty-one daj's 
on pain of having tlicir estates confiscated to the Right Honourable 
Company. Also that all peisons who have any money goods or effects 
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belonging to any of the inhabitants in the Portuguese teintones do give 
in an account thoieof to the Socrctaiy within the said term 'I'hui is 
appioved and agieed to. Oidcicd that the Secretary piepaic a 
pioclamation accordingly. 1 

This day (Oth July 1720) was pubh c licd the pioclamation requiring 
all pei sons who liavc estates on the island and live in other parts to 
repair hither iu twenty-one days. 2 

The 21st July 1720 the Picsidont leeeived a Icttci fiom Mr. Courtney 
at Mliliim advising the Portuguese had erected a gibbet at Bdndia 
After hearing (one oi two) gieat guns he could see two men hoisted up 
to the top of the gibbet and let down again three times, after which they 
filed another gun When the men who had been served so were come ovei 
in a canoe they piovod to be D’Cliaves and nnotlici man, both inhabitants 
of tins island, who wcic ECnt hence to give Fernando d’ Silvern notice of 
the proclamation requiring all poisons wiio aic inhabitants in otboi 
parts and have estates on this island to lepair luthei on penalty of 
forfeiting the same They weie very <>oie and mightily tcrnfied 3 * 

The 30tli July the time limited by proclamation for the inhabitants 
of other parts, who have estates on tills island to icpjir luthei being 
expired aud none of them appealing, the Council ordered that the 
Yeieadoics enter upon and loeeive the produce of such estates on the 
Bight Honourable Company’s account and pay the same into theii 
treasuiy And vlieieas several poisons have presented petitions to tlio 
President setting forth that they have demands on such estates, oidcied 
that said petitions he dclivcieil to the Chief Justice of the Couit of 
Judicaluie to be there examined, and that he make a lepoit in wilting 
to the Boaid for om adjusting the same.* 

The SOth July 1720, it appealing to the Board that the practice of 
Pm tugucee and othei f oi eigners raakmg land pui clia c es on this island has 
been pie judicial to the Government, it was unanimously resolved that 
no person who is not an inhabitant on this island shall foi the futuio 
puieha^e any estates, and oidcicd that the Secietaiv picpaie a piocla- 
mation accordingly. 5 * 

The 1st August a pioclamation to the abovooffcct was published by 
beat of drum, 0 

In May 1721 the diaiyiecoids Alottoi is leeched from Kdnhoji 
Amnia to the Bombay Go vein meat, wishing foi a tieaty to be made 
between him and the Government. This being debated, it is the unani- 
mous opinion of the Boaid that the Engb-limen prisoners be fiist 
deliveied up to us before we cntei on a treaty and that the Picsidcnt- 
return him an answei in a style suitable to his lankas follows 7 

When I acquaint your Ilonoui that I do well icmembcr your com- 
mencing to annoy this island m the time Mi. Buraiston Govcmoi heie

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under His Excellency Sir John Gaj'er, General, then at Surat, you 
will believe I am no stranger to your proceedings ever since. X ou 
must therefore excuse me if I accept not of entering into any treaty 
with you until you give me a proof of your sincerity by immediately 
setting at libeity the people of our nation you have with you prisoners 
taken by you without giving you any offence. When the prisoners 
aie leleased I shall be leady to leceive from you any proposal towards 
an accommodation you shall think proper to make as well as I shall 
demonstrate to your Honour you have to deal with one who knows 
how to ictum your civility. 1 

The 7th August followingthe President (Honourable Mr. Phipps) leads 
to the Boaid Kdnlioji Anglia's letter to lum of the 23id July 2 3 * whcieiu 
he shows an inclination to tieat for exchange of pusoneis, pioposing 
for that purpose a person of character to intervene and act as guarantee 
There being none among our neighbouis who we think will engage in 
the same that aie fit to be trusted, it is agiccd that the President wntc 
an answer to that part of his letter only concerning the lclease of our 
prisoners, that for so many as he shall release of ours, on their arrival 
here we will release a like number of his. 8 

The 13th November the Picsident lepresents to the Board that Sidi 
Saut of Anjanvel or D.lbhol has at sundiy times sent off to our 
vessels provisions and lefresliment while cruizing off that port and been 
otherwise very courteous iu his advices m relation to Angria ; in order 
to keep him m the like good disposition it is resolved to make him a 
present of three yards of scarlet cloth, a pair of pistols, and a gilt 
sword. Directed that the Fort St. George galley with the Shark and 
Antelope ciuizo between Diibliol and Malab.ii Hill. 1 

Pour years later (loth November 1723) the President acquaints the 
Board that he has lcceived notice of Shdhu Rdja's intention to come 
and visit Ins garrisons along the sea coast under the command of 
Angna and that he is at piesent within tluee days of Koldha with a 
considerable army. Wherefoie the Board decide it null not be advis- 
able to deprive ourselves of any of our cruisers so early as wo intended by 
sending them along with the Prince Frederick to Mokha, and resolve 
that the bomb ketch bo anew i igged to be sent with a pioper detachment 
on boaid her for that service. 5 * 

The diary of the 12th Maich 1731 has -this entry : The Paymaster 
bungs m a hst of the sundry widows of the men who weic killed in the 
Bengal galley m the late unfortunate engagement with Anglia's 
grabs. We are convinced they are objects of charity and theiefoie and 
lor the encouragement of others in the service we think it but reason- 
able to allow 7 Rs. 2 per month to such as have no children and Rs. 3 to 
such as have, while they continue widows. 0 
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Two mouths later, Slay 3731, an engagement took place with Anglia 
ucai Surat. A Bombay letter to Suiat (9th May) lias the following 
We read with paiticular satisfaction yom success m intercepting two 
of Anglia’s gall vats that were loading m your river and bound to 
Colabby (Kolaba) and we aic glad to find that the Sidi’s vakil acted so 
friendly in this affaw 1 

In 1731 the tlncatemug lncicase of Maidilia and Angna power in 
the decline of Moghal authonty led the Poitugnero and the English to 
sot then gionnds of dissension on one side and to some extent to malco 
common cause against the advance of then common enemy. The 11th 
Apnl 1731 the Pic-idcnt (Honourable It. Cowan) acquaints the gentle- 
men of the Boaid that he calls tins Consultation to lay bcfoic them a 
icqnest that yesteiday lie icceivcd fiom the Genoial of the North that the 
300 sepoys lately enlisted foi the ecmcc of this island might be lent, him 
dunng the lainy season to gain=on Thiina and Peisikfoi thebettoi defend- 
ing that pass into S.ils-ctlc, He at tlie same time acquainted llicm that 
the Viceio}' of Goa had made him the like icqnest in a lettei that he had 
lately icceivcd fiom Hi*. Excellency. The said 300 sepoys to be punc- 
tually paid by tlie Poitugucso the time they shall lcmain in their tem- 
tones. Tins lx?mg taken into consideration and duty pondering of 
i\ hat nnpoi tance it is f oi the safety and tranquillity of this island to 
pi event the Mm. it his fiom getting footing on tlie inland of Siilsctto 
which seemed last lams to bo then roam intent, and sundiy effoits 
wcie made by tlicm m oidet theicto ; considering likewise that it is 
much casici pi eventing then getting possession than it will be expelling 
of them if once possessed ; and that we have no gieat occasion for . the 
300 sepoys at pic a ent, as the two biothcis, sons of Angna, have divided 
then - foices, the youngci being gone to Ghena with foui grabs and nine 
galivats and no rooie Ilian the usual gamsou lemaining at Kol.lba ; 
tliat oui gar ns on will be lemfoiced dunng the rams by tlie cicws and 
detachments on boaid tlie thiee galleys and two giabs that arc to be 
hauled up . It is agieed that the Picndent comply with the General of 
the Noi til’s icqnest and immediately older the 300 sepoys and then 
proper officeib to be sent to TMna foi tlie defence of lliat placo.- 

Two ycais latci (1733) a coiiespondcncc with Madias shows hou 
well the Bombay Council weie awaie that the prosperity of Bombay 
depended on the continuance of Poitugucse rule The 5th October 
1 733 the Picsidcnt acquaints the Boaidtliat yostciday he leceived a lettei 
fiom tlie Yiceiov of Goa complaining that he had ceitarn aducc fiom 
St Thomas that the Governor of Madias had publicly prohibited all 
i nha bitants of that place fiom trading with the Portuguese ship Euiojpa 
that lay at anelioi in the load of St. Thomas, and had hkewiso endea- 
vouiod to pi event the othci inhabitants of that coast fiom trading with 
hci. This being so contiaiy to the amity and good coii esponaencc that 
subsist between the two nations, it the moie suipnsed him and might 1)0 
the moans of interrupting tlie same good haimony and correspondence 
as he found himself obliged to give the like orders for ti eating m tlie 
same man ner all English ships coming fiom that side to Goa and the 
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other Portuguese ports on this coast. Desiring the Prcsidouito apply 
a remedy to this mcouvemence. 

Taking the same into consideration as Foit St. Geoige is entirely 
independent o£ tins Piesidency, the only lemedy wo can think o£ is that 
tlie Piesidcnt wnte a letter to tlie Govemor of Foit St. Geoige and 
send him a copy of tlie paiagraphs of the Viceroj^s letter concerning 
this a ffai r representing tlie ill consequences that may attend the tiade 
on this side from the Viceroy’s resentment, which he may probably carry 
fui tlier than at present he threatens ; noting that it has been lccom- 
mended to us by our Honouiable Mastcis to cultivate and keep up a 
good correspondence with the Portuguese nation in these parts, and 
that this is the moie necessary at picsent as we aic entirely deprived of 
all 'manner of pionsions from the Sidi's country winch is now m 
possession of the Mar&thas and Angi ia and our clncf dependence is upon 
our Portuguese neighbours. 1 

Similaily the lecoids of afew years later (1733-1735) show the Portu- 
guese on more than one occasion anxious to conciliate the English by 
leducing their tolls on Bombay vessels and goods. A Cons'ultation of the 
5th Decembei 1 735, notes thatm the year 1733 the Portuguese laid a duty 
of one rupee per mucin on all batty exported from their territories which 
tlie late Piesidcnt complaining of to the Viceioy of Goa, he was pleased 
to relinquish. The Consultation continues : And as wo do not know of 
any right the Portuguese have to receive the said duties of one per 
cent for Thrina town wall and two per cent on jdgi i (sugai) for Bassem 
on the tiade passing thiough the rivers, wlule the collecting of them is 
contrary to the 11th article of the tieaty of mamage, the President 
has prepared a letter to the General of tlie North, now lead and approved, 
demanding that the said duties be relinquished, and desiring him to give 
the necessary oiders to desist fiom collecting the same. 2 

A few days later the President (Honourable J. Horne) acquaints (Dec- 
ember 1735) the Board that the General of the Noitli had assured him lie 
had given oiders not to collect the duty for Thin a town wall and the city 
Bassem on the tiade passing through the riveis to and from this island. 3 

Three years before this (1732) the defeat of the Sidibytho Mardthlis 
gave the Company an opportunity of attempting to secure the Sidi's 
important post of admiral of the Moghal and piotoctor of the tiade of 
Surat 1 A Consultation of the 7th Juue 1733 contains the following: 
The President (Honouiable It. Cowan) acquaints the Board that ho desir- 
ed this meeting to communicate to them regai ding the l evolution that lias 
lately happened in the Sidi's country by the Sh&hu Raja's forces m con- 
junction with those of Anglia taking several of the Sub's forts and the 
country adjacent, and more particularly on then 1 getting possession of all 
his fleet. Onlieanng of the Sub's defeat the President wrote to Mr. Henry 
Lowlhcr, Chief at Surat, to endeavour to leam the opinion of Tog Beg 
Khdn, the present governor of that place, on the present posture of 
affans and to sound lnm if by his means aPhirmanor giant could be 
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obtained fiom cotu l aligning a jdgir or estate to the Honourable 
Company £01 piotcctmg the tiado of Surat and tins coa&t since the Suli, 
to whom au annual jtfgir of tlncc Idkhs of rupees has been lutheito paid 
for lliat jmrpo c e is now no longci in a condition to pinteet them , and 
the common enemy by the addition of the Sidi's fleet is become moie 
foimidablc than evei. To tins Mi. Lowtlici ictumcd foi answci 
(bathe behoved such a thing might be hi ought abonfc and he would 
take the most effectual methods to accomplish it. The Picsident bad 
icccived a fuitbcr lottci fiom Mi Lowtber undei date 26 th ultimo 
(May), impel ting that the 21 th of the Fame month the governor Teg 
Beg Khftn sent foi Mi. Lowtber and of Ins own aeeoid piopo^ed to him 
that, since the Sidi had lost the gioatcst pait of his eounliy with Ins 
whole ilect and was tlieichy no longei in a condition to piotcct the 
trade of the coast against pitatca and pickaioonF, he was no longei 
entitled to the jdgn that was annually paid lum by the couit out of the 
Surat customs 011 that account, and as w c aie most capable of any pow ei 
whatmei m these paits to undei take that aftan, it we were willing, 
he would endeavour by moans of lus pat ion Caundnura (Khan Dam) at 
comt to obtain foi us a Plmman foi a cei lain sum to he paid ns 
annually. To whom the Chief lctumcd foi answci that lie was 
obliged to linn foi the good opinion lie liad of the English nation and 
foi lus good intention tow aids us, that- indeed the Honourable Company 
liad lutheito been the only piutcctors of the trade of Surat and of these 
seas and that tlic Sidi had ncvci the least contributed tow aids it, 
notwithstanding the annual jagu that was paid lum out of the Suiat 
custom': foi that pmpo'-e Tlus Tud put the Honourable Company to 
so gicat an expense that they wexe become weary of it and inclined to 
lessen it by making a peace with the sons of Anglia who had lately 
offcied them iciy advantageous teims and as a token of then smecuty 
had all cadi ideated all thcpiisoncis which they had taken fiom ns with- 
out ransom Ilowevci, if he the goieinox could obtain fiom eonit 
an annual jligii adequate to the chaiges w’c should be at in piotcctmg 
the trade, he believed lie might be pcisuaded to come into lnt> mcasuies 
and put a stop to the tieaty of peace that was now' on foot with Anglia 
and desued ho might have leave to communicate to the Govemui of 
Bombay wliat had parsed between them and receive his instructions how 
to act in this affan This the Surat goiemor approved Taking 
these aduecs into consideration and debating theicon, it is ohscivcd oui 
manne cliaiges of late jeais have been veiv gieat and aie likely to 111- 
eieasc by the additional stiength tlie two son* of Angrn bare acqimed 
by then 1 conquest of the Sidi's countiy With the Sidi’s fleet of grabs 
and gahvats in their possesion the Angnds aie become too foimidahle to 
ho kept m awe with tlic small sea foice we have at picscnt in oni seivicc 
So that unless a moie effectual and speedy method is taken to put a stop 
to then giowmg powci, the tiado of these seas will become veiy pieca- 
nons if not impracticable, and oui Honourable Masteis will be undei an 
absolute necessity to mcicasc their manne foices foi piotcctmg their 
own tiade and settlements on tin® coast, how evei grievous and heavy 
the huithen may be On the other hand should w r c succeed in obtaining 
such a jjrigu as wemay leasonably expect fiom couit foi piotcctmg the 
tiado of the Moghul's subjects in these seas, it will not only les c cn gieatly 
the expenses oui Ilonomable Emploj'eis have been at foi so long a tune. 
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but it is to be hoped will entirely defray their whole marine charges. 
We thercfoie approve the answer Mr. Lowther gave Teg Beg KliAn 
in the confeience ho had with him, and agiee that Mr. Lowthei 
be fully empowered and aufcliouzed to enter into a tieaty with the ssud 
governor and bring this affair to a happy conclusion if possible, and 
that whatever sums of money shall be expended in this sei vice, shall be 
allowed him on our Honourable Masters' account, not doubting but he 
will act with the gieatest caution ciicumspection and fiugality in an 
affair wheie success is doubtful Yet we can never hope for an 
opportunity so piomismg as the present when there is no longer any 
prospect of the Sidi family being ever again able to make any figure 
at sea siuce the Maiatlris and Augnaare m possession of their whole beet. 
Equally little can the Sidis liciciifter claim the jiigir foimcily paid them 
in consideiation of then - keeping up a licet to piotcct the tiade, the only 
use of which was, when the Sidi was in possession of it, once a year to 
go to Surat Bar to demand and enfoice the payment of their said jdgir 
from the Surat Government without ever miudmg the tiade. As 
Teg Beg Khdn has of his own accoid propo c ed to Mr. Lowthei 1 that the 
English should undertake the j>rotcelion of the tiade, we have leason 
to hope that he will be the moie hearty and sincere m soliciting at tlie 
Moglial's court the perfecting and bringing to a speedy conclusion this 
his own scheme and pioposal. 

The main point will be what sum to insist upon Though the Sidi had 
tlnee Irikhs of rupees allowed lum by the Moglial, we know that the whole 
sum was never paid him by the Surat governors though they charged 
it as paid in their accounts with the king. On the other hand when 
this jagir of tlnee lakhs was allowed the Sidi, Angria and the other petty 
pirates on the coast weie of little consequence to what they are now, 
and a small force by sea was sufficient to oppose them Now with the 
addition of the Sidi's whole fleet of grabs and galivats the two Angnas 
aie become very formidable and will lequire a coimdeiable maime force 
to siqipiess them or pi event their depredations on the sea Such duties 
null consequently occasion much gicaler expense than ever the Sidi 
was at 'with his fleet which was seldom fitted out but once a year and 
that only for two months m the faucst season. 1 

Unsolved theiefore that the President and John Home, Esquire, be 
appointed a committee to tiansact this affair with Mr. Lowther, and 
that tlus consultation and all transactions lelatingto this affaii be 
entrusted to the Secretary and cntcied apait from the diaries and 
consultations of tins Piesidcucy as some letters will lequire a speedier 
answer during tlus negotiation than nill admit of first hiring them 
befoie the Boaid. Resolved likewise that a letter be immediately 
prcpaied puisuant to this consultation to be sent to Mr. Lowther by 
jwlamai cxpicss- 

A Consultation of the 13tli July shows how seriously Angria's succes- 
ses affected Bombay The Piesidont observes to the Board : The great

the huger foit of Thai situated on the western point of the south 
land that foims one side of this bay and contiguous to the island and

Tlie Consultation continues ■ Upon this emeigeucy w r e liave been 
frequently solicited by tlie Sidi’s ofliceis for assistance and succouis 
both from Rrtjpun and Anjanvel but moie immediately from Underi 
neaiest in oui neighbouihood Even wreie them no othei political 
masons for pi eventing oui so far interfering to giant the necessaiy 
asaistance to all thiec is not in oui powei both from the weakness of 
our garrison and the gieat distance of the places But the consequence 
of Undents falling into the enemy’s possession claims om moie 
immediate consideration, as that will moie sensibly affect us both 
with lespect to the trade of this poit and the piocuring of pio- 
nsions foi the use of the island These considerations being duly 
pondcied and debated it is the unanimous opinion of this Board that 
m duty to our Honourable Employeis we are indispensably obliged to 
u=e oui utmost endeavouis to pievcnt the island and foiliess of Unden 
falling into the enemy’s hands by succounng the same and preserving it 
either m the possession of the Sidi oi taking it into the possession of our 
Honourable Masters by the Sidi’s consent Subject to this condition that 
if the heiis or suecessois of the late Sidi Yakub Khdn should be lestoied 
to then countiy command and authouty, and should desue the lestitu- 
tion of the folia ess of Unden, the same shall be deliveied up to them 
on their paying the full expense and ehaige that the Honourable Coni-

But should the Mar&thris 
lemain possessed of the Sidis' temtones without any hopes of the 
Sicks' retrieving them, then the fortress of Unden shall lemain to the 
Honourable Company as their sole light and pioperty. To put in 
execution this our resolution it is ,agieed that we give oiders to 
Captain Thomas Holden, Commander of the Hai >/ } to pioeeed with that 
ship undei Ins command as soon as wind and weather will jicimit and come 
to an anchor as near to the said foitiess of Unden as he with safety can 
with the said ship in' 'order to cover the gahvats and boats that we may 
have occasion to send from hence with men artillery and ammunition to 
the succour of the said fortress. Agiced that the said succours to be 
sent at present do consist of 1 lieutenant, 2 ensigns, d< serjeants, 
4i corporals, dO Euiopean musketceis and 60 topazes, 6 nmc-poundcib, 
6 six-pounders, 60 barrels of powder, 100 spaie muskets and sundry otliei 
stores as per list entered below Diiectcd that Lieutenant James 
Inehbiid have the command of the detachment and chief diicction of 
this expedition with Ensign James Sterling and Ensign Forbes to his 
assistance The President to give the nceessaiy instructions to Lieut. 
Inehbiid particularly inculcating that before any of the artillery or 
ammunition is landed, he is to take such exact survey of the fortress of 
Unden and its foi Locations as will enable lum to Larne a judgment 
whether or no the same is capable of being defended against any 
attempts tbat may be made by the enemy through the succouis that we 
may be able to give. If he finds that the foil is not tenable either 
through the deficiency or megulanty of its foi locations or its too near 
situation to the mainland on which the enemy may eiccl batteries suffi- 
cient to make a piaeticahle bleach in the body of the place, he is not m 
such case to land any of the artillery or stoics hefoio he has made a le- 
ft ularicport to the Piesidcnt of the condition or state ho finds the place 
m and leccived his answer .thereupon. Dnected that Captain Robert 
Macneale be sent to the assistance of Lieutenant Inclibird, whose know- 
ledge of the language and customs of the country people renders him 
the fittest person to tieat and transact any affairs with them, and as we 
have had a long experience of his capacity prudence and fidelity, agreed 
that Lieutenant Inchbud he directed to consult Captain Macneale on 
all occasions and that he do nob undertake anything of moment without 
his advice and appiobation. 1

set of people, since I shall be much better pleaded to sec the Sidi’s family 
and his lions ic=doied to their ancient authonty and command in this 
nejghbouihood and m lestonng to them the paid island and foitiess 
than being at tlic expense of entertaining it on the Ilonomahle Com- 
pany’s account without any olhei piospcct of advantage than that of 
keeping it out of the common enemy’s hands. 

If on youi taking a sun cy of the island yon find it impracticable 
with the succoms you now' cariy and what you arc capable ot judging 
•we may licicaftei he able to send you to defend it either through tlic de- 
ficiency of the fortifications, the contiguity of its situation to the main- 
land of Thai, and the batteries the enemy may rm c c thereon against it, 01 
the jepngnaucy of the Sidiand lu* people to the conditions nndei winch

tlic landing of your detachment, aitilleiy, piovi*Km or stoics until 
you have made a rcpoit to roe of the condition and cncumstauccs you 
find the place m, and wait my answer tlieicof If inv expectations 
aie auswcicd, as I have no 100m to doubt they roust bo, you aic then 
to expedite as much as possible the putting the place m a pioper postuie 
of defence and sending luthor all the unnccessaiv people, completing the 
number of the g.unson to wliat you may think sufficient of fighting 
men On so doiug you may acquaint Captain Holden of tlic 
that there is no farthei occasion of continuing in Ins station but that 
he may icturn with his slap into Bombay haihoui 

The cbaigo of the provisions you are to put under the care of c omo 
scrieant 01 some pci son of tiust and that of the ammunition and wai- 
hke stores under anothei, with the assistance of two Lascars who aic 
best veised m tho«o affairs, and each of them is to keep a legular book 
of leceipts and issues of each species to be hud befoie me as often as 
reqiuicd. 

Antonio He Mello who goes with you as chief gunner I have advanced 
to the pay of a quailcr gunner £01 his encouragement If he exeits 
himself with as much zeal and fidelity as I know lie has capacity m 
that employment I doubt not but he will deserve the advance. 

If at the first and second trip of the boats with the women and 
childicn they cannot send oil the whole number you may send the 
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remainder on hoard ilic Mary when f-lie proceeds to tins port, whose 
commander has orders for receiving them and ti eating them in the best 
manner. 

Mi. Edict lias sent yon fix bullocks for your Euiopeans with which 
yon must make the best, shift you can till we can send you rnoie. But 
I would have you inculcate to them to cat rice and hhiclindi winch is 
more nourishing* and wholesome than any fle^h meat that can pos- 
sibly be procured at this wet sca°on. TV hen fair weather sots m w c 
can supply you fiom time to time both with fiesh and salt provisions as 
you may have occasion. But I believe v hen you arc once settled you 
will not want more than 20 Eiuopeans and you may return the icraam- 
der hither. Of one thing I must put you m mind, immediately to 
set about making moic tanks for water, as many at least as will con- 
tain sufficient water for all the fair season. You are no longer to 
depend ou having any water fiom Thai as foimeily, and to send it from 
hence will be very troublesome. It will be much more easy and 
less expensive to make tanks to contain a suflicicnt quantity of w'alei 
for your gamson the year lound. 

In the foregoing part of these instiuctions I have oidcred you not 
to land your detachment and artillery until you and Captain Macnoalo 
had talked with Sidi Balal. In case you find that the enemy file 
upon your boats and people from Thai side and are likely to do them 
damage, you may land your people as soon as you can. Or as it is 
now moonlight, I believe it will bo safest going in during the night time, 
the Sidi's people that sailalong with you being sufficient pilots to carry 
you in cither by night or day. Should Sitb Bak'd of liis own accoid 
propose to you lus coining luthcr to discourse with mo, you may agicc to 
it. But you aic not to pioposc tliis to him from yourself. 

I have talked with Antonio do Mcllo, and he assnies me that the walls 
of the foit aie very good and that it is not possible for the enemy to do 
them any damage fiom Thai. Neither is it piacticablc to bung anv 
grabs or other vessels capable of canning a sufficient weight of metal 
to batlei it by sea on any side, because of the foul giound that lies all 
lound at a considerable distance, so that only shibms or gahvats can 
approach it. And that yon with your colioms may make the enemy very 
uneasy at Thai if they oflci to molest you. However, I would have you 
very frugal of your ammunition since theii filing against you can be 
of very little consequence. 

I am most apprehensive that the Sidi's people will be very dilatory in 
transporting their wives and families and occasion the Mai y to tarry 
longer in her station than 1 can allow for at this season of tlio year 
You must expedite them as much as possible, and I would only have 
3'ou keep such a number of sepoys in ganison as you think will be 
absolutely requisite. I believe you will find the fort is not so large as 
it lias been descnbecl and that 300 men will be sufficient. However that 
T leave entirely to your discretion, I commit you to the Divine pio- 
tcction. 1 
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On the 26th July the Piesulont acquaint*? the Board that pursuant 
to our lesolution of the 13th instant (Jnlj), the Ntm/, Captain Holden 
Commander, weighed anehm the 15th of this month and stood townids 
the island of Unden with foui of the Honourable Company's fighting 
gahvats and under then com oj' sox Thana boats with the detachment 
aililleiy and stoics sent to the succour of that inland The gahvatp 
and boats liappily aimed at Undeii tliat evening, but the JTnii/ was 
obliged to come to an anchor five miles distance, the Commandei not 
esteeming it safe this season of the year to nppioach neaici. Upon 
their auival Captain Inehhnd and Captain Macncale, aceoiding to the 
Piesident's instructions to Captain Inehhnd, went to the Killedai Sidi 
Balal and dehvcied to him the Pi undent's lettei and acquainted lum 
with the occasion of then coming and the succour they had hi ought 
■*kftci having taken a sui voy of the foit which they esteemed tenable, 
they pioposed to the IvilledVir the hoisting the English flag to which they 
believed the enemy would pay a gieater legaid than to that of the Sidi 
To tins the Tvilledar agieemg the English flag was accoidragly hoisted 
on the lGth m the morning undei the dischaige of the aitilleiy of the 
foit and the galivat? Then the enemy Horn Cundeiy and then batteuc? 
feom TJial began and continued to Hi e prettj- bii'Jvty' at the foit of 
Unden foi that and several following days but without doing any 
damage On the lUth the g.ihvats and boats ictuined with seieial 
Emilies of women and ehildien fiom Undcu and the wealhei having 
]noved veiy boisteious foi i\\ o days befoie, the Mat \j being no longei of 
any use ivheie she lay, the Commandei slipped his cable, not being able 
to piueha^e his anehm and came into poit 

At the same Consultation the Picsidont likewise acqnamts the Boaid 
that he had leeeivcd a lettei fiom the Empcioi's societal y of state 
Shamshad Daula (foimeilv known by the name of Khan Dai a) 
lequiung him m his majesty's name to assist the Suli m conjunction 
Mith the Poilugueso m iceovcnng his temtoiies that have lately been 
oveuun by the Sluiliu Rdja and Angna To this the Picsident ic- 
tui ned answei If his majesty would defray the w hole expence of such 
an undei taking and send his loyal aimy we should be glad to act m con- 
ceit with them or with such otbei foieos as mav be piocuied fiom the 
Poituguese foi ie.-toiing the Sidi to his dominions But that as om 
business iu thc?c paits of the woild is tiade and not to inciea<-e om 
cbaiges, we keep up such a nnmbei of tioops only as aic capable of 
defending and piotoctmg out commeice, without liitcrfemig with the 
too fieqnent quoiiols oE the ueighbouimg poweis 1 

At a Consultation dated 11th December 1731, Messrs Lowtber and 
Diclan? being ictuined fiom IiJjpun give in then diary of their trans- 
action? theic and the iicaty of alliance concluded with tins Government 
under the seals of seven of the piraeipal governing Sidi*. The eountci- 
pait signed by the Pi evident and Council and scaled with the Company's 
seal, is to ho letumcd to the Sidi? of Rdjpuri. 2

The Picsident observes that a gieat many 
mcu'hant® conic hither by the said liver fiom the Gh.it country 
who cany away considerable quantities of goods, and ho nppicliends if 
such violences aic continued, it will deter 'the inei chant sfiom ventuimg 
luther to the no small dctinncnt of our trade. Tlioiefoie to convince 
the said mci chants that we do not approve of such pi ocoedings and. arc 
inclinable to prevent them, lie pioposes to icturn the piisoneis to their 
habitations This is unanimously agiced to. 1 * 3 

On the 22nd November 1734, having leccived advice that MuiUijji 
the younger Anglia, had, on a qnanel with Ins elder hi other Samhhaji, 
deserted from Koliiha and ictiicd to Cliaul, the Council agree in Hunk- 
mg it a good opportunity to cndcavoui to weaken our enemy’s force by 
keeping up tlie dissension between the two bi others. With this object 
the Pi esident (Ilonouiahle J Horne) pioposes to send Captain Jmhbnd, 
who is well acquainted with the tempeis of these people, to Cliaul to 
discoiu.se until the said Mnuitji on the situation of his in other’s nffniis. 
And, if lie can, to prompt jYL.ndji to seize on some of Ins hi other's foits 
to tlie norlliwaid as tins would gicatly dish ess Samhhaji, who'-c whole 
country depends upon the tcuiloncs about Koloba for gi.nn. Aiul also, 
if he buds lliat ManAji lias a paity sufficient many of tlie said foils, to 
give Ium hopes of our assisting lnm with what lie may want tmvaids 
becoming master of them and keeping them against lus enemies." 

On the Gth Dccemhci, tlie Picsident acquaints the Board that 
Captain Inelibird being lelumcd fiom Cliaul mfonned linn that Ahin.i ji 
Anglia had taken Upper Cliaul fiom. lus hi other Sambluiji, that he had 
about GOO men with him, and had an interest w ith the people m Ivol.lha 
and several other of lus hrothei’s foils by ■which he lioped to get them 
into lus possession But lie is greatly in want of money and ammuni- 
tion which he earnestly solicits to ho supplied from hence. Wcaic con- 
vinced that it would be a very great advantage to us to keep up the 
dissension between the two brothers and theicby divide Ihcir foicc. 
For if Manaji succeeds in lus design on TvolAba bo will gicatly di'-tiesi 
bis biollicr, -who, for went of a licet, will not have it m bis power to pic- 
judice us, should -be liereaf ter be inclined so to do. It is therefore 
agreed that for the present we advance HauAji Bs. 4000 and supply 
Ium with the stoics desiicd, being 7 small iion guus, 200 shot, 
30 bands of powdei, 20 slabs of lead, 3000 small shot for partridge, 
and 20 pieces of coarse cloth (rfmujri). That Captain James Inchlnrd 
icturn to Chaul to supply Miindji with the money as he may have 
occasion for it aud to take all opportunities of spiriting him up to carry 
on liis lescnlmcnts against his brother. 1 '' 

In January 17 3G the Bombay Council received the following letter

On the 7tli Mav 1730 the Pieddrnt commimuatc to the Board a letter 
received from Cnitan deSonza, Captain of Clmul, advi-mg him tin* one 
Mnro Paul xxa* armed there with full pov.es s from SiinMtiji Angrn 
to treat with "is for making p.*aro and had A -in d him t<* s.-»id down 
Captain Tnthlird to heal xxhat prope-il* h, had to m A e. jntnnaling

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that this might piove a favourable oppoi’tuuity for getting; away our 
people pnsoners with Angria. Though we have little hopes of coming 
to an accommodation, yet as oui complying so far may be attended 
with the 1 cleave of our pnsoncis who we believe Sambhaji may be tned 
of keeping, it is agiood that Captain Iuchbnd be sent on tins seivice as 
soon as oui vessels loturn from the northwaid. 1 

On the 14th May the President communicates to the Board a letter 
icceived (13th May) from Captain Inchbiid who on discoursing with 
Sambluijris vakil found Ins intended ofCeis for maldng peace were with 
design to get master of Koldba, expecting wc shall not assist Maud ji 
m order to prevent the success of that undei taking, desiring that we 
will send a person down to Glieiia, promising also if v\c come to terms 
of peace to deliver up the slups and pnsoncis. Bub as such a conde- 
scension would biiug us mto contempt with oui 1 ncighbouis and having 
little hopes that he would long contiuuc in peace with us after lie had 
gamed the piesent point when he would have it in his power more than 
ever to molest us, the Picsidcnt has diami out an answer ordcimg 
Captain Inchbiid to acquaint Sambhnjris vakil that wc cannot agree to 
any such conditions ; but if his master is so desnous of a peace as lie 
pietends, that he fust lelcase all the prisoneis of our nation as a mark 
of Iris sincerity when we shall he leady to hear and agree to any 
reasonable teims for making peace. This is approved by the Boaul. 2 

On the 27th September the Picsidcnt communicates to the Board a 
lettoi icceived fiom Sambhnji Angna acquainting trim that to show' Iris 
desire of making peace he had sent fifteen of our people to Chaul ; that 
lie had sent Moro Pant to oiler what he had further to say on tins subject 
and dcsiicd Captain Inchbiid might bo scut dowm to Ghana to conclude 
the treaty "Winch being considered, it is observed that Sambhnji’s 
sending fifteen of the sailors to Chaul is but a slight maik of lus 
smccuty j that as we cannot think of making peace w lulo our pnsoners 
are in Ins hands, it will be needless for Moro Pant to come hither, nor 
can we condescend so far as to send Captain Inchbiid to Ghena. Such 
a concession w r ould expose ns to the contempt of all our ncighboms, 
as Sambhaji would immediate^ spread a lepoit that the English had 
sent to beg a peace. 2 

On the 1st October the President communicates to the Board a letter 
in answer to Sambhaji Angna' s, wdrich is approved. As Sambhriji's 
messenger Moio Pant is at Chaul, the sendiug Captain Inchbiid to 
discourse with him may forward the lelcase of our prisoneis or at least 
keep them in heart by letting them see we are not unmindful of them ; 
and w'c are apprehensive that if they thought wc neglected them, many 
of them would be dnven to enter into Sambhdji's service : It is thoieforo 
agiced that Captain Inehbnd repair to Chauj. And the Picsidcnt com- 
municating such orders as he thinks proper to be given him on this 
occasion they are approved by the Board. 1 
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On the li.th October the Prcndent communicates to tlie Boaid sundry 
lettcibfiom Captain Inehhiid at Cluul who thinks nothing can he 
done Ion ai (Is the icioa c c of the pu>-onoin unless we consent to Ins n nin^- 
down in our tlect to Gheiia But ns ive apprehend Midi a condc'cension 
would bung us into contempt with om neighboui s, and that if Aimm 
icums to dohvei up the piisnncis on llio Pic-idcnt J s signing a relation 
of amis, he cannot have any uncoie intentions to do so on the baie 
hopes of commencing a tieaty, and lias a design m some mannei to 
decciio us. Since thciefoie ivc cannot agiee to Captain Iiulihiid going

eonccnnug whom we shall defer coming to any lesolutiou till we find 
w hethei and m what mannei the government oi the owneib at Suiat 
may make demands on her account 

Oi dei cd that the two snbhedaic. taken m Anglia's giab be confined 
without uo in- and that they have a full allowance of piowinns and 
that the test of the pusuneis be put m nuns and employed on the ' 
wmiks with such an allowance of piovisions as is nceessai v for tlicn 
hub-istencc 

The Piesuleut then takes notice to the Boaid of the pioimsc made 
bj* the late Pie-ulent and Cuuncd m the above consultation to gne 
Its 2000 at then own expense to the captois foi ctciy giab of Anglia’s 
taken m battle, and leaves it to them m what, mannei to piopmtion the 
Fame The seveial membois who wme present at that time aeijuaiut 
tlie Boaid that though they signed the Consultation the late Picsklent 
and Mcssis Lowtlici, Kellett, and Dickinson pi omhed to beai the whole 
expense It is obseivcd that tliough the said gentlemen aie all absent, 
yet as the said piomiFC lias been made public on boaid all om 1 vessels, it 
wmuld be a gicat dr=uomagemcnt to tlie people m geneial should it not 
now be complied with. The Piesident theietoic m liis own name offeis 
to give Es. 1000 and tlie xest of the mombois declining to beai any 
pait of the lcmamdci, it is agiced for the encouiagement of om people

Durrng the=e ycais (1781-1736), as a make-weight against the 
power of Angna, the Bombay Government cultivated fiicndlv i clatrons 
with Sidi Masut. A Consultation of the 6th December 1731 has the 
follow mg entry .* Sidi Masut represents that the people belonging to his 
ships have for some time been veiy uneasy for want of then' pay, and 
requests we would advauce liim money to discliaige the an care due to 
1 1 iem without w liich he appichcnds they will all desert liim. He liken isc 
deques a few gnus and other stores for the use of his fleet. As we 
have already been at a considerable expense in assisting the Sidis to 
pi event the danger that would attend tins settlement from then 
country falling into the hands of the Shahu It.ija or Anglia, in which 
ca=e we should be obliged to make a very large adchf ion to our foiee and 
consequently to our charges, we think it but piudeutto endeavour to 
pic veu t so gieat an evil by continuing our assistance to the Sidis, which 
expense wc have a prospect of being repaid out of the money they may 
recover from the Surat government if bv our means they can maintain 
that pal t of their eountiy now in theii possession It is tlieiefoic 
l evolved that we let Sidi Masut have Es. 5U00 in money and the stoics 
he dcsiies for the nse of his fleet. 3 

On tlio 10 tli January 1735 the Piesident acquaints the Board that 
since his anival lie and several of the members had conferences with 
Sidi Sant on the state of the Sub's affairs and the subject of the tankini 
or Moglial pension. That Sidi Sant will listen to no pioposal for 
relinquishing the least part of the grant and seems much dissatisfied at 
our endeavouring to get it from, them, urging that it is all they have 
to depend on for the suppoi t of their country. That Sidi Saut also 
rcpreecnfccl the ill state oL their affairs, being indebted to their soldiers 
and people, and fo destitute of stores and ammunition that if we do not 
continue our assistance to them, they have no hopes of keeping their 
eountiy out of the hands of Sh&lm Ilija ; that they intend to pioceocl 
to Sm.it Bar with their fleet for rccovciing the money due from that 
go\ ci nment, out of wlucli lie promises to pay us wlut they aic ah early 
indebted and for such farther assistance as we shall affoid them 

The Consultation continues. "We are well convinced of the tiuth of 
what Sidi Saut. sets forth in regard to their poverty and the danger of 
their country. We greatly appieliend tlut if we deny them our assistance 
at this time they may lie so far disgusted as to stiike up a peace with 
the Shahu Baja by submitting to lus yoke (which is the evil w r e have 
hitherto been guaiding against) Thereby wc should not only lose what 
thev now owe us hut they would even become our enemies in conjunction 
with Shiihu Baja and Angna Should not this be the immediate 
consequence, we aie certain they would pioeced with their foice to 
plundei the eountiy bordering on Pen nver which would entncly pula 
stop to the trade earned on tlulhei fiom this island. On the other ban d 
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we liavc good icason to believe they ivill lecover a huge sum from the 
Sui.it government, and that, upon then fleet appeal mo at the liar, oui 
Chief will bo applied to for adjusting their demands which will gi\c us 
an opportunity of lepayrog om selves as far as the circumstances of the 
Sidis will admit. Foi tlie=e iea c on.s it is agieed to advance the Sidis 
Tis, 30,01)0 We hope we shall nob bo blamed for so doing w hen oiu* 
Honourable Masteis consider the danger this settlement would he 
exposed to on the destiuction of the Sidis , and that by our assistance 
they have hopes of maintaining then country and we a piospcol of 
being leimbuised the expense we have been at on that account out of 
the money they may recovoi from the Suiat government 1 

Shoitly after (Fehmaiy 1735) the Councils at Snratand Bombay 
weie fuither able to benefit the Sidi by helping to settle the quanel 
between him and the Moglial governor of Suiat that lose out of the 
seizme bj* the Sidi of cei tain Suiat vessels to compel the Moglial 
goveinm to pay him his allowance as IMoghal admiral. 2 

A Bombay Consultation of the Bid Match contains this cntiv* 
Wiote alcttei to the Chief and Factois at Suiat in answci to theirs 
of the 22nd February, and dnectcd them, m case our tiade should he 
impeded by the Moglial government on account of the Sidis, to detain 
such fi eight belonging to the Moors that might be on board of any 
English ship Tins we judged would induce the merchants to mlcif ei e 
f oi putting a speedy end. to the differences’ between the goveinoi and 
the Sidis 3 

A fortnight later (March 16th) the Bombay Council lecoid the 
following cntiy • Impoited the London sloop fiom Surat mth Mr 
John Robinson on boaid who biought us a lettci signed by the Chief 
and himself, dated 11th fiom the Bai, advising that the Sidis had 
earned away the Moors' slup«, and requesting us to use oui good offices 
with the Sidis for retuimng the ships to prevent fatal consequences 
The Sui.it governor has signed an obligation to stand by the decision of 
the Chief and <amdiy moi chants tlieicm named who intended to have 
awarded the Sidi a laige sum for admiral's aue.us ; to have sef tied Sub 
Masut m Siuat ; and to have fixed the admiral's alloivauce to be paid 
annually in futnie The Pi evident acquaints ihc Boaid that lie lias 
desiied this meeting to take into consideration the advices iceeivcd last 
nndit (15th March) and this morning fiom Surat giung an account ol 
the Sidi seizing and can png away the mci chants ships which would 
occasion the min of ihc city if by our peiMtasion the Swhs weie not 
in mailed on to lotum them Debating hereupon, it is obeivod that as 
the Suiat merchants are jealous of the Sulis they will not consent to pay 
them any money while then ships and effects lcmam m the Sidis' hanas 
Therefoie the first step which to us seems necessary is to endeaiom to 
piovail on the Sidis to let the merchants' ships and eaigoes he bought 
into this haibour wbch we tlnnk will in some measuie pacify the

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merchants as their goods will not be liable to be plundered as when in 
the Sidis’ own port. Mr. Bi addyll being nominated to proceed to.Tanjira 
to discourse with the Sidis on this occasion, is unanimously ajipioved. 
And it is agiced to direct him to use all possible aiguments for pi evading 
'■"on the Sidis to let the mei chants’ ships and cargoes come lntlier and to 
engage on our behalf that they shall not be lcstoied to the Moors till the 
Sidis* demands on the Surat governor aie complied with to satisfaction. 
That ho acquaints them u ith the term offered by the Surat governor 
■ and endeavour, to ]iersuade the Sidis not to insist on too * unieasonahle 
tei ms, and at the same time to let them know we will use our good offices 
for obtaining them as large a sum as possible. That he also endeavour 
to prevail on the Sidis to send Sidi Masut immediately up to Surat Bar 
to treat with the governor And as soon as auy thing is concluded to send 
,ad\ice thereof express to Surat that such of the merchants whose ships 
aie almost in a readiness to proceed on their voyages may take the 
proper mcasuies so as not to lose the benefit of the season. Diiected 
also that a letter lie now wiote to Suiat to give them notice of this our 
resolution and that they acquaint the mei chants therewith. 1 

On the 27th March the Council record: Deceived a letter from 
Mr. Bi addyll advising that the Sidis had at last consented to let the 
ships come hither, but on condition that in ease the Suiat governor dul 
not comply with their demands and finish their affairs to then satisfaction 
withm twenty clays after their aiuval at Bombay, they should have 
Lee liberty to lefcum with flic ships For our compliance therewith 
Mr. Braddvll m our behalf gave them an obligation under lus hand and 
seal lie is picpanng to sail with the fleet ami as the ciuizeis may be 
vciy serviceable, he keeps them to help tow the heavy ships and sends 
this advice that we may give the proper outers to Surat The Sidis 
assured him that the ship's hatchways weic all sealed down topievent 
pilferage, and he flunks nothing lias been landed except some timber 
which the Subs very much ivantcd and its value may he deducted out of 
the sum to he paid them by the Suiat govcmoi 

On the 2Sth Mai oh: Impoited the Comm frigate from Suiat with a 
letter from Mi . Loivthcr, dated 26 th Maich, owning the leeeipt of oms of 
the 22nd He says that from our cndeavouimg to get the ships taken 
by the Sidis iclurncd and his picvcntiug the second Sidi fleet of 
gahvats canying away the other ships fiouTtlic Bar, the meu-hants and 
people of Suiat seem llioioughly satisfied that we have acted a very 
chsinteicstcil paif between them and the Sidis. He has communicated 
our oulois to the gentlemen m town and as soon as he has an answer 
iiom them will advise us of their proceeding " 

On the 2nd May the President lemindecl Sidi Saut of the singular 
services wo had from tune to time done them That Unden was still 
giu nsonctl by us aud that at tins juncture our fleet w r as upon f heir service 
at Aujanvcl That by all these means they had incuned a debt to the 
■onipaiiy of near Its. 1,50,000 and that all tins was done while tlieie 
was little hope of their being able to repay the Company m any reasonable 
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time. 1 As rcgauls the Undcii chaiges the following entry occiiis m a 
Juimlnv Consultation of the lUtli Jannaiy , B "We must lemaik that 
tliouglMhc chaigc of defending- Unden appeals on oui l»oks to be

disgust them by a lcfusal at tins time as we hope to lccovcr good 
pait of their dtjbt out of the money they may icecnc fiom Suiat. 
Jt is thetefoieagiecd to let them have 5U umibti of batty which the 
waiehmisckccpci isoidciedto delta cr to them. r lhc Fiesulcnt at the 
tame time acquaints tho Boaid that 011 lcceipt of the last advices fiom 
Surat lie immediately wiole to Sidi Abdul Ralumdn and Sidi Saut to 
giro ouleiR to Smatthat the liikh of mpees deposited m 0111 ticasuiy 
might le.nam licio by wlucli meaus he is in hopes of ieco\emig tliat 
turn fm the Company. 15 

liming the next two vcais (173G-37) their common diead oE the 
Mm.ilhns seemed the continuance of fiiendly lclations between the 
English and the Sidi. Onciesultof these fnendly 1 elutions was. the 
establi>-hmcnt of a body of Sidi tioops at Sion Fort to help the 
gamson m lcpelbng any Mnuitha attack. The inevitable diJTeicnce 
of opinion aioso legaithng tlie pay due to the Sidi contingent. A 
Consultation of the 5th May 1737 lccoids the following - The 
Fie-ident acquaint tlie Boaul that he lias several times lieaid the 
Sidi people at Sion weie uneasy foi want of pay. He now lays 
befoic the Boaid a lcttei fiom Captam Inchbiul at Sion advising lum 
that the Sidi contingent had publicly dcclaicd they would not 
continue without being legulaily paid ilus being debated, it is * 
obscived that we could not well ic£use to cicdit the Sub's account 
for the chaiges of f-endmg and maintaining these people while 
they continued heic At the same time should we consent to 
pay them in teady money, it would amount to a vciy considerable 
sum as they pictcndcd to ask much gioatei pay than oui own 
people. While fiom tho unmlv disposition of the common people 
and tlie little obedience they have shown to the oideis of their 
commanding office; s we eau expect no service fiom them but what suits 
then own inclination and we aie appiebcnsnc that tliey may commit 
disoideis and occasion uneasiness among our own inhabitants. Me 
aie in daily expectation of oui fleet and when they amvc we hope to be 
in a condition to defend tlie island should tlie Maiatlus make any 
attempts against us It is theicfoie agiccd that we send the Sub's 
people back to Rrijpun. And, that they may not go away disgusted.

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iiial wo give oacl\ of them one month's pay according to the rates 
allowed our own sepoys and Rs. 100 each to the two chief offieeis.

Meanwhile Anglia’s hostility continued to cause uneasiness. A 
Consultation of the 4th Apiil 1737 lccords : The Piesident 
acquaints the Boaid that yestej day (3rd Apiil 1737) he received 
a letter fiom Sidi Balril, the commanding officer at Undeii, 
wherein he says he has certain advice that Sambhaji Anglia was 
preparing to invade Underi with seven grabs and thirty gal i vats, 
and if his advice was true they might be expected about tins time! 
Whereupon the President immediately gave notice to Captain 
" ilhamson to put his ship in a pioper posture and the said Captain 
now presents the. following letter to the Boaid : Heaung that your 
Honour has received certain advice that Anglia's fleet is expected 
here every day and that your Honour has some thoughts of sending 
the Decker out until what other force you can make to fiuskate Ins 
designs, this, is to acquaint your Honour that now I am ready with 
the said ship to obey your Honour’s commands. But I hope you 
will consider that the said ship is scut out as a ship for trade in the 
Honourable Company's seivico. She is by Chaiter Partv obliged to 
detend lieisclf against any ships oi vessels that shall attack or molest 
her m her said voyage j hut I do not apprehend she is to be fitted 
out as a man-of-war to seek an enemy without some security to the 
owncis to make good what damages may thereby aecine either to the 
ship furniture or stores.

With the elo'-o of the lams Sambhaji and Manliji Anglia who had 
made up then quariels again became tionlilesome. On the 26th 
August the President acquaints the Boaid that two dayb ago (21th 
August) lie lcceivcd intelligence that the Slitlm ltiija liad got togotliei 
a body of 20,0UU foot and 60,000 hoise 'J bat 20,000 of the hoi r-e nine 
designed against Goa, and as many against Daman, and that with the 
lcinamder of the foiec they wcie lesolvcd to attack Bombay. The 
jmtann us who aimed last night icpoit that they wcie detained llnee 
days at Th tna dimngw Inch time 5000 men came to tliat place Re=ol\ ed 
whcthei tins intelligence pi ovc tine or not, it isjmi duty to be inconstant 
leadings to defend otusoh es. It is theiefoie dncctcd that btnet order «

On the 1st Scplcmlxjv the Pi evident acquaints the Boaid with the 
substance of a lettci received two days bcfoie fiom the Sidi oflicei at 
linden aduMiig that Sambhaji Angna liad fitted and sent out pait of 
Ins fleet to lutwecpt the vessels expected fiom Moklia 'J hat on lecoipt 
of tins notice he had dc-ned Commodoio Massey to get lus ship m 
readiness and had oideied two of the ciutzcrs to he ako got icady 
which would he done by lo-mouow night (2nd Soplcmbei), and he 
now r doMies the opinion of the Boaid on tins occasion, A messengei 
who auivod this day fiom Goa likcmsc informs the Purulent that lie 
put into Ghena in lu« passage Iutliei wlioie theie lay only four giabs 
though as w T c aic told JSamblnlji has not less than 13 r llie 
Consultation piocccds 'llic Victor in fiom Moklia is indeed this instant 
aimed. But the King George and the ship laden with coffee do not 
yet appeal and the Iiruilirote also fiom England is daily expected In 
these cncumstancos as oui vessels aie ncaily in lcndinc's we think we . 
should bo inexcusable not to send thorn out whcthei the icpoit pioves 
tine oi not _ Foi if by neglecting so to do any accident should happen 
wo should justly mom the ccnsiue of our Honourable Masters 
It is thcicfoic agiced that the Wilmington, Bulanina, and Pmicps* 
Carolina l»e sent out as soon as thcyaic ready to cruize the latitude of 


’Tkiin Gov Consultation, 4th A pul 1737, Pnb Phr\ 10 of 1730-37, S6 
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about 18$ and about -10 to 50 fathom water which is in the tract that 
vessels from Mokha generally come, and near the place where tho 
enemy's vessels may be expected to cruize should the report of their 
being gone out prove tine. 1 

Oil the 10th September 1737 a Consultation records: As the 
monsoon seems nowbiokcn, the Picsidenticeommends to the consideration 
of the Boaid in what manner to employ our fleet the ensuing season 
to as to picvcut the enemy doing mischief and pioudc foi the safety 
of the island. Wc aie convinced of tho necessity of blocldng Angna 
in lus ports, or it will be impossible for any of the trading ships or 
vessels to go up and down the coast. And as Angi ia's fleet have often 
cudcavouicd to-puth out while our vessels have been lying befoic lus 
ports, wo appieliend the Wilmington will not be of so much seivice m 
that lespect as our own Biuizcrs, as she cannot go so near in shore 
nor should they attempt to push it can she follow the enemy so close, 
not sailing so well as our vessels. Tho Hi itanvia , King George, and 
Prince of Wales galleys will be in leailincss for this service to go 
down with the Momitmjnc. The Victoria Rose and Princess Omoline 
can relieve them by the time their piovisions may be expended. Not 
_ to weaken ourselves too much by the detachments to be sent on boaid 
our fleet, the soldicib who shall go in the Biitannia and the two 
galleys may be put on board the other cmizeis who relieve them. It is 
thciefoic agiccd that the said thicc vessels, the liiitnnnia , King 
Geo/ge, and Pi incc of irdfcs galleys, be sent to he off the enemy's ports 
and watch the motions of lus fleet, as wc judge them of sufficient 
strength to cope with any force he can put to sea. 2 

Greatly as the spread of Matatha power disquieted the guardians of 
Bombay their position was one almost of safety compared with that of 
the Portuguese, who, except, to the courage and devotion of their 
General of the Noith, had little to trust in opposing the flood tide of 
Mm iitha success ■winch, unchecked, they knew must dest.io} r all trace of 
their long-cstablr-hed power. To supplement the shortcomings of 
their own pi epaiations they could look nowhere except to the vigoious 
foicuglrt of their former rival Bombay, 

The 28th March 1737 the Pi evident acquaints the Board that he had 
denied this meeting to considei what steps are pioper to be taken by us 
on the progress made by the Maruthas m tlieir invasion of the island of 
Sakctte. lie informs the Boaid that last Friday he leecived a letter 
from the Geueial of the North wherein he writes he has advice of 
Mavutha designs to invade his teriitoncs but lie does not seem under 
any concern theieat, as he says lie had prepared for their reception 
so far as m reason he ought or could do. But yesteiday he leecived 
another lcttei fiom the said General advising that he was then undeiaims 
and that the enemy weie come over the liver of Tliftna, which he sup- 
posed would be sufficient to induce him (the Piesident) immediately 
to send lum what succouis he could spate, consistent with the friend- 
ship and alliance between the two nations. "Whereto the President ' 
answered that he was very &oiry foi the unhappy situation of their affaus 
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and the moie so since it was not in his power to give them assistance. 
Foi besides the application coming too late (the enemy having pa^cd 
the nvei), all oui spate foice is absent fiom the island on boaid onr 
fleet and at Telhcherry. Several people come fiom Sdlscttc this morning 
confirm the loss o£ Thana, and that the General of the North was ie- 
tired fiom thence. Advice is just now leceived fiom Captain Douglas 
Commander of Mahim fort that the Mai.ithds aie come withm sight 
of Biindra, and this morning one of the Padics came ovci to lequest 
uf to send assistance to defend the convent which is fortified with two 
bastions. The Pi evident farthoi acquaints the Boaid that upon the 
iiist notice of the Mainthds J success, he oideied lemfoicements to be 
pent to the several out-forts, with oideis to be upon then guaid against 
any attempts tlie Mawlthas might make upon them, and he now- desires 
the opinion of the Boaid m what mannei to pioceed Taking this mto 
consideration we aie not to doubt, if the Maiathds fix themselves upon 
Salsette, but they will piove veiy tiouble=ome neighboms and be en- 
couraged to make attempts upon this island. At least (as wc can never 
tiust them) that will oblige us to bo at a constant additional expense m 
keeping double guaids in the several out-forts fiontmg Srfhette. 
The Boaid being of opinion that if by oui sending assistance to the 
convent at Bdndra which lies within gunshot of Mdkim foit, we can 
defend the place fiom the Mantthris, it will give the Portuguese some 
little ppmt and pievcnt for the present the molestation the MarSthrts 
mav be inclined to give us. It is theicfoie agiecd tliat we send them 
an officci and SO men if the place is found tenable, piovidcd the Pirlic 
Superioi will engage undei his hand that the expense we may be at shall 
he mmbuised, and make ovci tlie conrent with the lands appci laming 
theietofoioui security. Diicctcd tliat the necessaiy pieparations be 
made and the pioper oiders issued wnth tlie utmost expedition. 1 

Two days latei, the 30th March 1737, the Piesident ob=eives to the 
Boaid that as the Maiatlias aie become mastcis of the whole island of 
Sdlsettc except the dim chat Bdndi a and the smallfoi t at Vai sova(Yesdva) , 
and as wc have little leason to doubt but such an easy conquest will 
encourage them to make some attempts upon this island, it behoves us to 
think of putting oui gauisous in a pioper postuie of defence, and as be- 
tween Mdlum and Sun tin eeoi foul places in thciiveijthatpaitstluF island 
fiom Sdlscttc, aie fordable at low water and hut ill piovided against an., 
attack, the securing them ought to be fust thought of. The Pi evident 
theiefoie pioposes to the Boaid to raise bieast-woiks opposite to each of 
those parses tliat can be commanded fiom the shoie, and that the grab 
tak en fiom Anglia be mounted with guns, and that a flat boat belonging 
to the Honourable Company be fitted up and likewise mounted with guns 
to lie as neai as possible to such of the passes as are not commanded 
fiom the shoie, and tlie Pi evident offers the .Fit me frigate now' m the 
load belonging to himself to be employed on this occasion as fIic nmy 
be wanted. 0 The c c pieparations 1 icing so absolutely necessaiy foi the 
safety of the island we must agiec to them, though the same may be 
attended with some expense. Puithci the Boaid aie sensible that the 
numbei of men at picsent in our pay is fai short of what would be 
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wanted lor the defence of the island, should it be attacked. And as the 
safety of the island does in a groat measuie depend upon . pi eventing 
an enemy's landing, the Boaid aie unanimously of opinion that no 
ought to increase the number of our fighting men and put oui 101 ts 
and gaiusons in a condition of making the best defence possible. 

It is accordingly agiccd that ne laise 4U(J or 5U0 sepoys uitli all con- 
venient speed, that the necessary i epans be given to the several forts 
upon the island, and that they be furnished with eveij'thing that shall 
be judged necessary for then defence, and that strict oideis be given to 
the several commanding officers to be watchful in their posts to prevent 
a surprise. 

The Piesident then observes that our cruizers are oidcrcd to touch at 
Goa m their lctumfiomTellieherry and to wait for the Prince of Wales 
galley, who we proposed to send thither to join them and bnng up 
anaclc for the seivice of the island. It is now thought convenient 
to alter tins lcsolution, as the ciuizcrs waiting any time at Goa might 
be of veiy bad consequence, and as we know not what occasion we may 
have for them, and as we suppose the gentlemen at Telliehcrry have 
concluded a peace with the Ivanans, we hope they will be able to spaie 
some otthc people from their gairison. It is tlieiefore agieed to de- 
spatch a boat instantly to call at Goa, and there lodge older s £01 our 
vessels making the best of their way hithci, and that then she proceed 
to Tellicheny with oui diiections to the gentlemen (m case the vessels 
should not have left that port) to send up in company with them such 
of the galivats and as many men as they can possibly spare. But should 
the cruizers he sailed, that they send up the galivats with as many men 
as they can take in. And debating whether it would not be piopcr on 
this occasion to detain the Decker } it is observed that thongli her men 
at tins junctuie might he of gieat seivice to ns, yet as the keeping her 
till it is too late to touch upon the coast would oveiset oui Honourable 
Mastcis scheme m sending her this roundabout voyage, wc aie very 
unwilling to do it. But it is agieed that we do not despatch her till the 
10th or 12th of next month (April 1737), when w e shall he able to 
judge nhethor we shall be m such absolute want of lier men as to 
detain the ship longer. It is liken lse observed that the Halhfav is 
expected every moment to amveat Surat and the detaining that ship till 
July or August will be attended with less inconvenience oi detnment, 
as we do not appielicnd that theie will be any gieat diifeience m the 
piice of cotton in the Bay between May and September. Thoiefore 
it is agreed that we dncct tlie gentlemen at Surat to older the Com- 
mandei to call at ibis port m his passage to Bengal, that if it shall be 
found necessary we may detain the ship hero. 1 

The 4tli April 1 737 the Piesident communicates to the Board the 
substance of simdiy letters he had leccived fiom the General of the 
North and the Commandois of other forts in the hands of the Portuguese, 
legavdrag assistance of men and ammunition, all of which he had answered 
to the following effect : That the enemy being so near our own 
doois we aie obliged to piovide for our safety, and that we have not 
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moie men and ammunition than trill be ncee^aiy foi our defence m 
ca«c we should be attacked Olhei wise no should have icaddy agisted 
them a 5 - fai as wo could spate and they could pa)' foi. Tilts the Boaid 
approves. 1 

The Chief and Pactois at Suiat m a leltci of lUUi Apul 1737, 
espicfcs then concern at om situation occasioned by the Mai .1 thus, and 
sliall endeavom to enlist 200 sepoys foi the so i vice of the island. 2 
Oi deied that the gentlemen at Stunt, enlist on the best teims they 
can 100 or 150 good sepoys and that they fend them down hithci with 
sucli cattle and giant as they can pincme and got conveyances foi 
lief oi c the lams, having icasrm to belies c we shall be inn ant of the 
lattei ai tides 3 


The 27ih Apnl 1737 thp Pi evident communicates to the Boaid the ' 
substance of a lcttoi w Inch in ausw ei to one from himself he had 
lecened since oui last meeting fiom Cbimn.tji, the commanding 
officer of the MauUhas at Thtfna. In tins Chinm.iji rcems to 
consent to accept of the Pi evident's mediation betuecn the PmtugucFO 
and the Mai/ith.is piovidcdho will send a poison with his pmpnsalp. In 
answci w licicto the Pic-idcnfc wiote him that he should he vciy glad to act 
asmediatoi to accommodate matter beta con them and the Poihigup'-e, 
but as be could not tell what teims eithci the Poituguesc oi M.uaihjs 
lvould insist on, ho appiehendcd it would he mme piupei foi Climmiip 
to send a poison with Ins demands hithoi, and he would -lgiufy the' 
same to the Gencial of the Noilh that he might also anthou'/e one to 
. tieatonhispaitwhen the Pi evident pionnsed to use his gord offices 
foi bunging about a lcconcihation Tins answei the Jloaiil appioUb.* 

At the same Consultation (37tli Apnl) the IV^uleut acquaints the 
Boaid that he has lecoived a letter fioin the Yiccioy of Goa, advising 
him that be ip piepaiing to send up In? ffect with sucemus foi legaining 
their ten it ones fiom the Mai.itlias, the voxels being pioudcd with 
piovi«ions and ammunition foi then own expense But that lie could 
not send up any powdci for Ba=scm, which he depended upon the Pi evi- 
dent to furnish as well ns such olhei stoics and aminumtion as should be 
w’anted. The Picndent also last night leecivod lctteis fiom Ba^cin 
lequcstmg lum to supply them with 1 50 bauds of gunpowder, wlieicto he 
had diawn up an answci acquainting them that we lias e not moie powdci 
in stoic than will be sufficient foi oui own occasions, and thcicfoic 
cannot comply with then lequest. It is oli^ci veil they had alieady 160 
bauds, and we have not moie than about SU0 in stoic If we com- 
ply with then daily demands of 10 oi 20 hands at a time, we diall 
dram om selves, and nc\ei lie fiec fiom their impoitumbes. ThePieri- 
dcnPs answer to the aboie lettci is theiefoie appio\ed.' 


The fame Consultation continues (27th Apnl 1737) The 
President lecommends to the Boaid to take into consideration what 
part jt will be pioper for us to act in the pie«cnt junctme though 
it will not be piudcnt to come to a fmal Resolution till we know ior 
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certain wlnt force the Portuguese can iaisc. An idle proposal has 
been made f 01 peimitiing the Marti this to conquer Salsetle and pri- 
vately heat willi them fordehveung it to us Besides the perfidy of 
such an action m i egaid to the Portuguese and the mischiefs it might 
biing upon our Jlonoui able Masteis from tliat nation, so many objections 
and difficulties occur against so tieachoious a scheme that: ive can by no 
meins think of undertaking' it, veie wo even secuic of the event. It 
is then debated how far it may be prudent to assist the Portuguese. In 
this regard it is observed that, so long as the MaiatMs continue on 
SiiheUe, we shall be put to an extraordinary expense m maintaining an 
additional foice for the f comity of the island. We shall be obliged to keep 
the outposts well gnai ded to prevent a sudden invasion of which we should 
o dim wise be continually appiclicnsive as that island lies so contiguous 
to this, and tlicio being so many passages foidablc at low water. If 
therefore the Portuguese can laiso such a foice that with our assistance 
the driving the Maratlvts from S.ilseLte may be attempted with hopes 
of success it null behove us to join with the Portuguese. On the 
othei hand should it lie judged (hat the Mantillas arc too powciful for 
us both, we must be content to sit quiet under a heavy evpensp, as there 
will he no dependence to be had on the faith of the Mavathas, even 
tliould they engage to live on the stuctesi teims of fiiendship with us ; 
hut our safety will (as alieady observed) depend on our being constantly 
picpared to frustrate their attempts. 1 


llic next day (Apiil 28tli) the Pi evident acquaints the Boaid that he has

to take on the present occasion. It is observed that even weie it m our 
power to send the necessary supplies for relieving the said fort, the time 
given is too short for us to make the necessary preparations. Further 
as the enemy aie so near as to have immediate notice of our undertaking 
such an expedition, we should expose the island to theii attempts as 
\vc caunot pictend to send any succoui s without taking off the people 
stationed to guaid the passes from Sdlsette to tliis island. Even with 
llic best toicc wo might send the enterprize would be extremely 
lmaidous, considering how closely the fort is blocked up and the number 
4 ?

Next day (the 5th May 1737) the Piosidont acquaints the Boaulthat 
having had a long confci once with Pedio de Mcllo, commandant of flic 
fours sent fiom Goa hv the Yieeioy, he finds, the fngatohas bioughtup 
onl} 3n0 men, little ammunition and no spaic aims, the roilugueu* 
expecting we should funudi them with eveiythmg they might want. 
Aeeoulmgly the said Pcdio dc Mollo had applied to him foi men powder, 
and aims. In leplythe Piosidenl gave him to understand we had no 
moic than sufficient foi our own defence and thciefoic he could not thml: 
it consistent with prudence to pait with any At this Pedio de A Fello 
e corned highly disgusted, telling the Pi evident the Portuguese nation 
w eie not actually obliged to us lor any assistance we gave them, since 
it was as muchoui mleiebt as theirs to pi event the designs of the 
•Mai.ith.fs. Howcvei he having been since veiv pies* mg foi a supply of 
pow dei, as then depending upon us had prevented tliBir bringing up a 
sufficient quantity fiom Goa, and upon enquiry finding w e liav e about 900 
ban els m stoi e besides wliat has been deliveied thegimnei and the *eveial 
out-foits, it is agieed that wc let him have as far as 100 hands 4 

The 21st May 1737, as all the foieos which the Portuguese can 
poshly have this season from Goa, consist of only 300. men, the 
debate is lcsnmed what pait will bcmostpiudont foi ns to act m legaid 
to the Mai.ilh.is The Boaid is unanimous that, if om foice, 
joined with the Portuguo'-c, should be judged capable of witbstand- 
lug the Mailfthas oi sufficient to icgam the island of Sulcolte, om 
coming to hostilities with the Mai.tth.is would be moie eligible than our 
c outmumg m oui picseut state Because if the Mai at lias w eie lemnved 
fiom SYUette, wc should lie underno appieliensions of dangci liom them, 
noi be obliged to continue the gieat additional expense we aie now at to 
scenic ouit-elvcs against them wlule thej r lemam upon that island Still 
when wc considci the great numbei ot inen the Maiatlnis can at any 
tune biing into the field, they appeal too poweiful foi the Portuguese 
andoni united foice to stand against, and (accoi ding to information we 
have lecewcd) they aie too well seeuied in Tirana for us to hope to expel 
them Thciefoie seeing that as we might diaw gieat inconveniences upon 
om selves besides a heavy expense by dedai mg against them, it is revived 
not to do it unlc=s a very favourable opportunity odors of effecting 
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something considerable against them. IV e do not want pretexts for 
bi caking with them, as they have not only refused to permit provisions 
being bvoui.hu to Lins island fiom any pait of their country, but have 
actually seized and detaiucd Feveial boats belonging to this island, some 
of whom wcic sent with money to piocuie batty fiom otliei parts 

A pioposal is then made for sending oicr a poison to Chimnaji, the 
commanding oflicer of the Maiathds at Thana, to demand the restitution 
of the boats” they have taken and the free trade of the avers as formerly , 
to desnc to know how far he is resolved to piocced against the Poitu- 
guese, whether to make an entiie conquest o’f their couuiiy, if not, 
uliat tcims lie will accept fiom them and to hint to Chimna ji that 
aecoiding to his answer we shall frame our futuie conduct. As we 
think no ill consequences ean attend this step, it is unanimously agreed 
to and debating -whether to send anEnghslunanor a native, we think the 
foimer might look like t. oo gi eat a condescension, nor could we depend 
upon their not detaining him. It is thcrefoie lesolvcd that Rdnvji 
Parbhu, a perfon of capacity and experience, be appointed on this 
service 1 

The Oid June 1737 tlic Piesident acquaints the Board that helms 
leceived a letter fiom R.hnji Parbhu at Thiina, advising him that he 
lias discouised with Chimns; ji on the points he was oideied , who 
piomised to letum the boats that had been taken belonging to this 
island and to grant ns the fiee trade of the rivers, provided we will 
undeitake to protect them from the molestation of the Poitugucse. 
In auswer to which the President had oideied Rdmji to represent to 
Cliimnaii that we can by no means enter into such engagement, but 
that we will iLk our own boats, not apprehending that the Portuguese 
will ofter to molest them; that lie also hint to Chimnaji that such 
delays of complying ■with lus piomises cannot but give us loom to 
suspect he aims at deceiving us, and that tliciefoie the President insists 
on Ins positive answer whereby we should lie guided in our futuie 
lesolutions, which answer the Boaid appioves. 2 

The same day (3rd June 1737) the Maiine Paymaster lays before the 
Board au account of timber bought at Bassem on the I-Ioir’ble Compan} ; s 
account i\ Inch was lying at Thana when the Marnthas took that place;

Tie then desucs the ojenion of the gentlemen pie«cnfc whclhei withllie 
above fmeo and the assistance of tlnce Europe slups il wall he prudent 
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lo undeilake any tinny against the common enemy Anglia by land. II 
not, whether we can with hope?, of succor attempt io dcstioy Ins giahs 
m Ins ports. Observing at the an me time that- as the Maialhris aic 
so near us it will ho ncccssaiy to keep such a pait of the above force 
upon the island as shall be thought sufficient to fiusliate the attempts 
they may make against us. 

Hie gentlemen unanimously agree that the safety of the island 
ou'jlit to he first eomidci ed. Not one of them is of opinion that with the 
force wc can i online to send any thing can he attempted against 
Anglia by land with hopes of success, as fiom the best information no 
lmc been able to obtain, the enemy his constantly m pa\ 15,001) or 
1G,U00 men and upon a veiy slioit naming can laiso 0000 nioie. 
As wc could not expect to undeitake any such expedition "without the 
enemy gaming intelligence of om design, he would have time to make 
application to Slrilm ltu'ja, who can .and m such cases would fend a 
huge number of men to his assistance. For the e muons it is thought 
convenient lo lay aside all thoughts of making an expedition by land 
against the cucmv.

especially since the Poi tugue^c and we aic able to furnish so small a 
number of Euiopeans. The nvci of Thuia we ore told is too shoal at 
low ivatoi foi even our galivats to float, much less anv vessels fit to 
cany mortals oi cohoms upon the service of which we should so much 
depend foi the lcduction of that fort that w c esteem it almost imprac- 
ticable without them. Besides upon notice of om design (which it 
w'ould he impossible to conceal from the cnemv) they could remfoiee the 
place in a lew hours with a considerable number of men f tom befoie 
Bassem and the olliei paits of the island of Sitlsettc We aic also to 
consider the great expense our Honourable Mastei s are at to supply us 
with Euiopean toldicis, evciy man they send standing them m between 
l(j and 20 pounds stcihng (including those who die before their auival 
here) j and should w r e be lepubed with any coneidci able loss, tins island 
w'ould be greatly weakened and exposed, and it w ould be two or three 
yeais befoie wc could be iceiuited with the like number of liuiopeans. 

It is also to be appi chcnded that upon the enemy knowing that a 
gicat pait of our stiength was sent off the island against Tlitna, 
they might m the meantime attempt lo invade us, as thev can at a 
veiy short warning diaw a considerable body of men togothei and m 
one day match them to the side of the uvei between this and Salsctle. 

And should they force a passage over, the mischief and lavages they 
might commit aie not to he desenhed, and we should line! it a most 
diflicult if not impracticable laslc to hc.il them ofL the island again. 

Besides it is to lie feaied the Mar.lthas either ha\c or will attempt the 
same practices with our subjects as they have done too sucessfullv Willi 
olheis, the endeavounng to conupt them with largo bill jo.- and linger 
piomiscs of future advantages. 

Admittmg we were to join with the Foilugue^c, it would become 
necessary lo considei how and when the charges we liaae and may be at 
on their account w f jU he rcimbuifced. Their paying and maintaining our 
people while employed on tlicir service is the least wc could demand 
Strictly they ought to make us satisfaction for the cxtiaoi dinavy expense 
wc have already been put to m pi ending for the safety of our island, 
since it was occasioned entnely by the ill conduct and neglect of the 
late Gcneial of the North. But even wane they to engage to comply with 
all our demands on this head, wc aie sensible (their poverty is such in 
India) that it would not bo in their power. Wc might justly demand 
a fiec passage by Thnna should the Portuguese regain that fort with 
oui assistance. In tlieiv present disliess it is piobable thej r would 
piomiso it, yet w T e much doubt their performance aflcrwaids as 
the late Yiccioy gave it undci his hand, it was not m Ins pow er to giant 
that favour without pai-ticular orders from the Court of Poitug.il. 

And if it could not be obtained m consideration of our liavmg defended 
the place for them at our own eliaige, ave think thcie is little hopes they 
avould grant it when we insist on their engaging’ to make good the 
expense we shall be at befoie we agieo to •-end oui assistance Nor can 
i iisri- 2 ,-. 
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WtS to the Padie the only equiva- 

lent (he General of the Noitli pioposes to he given for the succoms we 
mav nftoidlum on this occasion is that he nail engage (notwitltttand- 
mg the peace between the Portuguese and Snmbhaji Angna) the Viceioy 
aiHsfc "f against that pirate, winch, not to mention the

lhe strict alliance between ,our lespechve sovereigns in Europe and 
the natural ratci est of tins island lender iib heartily inclined to assist 
the 1 oitngucbe for regaining their territories. Still we cannot help 
lemaiking that their aff.ms in India aiem a vciy dcclinino- if not 
desperate and metnevable condition. The Pi evident assuics the Boaid 
tlut fiom the letters he has leceivod f loin the Viceroy, and the late and 
present Generals of the North, as well as fiom tlie frequent discouise he 
has held with many of the gentlemen and Padres of that nation it 
seems as if they themselves had little hopes of doing anything but 
depend upon us to light their battles. We aa e therefore veiv appiehcnsivc 
that if we wcic once engaged in the Mai they would aftciwaids take 
veiy little upon themselves bat saddle us with the burthen of the 
aliolc chai go and tiouble. If wo declare openly against the Maiii- 
(liiis, the trade of the island would be cntnelv stopped and om 
Honourable Masters Ikj gieat suffeicis in tlie lo^s of the customs, and 
mc be duven to gieat straits foi provisions foi oui inhabitants and other 
stoics and necessaries gieatlv wanted foi tlie sci vice of the island and 
which aie furnished fiom the MauVth.ls'’ country. Anotbei objection 
that uccuis against joiuiug with tlie Portuguese on the present occasion 
is tliat some jeais ago when wo acted m conjunction against Kanhoji 
Angna, though oui foicc was four times greatci than what we can now 
i.u^e and strengthened with tlie assistance of the squadion of mcn-o£-wai 
undei the command of Commodore Matthew's, we weie not able to effect 
anything, and tlieiofoic we cannot hope £oj better success at pie^cnt 


Tlie foiegoing leasous and objections being duly weighed, the Boaid 
is unanimous iu opinion that we cannot join with the Poitugnese m the 
pi esent undei taking with any hopes of success against tlie enemy, but 
that we should involve ouiselies in numberless difficulties and bung on 
an excessn c expense. It istlieiefoie unanimously agieed to decline it, 
and the Pi evident is denied to write a lettei m answ r ei to the General of 
tlie North diawn fiom the substance of the foiegoing l evolutions 1 

Two months later (11th October 1787) the Pi evident acquaints the 
Boaid that haring lcccived advice that 15 of Sambhdji's gahvats and 
14 of Manajr’s w'eie enuzmg to the noithw'aid and had rateiceptcd 
some boats bound to tins island with gram, and being apprehensive- 
they would pievent our receiving the expected supplies, he had ouleied 
ihe^Bntannia frigate to cruize between Daman and Basscin in Older to 
piotect the vessels bound hilhei. He now r communicates to the Boaid 
bis instructions to the commandei winch aie appioved. 2 


The 10th Apnl 1738 the Pic&ident acquaints the Boaul that two 
days ago lie lcceivcd a letter by iw r o peisons seut fiom the Sidi’s

commanding’ officer at Underi earnestly requesting ns to supply that place 
with batty £01 the rains, as otherwise they cannot possibly maintain it. 
The Boaid debating thcicupon it is observed that nc have not grain to 
spare and our Honourable Mastoid orders aro very positive against 
malang any fui tlior loans to the country govenunents. We hope the Sidis' 
necessities for grain may not bo so picking as they set forth. Should 
•thcj r be obliged for want theieof to quit the place, we shall, by with- 
drawing the guns and stoics from tlihnco, in some dcgice lessen their 
debt. We aic sensible that ill consequences will attend this island 
falling into other hands, yet for the reasons before given we do ‘ not 
tlunk it piudent at pic«cnt to comply with the Sidi’s demand and the 
1’iesidcnt is desired to write the proper answer. 1 * 

Three weeks later (29th April) the Provident acquaints the Board 
that (since our refusing them lice) the Sidis had fiequently lopi evented 
to him that unless we supply the gani«on of Underi, the place must 
inevitably fall into Miinaji's hands. Ho has already been tampering 
with their people, some of whom had descried to him and a^smed him 
that the rest would deliver up the fort if lie furnish them with piousions. 
The Piesidcnt gave the icply that they could not be supplied unless 
they could give secunty for the payment of what we should let them 
have. Tins their necessities for piovisions have at length obliged 
them to do. They now ottered two of our inhabitants Ddiulji 
Nocqua Sunkcr (Nilgilshankar) and Saibu Pdndia, persons of some eiedit 
and substance, to be bound for them. The Boaid considering the 
inconveniences that would attend Underi falling into Mitn.iji's bands, 
agree to let the Sidis have 1 000 bags of Bengal lice at the rale - 
it is charged to us, on the abovcsaid poisons giving their bond for 
payment of the amount. 8 

The 22nd May 1738 the President acquaints the Board that he has 
received two letteis fiom the Viceroy of Goa whciciu he seems -willing 
to come to teims of peace with the Marathas and desired the Pic- 
sident's mediation for that puipose, acquainting him that he had given 
the necessary oiders and full powers for concluding the same to the 
General of the North, which letteis the Piesident immediately forwarded. 
We shall be extremely pleased if an accommodation can be biouglit 
about ; but we picsume it will be a difficult task as the Marathi! s will 
no doubt insist on keeping Salsette, and it must be with the greatest 
reluctance if ever the Portuguese consent to relinquish it, as it is the 
opinion of the most capable persons among them that the said island is 
so very necessary for supplying tlieii other places with grain that 
without it they could not long maintain their other possessions. 3 

The 25th August 1738 the President acquaints the Boaid that he has 
just leeeivcd letteis fiom the General of the North and Ivoudaji Manlcar, 
the commanding officer of the MaratMs at Tlrina, advising that they 
had agreed to send peisons hither with’ power to treat of an accommo- 
dation between the two States. The President will aecoichngly use his 
best endeavouis for concluding a peace. Still it is much to be feared 
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that the demands of the Maruthas will be of such a uatuic that the 
Portuguese will not submit to them 1 

A mouth later, 2 5th Septembei 1763, apparent]}* in icplj’ to a pi oposod 
general attack on Angm, the Council note Wo cannot with a piospecfc 
of success undertake anything against the common cnemj moic than to 
picient his making any depiedations Considering the notonous 
ticacluny of the Mar.'ithris it w ould be highly impiudent to leave the 
island defenceless, as ire must do i£ u e engage in anything of consequence 

w ith our whole fleet against Anum 2 

On the 6tli Octohei tliei continue Mandji Angjia’s gahiats having 
a few days ago earned into Ivolaba a bat el a which we suppose was 
coming to this island with glam and piousions, it is obsened that 
oui sulf cirag such practices will dctci the northern traders fiom 
ventuiing luthci when, they find they lun so gieat a iisk. It is 
tlieiofoic agiced that the new pralim andtlucegalivatsbe oi dried to lie 
at the mouth of the haiboui between Ivenciv and the mi (the Prong.-) 
to piotcefc oui own tiade and pi event Munajz giving mole-tafaon to the 
vessels bound luthci n On the 4th Noiembei Sanibhaji Anglia’s fleet 
being m «dglit and going into Kolaba, Captain Balchcn of tlie Onslow 
was oideied m^tantlv to get lus ship in leadmess topioceed against tlie 
enemy. 1 

About this time Sainbliuji’s position m making twins with tlie “English 
seems to have boeu again .stiengtliened by the Savants oi Malvans’ 
captuie of the wicckcd eiew of the Company's Aiujhsca. On the 9th 
Decembei the Bombay Connell locmd It appeal = to ns that the 
Malvans are fai fiom being dosnous to detain our people, but tliat 
the Killed.tr is influenced by Sambhap Anglia to unite in the 
mannci he has done concerning the gtab and pusoncis. We tlietefoie 
think it impiopei to take any notice of that part of his lettei iavthcv 
than to obseivc that mu people fell into the Mahans’ hands by the 
unfortunate lo«s of the ship thiough stie-s of w'eatliei, whereas we 
took Samblrtji Anglia’s grab aud people m openwai, theiefoie that 
oui keeping them is just and ought to be no hindrance to the i cleaning 
oui people. To give a complaisant answri to the othoi parts of his 
lettei and to let him know we -hall be leady to listen to anj ofEeis of 
peace the Rtlja has to make on sending up poisons with the piopei 
powcis aftei i cleaning oui people The Pi cadent is aecoidiugly de-ned 
to icply to the Killedar’s lettei and also to write to Samhhrtp Raja to 
the above pniport This we judge moie eligible than to make any 
concession oi piomises m lugaid to Angua’s piisoneis, as wc me well 
assuied it would only induce the Mahans to demand lngliei terms for 
the ielea«e of oui people aud be attended with the like disadvantage, 
should they think piopei to send pei sons hither to tieat of peace. 
Agiced that a pei«on be sent with these letlws to seive asaninteipictei 
m ti eating foi the leleasc of oui people and that the Piesident gne a 
lettei of ciedit on Zaclmm’s son at Goa to furnish oiu people with

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necessaries for their subsistence should they auivc thcie. Thai a letter 
be also lodged at Goa to the commanding officer of our fleet expected fiom 
Tcllichciry tdlako the Anfjlesca’n people on boaul should they be thcio, 
othciwi&o to demand them fiom the Malvans on their coming off their 
poi t, sending a pci son on riioic for that pm pose. 1 

On the 22nd Jammy 3 730 the Bombay Government write to 
Commodoie Bagwell : 1Ve have pomt-ed your nairativc in which you do 
well to be so particular and full foi om elcam notion of your «latc and 
pioceduie Al r e ob=eivo duly yom account of the engagement you had 
Avitli Anglia's fleet and doubt not vonr having used voui best endeavoiiis 
for the de-ti net ion of the enemy, and w<* lemaik with gieat plea mu c the 
ppnit-aud lesolution of j oui people both befoic and in the action. It is 
likewise very agiccablc to us that } ou.have sustained no gieatcr damage 
in so waim an encounter. 5 

In the same letter Government fuitlicr ob=civc: "We aie the moic 
desnous of your coming up, on account of the notice we Iia\e that the 
Maralhds arc in the neighbourhood with a stiong auny with which 
w'e judge they will make a push foi flic enliie l eduction of the 
Poituguesc tend ones when oui own will not be exempt fiomdangci. 
At least w r e shall be glad to be in the best condition for all 
events, as at pic'-ent we have few or no limopeans upon the island. 
Proceed instantly for Bombay, keeping the shoie so as to look into all 
poits and liaiboms for the enemy till you air; pari Suvavmluig when 
you should spicad at pi oper and convenient distances for the moie 
extensive look-out, yet keeping carefully within icacli of each other. 
On arriving off ouv hai born } oil may anchor immediately despatching 
to us a boat with notice, when we shall gi\ e you Luther outers 
whether to come m oi olhei wise as circumstances may lequiie." 

yVlule Anglia's aygic«oions foiced the Bombay Government to keep 
men and vessels icady against any attack fiom the south, swarms of 
Mai it tins were gathering lound what, icinamcd of the Poituguesc 
possessions in the North Konkan. The 13tli Oetoher (17:58) the 
Bombay Government warned Commodore Bagwell : The Maidthus aie 
augmenting their forces in all the places this way in order to piocccd 
vigoiously in their war against the Portuguese* 

In spite of the concern with which the}' viewed ruin gathoringiound 
Bassem the Bombay Government continued to l eject all Poituguesc 
proposals for joint action. On the 2<Jlh October 1738 m a letter 
to Pedro D'Mello the Governor thus upholds Ins decision : As you 
observe the lest oration of your dominions would lighten us of our 
picsent gieat expenses for the guaid of our islaud. it is in that 
prospect we boai these charges till w t c have a propci foice to enter upon 
action and cx'pol these faithless ncighbouis. Still 1 daie not hazard to 
mciease ourchaiges by a rash and abiupt declaration of war against these 
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people, not only without the oidei of my supeiiois, hut without a force 
to suppoit it anil 0.1113 it tin outfit with dignity and leputation. 
Neither, without such an .vp]»eaiancc of nieces® a 1 . 0111 pic^cnt condition 
does not affoid 11s the hopes of, can X de»tioy the lommeico of the 
inland which i* om only dependence, solely to pay von u compliment 
without Mjiuee to v on and highlv piejudicial to ourselves Tins 3011 
will 1 cadi I v grant wlicn I a^rne )ou that our dependencies ahi 0 id 
oblige me to employ our whole fleet nhio.nl, when 0111 foice left ashore 
is as 3 on mat’ be mfoimcd hut inconsiderable and just sullicient foi the 
guai d of the island against all attacks. I hate 10a son to believe the 
Honourable Company is concerting pinpei mo.isuiCi in Bin ope with the 
Clown of Poilugal upon tins e\ent. And as their dctc11111n.it ions must 
go\ cm mo, which I hope to luxe in May next, I can only till thou 
continue our defensive alliance which indeed is a point of nccr^ih m 
0111 pic=cnt eiicninslancct-, and which, without pie-unung to adiise von, 

I offer to join consideration. I dial! ncvei lo=c sight of the rlo-c union 
betwixt our two clown®, and 0111 common united lutcie-l 111 tlic-c pait®, 
which can licvci consist in mining oiiis without benefiting joins. 1 

The 18 th January 1739 the account obliges fm Bandia fiom 1 st 
August 1738 to 31 st rteccmbci following, amounting to Bs. 07 p 5 - 3 - 61 , 
translated into Poitugnc«e, aic laid before the Bonid, when the 
Pi c-idcnt takes notice that the Portuguese government liad not men 
cleaicd the nncars of the four piceedmg months fiom 1st Apul to 3 M 
Jul)' amounting to Rs 0 S 93 - 2 - 21 . 1 

Next day { 19 th Jammu 1739 ) the Piesidcnt communicates to the 
Boaul a letter lcccived fiom Kondaji Mitukm the commanding ntticei on 
the island of Sahcttc foi the Mai at has, the substance of which is to 
aeijuaiiit lum that Cluntnaji hiolhci to Bajuav has 1 educed Mu him, 
Kcllum (Kcl\a), and PJi.mu and was licnt 011 subduing the lcmamilei 
of the counliv. That this caily and frank advice was given us of 
Ins intention to attack Ycsav a anil Bandra, that w c might w ithdrow 
om Miccoms fiom the latlei place vvhoic they aic 111 gmri-cm and which 
they look on as then light and belonging to then donum, and even 
off eiing cm the reduction of B.'mdin if we arc jealous of a tronhlc-omc 
ncighbouihood, to agicc to its demolition. In case of our continuance m 
Bandra he save lie cannot answer for the consequences that may UMilt 
to the peaceable correspondence we have lullici to maintained with them. 

It is then icmaikcd that wcic there any dependence 01 faith to lm 
given to such an assurance ns of the demolition of Bandra it might he 
moic expedient to withdraw om succours rather than hara-d .1 rupture 
with the Maidtlias. On the ollici hand when it is roundel cd fiow much 
the Poituguc-o would be dispirited bv such a procedme and n*m«wh m- 
«,ih nliuidmung them in thc«~e conjitrcluic- : that they would never 
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resolution : That tlie due piesei ration o£ our owu frontier, our engage- 
ments mtli the Portuguese, and other indispensable 1 casons oblige us 
to maintain and continue our succouis to the fortification of Damira, 
which we judge may hold out against the MarittbAs unless they bung 
cannons against it. In such case the place being no longer tenable, 
that caie shall be taken to secure the ictreal of oui people an da xmne be 
sprung for its being lcndered unserviceable to tlie MarathJs. Of this the 
Piesident is deemed to advise tlie General of the North and at the same 
time of the indispensable necessity of dcmohslung the battery at the 
foot of the hill of Sonora de Monte on Sdlsolte which cntiioly commands 
tlie channel that gives passage into the Milhim river. 

Tlie President then acquaints the Board with the fiamc of his 
puiposed answer to Kond&ji Mdnkai, which is agieed to and is as 
follows : That he has lcccivcd lus letter and considered the matter 
with due attention ; that lie takes notice of his advices of Chuniu'ijPs 
progress in lus conquests and esteems Ins ingenuous declaration of lus 
intentions upon Ycsnva and Bandra Touching our withdrawing our 
succours from the latter place, which is the piincipal point of his lettci, 
we (tlie Piesident and Council) answer: That m the first place our 
engagements until the Portuguese nation oblige us to such ail assistance, 
and that it is an established maxim until the English to adhcic to all 
their ticaties and pacts with other go\emmcnts ; that besides it is the 
practice* of all nations to consult the security of then fronticis ; and 
that Bandra being confessedly necessary thereto, they could not take 
anuss the measuies we took to picsorvc it, so that if their nation persists 
in the design to attack it the foitunc of war must decide it; that if it 
appealed to them then 1 * interest to lcducc it, we thought it as much oms 
to maintain it. That for the 1 est they could not hut he convinced by 
the fiee tiade and open communication we had with their territories, of 
our peaceable disposition, and that our only views and desiics tended to 
the restoration of the public tiauquilhty in these parts, and the piescr- 
vation of oui own dominions lights and pimleges. 1 

The 27tli January 1739 the Pie-idcnt communicates to the Board 
that he had pioposed to the General of the Noith the demolition of 
BAndia and the batteries commanding the entianec into Mdlum liver 
confoimable to the resolutions m the Consultation of the 19tli. To this 
he had leceived for auswer that the General of the Noith did not 
conceive he had power to authorize or grant leave foi such a step but 
that he would forwaid copy of tlie pioposal to the Viceroy for his order 
-therein. 3 

The 27th January 1739 the Piesident laid before the Board the 
following letter from Martin D'Sylveira the Gencial of tlie North, 
dated Bassem 24th Januaiy 1739- I communicate to your Honour 
the advice I have leceived that, besides the large force tliey have got to 
cany on the siege and batteries at Tardpur, the onemy have with 
another body of tioops invested the fort of Vcsava in the same manner, 
against winch they have got cannon of eighteen pounders ; a cause of 
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not a little anxiety con sideling the ii'caknc*!* of its nulls Though 
mth i elation to the foi tihcations and battencs of Biindia I answcied 
,, *y nm Honoui J & pioposal of demolishing them that I could not come to 
'« Mich a lesolution without the expie=s older of the Yieeioy, I have 
pmcc detennmed fiom the trust I iepo c o m his pci son on pending to the 
foit of Bdndia the Captain Commandant John D J Souza Penas m the 
same station he was m bofoio, that with yoiu coneiuicnee lie may 
execute what may lie most convenient foi the pci vice of the King my 
master. So gicat is mu necostity and want of provision m this place, 
having found little m none m it when I took chaige of the government 
— of this piovmcc, that I dale nnt tiust the waling the letum of the 
giabs I haie pent to Daman m quest of a supply, aftci having diaiucd 
the island of Ivaianja, as the commandant of that, place acquaints me 
was done m the time of my picdcccssoi. As I instantly expect the 
enemy at Dongn (lull-foit foui miles south-west of Bassem) with the 
same intentions as they aic now bcfoic Yes am, I must apply to j oui 
Ilonoiu as Geneial foi his most peiene Majesty of Gieat Britain to 
assist me with five hundicd moiahs (murfds) of batty or as much as j on 
can spate This 1 will eithei lepay you in specie out of what I expect 
fiom Daman or m money at the puceyoni Ilonoui will aduseme, with 
the incident expenses, besides being eternally obliged to youi Ilonoui 
to it horn in such ca c c I «liall confess we owe oui pic-eivation. 

To tins lettci the Piesidont pioposed to pend the following answei 
To the Geneial of the Keith, Bombay Castle 27th Januaiy 1739 J 
have tins instant icccivod youi lettci ot the 21-th Januaiy, and at the 
pame tunc attended to the lopiescntation of Senoi John lYSouza Penas 
on youi paxt 1 ob'erve witli much concern aud anxiety the piogiess 
of these Mai lit lids whose pnueipal ann appeals to me no lc c s than the 
destruction of the European mteiost and dominion m these paits. As 
to what concerns the demolition of the battencs and foititieation of 
Bfludia I should not have ovci jnopo^ed such a step to you hut m the 
extieme necessity of pie^cnt coujunctiues. It is vciy agieeahle to me 
that yoiu npiaion concuis with nunc m ihismattci foi tlie common good 
of boih oui grn emments ConfoimaWe thcieto I have despatched oidcis 
foi the immediate demolition of the battencs, and as the foitifieation of 
Eandia aviII icquue Fomc days befoio the mines can be in enluc 
leadmcpsto take cflect, tlicic tliall be no eaie Avantmg to put that place 
out of dangei of falling into the hands of these people 

In ansivei to yoiu uigeni lequcst foi a loan of batty I apsme you 
until gieat tiuth that oui island is entncly out of capacity to furnish 
any quantity being it®clf m imminent danger of scaieity. We expect 
to piocme a little fiom Suiat and Scmdy. Ilnw-CA’Ci e\en lb.it 
we cannot depend upon. Keilhei fiom Mangaloi noi the Msnutlin 
conntucs do avc find it possible to get tlie least quantity, tlnongb ihc 
ngoions piolnbition of such expoits fiom thence With all this not 
many daA r s ago we iclicvcd the stiaits of om factoiy at Telhelieriy at 
tlie hazard of disfuinislung our own ‘elves Avilli the quantity of neai 
tlnee bundled bales, po that aa'C aie now m extiemo ncucpsity oui selves, 
consideiing the numbci of people tliat it lies upon us to maintain mul 
the stoie of gram it requnes Some days past I gai*e poi mission for 
expoitmg a convenient quantity of Avheat to Ba'-som, and if any moie 
can be piocuied and spaicd, I pliall not fail of accommodating you w llli 
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all m my power. I have explained all lhe B c circumstances with the 
greater particularity that you may not have any umbrage or doubt left 
of my being extremely sensible to the urgent necessities of your 
government aild inclined to assist and succour you with all that is in 
power and dependence, being well assm-cd that these Marrithas finishing * 
until yon, or pci haps before, will sooner or later proceed to the execution 
of then ill designs against our tcmtoiics. 1 

The same day (27th January 1739) the President acquaints the Board 
that they arc summoned purposely to deliberate on the most expedient 
measures to lie taken on the occasion of the above letter he has received since 
morning fiom the General of the Noilh and brought by the Portuguese 
commandant of the Island of Salsottc John dcSouza Penns, who is sent 
by the Geneial to represent m tlic strongest manner their deplorable 
circumstances. That they expect Basscm and Dotign will be soon 
attacked by the Maralhds. That in Bassoin, tluough the neglect of the 
preceding General, they are barely victualled for fifteen days and that they 
therefore beseech us as friends and allies to succour them with a quantity 
of batty. That with regard to Bdndra and the batteries at the foot of 
Nossa Sonora de Monte, the urgency of ciicu instances obliges him to 
retract Ins answer as before mentioned m the consultation of Ibis day 
and not only gives the President liis consent for their being razed, but 
outers John de Souza Pctras may second and see to the execution. 
That the fort of Vcsava gives him great apprehensions, the Mar at lids 
lmmg brought eighteen-poundeis to halter it, u Inch lie is of opinion 
the walls will not hold out againot. The President observes that with 
regai d to -the razing those luttenes and demolishing the foilifieations 
of Jlandia, it is of the utmost nnportauce to Bombay tliat we lay 
hold of the permission and lose no time in the execution. ‘ Upon which 
the President is desned to issue orders immediately to tlie Engineer to 
<=et to woilc, fust with the batleucs abovcmcntioncd, and that the piahm 
and other vessels he stationed at a proper distance to cover the men 
employed m razing them Also tliat the mines to blow up the 
fortifications at Bandra ho likewise prepared with all expedition care 
being taken to secure the retreat of the garnson. In older to lessen 
the debt of the Portuguese government incurred on the assistance 
given that place with men and store? : Agreed that we receive what 
remains of the latter back at the same price their account stands cbaro-crl 
with which m then present desperate circumstances we -judge the most 
expedient means to reduce the debt. 


The request of the General of the Noitli for a loan of batty falling 
next under consideration ■ Agreed it is no time now to make reflections 
oil the imprevidonee of tliat government, or the returns we have hitherto

About tivo months latei, 25th Match 1739, the Diaiy contains the 
following cnt-iy The B.indrA. fortifications aie blown up, with the 
consent of all parties, oius, the Poitugue c e, and Mainllias, which last 
had often picsscd the lhesident by lettoib aud messages to have it 
effected 3 

On the 1th Febiuary 1739 a consultation was held at which the 
Piesident acquaints the Boaid. that the meeting is to considei the best 
and safest mcasuies to be taken on the intelligence lie has lately lcocivcd * 
that the Maisithas would be on Sakette tins day or to-monow with an 
additional foicc of that y thousand men , that he is cicdibly informed 
a number of boats aie getting m icadiness foi some expedition both at 
Arndla, Thana, and otlici places belonging at piesont to the Manithas ; 
and that they give it nut publicly and confidently that their design is 
against the island of Bombay The Pi evident lomniks that whether 
this force and piepaiations aie ically directed against this island oi not, 
and howcvei weak we aie in the absence of our fleet, it behoves us m 
all lespects to put ouitelves m the host postuic of defence we aie able, 
cither to pievcnt oi dctei any attempts of the people to get upon the 
island. To this the Boaid unanimously agreeing the following oidcis 
and dispositions aie lcsolvcd The Company liming no vessel at 
pie-ent in poit piopei for the prnposc of defending to the scawaid the 
Bieach and Backluy, the Piesident makes a tender of tlnee vc ec cl= — 
the Sucres.?, the Anns giab actuallj under despatch for Pcisja, and the 
Robot foi Saint— to be employed in this semcc, with condition only 
of a icasonabic dcnvuriage and allowance for damages m case of accident. 
These aie aecoidingly accepted and they are oideicd to be stationed off 
M.ilnm and strengthened with such a foicc as we can raise That for 
the defence of om passes in the nvei, two luggage boats, the Honmuablc 
Company’s balloon and launch and M.inekjfs boat with twelve IVarli 
fishing boats he foi thwitb equipped, fitted, and distnbuted m piopei 
places. That the militia be oidercd on f-tnet duty and that fifty 
Bhandaris be added to the guaid alieady at the Bieach and fifty moie 
at the exliemity of Malabar Hill. Resolved likewise that as entcied 
hoicaftci a lettoi be sent oxpiess to Commodore Bagwell to hasten Ins 
coming up with the fleet which the Pi cadent acquaints the Boaid, by 
advices received tins morning in Feven days fiom Goa, was seen impoil- 
in f r there by a tmdal of a boat ainved licic m the lime abovcmcntioned. 
Oidcied tliat one month's piovisions be supplied the ont-forts as usual, 
besides tiro montlus' for lOieive as stoies. not to lie used bnt m ea^e of a 
tiege oi otbei necessity 1 

The lettei to Commodore Bagwell inns : Having ccitam intelligence 
that the Maistthas wall be on the island of Sakette cither to-day or 
to-monow with a body of tlnity thousand men with a design to make a 
descent on this island, yon aie hcieby diicetcd to make the best of your

way hither with the squadron under your command. But should the 
expected mercliaut slnps fiom Tellicheiry be under your convoy, you 
with another croizer aie to take care of them and des])atch all the 
others hither without loss of time. 1 

It is agieed to despatch a boat express to Tellicheny, with a letter 
to the Clnef and Faclois there, advising 1 them of our necessities in 
point of giam, with direction that in case of having cnteied upon any 
tieaty 01 composition with the Karnatalc Rdja, so that the export of 
Mangalor nee is no longer prolubited by them, they then conti act for 
twelve thousand lobins of nee on the best terms they are able, 
1 chiming the boat as soon as may be, with advice of what conveyances 
they can possibly piocuie to send up the quantity contracted foi, that 
we may judge what tonnage will be necessary to speed to them f 1 om 
hence. But that if the misundei standing still continues to such a 
degree as to lender the expoit of rice fiom Mangalor impracticable, 
that they then in consideration of the urgent necessities of this 
Picsidency set on foot such an accommodation as may open the way to 
the relief of our straits, yet without hazaidmg or endangering the 
pepper trade, the safety of winch they aie to prefer to any other 
consideration, and finally if they can fall upon any otliei way 01 
expedient to supply us we would have them spare no endeavouis towaids 
it as a most acceptable service to this Presidency'. 2 

The 1 0th February' 1739 the President acquaintsthe Boaid that last 
night he leccived advice that the Poituguose had abandoned the fort of 
Vesava, and that on the Portuguese letieat to Bassem the Marathas 
were actually' m possession of that place. Also that the siege of Bassein 
was moic vigoinusly pressed than ever by a vciy eonsideiable part of 
the Maid/tha army', so as to be in imminent danger. 3 

The 1 1th February 1739 the President lay's before the Boaid a letter 
fiom the Yiceioy of Goa, dated the 3id Febiuary 1739, advising that 
the Marathas are masters of the island of Sdlsette adjoining to Goa. 
Sdlsctte is so destitute of men, being chained by succours sent up to 
the North, that he appiehends it will be with the utmost difficulty 
they' will be able to defend Goa itself should the Mardthds attack it 
vigorously, especially' as TChcm Sfivant and the Suuda Rdja had 
through fear oi oiliei means declared against them, and joined the 
Maratha party. He lequests m the most piessmg terms our assisting 
them with men and ammunition with all expedition, lest the succoui 
should come too late. Adding that their pio&ervation or destruction 
will depend gieatly on our lc&olutiou with regard to them on this 
occasion.* 

To the afoicsaid Viceroy of Goa's lettei the Bombay' Governor 
and Piccident sent a reply to the following effect : That the Pic«ident 
lias leceivcd His Excellency^ letter and is extiemoly concerned at the 
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« wtuatioa lie is in That this Picudeucy noiv sui rounded with the 
same enemies has absolutely no men to spaie fiom the defence of the 
island itself, so that he daic nob tend out the fleet even upon the occa- 
sions of the Piesidcucy foi feai of being too weak m its absence That 
we might strain so far as to spaie a few warlike stoics, but that we 
have no conveyance to send them • That he desnes Ills Excellency to 
considci oiu o.vn situation, and to believe, as it is leallv tiue, that* we 
want not inclination but abilities to assist lum m tins piesent disttess 1 * 3 

The 20lli Febituuy the Gcneial of the North takes notice of the 
opposition complained of by the Pic-ident fiom the Supenoi of the 
Jesuits at Bindra against blo.vmg up tbeir college Hus he docs not 
know bo>v to answei as he cannot nndei stand ho.v the college can 
subsist when the bastions aie blown up s 

The same day (20tli Fobiuaiy 1739) the Piot-idcnt communicates to the 
Boaid two lettcis fiom John de Souza Feans Commandant of Salsette 
lemonstratiug against the obsti notion he meets with fiom the Superior 
of Brindra m completing the works foi the entire demolition of that 
place and threatening him with the worst consequences if he goes on 
with the de-tmction The Piesident had befoic leceivod a piotest 
against the same fiom the Supeiior Upon tlu« it is lemaik- 
ed tint the power and influence of the society is so great that this 
Commandant daics not execute the oideis given lum by the General of 
the North; and that to leave the college standing may be of great 
dibseiwce to tins island, affmding the Marithis a convenient retreat oi 
place of awns whence they mav gieitlv incommode us That theicf ore 
since it is foi the evident benefit of both nations to destioy the place 
entnely, if we cannot piocuicthcn consent, an expedient be tued to bung 
tlic Padres to icasou by refusing them the piotcction of tins Govern- 
ment for tbeir peisons and effects, which they may keep at tbeir college 
and defend against the jSlaidth is ; oi if they abandon the college may 
leave us at libei fcy to pursue oui measuies foi the safety of oui fiontiei, 
without engaging us m a conti oveisv with the Portuguese Government 
The Sccietaiy is oidered toiepau- to BAndra to enfoice and explain 
oui sentiments of the Padres’ conduct, as well as to excite Johnd’Souza 
Fen a«- to the full peifunuance of his oideis 1 

The 5th Maich 1739 the Piesident communicates to the Board a 
pioposal made him by sundiy inhabitants of the island of Ivaianja to 
take possession of and hold the same foi the Honourable Company. 
Tins pi oposal being now; taken into consideration, it is obsci vod fust that 
this tendoi comes fiom only a few pnvate people without authority oi 
powcis sufficient to tieat of oi conclude such a mattei, winch thciefoic 
is no foundation to piocccd upon Admitting that the necessity to be 
mged fiom the situation and convcmency of that island togethei with 
its suncndor fiom the Portuguese to an enemy, which must inevitably

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( happen, gives us a right to seme it for ourselves, we apprehend the 
attempt in our piesent circumstances is no vise prudent 01 lit to risk 
for the following reasons : It would requite the raising at least twelve 
or fifteen hundred men to dislodge the troops now on Kaianja with 
Manaji m peison. And though it is probable, unless opposed by the 
Maidtbjs, we might cany the attack tlnough with success, yet as a 
sufficient foice could not be got together without disarming our passes, 
and that the Piesident has certain" intelligence of a laige number of 
Marilth'is assembled at Marol (about eight miles north-east of Bandra) 
apparently with no good mLention, such a step might and probably 
would be attended with bad consequences to oui island, as it is jeasonablc 
to expect the Maratlns would attack our passes when they found them 
unguaided. Nor would our soizuie 01 talcing of Karanja be attended 
with any secnie maintenance For so long as the Maiuthas continue 
m the neighbourhood, the chaiges must exceed the levenue winch w e 
me sure our Honourable Masters would he little inclined to support. 
The fort itself at Kaianja is in its piesent condition entirely untenable, 
being a large luraous foitilication- commanded by a neighbouring 
eminence A new fort would be nccessaiy for the picscrvation of llie 
place and the Mar&tli&s would not fail of attacking it, as they consider 
lvaranja part of the Poituguc < -e domain, and even now avow that 
Manaji Anglia has taken possession of it for them. In winch case it 
would icquilc at least twelve hundied men with competent ammunition 
and stores to garrison it with any hopes of holding out. Especially 
since the Agns or salt labourers, who made a body from seven to 
eight hundied men well armed and chiefly dei>cndcd upon for the 
defence of the place, aie gone over to the enemy and were indeed the 
means of lus introduction. All winch consideied, though we cannot 
but be sensible of the great inconvenience to Bombay of tins new 
ncighboui, it is agreed that we foibear any attempt of tins soit that 
may either endanger the safety of our own island or involve us in 
increased charges 1 


Hope of help from Bombay failiug, a few days later (12th Much) 
Karanja suncndered to Manaji, the garrison being permitted to depart 
with their baggage. Captain Inchbnd retaining from Kaianja 
repoi ted that agreeably to the orders given him for destroying Mdndji's 
galivats,the bomb ketch and Triumph weie stationed at the nor tlim ost 
point of the island and himself with the Defiance and all our large 
galivats to the soulbwaid, and that they had the good fortune to bung 
away eight fighting galivats and thirteen fishing boats, setting fire to 
one othci galxvat which they could not got off. The vessels were ordered 
hack to their station at the passes, except the Bi itannia and Caiolina 
who are to continue m Pen river to prevent any of Mantes boats 
passing.- J 


The 16th April 1739 the President (Honourable Stephen Law) offer 
to the considciation of the Board the necessity of agreeing and fixing upo] 
some mcasuies to be observed with oui new neighbours the Mard thfa 
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Sundij' paragraphs of oui lion Masteis* letteis concerning oui 
conduct with the couiitiy goiemracnts being icad and considered, the 
Pi evident lcmaikh that thou whole tcnoui recommends and enjoins oin 
cultnating a friendly conc'-pondeuce with thc=e people, avoiding all 
jnst occasions of luptmc or enmity, to winch aceoidmgly it becomes 
oui duty to confonn To tins end, he observes, it is not sufficient to 
piofess a neutrality" in voids, while the ilaiuthis have the coni 1.113 to 
lepioacli us with in actions such as finni^lung the Poi tuguc-e with 
waihkc stoics and ammumtion, wlnlo we continue to piolubit the 
export of lead lion and othet commodities to then country, which they 
cannot hut ie=ent as unfriendly tioatment That theioioie it maj" he 
expedient to ti}' what efteet a cautious and w r ell managed compliance 
ma}' have in such articles as they may lequuc of us, and which if tlicv 
cannot obtain immediately fiom hence, tlio\ r can aluaj'b come at (though 
perliaps at a gi cater expense) l»y anothci channel, the commcicc foi 
them being ficc to the noilhwaid So that tins condescension of outs 
may, without* anj' picjudiec to the public good 01 safety, m some 
measuic conespond with the oideisof oui lion Mastcis, and serve 
to lemove any occasion of complaint fiom the above piohibilion Upon 
this it is agieed that, the Pi evident do, on anv such application fiom 
the Mardtlias, disci ctionall}' fuinrJi them with the ai tides the)-- may 
lcquiic and m the quantity he may judge comcmcnt. 1 * * 

The same day ( 16 th April 1739 ) the Pi evident communicates to the 
Board the pleasing instances he ha* icceived m two lelteis fiom the 
Yiccioj 7 of Goa to assist Bayern and Cliaul (at least Jlas-'ein) with 
money and munitions of war He specially notices one lcttei fiom 
Caftan d J Souza demanding m the name of his PoituguesC Majesty" a 
loan of Rs 1,00,000 and so very laige a supply of militniy stoics, as 
in its prc c ent situation this place could not possibK" affoid w llhout e\ ident 
dangcL aud imprudence Tlie said demands being taken into consi- 
dciation — It is unammousty" agieed that ivc have not autlioutv sufficient 
fiom our Hon Mastcis to liazaid any loan but at the nsk of om own 
foi tunes, a® ma)" be evident fiom the stuet tenour of then oideis. 
That w T e will lOadilj" affoid them wliatevci stoie* we can spaic fiom 
tlio demaud of oni own gamsons, and thc3" can pay or give sufficient 
security' foi The Piesident is accouhnglj 7 desned to explain to the 
Commandant of the Noith tlio lestuction the constitution of oui 
government laj's us under, and the icadmcss w"C are in to furnish what- 
ever assistance to them we can without disobedience to om Superior, 
01 endangering the safety 7 of oui own island, control j' to the tiust 
loposed m us, being otherwise justly sensible of then distress and 
willing to assist, and leheve them. 1 

Next day ( 17 th Apiil 1739 ) the Pi evident acquaints the Boaid that lie 
has summoned tlus meeting expiessly to lay before them the lcpcated 
application fiom the Portuguese foi some assistance of money and 
stoics, being reduced to the utmost extiemitics and mimmmenl daugci 
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of losing Basscin llicir capital city in the north, without our immediate 
compliance with their demand, and to desire then* opinion whether and 
how far this extraordinary emoigcney may justify us to our lion. 
Mastcis, should we venture onaffoiding them a small supply to prevent 
the instant loss of that town. 

The President goes on to remark that howevci diicet or positive 
their outers may ho against on any pietcxt whatever hazarding any part 
of their estate m foicign loans, yet m the picscnt conjiinctnics some 
expedient appeals unavoidably necessary for the assistance of the 
Portuguese. 

That since the MnWHhits have hithcito given ns no oppoilunity of 
making any ovcituiesfoi settling a peace 01 fncndly correspondence with 
their government, and seeing that, on their reduction of lla^cin, w c have 
just leasons to apprehend they may give ns trouble, the pic-civatum of 
Passem appears to he gicatlv for the mteiest and safety of this island. 
If Bassem should at once bo forced to smrendcr for want of a small and 
seasonable relief, besides the rcpioach we might give room for m dealing 
too liaidty with a nation so strictly allied to oms in Europe, the troops 
of these' Mardthis are too near oui island 110 L to justify our cntciing 
upon some measures to pi event their designs or at the least to gam time, 
by enabling the Portuguese to suppoit them sell es till the lams set m, 
when the enemy will not he able to continue in tlicii ticnehes before the 
town. Even bcfoic the lams a favomahle ensis may p lwbly ensue, 
and citlier the Maidthas ho called off by the approach of Shaw Nikki's 
troops or on the success of an embassy sent fiom Goa to the Shiilni 
Raja he obliged to give over their siege. 

On all considerations it is unanimously agreed that the tmst 
reposed in us of consulting above everything the interest of our Hon. 
"Mastcis in the seeunty and preservation of this place, requires our 
vontuiing a loan on tins occasion even at the hazard of our own piivatc 
fortunes, in ease of the same being disavowed bv our Employers. It is 
accordingly resolved that a sum not exceeding Rs. 15,000 he advanced 
the Poitugucsc, talcing such seeunty as may be got for repayment of 
the same, on the Hon. Company's account ; and the Picsidcnt is 
desiicd to signify to the Portuguese Commandant that this is done by 
way of private contribution, and not in contradiction to the lefusal w'c 
weie limited to m our public capacities. 1 

■ The 1st May 1739 the Hon Stephen Law Esq., Picsidcnt and 
Governor of Bombay, laid before the Board llie following lcttci from 
Caitan cV Souza Peicira Commandant of the North, dated Bassciu Pie 
2-1 th Apiil 1739: I leccived your Excellency's letter of the ]6th 
A pul lcgaidiug the loan of Its. ],00,000 as likewise some assist- 
ance of ammunition, m Pie consteination and extremities to which 
this place is reduced. Upon which matter your Excellency is pleased to 
wiite tiiat such assistance does alwolntely not depend on you to give, not- 
withstanding your fiiendly disposition to favour and assist our nation. 
These expressions I hold for true end sincere knowing the particular 
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icgaid j'ou have always shown to it But seeing tin*! place alisolutely 
cannot pieseive itself without fuccoui fiom abioad, anil that lean 
obtain succour nowlieie but fiom yom Excellency, as well hv leason of 
the mutual union betwixt oui two nations, as of the interest yom i-l.mil 
lias in oui pie=ci ration considenng tlie gieat and dangeious conse- 
quences that maj r lcsult fiom oui mm, I must again linpoitnnc 3 oui 
Excellency m the hopes that j’oui gcnciosit}' and good disposition will 
he against the losing this place and the capital of this piovmco, whilst it 
lies so neai a nation wluch m Eui ope maintains a stud friendship with 
us, and who do not want £01 means to prevent a nun d such 
importance. 

Your Excellency is not nnappiiscil that in jour island thncaic 
several vassals of this state who have taken lcfagc tliithcr fiom >-c\oral 
paits with effects to a considerable amount and liave lcsided tintlei 
yom Government with what they bad thus bioughtaway, though Hie 
gieatest pait of it did not belong to them. Upon winch mattei, the 
senate of this city lias been convened with the Pi elates of our lehginus 
oidcis and pinate jigimohs Yoiu Excellency's lettei was laid lief 01c 
them with pi oof of tlie want of ncce«aiics to defend the place Upon 
which it was unammonslj' agiced that lecomte should lie had to the e c 
lefugces, and tliat cxtiaoidmai}* and even foiciblc meins should he 
med with them That, m the meantime, while tlic-.c effects aio 
thus withheld by poisons taking lefugo undei other juii'diclmns, 
applications should be made to those government-., with lequcd «f 
then favoui and assistance in raising a loin to tlie 101 al tieasmy 
By cop3* enclosed of an Act of Council m the said senate, your 
Excellence’ will «co it is agiecable to oui lights and laws tint vassals 
shall be obliged to furnish assistance to then king, and that Ins otliccvs 
have lawful authonty to oblige them to help. 

I am coitamly mfoimcd that on 3'nui island the pci sons named in 
the aecompmMng list hold considerable effects, of which they ate 
subject to icndoi account as well because the effects do not belong to 
them as by icason of their vassalage As this benefit to us cannot lie 
obtained without yom Excellency's favoui and pioteclion in tenoning 
to that effect knowing 30m paiticnlai desue to assist and fa\ oui nui 
nation, I lcque-t that 30111 Excellency will lie pleased to permit or gue 
leave foi seaulimg the hou«es of the poisons named m the paid list 
giung oidci foi all assistance and favour t n the ofllceis X pend on ibis 
cmptovmont Oi that oui end 111.13' be obtained with moic ease! as 
well as with Ic.-s nm-o, that jour Excellency will lie pleased to Knd 
for them befoio 3011, and order them to gne a faithful account of 
what thc3' ha\e in then posKpe«inn, that oh dwr o\ ci 3' *.f the amount 
which must not be inconsiderable, it may Ixi mod as a pledge foi 
pa3Tncnt of the ammunitions which the place is in want of, and ninth 
3’oui Excellenci" tells me aio icarlj- on our p.n’ing the value or giung 
c ecnnt3’ foi it. 

In this cit}’ on om using cxtraoidmaiy meaMiips, in aiitue of the 
aboiementioncd Act of Council, we Ini e tb'covcicil a Fmall p'ii cel of 
]ilate, which I likewise am detci mined to apph to the jm nient for 
ammunitions and wai like stoics that 30m Excellency m.13 grant me 
But as the plate belongs to the (lmiihe?, and tint ’a eonsideulili* lo* .

if the Company would allow Mich a benefit to our slate, as the taking* 
it in pawn foi a debt lo the amount of its inlunsic value without 
intcic-t ; or whether it is necessary that it should bo sold, that I may 
i emit it weighed with exactness ; tiustmg* that your Excellency Mill in 
this matter as m all olheis act for the best in favour of the urgent 
necessities tins place is at picsent leducod to. 

Euitliei, in ease all this is not sufficient to engage ail assistance 
m our piescnt extreme distress, in older that the Company may have 
seeiuity for monies advanced to this place, I offer your Excellency some 
pieces of Inass ordnance either m payment or pawn for the debt 
' Having Hus consideiation that it is most becoming my nation that, 
it should he known to the woild how for the pre&ei ration of then* 
King’s city it was stripped of its ailillcry (the pnneipal instalments of 
its defence) whilst they put then trust moie m their peisonal valour, 
in their constant fidelity and zeal, tlian in the extiaordmaiy Coice 
oi* hardness of metal So that if your Excellency will please to accept, 
of this pledge, on advice fiom your Excellency, I will send the pieces 
of ordnance tliaL may ho neccssaiy to pay the debt inclined. If 
to all the-e proposed measures your Excellency ni your Council shall 
object as inconvenient, I have no otheis nor any leenurso besides 
for- the preservation of this place. Considenng the reasons above 
declared, and the fatal nun we must otherwise undeigo, I hope that 
your Excellency, for the service of Ills Most Seicne Majesty of 
Voitngal, at least will consent to succour us with some ammunition to 
enable us to persist m the defence of tlus place And for the payment 
or this advance Ills Majesty will he bound by Ins agent and all bis 
\ assals, as T have wrote youi Excellency m my last letter, if they ha\o 
not lost all eicdit and leputation with your nation, which tliev aic so 
careful to piocive. 


By reason of the great w*ant of jieoplo for the defence and pci vice of 
this place, through the dispersion of a number of our vassals m diffcient 
p.uts, I came to a resolution of publishing a proclamation lccalbiio* 
them all with then* effects within the tenn of fifteen days, under 
penalties m case of contiavention. And as several persons have ic- 
pi'Osontcd to mo their apprehension of trouble m obeying- tlus older for 
leai of their creditors, considering it as my duty to consult m these 
conjunctures what may bo most useful to the King's service, I have 
oideied auothei proclamation to he published, of indemnity in such 
cases as your Excellency may see by copies enclosed of said pioclama- 
tions. that these pioclamations may meet with due observance 
J roipiost of your Excellency free leave for all the vassals of this stale 
t0 i l in , io V ns l lljce '"thoufc impediment or molestation to then persons 
and effects that they may hung with them. Also that these proclaims, - 
lions may lie published ou your island to remove any pietext of ignorance 
considering the great advantage may acciue fiom tins expedient to the 
Iviug s service and towaids the preservation of the place, the enemy’s 
approaches to which and method of attack may appear moie cleaily to 
youi Excellency by your officer's delineation and leporl which are now- 
sent for vom Excellency's observation. 

At the same meeting tins second letter of the same date (2J-th Amill 
Wa - aho lead As the v^ds winch I have lieie are soon to pi owed 
r 1133 — 27 - 
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If (Jon, and I know not when those I liare sent to Daman may arrive 
1 request youi Excellency to’ do mo the lionoiu to send toth^Bai

hei the small stock we have discovcied to he applied to payment for 
ammunitions as 1 lia\ c bcfoic mote to yom Excellency. Our want 
of ammunition is so in gent and the season is so fai advanced youi 
Excellency well knows how ncccssaiy it is I should make the best uce of 
the little time I luivc left. In the hope the ammunition may he leadj" to 
come w ithout delay I have given instructions to the Captain Commandant 
John d* Souza Feiras to adjust this mattei with yom Excellency, and 
at the same lime to icquest yom Excellency to send us such bneldayois 
and eaipenieis as belong to our jnusdicbon, and aie now upon youi' 
inland Our want of them for the service of this place is gicat, as well 
as om need of clmuatn for w Inch wc must depend upon youi Excellency’s 
fnendly disposition , 1 

Aftoi duo consideration of those two lettcis we come to the 
following icsnluiions That w o will accept of the pledge tcndcicdm 
plate oi wi ought mIvci, and will ad\anee the amount of its mtnnsic 
value ledccmahlu within the teim of one 3 cai witliout inteicst That 
wluteioi brass guns aic not absolutely neecssaiy to the defence of the 
place, w e shall he the moie willing to accept on tlic like terms, as wc 
me not without gieat appichensions of the place falling soon mto the 
Maiilth is’ hands, when the cannon found theie will piopoifaonnhly 
ctienglhcn and enable the Marathas to cany on any fmthei designs 
they may have. That wc cannot admit of the pioclamation rcfenecl 
to m the said lettcis being affixed or othciwise published in the 
mannci the Commandant deques, as such a practice is lepugnanl to 
the fnims and aullionty of our own Go\ eminent Much less can we 
suffci oi connive at auy compuEivo mcasmes to he used with then 
subjects that have taken lofugc hcic, it being inconsistent with the 
liberty and puvilegcs granted to all who take piolcction undei this 
Government, though wc shall gladly give all encouragement in om 
powci to piomoto all voluntaiy contubutions and assistance to them 
in then pic=ent di«-tiess. That we will send them whatevci stmes 
foi the defence of Bas-cin wc can spaie without uufurni'Jnug this place. 
That any biicklaycis oi caipenters they may piocme line to go

Debating what pnee to fix on the stoics to lie Fpaicd them fmm 
tliis Pie'-idency, it is obseived by tlie Piesident that as the spaung 
these stoics m oidoi to Favc oi at least enable the city of Ba«em 
to hold out some time longei, is neither a point of pioiit oi favoui 
(consulting as we do m it chiefly oui own safely and interact) wo 
ought m tins ease to omit tlic chaiging of the twenty per cent 
advance, usual on stoics sold to any but the Honourable Company's 
eoivants, by which i emission the Portuguese will gam a faith mtho 
quantity to be fnrm , -ked them, and considoi tlic same as a ical and 
time] j' obligation, To this the Boaid coneuis and agiees 2 
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Six days later (7th May 1730) the President acquaints the Board that 
yesterday he received the melancholy news that on the 5th instant the 
capitulations had been signed for the sunender on the LAh ol the city 
of Bayern to CJumnaji the Maid l ha general. The cause of sunender was 
the success of the twelve oi thirteen mines the Maidthas spiung on the 
cui tarns and bastions. The place is so sui rounded with watei that only 
thice of the eleven bastions were subject to be attacked. Still the mines 
made such bleaches m two of the tlu ce as rendcied the storming iciy 
practicable This the Mardthas attempted with the utmost fuiy and reso- 
lution Several times lepulscd they as often letumcd to the attack, and at 
length gained lodgments on the bastions. The Portuguese weaned and 
haiasscd with so warm an action lasting over two days, having scvcial 
of their officers and many people killed, and their ammunition ueai 
exhausted, observing the place was no longer tenable against such 
numbers, hoisted a white flag and sent one of their officers to tieal of a 
surrender. Chimndji allowed them the space of a week to evacuate the 
town on the very lionomablc conditions noted below . . 

The Consultation continues : The Commandant of the Noilli having 
made application to the President for assistance fiom this Government 
of boats and vessels to bung away the inhabitants and their effects 
accoidnig to the terms of the capitulations, orders have been gi\ on 
immediately to picpaie what number of boats could be piociued, to he 
sent to Bassein to assist them in this disticssful conjunctuic. The 
Prince of Wales and thice galivats wcic appointed to convoy them 
safe fiom any attempts on the sea Resolved likewise, as the Command- 
ant of the North is obliged to seek harbour heic with his people till 
the rainy season is over, that the most honouiablc leception he 
given him, and a lodging he prepaied for him suitable to his station 
■with such accommodation as can ho got for lodging lus people. This 
treatment we think due to a nation in f liendship with ouis, especially m 
their present distiesscd deplorable condition. We hope the circum- 
stances will appear in that light to our lionomablc Masters. 1 

The following were the conditions of surrender : 

1. The said Chirandji Appa shall permit fice passage out of the 
town to all the troops as well regular as auxilianes, with their arms in 
order, drums beating and colours flymg, also with four pieces of cannon 
and two mortars. 

2. He shall likewise giant free passage out to all the noble families 
that ‘arc now' in the town, with all their moveables and effects, as also 
to all the Cluistians Gentus and Moois who do not choose to remain 
in the place, and that with all their goods and effects.

The tenus of capitulation A\ r cre honourably earned out on both sides. 
On the 33th May 1739 the King Gem go and tluce gn.hva.ts aimed 
fiom Eastern Bai, biingmg several boats and Iavo giabs under their 
‘convoy, with the gamson and inhabitants of Bassem and their e Heels, 
logethei with Caitan d' Souza Commandant m the Noilh and Governor 
of 33assem . 2 

Two days later (loth May 1739) the Board agiecd that, as Bassem 
is reduced, it null be highly pi oper to send a letter of compliment to 
Clumn dji Appa ivith a small piesentiu the eastern manner, to consist of

have you take proper notice of my fnendly disposition in gratify- 
ing this their paiticulai lequcsfc of my sending you You aic by 
cxpciience so -well veised in the natuie, customs, and manners of 
the Gcntu governments lound us that I need add no instructions 
on those heads. As to the most matenal points which you may 
w r ant authority or directions to pioposc, or answer, and foi your 

S cneial guidance m the management of your conferences with 
lajirdv, Chimnaji, or those authonzed to treat with you on Ins or 
then parts, you will find them contained m the following articles 

(1) If the Marathds are dcsiious sincerely to improve a good 
understanding, so we aie the same. 

(2) Wo will not suffer the Portuguese to attack- the ilaiathas 
fiomanypait of this island; therefore it will he needless for 
the Marathds to erect any w T oik near the passes, as such .can be 
of no other use than to cause us jealousy They must be sensible 
ivc have no sort of intention to violato the friendship wiiich we 
openly profess a desiio of maintaining 

(0) That as the real end of our holding Bombay is to circulate 
a fieo tiade iound us, so we wish to have some favour showed 
us m the duties of the nveis, which will encouiagc the .resort 
of meichants, and piove thereby of more utility to the Maidthds 
than can arise to them by heavy impositions. 

(1) That we on oui parts are dcsiious of fixing on some tcims 
of agreement tending to encourage the inhabitants on each side, 
and if any manufactures of goods proper foi us he set about in 
the places subject to the Mai.ithds we shall willingly be pur- 
chaser tlieieof, piovided wc can he furnished on leasonable 
conditions. 
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(5) That our force now maintained as well hy land as sea is 
, merely intended for our preservation. And, therefore, on having 
_ a suitable sccuiity of a friendty disposition on the part of the 
** Mardthds we shall in no wise molest.their navigation. Contrary- - 
' wise we shall afford a becoming assistance to them therein, to 
which end the waters loading to their rivets will be kept free 
Since Angna under a borrowed name may attempt passing Mdhim 
river, and aim to injure us thereby', wo hope no other vessel 
than those employed in trade will pass that way, as vessels of 
war may easily enter between this island and Karanja. 

(G) That such persons as have fled hither fiom the Mardthn 
' countries have now leave, and shall hereafter be permitted to 
return. 

(7) That as Chimnaji may surmise wo have attempted by 
our messenger to his master to establish matters on a footing in 
prejudice of him (Chimnaji), I now commit to you copy of my 
letter sent from lienee. 

(S) Should, as TBhiku Sinay has hinted, any demands be made 
for loans of money, you may say that although we might in 
times past favour the Sidis therein, yet we have been since 
ordered so peremptorily by the Company to avoid such a 
practice as puts it out of our power to comply therewith. 

(9) Should tribute be demandod you may reply that, as 
Chimnaji well knows, the trade of our island lias been so 
reduced by the bordering troubles, and the heavy expense in 
supporting it with provisions brought from distant countries 
(when denied hy the Maidbliits), tlidt we are unable to pay tribute. 

(10) If we are accused of assisting the Sidis and Portuguese 
in prejudice of the Mardthds, you may reply that what we did 
then was on a supposal that the destruction of either by the 
Mardthds might tend to injure us. But on a farther knowledge 
that the Mardthds consider the welfare of their dominions, wo 
have for some time observed a becoming neutrality. 

(11) If we should bo required to assist iu reducing Mdnnji 
Sambhdji and the Sidis, you maj' reply that Mdndji being at 
present on good terms with us, wc cannot justify the entering 
into any measures against him , nor would it become us to molest 
the Sidis, as they are the immediate subjects of the Moghal, 
through whom wc enjoy at our several settlements very advan- 
tageous privileges. But Sambliaji, whilst he continues an enemy 
to us, will ho annoyed as much as possible by the fleet wo have 
for long been obliged to maintain in the protection of our trade 

' against his attempts. 

.The above several points you will speak to and enforce ns occa- 
sion offers, being what at present occurs most material to 'caution 
you upon.

that the success of these people has so much elated them that, as 
appeals by the style of those articles, they aio fai fiom ti eating us 
upon equal and moderate tarns. At the same time as it is undeni- 
ablt that we have neither forces nor authonty sufficient to cntei 
on any meaMues of opposition to them, and that on the contiaiy 
we aio positively enjoined by oui Honouiable Masters to seek by 
all lilting means the establishment of a fnondly con espondoncc 
with these people, theic appears no piefeiablc method foi us to 
pursue Ilian showing such a disposition to settle a state of peace 
and commerce with them, if they arc smerrdy inclined to the like 
on Uimr side, as may leave no reasonable pretence to coure to a 
rupture with ns, nor give our Honouiable Hastens any occasion 
to blame oi consuio ns Loi donating flour theii positive i‘Xpie<-s in- 
junctions with i eg. ud to our conduct towaids these new neichboui.s 
Foi the cloaiei explanation of the sense and opinion of tins Boaid 
on the tei nr i pioposed by the MaiAthas, each aiticlc is m older 
and sopor a tel v debated upon. The Consultation continues . liar mg 
gone through the above articles, and taken into cousideiation 
a sketch of an a gi cement digested by Captam Incbbud into 
foui teen articles — Ordei ed that m aecoi dance ruth the tcnoui and 
puipoitof the above locitud resolutions on Chnnnaji’s proposals, 
with the additions and alterations that may appear nccessaiy, a 
set of aiticles be immediately collected and framed with the

- Meanwhile (5th May 1739), when thoic was still hope in Bombay that 
Bassemmight hold out till the rains IhcPicridenb Honourable StophenLaw 
acquaints the Board that m Ins opinion the picscnt state of affairs and his 
own leccnt cntiy upon the charge of the Government made it expedient 
to send a letter to tlio Shahu Rnja as a propel step and introduction 
towards obtaining a fiiendly correspondence with that court, which 
seems the moie necessary now those owning him for their sovereign are 
become and are like to continue onr near neighbours. lie obseives tliaL 
such an advance on our part is entirely agreeable to our Honouiablo 
Masters' directions for rmpiovmg all occasions of cultivating a peaceable 
disposition towards us in the country powei s. Euither that, consider- ' 
ing the little assuiance orceitainty wo have of BajiiAv's and Chimin'! ji’s 
designs this duvet application to tlie Shahu Rdja, whom they acknow- 
ledge for tlicir master, may produce a good effect, and cannot possibly' 
he attended until ill consequences, as we have no such dependence on 
the success as to lessen our guard and caution. The Board unani- 
mously agreeing to this proposal the Pi evident remarks that it will 
he necessity to accompany tlie letter with a few piesents at a model ate 
expense, such as looking-glasses and other Emope curiosities as maj- he 
piocuiod on the place. As a messenger to carry these presents he had 
iu tclied on one Bhikfiji Pant who had heretofore been employed on 
messages to that court by the Sidis, and was tlioioforo the propeiesl 
peisou fur this purpose. This the Boaid approves. 2 

Two days later (7th May 17-39), the day after the news of the fall 
of Baskin, the President communicates to the Board that since the last 
consultation Captain William Goidon had been ropie&cnted to him as 
a peison well qualified for deputation to SMhu Raja, as lie understands 
the country language tolciably well and is acquainted until tlie humour 
and manner of these people. Ho obseives the sending a European will 
on the one hand give more weight to any vcibal explanation that 
may he lcqmsite or serviceable to make at that court and on the oilier 
may he more safely depended upon for gaining information of their 
policy and designs than one of tlie country people The Board approves 
this choice; and desires tlie Picsidcnt to give Captain Goidon the 
ncccssaiy instructions for his conduct. 3 

The same day (7th May 1739) the following letter from the President 
to Shahu ltyja is appiovcd : On my entering upon the cliarge of tlie 
Government of this island ofBomhay, ilbccame immediately and natiually 
mycaic to pay my respects to your majesty whose health God preserve 
until increase of piospeuly for many years. To this end therefore I 
send Captain Gordon a person of trust to your majesty's picsence, 
llieie to testify the gicat zeal and desire T have to deserve your friend- 
ship and approve my readiness to serve your majesty on all occasions, 
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’inching tbcicby to establish a good coiie c pondencc betwixt ioui 
majcsti « subjects and tlio^c under tin 6 ' Government, moie especially 
as tliej aie become such ncai neighbours. It is known to the 
"oild lion much benefit and advantage may lesult £iom a ficc tuffic 
.and tonnneice being maintained intli the countiies not lielongmg to 
3'oui majesty, situate as they aie with icspeet to tins place whence it 
may lie earned on, and I do not doubt hut 30m majesty mil be pleaded 
to alloiv this consideiation its just %\ eight and attention, as the same 
is of c o great impoitancc The consequence is plain that voui 
temtones which bovdei upon ouis mil become the centie of tiaffic, 
wlieieb} }oui subjects inhabitants of them mil become moie uch and 
opulent thau those of your otliei piovinccs. I msli 3 out majesty a 
bappj and piospeious leign, with inciense o£ gieatnc*-s, and to rm c elt 
many occasions of being employed in the sen ice of youi majesty , l 

Thicc days latei ( 10 th May 1739 ) the Braid appioied the 
following mstiuctwns to Captain William Goidon: Wc have appointed 
you as an envoy to Slirihu Raja, and foi the management of such 
concerns as you will iiud by the following- instructions aie committed to 
yom caie and demotion On receipt of tin- yon aie to set out with all 
comement expedition foi Sataiam the Deccan, 01 mnhatcier place jou 
shall learn that the Pnnee for the 'time 1 elides, having in youi 
cliaige the said letter and the pi events we send aceompan} mg it, as by 
the list annexed. You mil likcm-e leccive heicmth some othei 
letteis addic-sed to Ius~clue£ officers, with suitable piesents, of the 
delivery of which you aie to take caie As you cannot he so w ell vcited 
in the language and forms necessaiy to he used mill thc*e counti} 
gox eminent?, 1 -end with you a piopei peison well acquainted m those 
matters haling heietofoie been employed by the Subs in messages to 
Sli.ihu Raja, who may thcicfore be scivrecable to yon in the corn to 
of yom negotiation. lie is a Gcntu by name Bhikuji Pant. On yom 
armal at Shaliu Raja's conit you aie to ®ee the letter and piesents 
dehvcied with the usual ceicmomcs, which you aie befoichand to get 
youi self instructed in. 

As one gieat inducement to the step at pie-ent taken intending 
you is the new of gaining some infoi matron and in=ight into the 
go\ eminent, interests, and designs at that eouit, T would lu\e you 
u*-e voui best industiy and management to obtain a sufficient knowledge 
of Shaliu Raja's government "Who aie the principal men that 'dncct 
01 influence Ins lcsolutinns, what aie theii c e\ oral views or intei e»ts, 
and the general disposition and drift of theii councils The~c it may 
lie the ejsiei foi you to come at as they ols-erve little 01 no scciccy 
in them, and may scive not only to guide you foi the piesenl in yom 
application and conduct, but be useiril to ue in futuie. As wc aie 
ltifoimed Bajiniv does not want for gieat and pnweiful enemies at that 
court, you mil do well to inquiie who they aie and how much they 
may Ire* depended upon ; and if you see piopei occasion and opening, 
it will not lie amiss to instil a Jealousy of ins ambition and glowing 
power, which must be much incicascd by- tlie accession of these conquests 
fiom the Portuguese, and consequently it must be high time to check 
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or put a ^top to (influence already) but too prevalent. At i lie Fame time 
I have also thought proper to scud BiVjmlv a letter on this occasion, 
with, a pieseut in the 'eastern mannci, and it will bo necessary yon 
“guaul against making him an enemy, lest he might lie excited to aim 
at doing us ill ofliccs. • 

In the cnnfeiPiice you may have with Sliuhu Rfija or his ministers 
you aic to assure them that on my coming to the Government my fust 
care was to peek the means of lcnewmg tlie ancient good correspondence 
and fiietiddup betwixt oui Governments, to winch end I had pitched on 
this expedient of sending you as an early maik of the sincentv of mu 
intentions. Yon arc at tlic same time most caiefully to guaid against 
their suspicions that any fear or appiehcnsions of BAjiray’ s aims may 
have a sliaie in this lesolution , letting them lenow tliat though wo 
pi efer peace and good haimony with our neighbours, wc aie deteiniined 
to defend ourselves in the best manner we aie able in ease we aie 
attacked. You are to lepiesent to them also, and this is indeed lliu 
most mateiial matter, how much it is their mtciost and advantage to 
live upon amicable terms with us, it being notorious that our nation 
has never meddled with their ichgion, or had any views of conquest 01 
extending dominion m these par Is. The Foie business and end of our 
1 cadence is Trade. This must lie equally a benefit to their count ly, 
tlio supeifluities of winch we take oil their hands, and impoi t ticasme 
and otlicr commodities advantageous to them botli in consumption 
and custom All which you may at large explain and enfoice. 

By this means I would have you diaw out some decimation of that 
Prince's intentions. If, without being amused or deceived, you find his 
intentions favouiable to our puipo^c, you may intimate how agiccablo it 
wull he to me as they aic now become our neighbours, that some ticatv 
oi. negotiation be set on foot foi establishing and settling a firm 
friendship on terms to be mutually agiccd, concerning which I shall 
willingly lieaiken to auy just and reasonable proposal. As then new 
conqucied teuitoiics lie at picsent conbguous tool so nearom island, 
you may insist how gieatlv the preserving of a fiee and unintennpted 
tiadc will naturally benefit them, and serve to lender their new possessions 
the most floimslung and neh pail of their dominions. If any overt oils 
me made that you judge may be depended upon and icqiuie a 
conclusion, advise me fully lliat I may give you sail able msliuelions. 
Olhciwise when you have done your business, you me to come aw r ay 
keeping a diaiy of your procedure aud transactions until your 
return *' 

The 15th May 1739 the President communicates to the 13omd the 
substance of a letter fiom one Lakf liman Pant a Marntba oflicor m 
postat Bauclra., requesting theiesettlement of a passage boat at Malum, 
it liming been stopped on somp appiehcnsions upon tlio blowing up 
of Bandra. It is agreed tliat, on the lei ms w r c me at present, it will be 
inconsistent with the declaiat'on of our fuendly intentions to keep up 
any ehow r of difiidcucc more than is necessary for our safetv, that our 
safety can ho norvays endangered by lcstonng the libeitv of the passage 
boat undci a stiict inspection from our customs house at Mtihim, 
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■and that the boat may bo an advantage to the island, by bunging m 
piovisions, gieen tiade, and oUici necessaries fiom S&lsctte Resolved that 
the passage be again opened and fieodom given for all unsuspected 
peisons to have fiee egiess and legless to oui island , and should hcieaftci 
any abuse or inconveniency air-c fiom the piescnt settlement of the 
passage boat wo may eitlici timely lomedy oi i emote it As icgiudh 
Lakshmanji'e fiutlici leijuest that leave lie given for the lctum of such 
peisons as have foisalccn Suhcttc and aie at pic-ent on our island, as 
tlub point is sliongly insisted upon the pail of llie MaiiilMs and as 
a lcfusal may be attended with gieat disgust. Agiccd that fiee 
hbeity be given to such as have a mind to ictum undei the MarAtlia 
government. 1 

The tame Consultation (15tli May 1739) the Picsident pioeecds 
to offei to the consideration of the Board, whetlici it. is most eligible to 
continue Angna’s p]j«oncis in tlien piesent state of captivity oi to 
tiy the effects of lclcasmg and lotuniiiig tlicm It is observed that 
the expense of maintaining them exceeds the value of the laboui and 
also sei vice thej' me put to on the public winks Their lolcase may 
induce Sambhiiji Anglia to a like letum of our people now actually 
pusoneis with lum, oi m case of fntmc captuics As the bicach 
lias been luthcito kept so wide, and all hopes of an accommodation 
seem cut off, this fncndly advance on the part of llic Pie=ident, at Ins 
coming to the chair, may look like an ovcituic, oi disposition to 
leccivc pioposals of peace, and enlci on tieaty low.iuU it And as this 
pioceduie appeals to be cntiiely confoimahlc to the tenom of oui 
Honmuahle Mast ci s' ouleis and duections foi embracing all means 
of ic-estabhslung and cultivating a good concspondence and liairaony 
with the countiy poweie round us • Agiccd that the Piosidcnt 
oulei the lelease of the pusoneis m the mannei he may judge the 
mo«t conducive to the foiegoing puiposcs , and that Captam Inchbud, 
a pei “on usually employed m any negotiation with lum, be duected 
to set tlus matter m a p’lupei light to Sambhiiji 2 

The 29th June 1739 the Piesident communicates the follow mg lettei 
fiom Caitau do Souza Peioim, dated Bombay 27th June- Jn my 
lettcifi oftho 10th aud 24th Apnl, wntten at Ba«em, I lepiesented 
to voiu Excellency the gicat peipleuty and straits’ 1 was involved an 
tluough the uigent necessity tliat place (being the puneipal one oi tins 
Pi ounce) stood m of money foi the payment of the tioops Tins was 
the tiue justifying motive that obliged me to le^ucst join Excellency 
in the name of his most pciene Poituguc-e Majesty to assist us with 
a loan fiom tlic Ilonouiablc Company of Rs 1,00,000, being dnvon 
even to offei in pawn coitam hi go brass cannon, as having no other 
sccuiit v to give foi llie said loan. Tlus pioposal of imnc not taking 
effect foi the i canons your Excellency was pleased to declaie m yom 
lettei of the 28tli (ICtli) April and otlieis that oecuiied, I was obliged 
to fall upon cxliaoidraaiy methods TVitli the consent of an assembly 
of the senate pielates and nobility, I gave oidei for a seaicli into the 
convents chinches and private houses, and the fgizui e of the gold 
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jewels and silver that might bo found in them. These the King took 
by 'way of loan, certificates being given in older to repayment, 
whenever it was possible. The money this teaicli pioduced has 
luthcito served to pay the troops and dcfiay other the most necessary 
expenses for the King's sendee. Of this Iheie is now none remaining. 
And the Jesuits, though they have on this score icccived a letter of 
thanks from his Excellency the Count Viceroy in the name of Ins 
Majesty, have failed of the promise they made of contiibuting -10,000 
Xeuipluns, out of their great capital m Eombay. I cannot compel them 
to a contribution of the said sum, as they are now within the jurisdiction 
of tlic Government of your Excellency. This difficulty, joined to the 
pressing necessity tlicic is of money to pay tlic tioops and the necessary 
expense for fitting and pvepaung vessels of war, oblige me to have 
recourse to your Excellency, leminding withal that on my reheat 
fiom Kasscin I cduld neither pass down to Goa through the lateness of 
the season, nor to any other place of tins Piovmcc, for want of victuals 
and other necessaries in them for the support of the troops under my 
command. I sought shelter here, presuming from many concuiriug 
1 easons to find on this island a favourable protection fiom your 
Excellency and the Ilonouiablc Company, and likewise expecting 
jecovery of the abovementioned loan as promised by tlic Jesuits with 
the help of which oui expenses might lie defrayed for the foiu months 
that remain, till some provision may he made fiom Goa. Even m this 
lherc will he no small difficulty, Goa, as your Excellence well knows 
being gieally straitened and exhausted by the late tiealy of peace. 

_ On tlie c e considerations . I hope f 1 om the good disposition of your 
Excellency, and that weighing the justice of my reasons, you will please 
to apply pioper measures for obliging the Jesuits to contribute without 
delay the loan wluch they piomiscd of 4-0,000 Xeiapluns. As 
•\ assals of the stale they aie m duty bound to concur with the rest in 
these ^ urgent necessities And if those tioops wore in any place of 
om jurisdiction, I could obtain fiom the merchants a supply of all 
ncccssaucs for their subsistence till money could bo raised to pay them 
an arrangement which m this island is in no sort piaeticahlc. For tliis 
consulei ation your Excellency ought not to peimit that the said troops 
being under the jurisdiction of yoiu Government,, should, for want of nay 
he i educed to so miserable a slate as not only to disband and seek olliei- 
iccomse, but to put themselves on the terms of taking some desperate 
lcsolulion the consequences of which might be vciy prejudicial to Ins 
loilugucso Majesty. At the same time it would give me the deepest 
conccin to see them suffer, with the vexation of luring no means toaS 
them foi want of money and credit upon this island to supply their w ants 
my reputation and credit not being a little concerned in tins important 
matter being obliged to give an account of tliem to his Exeellcucy the 
ount \ lecioy. I wait for your necessary determination in this affair 
and wish for many occasions to serve and oblige your Excellency.*

The Oth July the Ficsidcnt communicates the following icplv fiom 
Caitan (V Souza Pcicira Commandant of the North, dated Bombay 
the 8id July 1739- I received your Excellences most esteemed 
lettci of the 30th June in winch I obscivc what yon aic pleased 
to say with lcspcct to the mattois pioposcd in mine. To this I 
am in the necessity of lcplyrag, that the jiohcv of a Government 
belonging to the most snene Ciown of England (considering the 
fncucTslup subsisting betwixt oui two nations) as well as the lespeet 
owing to all national piolcctious, is the most foicibk icason why your 
Excellency and Council and the Ilonotuablc Company should, m such 
extiemc necessity as the pjc=cnt, attend to the prose nation and sub- 
sistence of the King’s tioops The e e under the protection of youi 
Excellences Government me now on tins islafid in want of all tlie 
means of sustenance, haring already consumed the little gold and 
silver that icmuracd m the ’chinches comcnts and private houses in 
Bassem, and the agent of his most sacnc Majesty of Poitng.il not 
having any supply left wlieicmtli to £unu«di the lcquMlc elunges 

Tn the above dcelaied cuciunstanres I luvc again ieeoui=c to j’oui 
Excellency, hoping tliat-by all posable ways and means you will concur 
to tlie making a loan to* tlie state of Its 30,000 to seive foi tlie 
subsistence of the tioops, fitting of vessels, and, other indispensable 
necess-ai v expenses Having no better seeuiily to give for the said 
loan, I 'convened the officeis of my council, and agieed by act theicof 
to* oblige the Factox and Padie, administrators of Bassem, to lemam 
on tins’ island as pledge? till full iepayment be made by Jha Court of 
Goa of the whole sum As either o£ these peiFons is bound to give 
account of leccipts and issues to a veiy eonsidciable amount, I am 
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persuaded that the loan will be made qood without delay that they 
may he forthcoming at the said couit of Goa Seeing the genoions 
disposition of your Excellency vohmiauly and liberally contributed 
such copious sums in chanty to the* poor widows who took lcfuge on 
tliis 'island after the unfoitunate letieat from the city of Basseiu, 
besides assisting all those who aie in distress and have iceourso to your 
Excellency, it does not seem just that the tioops of his most serene 
Majesty of Portugal should experience a less degiee of patronage 
from your Excellency 5 bounty. In case all these leasons aie not of 
weight enough to gain due effect as I have no other means for the 
preservation of the King's troops, 1 deliver them to vour Excellency and 
Council, as you shall lie answerable to his most serene Majesty of 
Great Bntain for the damage and piejudieo that fiom the nun of 
these tioops may lesult to the state and service of my sovcieign Or 
your Excellency will give me leaie to pass with them to the island 
of Karanja 01 Salsette, seeing it will he better that I with the 
Poituguc-e officers and soldieis die m fight with the enemy of our 
faith and nation, than cxpno under the terrible torment of hunger. 1 

After debate, the Piesidont remarks that the substance of the above 
letter being to bonow money for the immediate subsistence of the 
Portuguese troops, with a tender of the best secunty they had for the 
piescnt to give, he had discoursed with the agent for the King of 
Poi tugal about the sum that might be precisely necessai y for this cud 
Upon the closest calculation tins could not well be less than Re. 40U0 a 
month for the support of seven to eight hundicd men, including oflicois 
of distinction. This delay cannot now' last length than tluce or four- 
months befoie an oppoi tunity oflcis and the season answers for the 
transport of these people to some place under the Poi tuguese jurisdiction. 
As nil such circumstances this Government could not have justified the 
refusal of a letrcat to the subjects of a European Prince in alliance 
with 6ui Sovcieign, it cannot be matter of dispute whether we should 
supply them with the necessaues of life, of winch they aie m want 
dui mg- then stay on the place It is tliciefoie proposed that a sum not 
exceeding. Rs. 4000 he issued monthly out of the treasuiy to the order 
of the -Portuguese agent, upon the security mentioned m the GeneiaFs 
letlei. To this the Council unanimously agieed, adding : It is here to 
he noted that through the sudden suriender of the city of Basscm, tlio 
loan to the Poi tuguese approved in oui Consultation of the 17 th August 
last (1738) was never made. 2 ° 

' The 7tli August ‘1739 icad the translate of a letter fiom the 
Commandant 'of the North to the President, icqucsting- the advance at 
one payment of the loan agreed to m our Consultation of the 6tli .Tuly 
•last for the tlneo months of residence in Bombay presumed to be for 
August September and October, with a further sum for the repairs of 
the vessels belonging to them, and necessary to carry him and tioops 
off the shore to some place of retreat within the Portuguese jurisdiction.

•they aie not paid at least oue-half of their quailerage. a Beside* obliging 
my'Council to the payment of the said sum, I piomise your Excellency 
that out of the fust money that comes from (ioa, the whole amount of 
what has been lent by the Honouiable Company sliall be paid, oi I will 
give your Excellency a pledge equal to the said loan 2 Aftci debate 
the President observes the unreasonable and glowing demands of these 
people Notwithstanding an uigent expostulation against this method 
of proceeding with the Geneial himself and the King's agent, he 
1 found it impossible to piooure the retreat of the Portuguese tioops, 
without either proceeding to "violent measuies, oi at ouce cutting off 
all pretences for their longer stay by a compliance in part with this 
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unreasonable request. Being very unwilling to embroil matters for a 
small sum, he had at last prevailed on the General to make the best 
shift he could to satisfy lus men with about Its. 3000 for less than 
which it appeared impracticable to get nd of them by fair means. He 
thci efore proposed to the Boaid to consent to this last trial, the necessity 
of wlueli seemed evident The same was unanimously agieed to. 1 

The 9th October 1739 read letter from the Commandant of the 
North, dated Cliaul the Gth October : Advising liis safe arnval and 
amply acknowledging the favour and protection shown to the tioops 
and subjects of Ins Poilugueso Majesty. Stating on Ins arrival at 
Cliaul he had made dispositions to attack Mamiji Angna who besieged 
it ‘and had thought pioper to ofCci linn terras of peace, to which the 
situation of allaiis and a desire of obeying his Excellency's orders for 
repairing to Goa with the troops under his command had obliged Iran 
to condescend. He requests tliat conveyances be sent liim from hence 
to Cliaul, for the tianspbrt' of some men designed for leinfoicing 
Daman Debating on this last icquest, the Boaid is of opinion that 
our giving such a convoy as is desired up to Daman would alarm the 
jealousy of our new neighbours, and afford them matter of complaint 
which ought by all means if possible to be avoided Agreed theiefoie 
that a eivnl answer he returned, expressing that the occasions of tliis 
presidency, for its vessels are such as that they cannot be spared on 
otlici < service. But on the first expedition of a convoy to our trade 
up to Surat, they may embrace the benefit of it for the safe tiausport 
of their intended succours to Daman. 2 

Meanwhile during the rains care was taken to cultivate good relations 
with Mamiji Angria The Gth July 1739 thePicsulent acquaints the 
Boaid that m pmsuance of the step resolved upon m Council of the 7th 
May last, of withdrawing our vessels fiom the mouth of Pen river, in the 
hopes of bunging on-some ovei tures of a fuendly accommodation with 
Mdnaji Angna, and likewise as set foitli m oui Consultation of the 1st 
May, by our release of a vessel dueetly hound to lus port, Mdndji 
Anglia had sent over deputies with authority to make proposals, and 
treat of tcims of agicemcnt. After several coufei cnees had fully settled 
oveiy point in dispute, and the terms weie ready to he ratified on each 
side, Mamiji' s deputies of a sudden unexpectedly flew away fiom all the 
articles they had agieed to, and without assigning any reason broke 
off the tieaty abiuptly and took their leave to lotmn to their master. 
Eoi this unaccountable behaviour the Picsidcnt can assign no other 
motive than some underhand management of the Mardlhas who might bo 
jealous of any union tliat they thought would tend to oppose their 
appaiont and avowed scheme of getting the whole dominion of this 
coast into their bauds. And Mdna^i, although frequently warned of 
the chain ho is piepaimg for himself by an implicit obedience to them, 
has hitherto openly abetted and assisted that glowing power without 
any care or security for lus own interest and independence. 3 
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ketches weie sent to lie off the Bicaeh, and guard the Coast thence to 
the mouth of Malum nvci. 1 

The 30th Novemhci 1739 the following further disposition of vessels 
was made for securing that island- The Robot galley and Aihrnfwc 
grab meichant vessels with tlic ITcptuni 1 * Fuze Aveie stationed off the 
poit and in the hays, and the Emeha sloop was oidered up the nvei to

The* day pievious (29th Novemhei 1719) the Pierideut communicated 
to the Boaid two lctteis fiom the Vieeioy of Goa. On these the 
following i evolution was passed After deliberation it appeals to this

attainable, had the Yieeioy left it m oui choice to tieat with Btynfv 
upon the cession of Chaul, a place which we know- he long has had 
an 5 eye upon, and which must soonei oi later fall into Ins hands, 
snip* it is. evident the Poitugue&o aie now- thoroughly di e abuscd of

be instantly despatched to the Viceroy with a letter fiom the Pi evident, 
setting forth the necessity of ti eating with Bajnav or Clnmnaji foi the 
surrcndei of Chaul and lequcstiDg an immediate reply engaging mean- 
while that the secict lequued in uns affau will be duly kept’ 

The 11th December 1739 the President acquaints the Boaid that 
the expiess boat despatched to the Yieeioy of Goa Avith a lettei agiecablo 
to om le'-olution m Council of the 29th ultimo is letmncd with an 
answer, wlieiem tlie disposal of Chaul is left to us without' ies«ave 
Agieed that we accept of this procuration and assignment of the biass

and the following instructions (33th Decembei) riom the President: 
Ileiowilh you will receive tianslates of the iceroj -, s letteis to me by 
which you will ohseive tliat the tw T o forts of Chaul and Moio are let l 
entnely to my disposal. These letteis will likewise serve you for your 
guidance m the treaty which I now tiust to yoiu conduct and management 
to eairy on in regard to the delivery of these places to tlic Maiatlia govern* 
ment. " You are as far as practicable to secure the issue desiied m these 



other possible possessors. - 

cannot give a greater proof of the sinceiity of our assurances of friendship 
than putting into their hands so strong an hold and. so fine a sea-port, 
which must piove that we have no views of extending our dominions, 
oi seeking to establish new fortresses in their country since we volun- 
tanlv and manifestly part with so fair an occasion. As it is not un- 
likely they may affect to undervalue tins offer on the pi csumption that 
the place must sooner or later fall into their hands ; you will naturally 
reply, that m whatever hands those foits came, their natural sliength 
and advantageous situation would make them so great an accession to 
the power in possession, that it would cost any one else tho expense of 
much blood and treasuic to wiest them oub of it. All this, with the 
liazaid of the event, is now plainly saved to them by tins mediation of 
ouis, and our warranting the delivery of the fortifications to them. For 
tins seivice wc insist upon nothing for oui selves but the confirmation 
and film establishment^ oar ticaty of friendship and commerce, winch 
is likewise an advantage to their own state. I would haw you then 
use voui best endcavouis to gam for tho Portuguese the most advan- 
tageous capitulation you can accoiding to the tenour of then orvn pro- 
posals If the Mardth.is -will lieaikcn to no terms of pacification, you must 
still 'lake notice that you are to conclude for the deliveiy of the forts on 
the best oi any conditions you may obtain. The Sidis we know are not 
able to maintain possession of the forts, and to let Mdn.iji Angria seize 
them would only increase the power of a faithless treacherous pirate. 
Either such disposal would disoblige these more poweiful neighbours 
.and give them an handle of complaint without any benefit to ourselves, 
since we are doleimincd against maintaining more country than we have 
at present. On the wdiole you have my full powci to tieat and ulti- 
mately conclude and ratify the treaty you shall transact with them in 
this mattei, for as it wall bear no delay or loss of time in writing back- 
ward and forward, you are to put tlic last hand to it without further 
older from -lienee. Adjust the means of delivery and return hither as 
soon as you have completed this affair. You herewith likewise receive 
my letters to Bajirav and Chimnn ji, for the delivery of which you aic 
to take care. 1 
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The 21st Pcccmber 17^59 tlie Picsident acquaints the Boaid that the 
Mamthas had seized and detained foul teen of our Koli boats earned away 
fi om the fishing stakes with cighty-foui men of the number of tlm'-c 
"lcfugcd on oin inland upon the hiaintha invasion of Sal^ettc, who had 
since voluutauly lcmuined with us.

Oil the 2Gth Match 1740 the Tiesidcnt lcceived intelligence -that 
Sarabhfiji Anglia uas making picpaiahons of vess(>Js and men until 
which it was icpoitcd that lie designed to fall either upon Anj.nn cl 
Cliaul oi Koluba, ulucli last is esteemed the most piobablc Whcicupon 
the Boaid instantly uiole a lettei to the Clucf and Pactois at Surat by 
an cjquess patamar adding them of the Boaid's intention to detain 1 the 
Neptune’s Fuze to strengthen the marine foiee in Bombay and’otati net 
the enemy's incasuics oi designs against the coast : ^telling them not 
to depend on any lomfoi cements of the northern' convoy from- Bombay 
being otlieruisc sufficiently sceuic; and especially lcconuncndiiig to 
them to Fceuie the passage down of the Bombay timbei boats as any 
disappointment in tliat aitiele would be of veiy ill conscqUonl'c. 3 

Foui days later (JOlli March) the Pi cadent addicted the following, 
letter to Commodoie Thomas Langwoith . The intelligence we have ' 
icceivcdof Samhliaji Anglia's attempt to get Kolalia into his hands, iu 
pci son bunging up a foice which he has actually landed, has engaged us 
m mdei to defeat his designs to scud u hat vessel s no had in port manned 
and equipped nndci the dneetion andcommand of Captain .Tames Inchbnd 
This is thciefoic to icqiuic you immediately to lep-.ui with the J’i inn 
of Wales and Tnal sloop to tlie 'assistance and icmfoieement of the 
expedition hcfoie Kol.iba, pioeecdmg to the command of the ’vessels 
employed theicm accoidmg to your station, uithall strenuously lecom- 
mendmg to and enjoining you to consult and conceit all measures with 
Captam lnchlmd" whose experience and knowledge of these people, 
then poit, and other essentials, aie of absolute necessity foi the conduct 
and success of tin? expedition. We do not tloubt of youi co-operating 
with him for the common good and prosperity of the c eiviee and he 
uill communicate to you om rash actions foi your pemsal and guid- 
ance. By the best intelligence we can get the enemy has tifty-eight 
gain .its and two giabs. Ins numbei of “1 loops uncei tarn, though we 
puppo°e he hasbiouglit up with liim the clioice of lus men on this cntci- 
pnzo To oppose whom we have sent what foice we had in port with a 
hombaidize and all nccessancs Yon aie theiefoio to ]oin and do yoiu 1 
utmost with the whole foice undci you, to annoy offend and destioy 
the enemy and then tassels, using youi host skill and ait to come at 
them so as to hum sink oi endamage them as much as possible. As 
Captain Inchbnd is ehaigod w*ith the negotiations of all concerns with 
the eoimtiy governments, you aie to wait his notifying to you that the 
matters committed to him admit of your coming away and preceding

person to the northward until two giabs and fifty-eight galivat & winch 
served for the tianspoit of his men whilst another body of his tioops 
inaiclied oveilahd thiough the skirls of the Sub's conntiy who it seems 
all owed .them free passage. Sombhaji Angina w r as lumself landed at 
Kohlha withlhis foices wnth little or no opposition, all the forts and 
stiong places heihg Binrendcred to him in consequence of the private 
intelligence he had managed with Miinaji’s olliceis. Only Ivolaba itself 
and onc-smafi onl-fort depending on it, still held out for Mantlji: But 
that Sambhiiji liavmg raised hattenes against the place it was much to 
hcfcaied that fiom the treachery of the besieged and their inclination to 
SamhhAji the place would soon fall into his power if Mdndji’s hands 
-wove not immediately strengthened by succours from hence or fiom 
the Maiittlias. Tlio President liad tlieieupon without loss of time pro? 
MMonallr wiote Mifndji an encouiagiug letter to give him hopes of 
relief fiom lienee^ since which he had received one m a Very humble strain 
fiom Mdnriji acknowledging Ins past misconduct and playing immediate 
succouis. And as our maunc force is almost entnely out of port on 
othei sei vice, he had instantly at all events picpaied the loans of the 
mei chant vessels m poit to he equipped out of hand on any expedition 
tJns Board may lcsolvo upon on tins occasion.'' 

'Consideration being had of Sambliajr’s.picsent. attempt the Board are 
oi opinion that the success of it would he attended with veiv ill conse- 
quences to Bomluy in pippoition to the gieat increase of power men 
revenues and vessels which would "enable luni to ho so much a more 
imsclueyous neighbour than Mandji (allowing then inclinations to piracy 
and robbery to be equal) , that it -would obligcllie Ilonomable Company 
to mciease then maune foi ec’fthe expense of which is already mtoleiablc) 
to seeuic m any measure the navigation of the coast or even ourharbour 
itself 110 m insults as well as piovidcfor the other indispensable occasions 
of this Presidency. It is agreed therefore that all possible means he 
used towards frustaating the success of Sambhaji's expedition. 4

By whom lecened advices fiom the fleet that Sambhnji’s two giabs on 
sight of oni vessels had made o£E to' the southw.ud , and Ins galivats 
weie hauled up a cieck undci covci of big guns whoie the watei w as 
too shoal to adnut of our vessels getting at them. '1 hahMana ji exprc= c ed 
gieat joy at the coming of our succoms ; and Captain Inchlmd finding } _ 
theie could be nothing effectual done for him unless sending him ri. 
moitar ariioic with a gunnci and a few of the people, Had complied 
with his desuc and tint sundry shells had been tin own into the enemy's 
foit and battcncs with good success. 3 - ^ v 

The 5th Apnl the President lays befoie thc*Boaid letteis iceeivcd 
fiom Captain Tnehhud, wntten in the lmny incident to Ins piesent 
situation and puipoiting that he had been obliged to supply Manslji 
Anglia with a moitai and that the bombaidize (Mr Joseph Smith) and 
the gunnel's mate (Ml Waleis) wcie both on shoie to a«jst m the 
management of their artilleiy. Commodoie *Langwoith, with the 
division undci his command, had on the 3id instant (Apnl) joined 
the fleet befoie Kolaba, Tliat he was ill piovidcd with ceitain 
mlelhgcnce of the Maidihris' designs, and wlysthci, tliov pioposud to 
a«nst Mdn.’iji or not, of which he wanted the speediest adricefui his 
better guidance. That he had sent tinsty people ashoie to ins])ccL tlie 
st-oie of paw dei m Ins magazines, which appealed to be moie than what 
one Malhfaji had told him, who was it seems dwaffcctcd to M.nriji's 
cause, that Mannji was, liowcvei, in want of many necessaries and 
money especially of which he had none j that Sairibhiiji had undoubtedly 
a stiong paity foi him within Koh'iba, who would open the gates to him 
weie it not foi fear of Mandji , that m the dangci the place then w as, 
it would he liighly expedient to send a 'body of our sepoys to tiuow 
into it, and especially to help garrison a small out-foit called Saiga 
Truse (Saija Buruj)a post of the utmost importance to the piesena- 
tioii of Koldba itself. 1 t . 

The same day, 5th Apnl, the Bombay G&vemmcnt reply : The acces- 
sion of Kolaba to Sambhaji Angna, a faithless and declaied enemy, would 
wc tlunk be attended with such ill consequences to the island tliat 
we aic cntuely foi pievcntmg this dangoious levoluhon. Smec you 
unite that a few men might lie of seiviee to defend the place, wc - now 
send you two hundicd sepoys until then officers, with what stoics and 
ammunition yon wntc may be wanting ; the disposition of all which, 
togclhci until the tcims of then security, we leave entirely to you ; and 
as'you may want a small sum of money for propei expenses we send you 
a supply of Us. 1000. 

As to the fort of Satga Truse (Saija Buruj) the impoitance of which

Clnmu/iji himself with Bujii.iv's son is maichmg with a body of men by 
land Mgainst'Samhh^ji Anglia, who is encamped against Kolaba , so that 
M.inap must be every way stiaightcned.- 

The same day the Pi luce of Wales galley came m fiom the fleet for 
water and provisions, and lclumed the same evening. No news, onty 
the flung continues lniskly on both sides . 3 

•.Next morning (7th,Apiil) desciied fiom the foit a number of vessels 
belonging to the Mai a this, slanchug from Salsette towaids Karanja 
where they landed their men, and took possession of the fort w ith 
little or no lCsistauee, so that they aie now in possession of that whole 
island. 4 

The same Consultation continues : Captain Inchbird in a letter of 
the Glh April sent’ pei boat writes to the President that the Mardthus 
under Clmnn,iji ; s command aie coming down on the hack of Sambliiji 
who mil he infallibly destroyed if ho stauds the consequences, as bis 
powei and forces arc so much lufeiior. At the tame time, lie 'adds, 
it is much to be feaicd that Clumndji being so near Cliaul with lus army 
may tlinilc it a fair occasion to seize it immediately without waiting 
the delays and issues oE a negotiation j and the place is in a defenceless 
condition for want of men anil money. Mamji Angria having received 
a ruinfoicemonb fiom Karanja declined admitting into Kolaba our 
sepoys sent for Hint puipose, so that Captain Inchbird is in doubt 
w lictbei it will be best to send ihem back or keep them. The Mardtlnis 
lime ah cad v taken a frontier place called- P.ili fin Bhoi State, six miles 
south-east of Nngotlina) on -their way to Alibdg, where Sambhaji is 
encamped and pie tends to foiiify. 5 

Next day (8lh April) the Piesident received a letter from a com- 
manding officer of the Mai.it.his notifying his having taken possession 
of IC-.u an jn, and intending to do the like instantly by Eleplianta. In 
confounity to which, he foitliu ith sent a few men who seized that island, 
finding no ii**istanee fiom Man.lji J s people, and set about demolishing 
a foil Milne ji had built on one of the hills."

A Consultation on the 21st August 1756 has the following entry: 
Rcpcrusc the advices received last night (20th August) from the 
select committee at 'Fort St. George. After consideration remark 
theieon : ' These advices do not acquaint us how many of our 
Hon. Masters’ ships are ai rived from England, nor when, nor up 
to what date, they bring intelligence of the secret committee. We 
therefore* conclude the select committee must have despatched 
other jmt'mars immediately on those ships’ arrival, by whom 
wc may expect to receive a packet from our Hon. Musters. 
As to the large force which the secret committee ara apprehen- 
sive the Ficnch have sent to India and which the gentlemen at 
Madras expect are destined to attack the settlements on their coast, 
we cannot but think there is equal or more reason to imagine the 
Fieneh force will be employed against this place rather than against 
AT ndras or Bengal. This seems the more likely considering that tho 
Ficnch are fully aware that Mr. Watson’s squadron has been 
stationed on the other coast all tho fair monsoon, and that Colonel 
Alcrcron’s (Abcrcorn’s ?) regiment is there to assist the squadron. The 
Fi enclunay also think from the report, which was current on the de- 
parture of our last year’s ships, that Colonel Clive with His Majesty’s 
three companies of the Royal Regiment of Artillery proceeded 
immediately thither. They may also be deterred from action against 
Bengal, because of the great risk to largeships going up the Hugli and 
because of tho ease with which Mr. Watson’s squadron might conic 
to the relief of Bengal. For these reasons we cannot but conclude 
that the French will look on Bombay as the easiest conquest, and that 
we have the most reason to expect an attack, especially as we well 
'’know that the French have long been anxious to get a seaport on 
this side of Lidia capable of sheltering their ships from the monsoon. 
We have fully acquainted the gentlemen at Madras that it is not 
in our power to send them, even the Protector except fitted as a 
merchant ship. As to their present strenuous requisition for both 
the Protector and the Revenge , _ it appears to us very improbable 
that Mr. Watson will not be sufficiently reinforced from Europe, 
especially as the secret committee mention they had applied to the 
Ministry. We are fully concerned for the bad situation of our 
Hon. Masters affairs in Bengal and are aware they have required 
a reinforcement from Madras. Still the ships recently arrived at 
Madras have doubtless brought out .the usual number of recruits' 
and fiom the best accounts we can get of their strength it consists* 
including the King’s troops, of about 2500 Europeans. On tho 
other hand, as Sir James Foulis’ accompanying statement shews, in 
consequence of draughts sent to Gheria and Fort Victoria our Garri- 
son consists of only 1571 men, including all the military, sick and 
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well, of every denomination. 1 In these ciicmn.stance-> our unanimous 
opinion is that we aicnot able to reinforce the gentlemen at Madias 
in the manner they dcsiic, though, agreeable to our iormei resolution, 
we still intend sending the Profedor.

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his power, his offer was readily accepted. The military gentlemen 
were next informed that, on account of their expectations of the 
Ficncli, the select committee at Fort St. George had desired ns to 
assist them with two principal cruisers and a reinforcement of 
Kuiopeans. -.In order that they might form a proper judgment, if 
it was in our power to .send the cruisers, the state of the garrison 
given in this morning was laid before them, and they were ashed 
whether in our present situation they thought it prudent to comply 
AVi tli the Madras Committee's request.

At a Consultation held five days later, 26tli August 1756, the follow- 
ing letter fiom Sir James Foulis and other military officers to the 
President and Council, dated Bombay 21st August 1756, was read: 
Judging that an Euiopean cucmy aaIio should form any attempt against 
this place Avould do it on the side toivaids the sea, as the toivn has at 
pi cfccnt but little defence on that side and ships of foice can east anchor 
‘very near the fort, Ave have carefully examined what seemed most piopor 
for strengthening the sea side.

At a Consultation, the Gfh September 17o6, read the following 
fill llier loltci from Majors Sii .Tames Fouiis and John Chalmers to the 
Biesitlent and Council, dated Bombay 3id September 17B6 • If them 
is the least i cason to apprehend that this plaec may be'attackcd by the 
French, it appears past dispute that one grain of gunpowder ought 
not to lie sent off the island In oidoi to put this in the clc.uesfc light, 
we anil consider our own situation and wliat is likely to be tliat of on 
enemy that would attack us by Fca. Captain Hough eonliims tho 
opinion that it is not to lie imagined that any attempt would-be foi me! 
against tlii«- plncewith less than seven oi eight ships of considerable force. 
Without magnifying the ‘■trength of the enemy, w e may calculate that 
this tleet lcekoning but one side of the ships will present against the 
town and castle neat four hundred guns If we have time to finish 
the battei ics begun within these few days, we will be able to answer 
them with five mortars and above ninety guns. In calculating wliaf, 
powder om guns and moilais will expend we find that m the space of 
We.vu houis at the ordmaiy rate of filing, which must take somamtci- 
’W'S-ion foi lespite both to men and guns, the powder used will amount 
-<• about nine Jmndicd lmrels, besides w'hat may be lequi-ile for flic 
use of small arms. With legaid to this eileul.it ion it is al*o to lie 
olisei ved that in Older to husband the small quantity of powdci w c 
have, w c propose to u«!C guns of lowoi dimensions than wc would elioo«e 
to use, if om magazines weie filled m such a manner as so impoitant a 
sen ice loqmres. This too is supposing things in the most favoiuable 
light for us, that wo aie to be attacked only by seven oi eight ship-, 
and that wc lose no pow'der but what is expended on piopei sendee. 

It ought to be conbideicd that our powder, wdueh is now' laid up m 
masomy magazines, supposed secure fiom accidents, must be brought 
out and in gicat pai t belaid leady for the use of theHuttcues, in m.iga- * 
zincs seemed only with beams and eaith and made in a burry. In - 
these ciicumstances nothing is moie likely than our losing fifty sixty 
or fourecoie banels at once, blown up by a casual shot or shell fjom 
the enemy Our situation -would ha much woisc if, instead of seveu or 
eight ships a gicater number should come against ns'. In such a case, 
though they might not have room to piesent their wdiole line at once, 
they could haul off their disabled ships, and supply their places with 
fiesh ones. This would ccitainly enable them to hold us in play for 
moie than one day. If wc part .with any of our powxlcr now, wc will 
not have enough foi two days, and -what will our condition be if an 
enemy should attempt tojand, wdien our ammunition is spent.’ At the 
vciy highest calculation we do not find the pow'der mills can make 
above three hundred barrels a month, that is about one-third of what 
■we may have to’ Spend in one day. Moieover the pow'dci-makei assures

At a Consultation, the 6th October 175G, the President acquaints 
the Hoard that the occasion of this meeting is to infoim them that he 
last night -jeccived a packet fiom the Ilonmuable the Secret Committee 
(m England) enclosing- some of His Majesty’s piinted declinations of 
war against the French King, These declarations of wsn being laid 
before the Board, dnccled that the Secretary rcquiic all the llonouiahlc 
Company’s covenanted servants and other ISui opcan inhabitants to 
attend at the Horn Woik to-moriow morning by nine o’clock to hear 
djjv' same proclaimed and tlut lie likewise send an order to the clerk 
of llie market for beating the battiea to summon the Black inhabit- 
ants for that purpose. Al c o Hint one of the declaiations he sen o to 
each suhoidmatc settlement by the first conveyance. 2 

At’a Consultation, the 12th October 175C, read the following letter 
from Captain Jacques Dc Funck to the President and Council, dated 
Bombay 7th October 1766 : Yesterday, as a French Wav Is declared, 
your Honours wcic plcnsed to older me to delivci this day a plan 
of Bombay showing the situation of the loi tided works and to 
xnaik out the necessary batteries to oppose any enemy. As I 
mentioned m my l&st description submitted to 'the Boaid, the 
iortifiod work round the town is in a very bad condition, and 
the most of the sea side is quite open. At the sea side to the 
light and left of the fort are two batteries in A and B of the 
diauglil 3 and now in execution by your Honours’ approbation. 
To make the front of the fort still more defensible I here pi oposo 
one battery in C, which shall cover the foot of the curtain Irom all 
danger from attack. As this battery is to lie horizontally out 
upon the point of the rock it will force the enemy to keep oil to a 
further distance. On this side of the fort under the curtain is 
already contrived a little souiciain with a gate, which will render 
it moio convenient for a passage to and from this battery. This 
battery is to be made of the stems and leaves of the cocoanut ijfijc 
in the same manner ns I have begun for the .otlien- battery below 
the .fort by the Tank Bastion. It will be very necessary that the 
upper part of the Governor’s house is taken down, as its ruins will 
prove a very ready material to throw over the curtain and fill the 
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open space .which forms the battery. Upon the bed of ioc1:e>, bcfoie 
tlie Mandii and lloj'al bastions, I have pioposed two similar 
cocoa-palm batteries maiked D and E. These two battened aie to 
second the other batteries below round the foit, and likewise the 
intervals between tlie tw’o abovemen tioned bastions and the 
Castle. They will further secure the full Hanked defence at pi esent 
wanting at the faces 'of the Mundvi and Royal bastions. Dongi i 
is a dangerous place. It ought to be sustained with some good 
battery to pi event tlie hill falling into the enemy's possession. 
The plan will show in F and Gr the battery I now pi opose conti i\ed 
with a full flanked defence which is necessary as that loi t harl none 
before This battery may be made of ground and fascines which 
will make the expense as little as possible It will be necessary to 
join this battery to the fori with chevaux de hizc, which I lmve 
ordeied to be made. 

On the land side opposite the Banian bastion a small hill rises 
about as high as the Town Wall. On this lull, a walk which will 
not take long, a battery must be cut into the ground. This battery 
wdl command much of Back Bay noi thwaid and southward. It w ill 
keep the enemy at a distance, and hinder their approaches, or l.iismg 
any batteries near the fortifications of the town I have pi opened 
another battery of the same kind outside of the Apollo gate, which 
■will be at the least expense possible One thing must be obsenerl, 
that the hedges and faces which sunound most of this and tl.c 
north parts ought to be desti oyed or they will enable tlie enemy 
to come under tlie wall without being seen fiomany of these W’oiks 

By the enfaance of the Old Woman's Island near Mr. Broughton's 
house a fine spot commands one part of the enfaance of the load 
and likewise Back Bay Upon this place I propose a ledoubt winch 
can easily and speedily be cut downwaids in the giound. This 
ledoubt will keep the vessels far out iu the load and hinder an 
enemy entering the island. 1 

After coBsideiation the Secretary is ducctcd to acquaint Captain. 
De Funck that lie has mistaken the vcibal older we gave him the 6th 
September, which was to deliver m a plan of the whole woiks as they 
now stand, with tlie alterations ho pioposcd making. As Captain 
Do Funck represents it to be necessary, agiccd tlie trees and hedges 
within four bundled yaids of the town W’all bo immediately cut 
dowm confoimable to au oidci of the Board dated the 6th July 1739. 
In regard to the destruction of the uppei pait of the Foit Uoufc, should 
a Boaid of officeis deem it absolutely ncccvsaiy, the Pi evident, will issue 
oitfpis to have it pulled down At the same tunc a piopei lions? mu4 
be fii st-xQyud foi keeping the Seeietaiy and Aceomptant's office*. 
Resolved, when the batteneV nSv^mang are finished, that should they he 
found necessary the others now pioposed by Captain De Funck be 
begun 2 

At a Consultation held the Eame day (12th October 1756) appiovcd 
the following opinion of the Council of War, dated Bombay 8th

directed by the Governoi to take their opinions of the best method of 
quaitcung the troops, militia, and other inhabitants of this island for 
its defence, should an euemy attempt to land upon the island. The 
following anangemenls aie pioposcd The several corps of military 
and militia ate to rendezvous at the alaim post assigned them, fiom 
whence they may be immediately detached to oppose the enemy in their 
attenqit to land. A pioporlionablc train of field aitallcry is to 
accompany each party, which is to be rcinfoiced by part of the garrisons 
of the adjacent forts. Should the town bo attacked, the guaids, 
ofliceis included, will amount to three bundled and sixty -three, and as 
it is probable that the attack may be fiom the sea, eight liundicd more 
would be requisite , to woik all the artillciy that might be bi ought to 
bear upon slnps in and coming into the Road Now the garn’snn 
consisting but of twelve bundled mililaiy, it appeals that the whole 
must be upon constant duty, without expecting a lelief, a fatigue that 
could not possibly be long sustained This difficulty indeed is seemingly 
obviated by supposing that attacks made by spa aie of a short 
continuance and tlicicioie llic fatigues of the defenders being short may 
bo supported. Even granting this, a gicat inconvenience must 
necessarily liappcn for this icason that if any place should be too baldly 
pressed by the enemy, tlicic would be no troops to spaic for its 
assistance To lemcdy this and other ineonveiiiencies, such a disposition 
of the military and oilier troops must lie made as to make a relief 
possible. 

To employ the whole militia without distinction on military 
duties would in all probability rather create confusion than i'ui tiler 
the service. It is therefore thought more pioper to pick live 
hundred out of the whole, and four hundred sepoys, and to appoint 
a pioportion of them loi guard, to do duty with the regular troop-* 
in such places particularly as arc farthest from danger. By these - 
means the duly will ho cased, and moro men may be spared for the 
service, of such places as may want help. After all this 216 men 
will still be wanted to complete our relief. This defect may be 
supplied by European seamen .or lascars, of whom no disposition is 
or can be made at present, since it depends upon the numbci of 
■\esscls that may he in port, or the occasional use that maybe made 
of those people. ^ oidorcd ashore for land service, they may be 
appointed to icndezvous behind the marine banksaul (or storehouse) 
in the street leading to the Apollo gate.

At a Consultation the 38th July 3757 the President then 
infoinnng the Boaid that on consulting the chief engineer le- 
gal ding the sand-hill without the town wall and opposite the 
Banian bastion, which fiom its height and .situation might annoy 
the gamson cxtiemely m case of being attacked by the French 
on the land side, the engineer lccoinmcnded its being -levelled, 3Io 
tlieief oie pioposes oideung the major to set the militia imme- 
diately about it and that no pel son belonging to that corps be 
excused fiom tins sendee without sending a man in his loom.

At a Consultation, the 23id August 3757, the new fortification

Thiee days later (otli August 1757) a Consultation resumes : 
Having this day mustered the Honouiatjle Company ’-e covenanted 
servants and other persons belonging to the island noticed in our 
last Consultation for the better defence of the pkjee m case of being 
attacked by the French, and finding them ±o consist almost 
entuely of Europeans and no more than 91 m number, ve solved 
that they be all formed into an independent company under the 
command of Chailes Ciommehn, "William Sedgwickc, and Gcoigo 
Scott, and that whenever the attendance of those gentlemen or 
any ot them is rcquiied by the Piesulent, the next eldest cove- 
nanted seivant in standing command the company in their stead. 6 

At a Consultation held the 27th September 1757, the President 
acquaints the Board that in consequence of liis request the Nana 
(Bnlsyi Peshwa) has sent him an older to Rmnaji Pant, governor 
of the neighbouring country, for receiving the European ladies

On learning of this proof of the friendly feeling of the Marathns 
the Dirocfcois wrote 25th April 17 39 : Your complimenting the 
Nrina’s general Hainiiji Pant in the manner you did on the invita- 
tion to his daughters marriage meets with our approbation, as 
such civilities arc tho best means for conciliating the MarAthds to 
our interest. It gives us plensiuu to observe the stiong and recent 
instance of the i'i lendsliip subsisting between you and tho Mardthds 
in the Ndna’s giving an older to Runiiji Pant for receiving ami 
accommodating at Thrina the European ladies and children in case 
oi your being attacked by the Fiench. We shall depend upon your 
assmanccs for cementing and improving this good undcislaiiding 
by all fitting means.- 2 

Shortlj r aLter the Bombay Government received Nona’s friendly 
assurances (27th September 1737) the following letter legarding 
the war picpaiationsof the Fieucli (dated 25th March 1757) reached 
(27tli December) the ' President fiom the Directors : Great pre- 
paxations are making for cairying on the war between the British 
and French nations with the utmost vigour The French have 
been very industrious in fitting out an armament at Port I/Orient 
for the East Indies. It consists of twelve of the Fiench Company's 
ships to be joined by six laige ships of the lung’s and two frigates, 
on hoard of which tour thousand land forces were to be embarked 
under the command of Mr. Lally. 3 

About the same time (27th December) arrived a Despatch of 

- the Court’s, dated the 4 tli 1757, in which tho Directois write : 

- The general situation of public aliaiis so far as they affect the 
Company, and the nccessaiy directions m this time of danger, as 
well with lcspeetto the French as your concerns with the Maidthas 
and other country powers, will be communicated by the gentlemen 
of the Secret Committee to our President and the rest of tho 
Select Committee at Bombay. 1 

The Despatch continues : Your care and vigilance are not to-be 
■ confined' to your presidency. In this dangerous juncture they 
mufeb extend to the general interest of the Company wherever and 
- ‘ whenever it is in your power to be of service. For tins purpose 
a good haimdny must be kept up with our other presidencies that 
you may mutually assist each other. 6 

At a Consultation, the 21st October 1 7 57, the President lays before 
the Board translate of four French papeis intercepted yesterday 
by a patamar fiom some gentlemen at Goa and at tho Isle of

These ktleid 
ads iso that the (ii^t division of the Fiench fleet, which we suppose 
must bo the ships which passed Tellicherry the hitter end of August, 
is-anivcd 111 India , that a ‘•ccond division was expected at Mauritius 
fiom Biazil wheic they say they heard it was already* arrived, and. 
that a thud was promised to leave Fiance bet 01 e the end ol the 
year. The wntei acknowledges he does not ciedit the last division, 
and we think it highly impiobablc they could have advice of the 
second division being alieady at B 1 a 7 . 1 l. We hope there may 
be nothing but gasconade in cither the second 01 the third divi- 
sion. We have the satisfaction to pciceivc they are so greatly dis- 
tiesscd foi wheat at Mauritius that they oidei a very large quantity 
to be pm chased and sent by any means possible irom Suiat. One 
of the lettcis in cipher, dated at Mauritius 19th August last, 
addiessed to a committee of then India Compauy and strenuousty 
recommended to be foiwaided overland, is referred to the Select 
Committee to decipher it, with directions that if they fail copies 
may befotwaided to tlic Honourable the Seciet Committee and 
the Select Committee at Madras that they also may endeavour to 
decipher it. 1 

At a Consultation the 22nd November 1757 the President 
acquaints tlic Boaul that so long ns the Fiench war continues he 
thinks it proper that the town gates should be shut at boating the 
retreat, but that the wicket be kept open till the usual time. To 
obviate any inconvenience arising from this regulation lie intends 
ordering that tlic gates shall be opened to admit any gentleman and 
his company who has the parole or may be engaged with him at 
Parcll. This is appioved. 2 

On the 5th Febiuary 1757 seveial houses near Dongii Foifc 
were accidentally burnt As, if rebuilt in the same place, these 
houses would interfere with the foititications. Government ordered 
(7th Febiuaiy 1757) the Collector to take the necessniy measures 
for preventing their rebuilding. Next day a publication was 
issued inquiring all persons, who, under pretence of assrsting them, 
had lobbed the sufleieis by the late file of any effects, to deposit 
the same in the Bombay custom hou-.o on 01 befoie Saturday next, 
otherwise any person in whose possession such property might after- 
wards be found or who might be proved to have puiotiased or 
sccicted the property would be prosecuted agreeable to law. 8 

In 1757 a new issue and translation of leading publications or 
regulations was prepaied On the 15th April 1757 at a meeting of 
the Board Mcssis. Crommelin, Byfeld, and Whiteliill were appoint- 
ed a committee to inspt cfc the different publications and select certain 
of tlium for issue. 1 < 

On the 20th September following (1757) the committee laid 
befoie the Boaid such publications as in their opinion ought to bo

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renewed for preserving good older and government on the island. 
The Council agreed that the collection should be sent round to the 
members for perusing them at their leisuie. 1 

On the 2oth November after certain alterations and additions the 
publications were directed to be translated into the country languages 
and read at the usual public places. As they were bulky, and ns 
the inhabitants could not be sufficiently informed of their contents 
by one.public reading, it was ngieed that copies should be lodged in 
the Collector’s and clerk of the markets’ oilicc, and the inhabitants 
required to read them there that none plead ignoiancc thereof. 2 

In {sin at the year 1755 seems to have been quiet and prosperous. 
On the 4th May 1757 the Court write: Wc observe with satisfac- 
tion the good understanding with the Surat government, and tiust 
our affairs arc likely to be carried on at that place without tlio 
interiuption and difficulties you have expeiienced for some time 
past. All prudent measures must be used to continue and preserve 
tins tranquillity. 8 

The same Despatch (4 th Mny 1757) contains the following refer- 
ence to the result of the capture of Gheria by Colonel CH\ c (13th 
February 1756) : The umbrage which the Maiathas have taken on 
the capture and plundering of Gliena without their assistance and 
participation, bears an unpleasing aspect. We observe a treaty 
was on foot when your last adiiccs came away to accommodate 
matters. We hope it has been attended with success. If it is at 
all times greatly for the Company’s interest to be upon fiicndty 
terms with the Mariithfis, it is more pai ticulavly so in the present 
dangcious situation. In this connection wc cannot a\ oid observing 
that the President has shewn his attention to the Compcuy’s 
interest in procuring a giant from the Maiathas for excluding tiro 
Dutch from ti ailing in llieir tenitoiies. This was a great piece of 
service and meets with our entire appiobation.* 

In the same letter (4th Ma} f 1757) the Court continue: We 
shall depend likewise upon 3 T our using all prudent measuies to 
prevent the Dutch settling m the Sidi's county at Rajpuri. As 
3 'ou represent the appl 3 ’ing of some money among the Sidi’s people 
was very necessaiy on the occasion, wc do acquiesce therein as well 
as give 3 T ou a liberty of making use of this method when it is 
absolute^ necessaiy and done with the utmost frugality. 6 

The 1757 records contain a few references to the increase of the 
Com'pan 3 T ’s nulitaiy strength at Surat. A Consultation of the 
2Gth September records : The chief and factors at Surat acknow- 
ledged the receipt of our commands of the /12th by the convoy 
and advised that as soon as some Arabs which they were enlisting 
weie ready to go on board thojr should icturn such part of 
the convoy as was oiderod. That their thinking the service required

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capable officers to the chief command of our military. Still as 
those officers must be governed by the Civil Branch, we cannot 
deem our settlements in time of danger to possess that security 
they would enjoy if the military powers could operate without 
civil control. Having with great attention well weighed this 
important subject we now lay down the following rules to all our 
presidencies. To these rules you our Governor and Council must 
strictly adhere. Whensoever it shall bo jmur misfortune to liavo 
the island attached by any enemy whatever, the powers of the 
Governor and Council, so far as respects its defence, arc then 
suspended. In such circumstances the sole authority shall vest in 
our President, the Major, the Superintendent of the marine, the 
Engineer, and the next most capable military officer to bo appointed 
by the said persons. In choosing such officer, should the voices be 
equal, the Governor and Council are to appoint the person, and 
' these are to form the military government in this exigency. Who- 
ever is defective in his duty must be tiied by a general court 
martial. We further lay it down as a standing rule that, unless from 
want of ammunition and provisions, no fortification be given up 
without a breach made and until it has stood one assault. This mili- 
tary authority is to exist no longer than the enemy is before the place 
and the island is in danger. When the island is restored to safety 
this military government is immediately to dissolve. The President 
and Council arc to rc-assumc their own powers, and our afiaiis are 
to be conducted by the same authority as now exists. Should it 
ever be your misfortune to be reduced to extremities, and the said 
military power be under the necessity of compromising with tlio 
enemy, we direct that such treaty or agreement must be considered 
and digested by our Governor and Council, and receive their appro- 
bation. According to our former appointment. Colonel Lawrcnco 
is Commandcr-in-Chief under the Governors and Councils of all 
our forces in the East Indies. If therefore he shall happen to be at . 
Bombay, he is to be one of the said military government and is to 
take rank next to the Governor. 1 

Of the progress of the French war the Directors wrote on 1st 
November 1758 : The war with Franco continues witli great 
vigour. We have the pleasure of saying that by .the steady noil- 
duct of our government and the superior force and success of the 
British riiwy, that of Franco is greatly reduced and the remainder 
in a great measure confined to their ports, French commerce like- 
wise is at the lowest ebb. The only notable efforts the French 
make by sea are in tbo East Indies. There we flatter ourselves 
both from the early intelligence which all our settlements have had 
of the naval and land forces under the command of Monsr. D’ache 
and Lally and from the great los3 those forces have Buffered by 
sickness they will make no great impression. We have lately 
received intelligence from Ilha Grande at tlio Brazils that in

At a Cqnsnltation on the 3rd October 1758, it was lcsolvcd that

But wo must' 
efer sending any orders for carrying into execution the projected 
ex' ' aivc works until we have had Mr. Mace’s thoughts and projects 
upon a strict view of tho works at Bombay which we are m good 
hopes he will havo time to digest hoforo he proceeds to Bengal. 
Wo cannot avoid repeuting wluit wc have more than once fold that 
Mr. Dc Funek’s plans and projects are in general too extensive, and 
consequently with little regard to the expenses they must necessarily 
he attended with. Besides wc observe ho still continues very dilatory 
in producing his plans, those for the new works, which, ho promised 
in 1755, not having been delivered in at the close 'of tho following 
year. 

The Despatch continues : Without economy and frugality tho 
Company, may ho run to great and many unnecessary expenses in 
the Dairying on the works.. We shall therefore depend upon your 
constant attention for settling such rules and regulations from time

For neither are the manufactures . and- 
imports of Scindy a mystery to us, nor do we doubt that Scindy may 
bo made a granary to your island, as well as o source of tho 
Bupply of any number of excellent cattle. We are equally clear 
Scmdy may open new and extensive channels for tho vend of our 
woollens an object you must always cherish. At the same time we 
are sensible it has long been a fluctuating G overnment, and that the 
establishment of a Presidency “will require circumspection and judi- 
- cions conduct. If Scindy saltpetre wastes by refining to the degree 
you' mention, the waste must proceed from ignorance. _ Our late 
Chairman proeuied some Scindy saltpetre wluch cost m Scindy Ks. 4 
the pala man (80 lbs.). This underwent very careful trials here, 
and lost no more but proved equal in goodness to tho best Bengal 
saltpetre. 1

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A comparison of these rcijuucments with the amounts in store 
showed considerable deficiencies undei lice, pulse, bread, salt, firii, 
and fiiewood ’ The details me 
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These precautions of laying in stores provisions nnd necessaries, 
ns well as the other measures taken to be in readiness to defeat any 
French attack, in due course (Despatch dated 6th May 1 761) 
received the .approval of the Court ol Directors. 1 The Com t added : 
We shall expect to hear, agreeable to your assurances, that tho 
two warehouses purchased for Bs. 4000 to lodge giain in are' again 
sold when you have no fuitlicr occasion to keep them. 

In connection with the measures to meet a French attack, at a 
Consultation of the 8th July the Piesident, the Honourable Mr. 
Crommelin, laid before the select committee, nnd afterwards before 
^’c Board, a letter from Major John Fiascr, containing proposals 
tor putting the island into the best stutc of defence against an attack 
from the French. Tho letter was read and the following remarks 
entered opposite each proposal. 

To Major Fraser’s first proposal that, as the French would 
probably make a land attack on the fort the plan of tho 
fortification be immediately laid before the Board, and thc.Enginecr 
consulted thereon, the committee remark • We are equally desiious 
as the Major to have a plan of the fortification laid before the 
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Board. "With this object, on delivery of the plan sent to the 
Honourable the Court of Directors by ship Clinton the 26th 
February last {1760), the Principal Engineer was dh noted to draw 
another copy The work of preparing this copy will piobably take 
time as the Principal Engineer’s attention is so much employed in 
oveilooking the fortifications now in hand and as he deflates he 
lias known places lost by the enemy obtaining only a rough sketch 
of the foit ideations, and that on that account lie has never j*et gi\ cn 
any one a sight of the plans of Bombay. 

In legard to Major Fiaseris second proposal that all inhabitants 
of Bombay (Company’s servants excepted) be divided into seven 
parts to be obliged to work one day in seven upon the fortification 
under the direction of the Engineer at the daily pay of the common 
labourer, the heads of their own castes or other piopcr officers to 
act as overseers, the committee remarks that the Piesidcnt had 
already summoned the heads of the sevei.il castes to deliver linn 
each foi his ov'n caste a list ot the number of men and hoys above 
10 3 'cais old, with an account of their several occupations. But 
that this ordei liad not yet been carried out 1 

As regards Major Fraser’s third proposal that all private w ork 
be stopped for two or tin ee months, and that except those emploj'od 
m the marine yaid and aitillcry service, the whole carpenters 
bricklayers masons ‘smiths and other artificers now employed on 
m upon the island bo immediate]]' turned to the public works, 
the committee find alter consulting the Principal En<jinecr that 
he has not and that at this season he cannot procure enough chunam 
to employ mote bricklayers or masons than be now bas The 
Board also remark that an order stopping private bui&Jing bail 
been in force since April. 2 * . 

On Major Fiaser’s fourth proposal that no cattle or provisions 
of any kind he sent off* the island and that the number ,f.r i n"t'v s< 
ownei ship of cattle and other provisions now upon the island be 
lccorded, the committee remark Major Fraser declares that lie 
makes tins proposal because he has been informed that numbeis of 
cattle are now constantly passing across the haibour. To this, it 
is to be remarked, that at this season cattle always leave Bombay 
for grazing returning at the close of the monsoon. That any 
attempt to take an account of the cattle would alaim the inlia . itants, 
more particularly the Gentus, who aie by far the most numpio’ , s 
caste on the island. If they took fright the cattle owncis woum 
take methods of depriving us of the cattle instead of Imnging anv 
bade at the close oi the grazing season. So far as it refers to 
the cattle this pioposal is deemed improper and impolitic especially 
as in case of necessity we could easily bring all the cattle w ithm 
the walls As to other provisions that not only lias a particular 
account of them in the districts both of Bombay and Mahim been 
taken and doliveied into the Board, hut also an account of the 
strength, of the ganison and of the gin, oil, firewood and other stoics 
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required fora two mouths* siege. As to forbidding other provisions 
lfo sides cattle being sent off the island, the committee remark the 
export of all grain has been prohibited since the 31st July last 
(1759), and all suitable encouragement has been given by many 
publications for bringing every species of provisions to this place, 
a pi occdure which wc have had the pleasure to find has had a 
vci y good effect. 

Major Fraser's fifth proposal that the general stores of the 
garrison be immediatel}' strictly examined and a just account 
given of wliat is fit for seivice, lias been already carried out. 

Major Frasei’s sixth proposnl that thirty men from each of 
tlic Europe ships he scut on shore and disciplined in cose the 
service of the garrison should require them, might bo found 
difficult to put in practice as the Admiral had already carried 
away a certain number of the men. 

On the seventh proposal that all cover for the enemy within 600 
yards be immediately cleared away, the Board remark that the 
arrangements in progi ess for clearing a space of 400 yards should 
first be completed. 

Regarding the eighth proposnl that all the mortars howitzers and 
other pieces of orduancc for which we have shells and shot he 
immediately mounted and completed for service.- The committee 
ordcicd that the commanding officer of^arlillcry be required to sec 
this article forthwith obeyed if it -had not already been carried out. 

Mnjor Fraser s rdqtj^roposal was that the whole militia of the 
island bo exei^^j ,mic day in seven agreeable to the regulations 
made for purpose' when the troops were encamped at Byculla. 
On thi^rt| C committee rccoid : Wo agree to such of the militia as 
majfSjj Q deemed capable doing that duty in tlic manner the Major 
proposes _ as soon as the President has a list of the several 
castijVnnd, is able to appoint them. At the same time we must 
observe that to require the inhabitants to work one day in seven 
on the fortifications and to bo exercised second day in the week as 
militia., will he deemed a great hardship especially at this season 
when all arc employed in the rice fields. 

Major Fraser’s tenth proposal that upon the alarm guns being- 
fired 'the .whole militia of the island repair directly to Bombay 
where the military quartermaster will deliver them aTms and 
aJftmnition and there remain till thej’ - receive the commanding 
officer’s orders, as well as his eleventh proposal that a list bo made 
of all the ship’s companies now in the road as well lascais as 
Europeans with the quantity of powder, number and quality of the , 
shot on board or on shore belonging to each vessel, arc approved by 
the Committee and ordered to bo complied with. 

The twelth proposal that, in ease the enemy should appear 
before Bombay, except those attached to His Majesty’s ships and 
hospitals, all surgeons and mates with their medicine chests and 
instruments belonging to ships in the road or inhabiting .the island 
bo ordered to repair to the Company’s hospital and there attend the 
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geneial service, is also approved . Decided that smgeons and mates 
should leecive timely warning in case thcLe should prove occasion 
for this service. 

The Committee remark that the thirteenth pioposal that the 
Honourable. Company's civil servants and other European gentle- 
men inhabitants ot this island he incorpoiated and i’oim an 
independent company to assist in the defence of the island had been 
carried out m August 1757. that the company had been regularly 
(mined, but that if Major Fiaser could spate' them the services of a 
imhtaiy oificei to help the commandant Mr Byfeld lie would he 
welcome 

To Majoi Fraser’s lost pioposal that it was requisite to lay in an 
ample stock of auack to encourage the people duiing the fatigues 
of a siege, approval was given and a reference made to asecitain 
the quantity m stock. 1 

An attempt to enforce the landing and drilling of a contingent 
of acatnpiL from Captain Newton’s Ilviujhton (9th July l7li0) was 
dcpiecatcd on the ground that the men were trained and that in 
the lainy season the men weic requiicd on board. These masons 
were accepted and the attempt to enforce Mai or Fiaser’s ninth 
pioposal was abandoned 2 

In addition to these measures it was verbally arranged that a 
party of military be sent under the Principal Engineer’s direction 
to level the sand hill without the Clvuicli Gate ; pay to be allowed 
the Euiopeans at the same rate as was allowed the King’s artilleiy 
in 1756 on erecting the battery between the bandar and the fort. 
The Major to send a roll eveiy morning to the Principal Engineer 
and the Engineer to forward one every night to the paymaster, 
subscribed by lumseli 3 

At a Consultation on the 29th July ]7C0 the Board considered 
the follow ing letter from Major Fraser on the treatment of the out- 
foits : After considering the strength of the out-foits on this island, 
we are of opinion that it is not advisable to attempt to defend 
them against an European enemy. On the one hand the forts are too 
confined for the proper use of the guns, on the other hand they 
cannot he furnished with men without an undue drain on the 
garrison. We theiefore advise that at each fort altillc? ■ -■ilicers 
be appointed to survey the guns and stores so as to leave only 
enough to make the proper alarms on the approach of an cnd&oy 
and defend themselves till the}” can he suppoitcd or -withdrawn 
At the same time we recommend that .lie pay a moie paiticulav 
regai d (o tlie f oi ts of Sion and Waili, these being the places we 
judge of the gieatest consequence. These piopusals the Board

request admittance again on being denied pennission to pass oui 
army. Colonel Coofc is making piopcr dispositions to strengthen 
the blockade and establish the necessary posts against the i ains set 
in.

About a month later (31st December 1700) the Court of Directors 
write • In the course of this year it has pleased God to bless the 
British arms with most remarkable success against the Ficnch in 
all parts of the world. The most vigorous measures nrc still 
pursuing as the best, indeed as the only, means of bringing the 
enemy to equitable terms of accommodation and attaiiun^ tlmt 
desirable object a safe and honouiablo peace Although the 
geneious oveiturc made by his late Majesty last winter towards a 
congress for a pacification hns not yet produced n suitable return, 
it is hoped the distressed condition of the enemy will opciate so 
stiongly lief oie the opening of the next campaign, that they will find 
themselves under the necessity of relieving their distress by fuu-ce- 
ing to such tci ms ns .shall in their present condition be rcusonahlc. 
These however aic at present only our wishes. Wc do not find any 
ovei hires have this you been made on the part of cither nation 
We do not know of any French force proceeding to India this 
season, at 'oa,t none of any great consequence. Whenever wc can 
get an^r intelligence of tlicir intentions and motions with respect 
to t-no East Indies, we shall give you the earliest information It 
io with great pleasme wc look upon the advantages gamed over 
the enemy by the King’s and Company’s land forces upon the 
coast of Coromandel, and equally so upon the gallant behaviour of 
His Majesty's naval forces. Wo arc greatly obliged to Admiral 
oteeveus nud Colonel Cootc as also to Colonel Monson foi the 
soi vices they have rendered to the Company in their several 
departments! We have desiied the President and Council in 
rftfflfliHfc '6 Signify to those gentlemen bow truly sensible wc are of 
their incut, and this you will not fail to do, should any of those 
officers be with you on the receipt of this letter. There is the 
grealest reason to behove that the ascendancy over the enemy' both 
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In 17C0, perhaps because of the fear of a French attach, money 
■was vciy scarce in Bombay. At a Consultation belli the 12th 
February 1760, the Board agiced to deliver 11s 00,001) of goods to 
Yanjdras on leceipb fiom the shroffs of bills in favour of tho Chief 
and Council at Smut payable at par. 1 

An entry a week later suggests that on account of feai of a Fi cncli 
attack no silver was brought to the Bombay mint to be coined ami 
that in consequence the mint was practically closed At a Consult- 
ation on the 10th February 1760 the Board records* Out shroffs 
having offered to pay the Chief and Council at Smat G0.000 new 
rupees on our giving them the same nmnbci of cunenb jnpees, 
their offer is approved as we are very much distressed toi new 
money for the coast settlements. 3 

Another entry ncarty two years later suggests that the scarcity 
of money was partly due to the Mars in Upper India Minch 
culminated in the defeat of the Mardthds at Pdnipat (6th January 
1761). At a Consultation on the 29th December 1701 lead the 
follow ing petition from the coppersmiths to Government, .

murdered nr the streets, and our Chief grossly iZsuUed ™” 
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have great reason to apprehend that private views and connections 
have brought on these mischiefs. It is certain that all our late 
embroils with the Surat government have had their rise from self- 
interested motives. We ai‘c assured the promoter of these mis- 
fortunes was the Dutch broker Munch er (Mnnchnrji) a miscreant 
who, although in a foreign interest, has been most shamefully suffer- 
ed to influence all our public concerns in that citj r , and though 
ban i'- lied from our service by Air. Wake, was supported in check- 
ing and controlling the measures of our late Chiefs, Messis. Ciom- 
molin nud Ellis, till he succeeded in establishing in the govern- 
ment his creature Ali Nawriz Khan for the subversion of our affairs 
and in absolute subjection to the dictates of the Dutch. In such a 
situation, loaded with injuries and stripped of our privilege, a war 
was unavoidable. We are therefore pleased to find it finished on 
terms so honourable and advantageous. For the future see that 
3'ou give us no cause to complain that private intercourse w ifcli our 
enemies is continued to the prejudice of our interest If this is 
repeated by any of our servants, we shall deem those servants 
unfaithful dishonourable and unworthy of our service. 

As we now possess the castle of Surat, we shall here lay down 
some rules for the conduct of this important concern. The residence 
°f £•}*£ servants must bo in the castle But whether it may be 
pr-tf-tef for mercantile convenience and collecting our duties to hold 
the' factory in the castle is left to your judgment. As already 
■ mentioned we confiim Air. Spencer our Chief at Surat. Our 
experience of his prudence and discretion gives us confidence that 
under him our ordeis and regulations will be punctually enforced 
In ease of Air. Spencer’s death or departure, we give Mr. Thomas 
^ °P^ Qn *;his chiofship ; if he declines it we appoint 
MH.rt/Wyun Andiow Price. We do not apprehend any necessity 
for a liS^O garrison, as at any time they can be succouicd fiom 
Bombay. Still let there always be a rcspcctablo foicc such as will 
prevent a surprise, and secure tho castle from danger. Great order 
and severe discipline must be maintained that the soldiers arc never 
suflorcd to injure or maltreat the inhabitants. In the choice of the 
military commander no regard must be paid to seniority. The * 
commander must have temper and abilities and be esteemed by 
his people. We dwell the longer upon this head because in such a 
city many and fatal mischiefs may flow from indiscretion in tho 
commander. 
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So long as ho acts uprightly it will be your interest to keep fair 
with the governor of Surat City. At the same time in all just and 
equitable instances you must appear the merchants’ advocate and 
protector. The real and natural interest of Surat centers with the 
traders, and in defending them from oppression, you establish your 
own security. Such candid and fair behaviour will unite tho 
inhabitants in affection and respect to your government. Make no 
iH use of power, distribute justice oquaily to all. Our Chief, we are 
satisfied, will maintain the character of an upright faithful servant 
and his example we hope will inspire others with ajust 'sense of their 
duty. Should it appear that mercenary and selfish views bins any 
i? 1183 — 41 
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one to the prejudice of public measures, such, without waiting for 
orders, are instantly to be dismissed from our seivicc. As you 
value our favour, we depend that your vigilance and caic will be 
at all times exercised in freeing us fiom unavoidable embioils and 
in detecting the smallest malpractices' at Surat. 1 

On the 25th April 1760 the Court of Directors wrote: We 
observe that upon some dispute 'President Bourchiei took into liis 
own hands the power of measuiing giound. This we highly 
disapprove. The measuring of ground is our Collector’s province. 
Upon an application he issues his orders to the cldlk of the woiks 
who certifies such measurement to the Collector, when the same 
becomes regularly registered. If any disputes should arise (which 
to us seems improbably) the Governor in Council arc to determine 
the difference, 2 3 j 

The same Despatch/ continues : Wc approve the steps you have 
pursued with Captain Cameron and the late Mr. Funge (Funck). 
At the same time wve can by no means excuse our Chief in taking 
off our soldiers fjtoim their duty to employ them as tailors and 
cobblers. This^s a practice we will not suffui, The example may 
encourage inferiois to commit great abuses " 

During tjXiis time the Company’s iclation c with the MaiAthds 
continued friendly. On the 20th June 1760 Go\5nd Shivrampant 
at n . meeting with the Honourable the President and Council nt 
th.e Company’s new house, delivered an elephant presented by 
"Wana (Balip Brfjiidv, 1740-I7G1) to our Honourable Masters * 

A Consultation of the 20th August 1700 records : Some persons 
'n_jthe island having offered Its. 1000 a year to have the sole 
privilege' of impoiting and selling betel-leaf, we think the amount 
is so trifling and the risk so considerable, the farm will prove a 
hardship to the inhabitants and likewise affect the Honourable 
Company in some essential points j we judge it conducive to their 
real interest to decline the offer. 5 

On the subject of this monopoly two years later (16th Apul 
1702) the Court obseive: You did well to reject the offer of 
Us. 1000 for an exclusive privilege of selling betel -leaf. We shall 
never acquiesce in raising a revenue by any method that may he 
oppressive to the inhabitants, more particularly w hen proposed in 
so underhand a manner. 0 

An entry in the Bombay Diary of 1st October 3760 shows that 
in spite of their excellent qualities Arab sepoys wac occasionally 
troublesome : The Secretary by order of the Fiesident acquainted

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the Board that in addition to the misbehaviour of the Arab 
sepoys brought yesterday to the notice of the Board by Mr. Byfold, 
Major Fraser had this morning informed the President lie was 
afterwards- told that some of the Arabs were even loading their 
pieces when the gentlemen at muster accepted their submission. 
This made it probable they would otherwise have proceeded to ex- 
tremities. The Major having not only proposed but recommended 
to the President to get rid of such troublesome people, the 
Picsident had ordered the Secretary to acquaint the Boaid that 
with their concurrence he intended to dischargo the whole 250 
Arabs lie would accompany their discharge with some credit to 
their officers and satisfaction to the rest of the corps lest on any 
future occasion the island should otherwise be disappointed of tlicir 
service. In this proposal the Council unanimously concurred 1 

While the news of the ruin of Pilnipat (January 6th 1761) was 
on its way to them the Directors wrote (6tli May 1761): Although 
we arc satisfied it may be attended with ill consequences, still to 
preserve a good understanding with them, it may be advisable to 
allow the Maivithds to take possession of Itdjpuri. You must be 
careful to interfere no further in assisting the Sidi than may be 
really and absolutely necessary. 2 

On the 5th May 1761 trustworthy advices by Basra bringing 
word that his late Majesty George II. of ever blessed memory 
departed this life the 25th October 1760 of an apoplectic fit, 
the Bombay Council ordered that on the occasion 76 half- 
minute guns be filed from the castle; that all the principal 
inhabitants on the island be required to put themselves into deer' 
mourning for three months and afterwards to wear half mourni:.^, 
for a like space of time. The Council add: Notice of this event 
must be given to all our subordinates and a salute of 21 guns 
must be tired to-morrow at sunrise for the Prince of Wales* 
accession to the throne. It is agreed not to proclaim the Prince of 
Wales till more authenticate advices are received. 5 

At sunrise next morning (6th May 1761), agreeable to yesterday's 
resolution 76 half minute-guns were fired from the fort and 20 
from every ship in the road. The garrison wns likewise ordered 
under arms and fired three volleys the drums colours and officers* f* 
spontoons (half -pikes or halberts) being put into mourning. At 
noon a royal salute wns fired from every ship in the road and the 
guns all round the town were discharged on account of the Prince 
of Wales’ accession to the throne. 4 

On the 16tli April 1762 the Court of Directors wrote : It is 
very agreeable to us to find that you have prevailed upon a shroff 
belonging to Tarvari’s house to settle upon the island. Every 
encouragement you give to merchants to come amongst you will 
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always meet with our approbation. We hope this single instance 
will incite o tliers to follow his example. 1 * 

The Diary for 1762, under date Sunday 7th November, lecords : 
A very violent gale of wind doing considerable damage to the small 
craft in and about the harbour, blowing down great quantities of 
‘cocoanut trees, and in other lespects greatlj r damaging most ot tlic 
oaits and houses on tlie island.- 

The destruction and injury to cocoa trees formed the subject of 
a petition fiom the oait-holdcis foi a i emission of assessment. Of 
this petition audthe consequent inquiry and settlement the Bombay 
Government gave the following account in a lettci to the Couit ol‘ 
Diiectois dated 25th Maxell 37G4 : On the Utli June the fosindetrs 
of Bombay and Miiliim delivered us a petition wbercin they set 
toith the great loss they sustained by tlie storm in November 1762 
and on that account desired to be released fiom the tax. In conse- 
quence ot tliis we ordered the Collectoi to make enquiry and repoit 
to us what deduction of tax would be reasonable. Again, on tlie IGtli 
August, the oart-faimeis delivered us another petition desiring 
consociation on account of this storm. The whole matter was 
i cferred to tlie Committee of Accounts who on tlic 3rd Januaiy 
(17G1) lcpoited that tlie estimate of the loss calculated by tlic 
vcreadoTcs amounted to Its. 14,332-3-9. In the Committee's opinion 
it was impossible for the vercadores or any set of people to calculate.- 
the teim of ycais ti ccs shall remain fruitless after such a stoim 
The Committee recommended that, on the fourth sort of tiees, tlic 
farmers should have a proportionable abatement of tlicir tax for 
.tlic first six months after the storm, for one year on tlic first second 
and third sorts, and a proportionate deduction in then* annual lent 
-for tlie trees blown down. As this settlement lcduced tlio damage 
from Rs 1 +.332-3-9 to Rs. 8300, it was approved and oulorcd to 
he earned out. We hope it will satisfy the farmcis. If not, the verea- 
doies will ho ordered from time to time to suxvey tlie oaits that 
should it be necessary a piopoitionable additional abatement may be 
made. 3 

This settlement by no means satisfied the Board of Dircctois 
On the 22nd Maich 1763 the Court write to Bombay Wc 
obseivc the farmers of the oaits petitioned the Boaid for an allow- 
ance on account of tlicir sufferings by a .storm in 1762, and after 
taking the same into consideration you allowed them Rs. S300. 
This appears to us a very laige sum As youi making such a pic- 
ccdent may he very prejudicial to our intoicst in futuic, we expect 
you vs ill explain youi motives for this transaction moie fully to us 
in your next advices.'* 

In a letter of the 3rd March 1762 the Court of Dircctois write : 
•You were infoimed by our last letter that the negotiation for a

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peace between Great Britain and Franco was entirely broken off. 
It was therein also intimated that there was too much reason to 
apprehend a war would break out with Spain. This event accord- 
ingly happened. On the 4tli of January (1762), war was declared 
in London against the King of Spain. The motives for this measure 
will appear by His Majesty’s declaration, dated at St. James’s, the 
2nd of the same month, which you will herewith receive. Yon are 
accordingly to cause the said declaration to he proclaimed at Bom- 
bay and its dependencies with tho solemnities usual on such an 
occasion This information must put you on your guard to take 
all proper measures for the security of our navigation against any 
attempts of this now cnemj'. In particular you must give the 
necessary orders and cautions to the commanders of all our home- 
ward bound ships to be well on their guard and avoid touching at 
any Spanish ports during the whole course of their voyage. It is 
further necessary .to inform you that relations with the Dutch 
nation are at present so critical that wc should not he surprised if 
they take some unjustifiable measures to our prejudice in the Bast 
Indies, particularly in Bengal, In these circumstances you cannot 
he too watchful to prevent any dangers apprehended from the 
Dutch. 1 


On the 10th of August (17G2) the several European and native 
inhabitants, agiccablc to the summons sent thorn for that purpose, 
being assembled upon the Green, the Board also repaired thither at 
9 o’clock in the morning when all the troops in the garrison bciug 
under arms, the Secretary mounted on horseback, read His 
Majesty’s declaration of war against Spain. After this the Board 
proceeded to the Bandar. 9 

On the Sth August 17G2 read the letter and accompanying papers 
received last night (7tli August 1762) from the President and 
Council for military affairs at Madras, advising us of a proposed 
expedition against Manilla and desiring us to afford all possible 
assistance m men, vessels, stores, and apparatus. After considera- 
tion it is decided to hold in readiness as mnuy men ns our situation 
will admit. Also one bomb-vessel, '1000 barrels of gunpowder, 
and such flat-ljottCmed boats as aro finished. In the meantime we 
shall hope to receive farther advices how far it may be expedient 
to prosecute this expedition while the French are in possession 
of the islands. Also whether the withdrawing forces from India 
on so distant an expedition will not expose the settlements to the 
enemy’s attacks. 


About the 20th Juno 1763 the President received by 'Aleppo and 
Basra a letter from tlie Court of Directors dated 30th November 
1/62, informing him that on the Sth instant one of the Kinsr’s 
messengers arrived at the office of the Earl of Egrcmont -His 
Majesty s Principal Secretary of State, with tho instruments of

A year later (3rd April 1764) tire Diicctois continue: AVc aie 
Foiiy to find theic is reason to complain of the continued decrease of the 
customs and duties at your Presidency dining the years 1761 to 1702. 
This, deci ease as you advise us is owing to the general decay of trade 
and the unsettled state of the counti y. As the peace now established 
in Eiuope must be productive of good effects for the commoice of .

In one respect the disturbed state of the Deccan was not unfavour- 
able to Bombay. 

At a Consultation, the 31st May 1763, Government remaik: 
As the Moghal, that is the Nizrim's army, has entirely destroyed 
Poona 2 many of the piineipal traders have asked and received permis- 
sion to repair hither with tlioir families. As our Honourable Masters 
have frequently recommended us to give all suitable encouragement to 
, people of substance resorting to this island, it is ordeicd that a publica- 
tion be issued signifying that all persons who may repair hither shall 
enjoy the same privileges as other inhabitants, and be peimittcd to 
purchase lands or houses from any persons they think proper. This we 
hope will induce many substantial subjects of the neighbouring 
countries to resoit under onr protection. 3 

This measure was approved by the Court who write (22nd 
March 1765) : Wc approve the measure you took in inviting the 
inhabitants of Poona to settle at Bombay. 1 Though upon this 
occasion the Mar&thas are said to have prevented any rich 
merchant leaving Poona, Bombay seems to have gained important 
additions as it is noticed that by 1764 the population had increased 
to 60,000. 5 

In the years of war and expectation of war (1761 and 1762) 
the fall in revenue was accompanied by an increase in charges. 
On the 3rd April 1764 the Directors write to Bombay: It is 
with concern we find ourselves disappointed in the expectations 
you gave us that your charges would be decreased. By your 
general books it appears that in the course of last year charges 
have been considerably increased. Still wo observe that tbj;. 
increase is for the most part in consequence of the late war. "We 
therefore laise no objection beyond earnestly recommending to you 
to take advantage of the peace to reduce your charges within due 
bounds. 0 

The diary of the 18th November 17G3 has this entry: A Court 
of Admiralty was this day held on the people belonging to the 
Royal Admiral who attempted to carry off that ship out of Surat 
road. At this Court Andrew Pope, W. Bruce, and T. Moore were 
convicted of piracy and condemned to bo banged as the law directs.

freighted ships, may impoifc gold or silver in specie or bullion from 
the -East Indies, free of duty and all other charges, the freight of a 
quai ter pci cent to the commanders excepted. The exportation of 
the said specie or bullion from Bombay is to be made under your 
license and register, in the same manner as is practised in respect to 
diamonds, except that the exporter is to he free from all duties and 
chai'ges thereon.

As Mj Dow to whom we have given 
a, military appointment is well versed in the knowledge oi the 
Oriental Languages, Ins talents limy be of great utility to the 
Company m the Gulf of Persia, or on othei occasions. We theic- 
loie stiongly recommend to you that notwithstanding his militaiy 
appointment you avail yourselves of ins abilities whenever it may 
be ncccssaiy to translate from or negotiate in those languages * 

Outlie 31st March 1709 the Directors write* It has happened 
of late years that among many natives of India who have been 
sent to England ns servants to gentlemen or their families return- 
ing home, several, entirely foi saken by the persons who engaged 
them and tlicioby left m veiy destitute circumstances, have 
applied to us to lctuiu at the Company’s expense on board their 
ships. This we have been induced to giant not onlj r on account of 
then gieat distress but to prevent reflections on us" in this i expect 
from the people of India. In order therefore to remedy these 
gnevauccs you are hereby directed not to permit any poisons 
whatever, on ictuming to England, to take with them a native of 
India without giving security for every buck native in the sum of

On the 31st March 1760 the Court writes: The importation of 
silk appealing to us of the gieatesfc consequence, as well for the 
benefit of th<* Compn ny as a national object, we have again taken 
this branch of trade under our consideration We aic of opinion 
that if the troubles at Busline make it impracticable to procure silk 
there, that you strongly recommend the agent of Basia to attend 
to this business As a further motive to attain this end wo permit 
you to inciease the price as far as Rs. 90 the man. If you can procure 
us a considerable investment, wo even authorise you to extend it to 
one hundred. As the first and third sorts afford the largest profits 
we dc.su c you will send as little as possible of the other soits, talcing 
them only as a means of procuring the fimt and third. 2 

On the 30th June 1700 the Court of Directors wiote: Though 
fiom the beginning we have seen with gicat concern the war with 
Haidar Naik and disappioved it as being contrary to the opinions 
we entertain ol‘ the Company’s true interests m respect to the 
counti y powers, yet so long as the war continues it is the duty 
of our several presidencies to co-operate to the utmost in order as 
soon as possible to force the enemy to reasonable terms of peace. 
The shameful behaviour of the gainsonleft at Mangalor lias done 
grievous mischief by encouraging Haidar Ndik and liis tioops. 
You should have endeavoured to repair that disgiacc by some fresh 
expedition against Iris possessions upon your coast. The state of 
your forces docs not appear to us so weak as to disable you m 
the mannei you represent, nor do the principal officers give any 
such opinion. It is tiuo that Colonels Campbell and Keating i'll 
considering the state of your works give an opinion what should be 
the number of the garrison for their defence in case of attack by 
a regular army. This does not .imply that such a garrison should 
remain for ever within the walls, nor docs the nature of our 
service admit of such calculations We hope our servants at 
Madras have before this seen an opportunity of making peace upon 
reasonable terms If Haidar Naik refuses to hearken to reasonable 
terms our‘ three picsidcncies must co-operate vigorously to reduce 
him. At the same time considering the Morathas as the most 
dangerous growing power in India, we shall be very sorry to add to 
their strength by the total defeat of Haidar N.iilc, who has hitherto 
been a strong check upon their ambitious views. We wish him 
therefore to remain an in dependent power in amity with us, and wo 
hope in time ho will consider that his own interest points this out. 
If once ho lets the Maratlifis get a footing in the My sor country, under 
a pretence of assisting him against the English, they will not rest 
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.... they are masters of tlic whole. The whole fcenour of oiu* 
letteis to 3 *on and the othci presidencies will show you that we .up 
rather jealous of the Maratlia power. We have sought to continue in 
peace with them, and to keep up a friendly intei com se. If they 
think fit to take a hostile pait against us, to send you insulting 
messages, and to brave 3 our port with their grabs, it is time to 
take vigoious ineasuies for preserving that respect which we have 
hitherto held 011 your side of India. When you wrote yom lettci 
of the 13th December giving an account of the Mni.itlm fleet 
ciuising off the haibour and of the insolent answer of Viftfji Pant, 
you had ships in your harbour luoie than sufficient to have 
destroyed lus fleet or biought him to a more becoming and explicit 
declaration Also when Madhavrao informed you that his design 
was to demand the chaufh from the Nabob of Arcot, preset ring at 
the same time tlic utmost goodwill towards the English, you should 
have told lnm that those two things were incompatible, that the 
Nabob of Arcot was, ns ho knew, m firm friendship and alliance 
with the English, and that any demand made upon him at the head 
of an army laying waste his countiy would be answered by the 
English foi-es in all parts of India who never would sulfei a 
people under their protection to be distressed and plundcied 011 
any- pretence whatsoever. That accounts should he settled between 
their respective agents ill the usual manner, and if anything was 
due fiom the Nabob of Aicofc, your good offices should be cmplo 3 -od

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loflcct upon the attacks which arc most likely to be made upon it, 
and to endeavour to discover the best means of making the town 
defensible in the shortest time considering the present situation ot 
its winks. The best attack upon Bombay is unquestionably from 
the sea. Troops under cover of a heavy well-supported fire from 
shipping, may land between the Dock Bastion and the Bandar 
Batten’, and between the north-east curtain of the castle and the 
old Mandvi Bastion. This space of about one thousand yards is 
almost totallj’’ unpiovided with fire, and for about half the distance, 
namely from the fort to the end of the wall near Moody's house, 
there is no impediment in their way. A ship laid in a line with 
the old M.indvi Bastion may take the whole north front in enfilade, 
and all the works from the line of communication at the salient 
angle of the Bazdr Gate Ravelin to the ridge of Dongri in reverse. 
V cssels laid between the Dock and Bandar Piers will enfilade the 
greatest part of the Dock Bastion, its curtain, the gorge .of the 
Hoj-al Bastion, and the south face of the Apollo Gate Ravelin. 
They will also flank the north-east and south-west sides of the 
castle and take flic north-west front in reverse. Vessels laid in 
line with the south-south-east face of the Royal Bastion will 
enfilade the whole south fiont almost to Stanhope Bastion and the 
north-east face of the Dock Bastion. If this town should not l»e 
attacked from the sea but the enemy determine upon an attack by 
land, it is for obvious reasons impossible to suppose them so ill- 
conducted ns to attempt a landing to the southward of the town or 
on Golnba. Neither can we suppose tlmt they will attempt a 
landing to the wcstwaid of the town on account of the locks and 
shoal water in Back Baj’ as well as for want of a sufficient space 
to make their appi oaclies and ninny other reasons. In short one 
may \ enture without much presumption to prophesy that if an 
enemy determines upon an attack by land cither to the southward 
or wcstwaid of the town, and if the garrison behaves tolerably well, 
they will never take the town. From the Dock Bastion therefore 
to the Moor’s Bastion one may pronounce this town free from even 
the possibility of an attack by land, and yet this’ is the only part 
of the fortifications of Bombay that at this moment is in a tenable 
condition. Little also is wanted in all this extent but to mount the 
guns in the lunettes of the Apollo Gate Ravelin, and to repair the 
wooden platforms which at present are almost all broken. From 
the Moor's Bastion lound to the old Mandvi Bastion the old works 
aie in a very weak and ruinous condition, and incapable of any 
good defence against anything like a spirited attack The ditches 
ami covered way of the Hodges and Cumbciland Ravelins are 
unfinished, in many parts not even begun, and there arc no bridges 
of communication between these outworks and the place. The 
rampait for much the greatest part from the Church Gate round 
to the old Mdndvi Bastion is ruinous. Some part of the work last 
done has only a 1 cretin enthnd the retaining wall of the parapet with- 
out being filled up. - The ietainiug wall which was begun lately has 
been stopped, and, on in daylight, the terrcpleinc is for a consider- 
able space not passable for more than one man in front. In some 
parts of the rampart the earth has given way so much for want of

tlio retaining wall that one discharge would inevitably drive ‘the 
gun off the rampart The ditch m many parts is not at this 
moment hnee deep. The guns in many paits of the works on tins 
side are of too small calibre, and m geneial the gun-can iages and 
platforms are in very bad order and want immediate lepair. The 
houses that wcie ordered to be pulled down aic most of them still 
standing, and it is impossible to move hoops or guns either upon 
the lampait or behind it for any distance from the Chuich hate 
all the way lound to the old Mdndvi Bastion. From the Lazar 
Gate to the old Mdndvi Bastion the top ot the paiapct is lent and 
m some parts of the Piincess’s curtain the ditch is dry From the 
old Mrindvi Bastion to the end of the wall near Moody’s house on 
the north-north-east side of the town the works have never been 
finished, and though there be a very good wall with butti esses 
where bombproof lodgments may easily and speedily be made toi 
the tioops, yet in its present situation it answtis very little good 
pui pose of defence, there being no parapet to it. 

It is laid down as a rule that the ncaier the works come to the 
body of a place, the higher they should bo. Here it is the 
1 averse, foi the new ravelins aic considerably higher than the 
curtains they are made to cover, and the doctnnc ot leciproeal 
defence between the various voiks of this place seems to have been 
foigottcn iu the constiuction of many of them Notwithstanding 
tho" enounous suras which have been expended on the fortifications 
ot it, this place appeals at this moment jurt as defenceless ns the 
Chief Engincci ot Bengal thought it m October 1768 His voids 
aie : " At this instant this loitiess labouis under the greatest 
disadvantage that cvci attended a fortification M In the next 
paiaginpli of the same letter he declares " Bombay is at this 
instant so inseeuie and so open that it is capable of being assaulted 
at any hour in the night with tho loss of very few lives to an 
enemy,” It is with infinite loluetance that we differ fiom so 
lespcctable an authority as Licutcuant-Colouel Campbell in a matter 
immediately in his department as an engmcci, but we are obliged* 
to say that his reasons for leaving that side of Dongn Foit next 
to the town open aic by no means satisfactory to us. It is evident, 
that m then present 'situation or in any situation m which they 
can be put for a year to come, the woiks on.Dongii do not add to 
tho defence of the town On the conti ary m case of an attack they 
would haiass and emban ass the garrison most exceedingly, if wc 
suppose any militaiy akill in the enemy that attacks oi any know- 
ledge of tho state of the works. To evciy other inconvenience 
attending this place in its present condition must be added the 
absolute want oi bombpioof casemates for the gainson to lestin. 

Having thus briefly stated tlfe defects in the defence of this 
place, it becomes necessary to try how far they may by any means 
m our power be lcmedicd To pi event an enemy landing under 
covei ot the file of shipping on the cast side of the town, a sufficient 
quantity of stiong chevaux do frieze, shod with iron should be 
got lendy to bo laid from tho Dock Bastion to the old filandvi 
Bastion. This will tluow 41 great obstacle in the way of troops 
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• landing to assault the town on this side. Heavier guns should he 
planted on the cast bastion of the Castle. The parapets of the Two 
Gun and the Moody Bay batteries should be immediately repaired. 
Part of the wood now lying behind the Mdndvi and Mulla’s house 
should be' moved into the open space behind the unfinished wall 
between Moody’s house and the old Mdndvi Bastion. The top of 
this wall should be raised and some embrazures for heavy cannon 
might soon be made at the bottom of it. The wood now tying 
behind the Mdndvi is of that sort that it might be turned to many 
good purposes in case of a siege, and might very speedily make 
barracks for the soldiers, not much if at all inferior to bombproofs. 
As there is gicat want of bombproof places in the fort for keeping 
and making up ammunition, the arches of the new buildings should 
be turned immediately. This may be done in a short time as the 
frames are read}' fixed Vessels fitted as hrulotts or fireboats 
.should he kept at the Mdndvi Bandar, Moody’s Bay, and marine 
yard, which with the help of the wind or tide might considerably 
annoy an enemy either in his ships or in an attempt to make a 
landing. If the outwork round Dongri as far as the Bazar Gate 
be finished, that part when guns are mounted will be equally 
tenable with the other works of the place. This is so far advanced 
that it may be finished soon and the other bands at present at work 
on Dongri lull may be employed in securing the east side of Dongri 
(which is at present open and exposed to the fire of shipping), in 
repairing the old works, and finishing those which have been built 
some time. The covered way befoie Hodges and Cumberland 
Ravelins should be finished without delay. Bridges should be 
made between these works and the body of the place, and the ditch 
should be dug. Guns also should he mounted as soon as possible 
on these ravelins and proper stores laidin them. We arc persuaded 
that if an enemy comes against this place and does not attempt to 
assault it from the sea, the attack can he made nowhere else with 
so gieat a probability of success as on the north or north-west side. 

• The rubbish with which the ditch is in many places almost filled, 
should be removed as soon as the season will allow the ditch to be 

B cleaned. The cocoanut trees to the north-west of the town should 

• be cut down immediately, and the many holes and pits in the 
glacis on this side should be filled up. 

We shall proceed with our survey agreeable to the Honourable 
Company’s orders as fast as possible and shall in future make our 
survey regularly every three months and report to your Honour. 

_ On considering this letter the Board resolve that the • President 
give the Engineer directions agreeable thereto. 1 

About a month later (26th July 1771) on perusing letters 
from the Select Committees utBengai and Madras^ and on observing 
from tbe Madras letters that a war with France is probable, the 
Select Committee in their Consultation of 26th July 1771,- remark 
that all the orders necessary for putting Bombay into as good a 
posture of defence as is in their power have already been given. 
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That the new worth may he made defensible in as shoit a time ns 
possible, it is resolved that five bundled men moic ho retained tor 
the pm pose who with those at present in pay must he employed 
on such works as are dircctlj’ necessary. 1 

At a Consultation on the 6th August icad a petition fiom Gopalji 
Angua to the President and Council, lcpre^rntiug he « as a gi.ind- 
son of Rauhoji Angria, and that his father and ho had been ill- 
treated by his uncle Tulap , praying tor shelter for himself and liis 
family, and promising, should the need aiise, that he would iaise

Wuaic 
the more inclined to hope that Alddhavr&v may 1 »p pi evaded -on to 
code to us the islands as the tribute he receives fiom them i?i nob 
so considerable, but that we may be able to offer in exchange what 
he may deem an equivalent for such cession 4 

At a Consultation the 21st Januaiy 1771 read a letter fiom the 
Clerk ot the Peace to the President and Council, dated Bombay Town 
Hall, 18tli Januaiy 1771 * His Mnjestj T \s Justices at the la^t Qu.n ter 
Sessions assembled, have directed me to represent to your Honom 
that having taken into consideration the gicafc damage done both to 
buildings and merchandise by the very gieatnumbei of rats on the 
island, they propose a gratuity oE one double pice be allowed lor 
each rat caught and produced to the sitting justice as a means of 
lidding the place of those l cry pernicious animals.

At a Consultation the lGth April 1773 read the following letter 
fiom Mr. John Watson, Superintendent, to the President and 
Council, dated Bombay 29th Maich 1773 : As I differ in opinion 
from the other membcis of the Committee of Defence who wci e 
appointed to take into consi delation the garrison necessary for the 
works of this town and its foi tifientions, if it should bo attacked, 
and as I think that the number in the statement" I have the 
honour now to lay before you is the lowest that can be estimated 
to give tolerable security to evciy pait and oppose two attacks 
made by an active enemy, that I might be better able to point out 
iny ideas on this very important subject I have considered the 
number of troops and military men necessary for each woik 
distinctly -with the nature of their duty and reliefs. The number 
diffcis much from that proposed by Colonel Campbell, and also 
fi om that by Colonel Goidon to whose superior judgment in these 
matters I would over pay the greatest deference, and hope that 
what I have here offered will not he considoied as picsumption in 
me but to proceed entiiely from my duty and obedience to your 
commands. If an attack is made on the north front of J'\nt 
George, I presume it will bo generally necessary to have one-third 
of the infantry in each of its works on the ramparts nnd in the 
covcicd way ready to fire upon the enemy and oblige them to 
make their approaches under cover, and that these shall be relieved 
every two hours or as the commanding officer shall think proper, 
which are twenty men in each work to fire upon the enemy or 
assist the working of the artillery, which will be found very 
fatiguing if a brisk fire is kept up. The men in the north front 
and m the Bazar Gate and Bunco's Bastion are I think as few as 
can be put there for their defence, nnd to annoy the onemy. The 
a PP°^ n ^ c ^ ^ 01 ’ Cumberland Ravelin, Banian Bastion, 
and Hodges Ravelin, being supposed near one of the attacks, must 
have one-third of their infantry on constant duty ready to fire 
upon the enemy's approaches. I have inci cased tho number in the 
uhurch Gate Kavelin as the redoubt and covered way are to be 
supported from it, and to opposo th,e danger there may be of tho 
enemy s pushing m at that gate with our troops when an assault 
is made on the covered way or redoubt. As only 400 men aic 
a owed for the covered way, the duty will be very severe upon 
lem, as. at least 200 of them will be obliged to keep up a constant 
re to hinder or annoy tho onemy in carrying on their works, 
more particularly in the night when a constant firo must be kept 
up over that part of tlie Esplanade towards tlie enemy. 

I think tlie allotment for works not attacked cannot be lessoned 
as there arc scarce more men appointed to them than arc necessary 
for sentinels and their reliefs, as in tlio night two sentinels should be

I "will suppose that they may have craft sufficient to make the first 
debarkation, 6000 men, officers included, complete, and to bring with 
them twelve pieces of field artillery and pi oportionable ammuni- 
tion The next thing to he considered is the coast of the island. 
Between Fort George and Mdzgaon small fort, distance about two 
miles, is a good beach for boats to land at high water ; but the sea 
is so filled with locks and shoals that no frigates can approach 
nearer than one mile from the coast j consequently Ligates cau give 
jio cover to the boats. Between Mdzgaon small foit as far north as 
gjiftdila (near the Fi cie reclamation), distance about one and a half 
lSifcs, the laud is easy, and frigates may at high water in some 
parts approach near enough to the shore to fire grape and cvcry- 
whei e to fire round shot Between Cundila and Suri (Siwri), distance 
about one mile, is good lauding at high water, but no frigates can 
go so high up to give cover to the boats on account of the shallow- 
ness of the water, and the boats would be under the fire of Smi 
Foi t No frigates can proceed higher up the bay Between Suri 
and Sion boats may laud out of gun-shot from cither place ; the 
laud is low and muddy covered with brush and intcisocted with 
muddy channels made by the water, and scarce passable but at low 
water, and even this must he fatiguing to troops marching with 
nrtilluiy, and very inconvenient for forming on. Between Sion and 
Mslhim the landing is easy hut boats must pass close to the foits 
under a heavy fire either way. Between Mslhim and Warli the 
landing is easy, but coming into the river by Warli they must pass 
under a constant fire fiom that fort, and will suffer a distant fiic 
fiom the forts of Warli and MYdiim from their entrance into tlio 
river to their landing in the bay which is very shallow. From 
Waili to tlio Bicach the coast is surrounded with sharp rocks, and 
a heavy swell gencially rolls on the coast which would xender.it 
dangerous to boats approaching in the calmest weather, 'and very 
difficult when the sea runs high as many of them must inevitably 
be destioyed, and the ammunition ruined if the troops should get sale 
on shore. Between the Breach and Malab&r Point the coast is much 
the same as between Waili and the Breach, consequently subject 
to the Same difficulties to an enemy, - Between Malabdr Point and 
the Point of Old Woman’s Island, though there is good landing all 
round. Back Bay is closed up with rocks so that nothing but iToats 
can pass or repass on that hay, Cbnscquently troops landing can 
receive no cover from shipping. Ar, legards Old Woman’s Island, the 
only remaining pai t of the coast, the south-east side is easily accessible 
under cover of their ships, their men and stores may there be landed 
with little difficulty, and you cannot give them much opposition. 
Although I ain very sensible of my inexperience in treatino on 
military subjects, I will here be^lcavo with due submission to 'offer 
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my sentiments how cvci ywhci e except at Olfl Woman’s Inland, which 
is under cover of all their ships, an enemy may be greatly impeded 
if not totally frustrated in foicing a landing The next place conve- 
nient for landing is between Mdzgaon house and Sui 1 Bay' as 
their f ligates may thcie conic within a mile t of the shoic for 
king the tioops 1 liavc observed that Wwm high watci 
ih’ark amongst the locks and mud mangrove tiees glow in scveial 
paits, and where they grow boats cannot appioach the shore nt high 
water and as their loots are interwoven with each othei, footmen 
would find the gicatest difficulty to sciamblc through them at low 
water Such a plantation on this part of the island between 
- Manekji’s IIill and Sun, which is about tluec miles, would m a few 
years piovc an inaccessible bamcr, ami other means might be tiled 
on the , shoic to lender landing still more difficult Tioops landed 
between Sun and Sion null be at least three miles from then ship- 
ping, so that the first division must lcmain at least an hom on 
slioi c without any succour or relief, m winch tune they might be 
attacked labouring under every disadvantage This low giound 
might also be made very difficult by planting more mangioves and 
widening or deepening the ciecks with which it is intersected. All 
this, I presume, may bo done at a vciy small expense, by such 
means as these y-ou will confine the enemy to certain places foi 
landing and those not tiee from gicat difficulties. 

I will beg leave to suppose that our force consists of 1500 
Emopeans, two thousand sepoys, tluce hunched artillciy and tlnee 
thousand militia, and thiee lmndicd seamen and five hundred 
lascars Each of our fotts to have 20 Europeans ->0 sepoys and 
100 militia, and the upper forts in propoition, the wlinlc to 
amount to 100 Europeans, three hunched sepoys, and five hundied 
militia to lie as scouts all lound the island to give infounatton of 
the enemy’s motions. The town to be guauled by the seamen, one 
hunched artillery, five hundied militia, and two hundied lascais 

A camp might be ioimed about Byculla consisting of Euro- 
peans 1100, sepoys 1700, militia 1000, artillery 1 50, anil lascais 
300, total 4550 with 30 pieces of field aitillcry. Tins encampment 
■will be ready to march on the least warning, being ncaily central 
to meet any enemy before they can be woll ioimed, while they mo 
scantily furnished with every necessary and not lccovcicd fiom 
the fatigues of thfl voyage. Wheicas this body of troops arc flesh, 
furnished with everything necessary, aided by a numeious mtillcjy 
and lemfoiecd eveiy moment by tioops iiom the other paits 
distant from ivlicie the enemy may land This body can maicli to 
the most distant part of the island m a little moio than an horn’s 
time. Under these circumstances I presume they are capable to beat 
the number thus supposed the enemy can land as they can meet 
thorn almost at setting theii feet on shore Should you be appnsed 
of tlicir approach you will then doubtless have a larger body of" 
tioops entertained, and should the garrison he complete, you will bo 
able to check, if not destroy, their whole body coming on shoic 
Should the enemy bo defeated m foicing a lauding on this island, 
and land their aimy on Old Woman’s Island which they may do in 
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safety, yet linos ancl intrenchmcnts niay be formed to occupy 
Menuham’s Point, the most distant part of which is but six hundred 
yards from your works. To get possession of this ground will cost 
the enemy a great number of lives, and as it does not furnish space 
to cover a strong or large body of men, and is impossible to bo J 

Miccouicd from Old Woman’s Island at high watei, they 
attacked to the greatest advantage. If they draw up out j of -their*" 
trenches, they are exposed to a heavy fire of grape fiom the artillery 
on the walls, and must be cut oft"; nor can they escape but by 
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swimming. 


The duty I owe to my superiors’ commands, joined to my 
attachment to the interests of my Honourable Employers, have 
pie vailed ove'r that diffidence that 1 have of my abilities and 
knowledge in these matteis and engaged me to offer my sentiments 
so particularly on this subject. 1 wish they may lie of any service 
towards the safety of the town and island, and beg leave to submit 
tlio whole to your remarks and consideration. 1 

Tlio following arc details of the garrison proposed for the defence 
of Bombay and its outworks : 

Fioposcrl Bombay Wat Ganisnn, 1773. 
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Tho above letter anil two accompanying papers being road, tho 
whole Buard agreed in 01 dor that the information they contained 
might be kept secret, that they should be entered ill the diary of 
this CoininitLce. Tho Committee therefore ordered that they should 
be entered in this place . 1 

In their letter of 1 st April 1772 the Court write: As the obtain- 
ing a competent knowledge of the sens hot ween the Maldives aud 
Madagascar would bo attended with groat benefit, and as many of 
tho vessels belonging to onr marine at. Bombay lie in harbour dur- 
ing tlio rainy season, wo therefore direct as tho incans of employing 
them to advantage and of contributing to tho lieajth and improve- 
ment of tho people that when their services may not bo othenvi&o 
called for you send some ot the Company’s vessels and ketches to 
explore those seas for theimprovemontof navigation and the correction 
of the charts now in use. An able draughtsman or two must also 
be sent on such surveys aud examinations to communicato tho result 
of their observations. To assist tho persons who may bo employed on 
this service wo enclose the copy of a paper lately delivered to us 
by Sir. Alexander Dalrymplc containing his sentiments concerning 
the measures which ought to bo pursaed the fiist 3 -car of proceeding 
on this undci taking together with such remarks as have been made 
by different navigators passing through these seas . 2 

On the same subject thiee years later the Court write (12Ui April 
1775) : In our letter of tho 1st April 1772 we gave directions for 
employing some of our vessels in exploring tho navigation of tho 
seas between the Maldives and Madagascar. Upon tins subject wo 
have no other information than what you ndviso us in your IctLor 
datod tho 23rd November 1772. This is by no moans satisfactory 
to us as no mention is made whether you intendud to pursuo tho 
measure. We therefore require you if you shall have declined it to 
resume the same and transmit us charts of all discoveries which 
may he made, together with copies of the journals of the vessels 
which shall be employod on that service . 3 

In their letter of 11 th February 1774 the Court write to tho 
Bombay Government: In con&cquonco of your neglect to take from 
Mr. Cooper who came homo pussenger on tho Godfrey tho bond

This was intended to put a 
stop to tlmt avidity of gam winch appe.uod among the inniinc 
lieutenants who in several instances had actually saciificcd tlio 
public sei vice to tlieir own emolument. As we have leaxon to con- 
clude that tlic settlement of this matter upon smother tooting will 
be attended with benefit to tiade and advantage to the son ice, tho 
following regulations aio established respecting the rates to bo 
paid for convoys 

That tho captains of all cruizcrs proceeding eithei toovfiom Surat 
or to the soutlnvaid oE Bombay shall as hitherto bo entitled to tho 
money collected fiom all boats or vessels proceeding imdci their 
convoy provided they do not collect nioi o than the undermentioned 
established rates. That the mouoy collected for convoy by all 
lieutenants m eqmraaud of g'alivats or other vessels whether belong- 
ing to the Bombay or Surat establishment piocecdmg toSuiat must 
immediately after their arrival bo paid to the purser of the murine 
at Surat, who at tho close of each season must lemit the amount to 
tho superintendent in Bombay with the accounts of it.

after the rate of one quarter of a rupee for every khnvdt agreeable lo 
the number of hhandw specified in tlioir pass. No convoy may on 
any prcfcnce be afforded to any boat or vessel unless it is furnished 
with an English pass and colours. 1 


At a Consultation, the 28th November] 774, the President acquaints 
the Select Committee that he lias called this meeting to lay before 
them a letter dated the 3Lst October, received yesterday from Mr. 
Hubert Henslmw who at present resides at Goa Mr. Henslunv's 
letter gives an account of the military and marine force lately 
arrived at Goa from Poitugal, and of the intention of the Portu- 
guese speedily to attempt the recovery of the dominions they 
tonnerty possessed to the noithward of Bombay and particularly 
ot the island of halsctte and Bassein. This letter being read and 
a ven under consideration , it is observed that there appears no 
iloubfc oi the Poituguosc intentions against the island of Salsette, 
nml as surety as they attempt the conquest of that island with 
their present force, so surely they will gain the possession of it. 

ns event will not only put it out of our power ever to acauiie 
its possession for the Honourable Company who have so frequently 
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expressed their ai dent wish to obtain i\-but will also he attended 
with infinite piejivhcc to the trade and interest of the Honourable 
Company at Bombay by reducing their customs and le venues in 
a veiv gicat degico, as by the possession of Snteotle the Portuguese 
will become masters of oil the passes inland and will consequently 
be able, as they werefoimoily so pi one on every occasion to do, 
to obstruct our trade and to lay whatever impositions they please 
jupon it. We tlieiefoic think it becomes our undoubted duty by 
taking it ourselves without the least delay to prevent Salsette 
falling into Portuguese hands. It is observed that a more favour able 
opportunity than .the present will probably novel again offer, as 
by the divisions ii? the Marti tlia government that empire is now 
without a head, and it will he out of the power of cither party to 
send any effectual foice to obstiuctour proceedings The Presi- 
dent hereupon acquaints the committee that agreeable to their 
i ccommendation in Maich last, he has continued to temponze 
with the people who made proposals to him for the delivery of 
Salsette into our hands, that they Imc since been fiequently veiy 
pressing with him on the subject, and that they aro now equally de- 
sirous as before of giving up the island to the Honourable Company. 
Taking all these circumstances under consideration, together with 
the negotiation now depending with Raghoba as well as the 
situation of Mr. Mostyn at Poona who is within the power of the 
ministerial paity, the Committee arc unanimously of opinion 
that it is a duty highly incumbent on them to pi event the Portu- 
guese attaining the possession of the island of Sitlsctte by gaining 
possession of it for the Honouiable Company It is therefore 
resolved that we at once close with the offeis for giving it up and 
that we puisne the speediest means in our power to gain the island 
by sending, -a;: body of forces in the manner that may he agieed 
on bet\v£t»i tlio President and the persons who have treated with 
him for that purpose. The President is accordingly dcsiicd and 
empowered to close immediately on the most model ate terms 
he can obtain with the persons who have been treating w llh lnm 
for the deliver}” of Salsette, and every other pi eparation must, in 
consequence be made for effecting this desirable end In older 
that_ this piocceding may not affect the negotiation depending 
with Raghoba, Mr Gambier must be apprised of our intentions 
and directed to as=uic Raghoba that if he will not be induced to cede 
the island of Salsette to tlie Company, on lnagi anting us what we 
may esteem an equivalent for it and paying the expenses we shall 
incur by it, wc will give it up to him whenever lie may be m 
full possession of the Maiiitha Empire, oui only intention at this 
time being to pievcnt Salsette falling into the hands of the Poitu- 
gneso which fiom the piesent situation of Maiiitha affmis most un- 
doubtedly would shoitly be the case, unless we puisucthc neccssaiy 
mcasuies to pi event it Mi. Mostyn must also be advised of oui 
intention and the motncs that haV# impelled us As we hope 
this step will not be the moans of bieakmg that good undci stand- 
ing which has till now subsisted with the ministry at Poona, 
we wish lnm to continue there and to endeavoui to lecoucile the 
imuisliy to the mcasuies wc aie puiisuing, giving them the same 
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assurances in case they prevail in their contest^ with Raghoha, 
as wo have directed Mr. Gambier to give to Raghoha. Should 
Mr. Mostyn on being acquainted with our intentions be convinced 
he can no. longer remain at Poona with safety to his person, wo 
permit him to come away. At the same time _ we much hope 
this will not be the ease, as we think his continuing at Poona 
will be the moans of reconciling the ministry to the measure and _ 
serve to convince them of the sincerity of our professions. We 
deem it necessary hcretoicmark that we have not yet heard of 
the arrival at Bengal of such of the Council lately appointed 
by z\.ct of Parliament as weie to proceed fpfAn England, anil 
consequently wo are not restricted by that from undertaking this 
• rlfair. Even had we heard of their arrival in thefonn presented 
by the Act of Parliament we must think the necessity of executing 
this measure without delay as well as its entire agreement with the 
lepeated orders of the Honourable the Court of Directors, would 
fully authorize us undertaking it without waiting for the permis- 
sion of the Gov ernor General and Council. 

As wo shall probably be in want of some additional foice at 
the Presidency in case the matters now on foot should he exe- 
cuted, it is agreed to embrace this opportunity of reducing the 
garrisons of Tellichcrry and Anjengo. It is therefore resolved 
that from henceforward the military force at Anjengo shall 
consist of only ono subaltern officer (who for the present is to be 
Lieutenant Browiirig) with three Serjeants, three corporals, one 
drummer, and 36 private topasscs of the infantry, with one 
bombardier two gunners and two matiosses of aitillery. The 
remainder must he sent hither by the first opportunity. Except 
ten privates the whole company of Europeans witli..thrir officers 
now doing duty at Tellichcrry, must bo withdrawn and sOnt- here 
as .soon as possible, and the future garrison of that place must 
he considered as complete without them. Letters to the Chiefs 
of Tellichcrry and Anjengo must be pi epared to apprise them of 
our resolution. Letters must also be written to Mr. Gambier 
and to Mr. Mostyn agreeable to our foregoing minutes. The letter 
.to Mr. Mostyn must not be forwarded till matters arc so far 
advanced as to put it out of the power of the ministry in any 
degree to obstruct our views in ease Mr. Mostyn should communi- 
cate our intentions 'to them. At the same time, in case he should 
deem it absolutely necessary, he must be able to come away 
before the affair becomes public. 1 , . 

A Consultation of the Select Committee, the Oth December 1774, 
records. In consequence of directions sent him by the President 
to quit Poona as speedily as possible, Mr. Thomas Mostyn arriv- 
ed hero this morning. He accordingly now takes his seat nt this 
committee in Ins standing and being made acquainted with the 
several minutes and resolution-^ regarding Rdghoba and Salsctte, 
declares he entirely approves the whole oE our proceedings. He 
so far confirms the Goa news respecting the intentions 0 of the 
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Portuguese as to assure us that it was publicly reported at Poona 
that the Poituguese were making veiy considerable wailikc pie* 
paintmns and it was generally concluded then designs weie against 
Siilsctte and then former coast possessions Tlie President acquaints 
the committee that not till ycstoiday was he alilc to see the poison 
who bcfoie made pioposals for the dcln ery of Salsette to the Com- 
pany , that lie then had much conversation with hnn j hut that he 
now excuses himself from delivering the island repi esenting that 
owing to the ropoi ts of the designs of the Portuguese against Salsette, 
a reinforcement of 500 men, lately sent fi om Poona, lias arrived in Ihu 
neighbourhood of Th/ina Mr Mostyn declaies that to his know lodge 
such a lcinfoicement -was sent iiom Poona befoie ho left. As by 
this disappointment Iheieisno leason to expect thnt thcfoit of 
Thiina will be dclivcied aftei an inconsidcmblc lcsislance the 
question remains should our forces still proceed against it ? On 
mature deliberation it is ohseived that though wc may not g.un 
Tlilhia so easily as wc at first hoped yet, as it was om duty then 
to attempt it, it is still equally om duty to pi event it falling into 
the hands of the Poi tugue'-e. Even though w c may expel lence 
latliei more difficulty than we at fiisfc hoped wo aic still of 
opinion that the force wluch will he sent will be fully equal to 
conquer Salsette. The committee tliciefoie unanimously lesolvod 
that to obtain possession of Salsette at this junctme is a matter 
veiy essential to the mteiest of om Einployeis and that the foiccs 
designed for this service do accordingly proceed with tlie utmost 
expedition Mr Mostyn being asked, delivers it as his opinion 
that though on being acquainted with our motives foi this pi o- 
cecding tlie ministiy at Poona may not Lc satisfied with them, 3 ct 
he is convinced in the present situation of tlieii affair it is not 
in then pow'ci to pievcnt oui designs lie believes m tunc they 
may he reconciled to themcasuie as they mutt be clearly cominced 
that in their piescnt situation it is out of thcii power to pi event 
the Portuguese taking Salsette. As soon as our foiccs leave 
Bombay, so that our designs can be 110 longer concealed, the Presi- 
dent will wu to suitable Jotters to Tlaghoba and to the ministry 
on this subject The situation of Thana, the capital foit vlici C b 
our forces must fiist proceed, is such as will not admit our vessels 
to appioacli it. Consequently the foiccs that do not go by land, 
must proceed rn boats or veiy small vessels Though tlieio can 
lie no marine command equal to the lank of our superintendent, 
yet we much wish that Mr Watson was employed on this expedi- 
tion as wc aic perfectly satisfied from Ins approved good soi vices 
on many similar occasions that Ins presence w ill veiy much con- 
tribute towaids success. His knowledge of the countiy people 
and the confidence they have in him, is an additional motive for 
us to wish that he may be on the spot, as we are satisfied that his 
advice will he of the gicatest use to the commanding military 
officer. Upon this Mr Watson assuics the committee that pi o\id- 
cd he is put 011 a pioper footing he will veiy icadily proceed, for 
be lias nothing more' at licait than to lcndci his Einployeis cvuiy 
service in his power. The Committee thoiefoic lesohc that Mr 
"Watson shall proceed on this sen ice, that' our instructions he 
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addicssed to the Biigadier General and himself jointlj’, that they 
be directed to consult and co-opeiate with each other in respect to 
all their proceedings and designs, the executive part resting with 
each in his own department. The Brigadier General is then called 
in, takes his seat, and is acquainted with our resolutions of this 
day that Mr. Watson is to proceed on an equal footing with him. 
In this the General concurs. As it will bo uecessaiy to conciliate 
the minds of the inhabitants to our government, placards must be 
dispersed as widely as possible after our forces are landed, assuring 
all the inhabitants of our protection and that their properties 
shall be secured to them, provided they do not appear in arms 
against us and stnet orders musl be given to pievent our forces 
from plundeimg. Batta to the officers will be allowed to com- 
mence (agreeable to the custom at Madras) two daj’s before they 
.set out and to continue till two daj r s after they return ; provisions 
as always customary will he allowed to the people In considera- 
tion of our piohibiting any kind of plunder it is agreed on this 
service being accomplished to allow the forces military and 
mai inc the sum of Its. 50,000 as a donation or gratuity to be 
divided in the proportions liithcito customary. 

As we are of opinion if the Portuguese fleet appear in sight 
we cannot proceed in this business, it is necessary to set forward 
with the utmost expedition. The proper measures for proceeding 
aic now talked over and conceited, and it is lcsolvcd that the 
' 1 m ces shall set out on Monday next immediately after the 
Governor’s commission is published. A part of them are to march 
by land and the lemainder to piocccd witli the stores in boats 
and vessels piovided for that purpose. The Sccretaiy is ordered 
to prepare instructions for the Gencial and Mr. Watson. 1 

Three days later (12th December 1774) at a Consultation of the 
Board the President, with the concurrence of the other members of 
the Select Committee, acquaints the Boai d with the proceedings 
lelative to the intended design against the island of Sdlsette. The 
motives of the committee aic explained to the Board, and the 
papers with their minutes respecting this affair aic lead and the 
" Boaid are informed that the fovccs intended for this service are 
ready to proceed: The orders of the Honourable the Court of 
Directors, 'dated the 4th of Apiil 1769, constituting the Select 
Committee and showing their powers are also read, together with 
the 42nd_and 43rd paragiaplis of the Company’s commands of 31st of 
March 1/69. The President then requests the concuirence of the other 
mombois m this undertaking, which is so much for the interest of 
the Honourable Company and so agiecablc to their repeated orders 
on the subject Mcssis. Fletcher and Garden hereupon desire it 
may bo minuted that as they arc not members of the Select 
Committee and have not an opportunity of inspecting the country 
coriespondenco, they arc not sufficiently acquainted with the policy 
oL the Marntha government to bo enabled properly to judge of the 
pi opriety or impiopncty of the resolutions that have been taken, 
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though they doubt not hut that the committee hare been guided 
hy what appealed to them ini the leal intcicstof the Honourable 
Company. As it is a mattei of a very impoitant nut me they beg 
leai c to dcclaie they tlo not esteem themselves in the least 
responsible for the consequences. The instiuctions to Brigadier 
Geneial Go idem and to Mi. Watson proceeding on the service 
against Tluuia in command oi the military and maiinc foiccs aic 
now lead and nppiovcd. Mr. Pntiick Ciavvfuid Bnicc is appointed 
Commissary of stores and provisions to the 1‘oiccs and Mi. Edmund 
Vealo Lane Judge Advocate. A Commission empovveung the 
Bugadici Geneial to appoint General Courts Mmtinl nml a Wminnb 
to hlr. Edmund Yenlc Lane to oflicmte as Judge Adiocatc being 
both picpaicd arc now signed. 

The Biigadicr General takes this oppoi trinity of acquainting the 
Board that the forces in geneial aie much dissatisfied, because 
notwithstanding the town of Broach was taken ly storm, the 
plunder and booty found in the town was not divided amongst the 
ioiccs, which is the practice in every othei seivicc, ns he had the 
hoiioiu to lcprcscnt to the Board some time ago. Upon this it is 
observed to the Brigadier Geneial that ns we did not esteem 
ourselves authorized by any ordeis from the Court of Biicctois to 
give the plundei mid booty iound in Broach to the captois, 1 yet in 
considciation of the good behaviour of the foices on that service 
and of his lcpicsentation, this mcasuic lias been iccoimncnded in 
the stiougest mannci to the Honourable the Court of Dhecfoi s. 
Till tliuir oidtis anive no step can be taken, though as to the 
pic sent service, the Select Committee having lesolvcd to distubute 
the sum of half a lakh of unices amongst the military and man no 
foiccs, in lieu of plundei, their piomisc is confirmed and the 
Biigadicr General is desired to assure his hoops that this sum shall 
bo distributed immediately uftcr the reduction of the island is 
completed. 

Since a considerable number must be posted on Siilscttc to 
ganison Thalia and the other outposts on that island, au additional 
military foice will be wanted for this Presidency. It is tliereiuic 
resolved as soon as possible to laisc another battalion ot scpov c 
to be tcimcd the 3th Battalion The Biigadiei Geneial took Ins 
leave of the Boaid and witbdievv as he is proceeding immediately 
with that part ot the foiees that mm dies to Thauu 2 

The Select Committee’s Consultation of the same date, 12th Dec- 
ember 177-1, recoids : After the Governor’s commission and military

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regulations were read to the forces and after a Consultation of the 
whole Baud held this day (12th December 1774), when the other 
members wcie acquainted with our designs against S.ilsette, that 
pait of the forces intended to proceed' by land to TliJtna marched 
off the parade to Sion. The remainder this evening embarked 
on boaid vessels and boats piovidcd for the purpose. The 
Biigndicr General proceeded with the pnity that max died by land, 
muf Mr. Watson embaiked in one of the vessels proceeding by 
water. 

Previous to the dcpaituie of Biigadicr General Gordon and of 
Mr John Watson the following joint instructions were signed and 
delivered to each of these gentlemen : -Having for many reasons 
determined to endeavour at obtaining the possession of the island 
of Salsette for our Honourable Employers, we now detach such a 
military and marine force under your command as lias been 
deemed equal to the capture of that island. As we malco no doubt 
that your united efforts will he excited on this occasion as well for 
your own honour as for the public good, we have the stiongest 
hopes that you will speedily become masters of the fort of Thana 
whither you arc hist of all to proceed. We shall rely on your 
executing this service with all possible despatch. You arc jointly 
to concert every necessary operation for effecting it ; but the 
execution of the measuies so concerted is to rest with each of j r ou 
in your respective departments. Immediately on your landing on 
the island you arc to cause the inhabitants to be assuicd in the 
most public and effectual manner that the lives of the whole and 
the properties of all those who will readily submit themselves to 
the Company and become their subjects shall he effectually secured 
to them. To convince the inhabitants of the sincerity of this piofes- 
sion it is our positive order that, as well in the mai eh to Thana as 
when the forces arc before the town and afterwards, you take the 
most effectual means to prevent the soldiers fiom plundering. 
Plundering must also be prevented even at tile time the place falls 
into your hands, for it is solely from our moderation in this respect 
and from __ conciliating the inhabitants to the measure we arc 
pui suing and to our Government that wo can hope the Company 
will reap lasting advantages from this acquisition. Previous 
to commencing hostilities against the fort of Tluina, you arc to 
summon the commander to surrender it to tho Company assuring 
him (hat our intention in sending this force is to. prevent its being 
taken fiom his masters by other hands. If notwithstanding this 
representation the commander refuses to give up the fort 
you arc then to exert the force now entrusted to your command to 
obtain Thana, as well as every other post on ‘the island. In 
considciation of our forbidding all plunder of any kind even on the 
capture of Tluina or of any other place, we have agreed to allow 
a giatuity of Its. 50,000 to the forces engaged on this expedition os 
well military as inaiinc. After the service is accomplished this 
smn will bo divided in the manner that has hitherto been usual on 
such occasions. As a further encouragement to tho troops, they 
will be allowed provisions by tho Company so long as the service 
may continue. Tho officers will bo allowed batta to commence two 
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days befoic the]' set off and batta will be continued to them till 
their return, except to those who may be left to garrison the 
necessary posts on the island. After you have acquiied possession 
of Tlidna, you aie to detach a sufficient paifc of the foice now put 
under youi command to reduce the for tot Yesdva, the battciy of 
Dliaravi at the cutranccjaf Bassem river, and an]’ other strong- 
hold that may not bc^m'Tetly delivered up Bo not tad to send 
11 s immediate advice of every interesting occurrence and sve shall 
give you further orders as circumstances may require. Your 
letters must be addiessed to the Select Committee and not to the 
Boaid at laigc. Wopeimit you to keep a table at the expense of 
the Company for yourselves and such pei sons as you both choose 
to admit to it, lelying on your doing it with the utmost frugality. 

Enclosed is a commission empowering the Biigadicr Geneinl to 
appoint Geneial Comte Martial as lie may think necessary, at 
winch Mr. Edmund Yealc Lane must officiate as Judge Advocate , 
a warrant empowering lnm to do so is enclosed Mr Crawful d 
Bruce is to officiate as Commissary of stoics and provisions We 
wish you every success m this expedition. 1 * 

The Consultation of the whole Boaid, of the same date 12th 
Deccmhei 177 J-, continues . Bj' 10 o'clock tins morning that pait of the 
militaiy foice intended to piocecd by land to Tliana maichcd out of 
town, commanded by Bugadiei Geneial Gmdon. At 7 1 * ir. tlic 
romaindci of the military foice intended to piocced to Tli.'ma cmbaiked 
on boaid snndiy boats and pioceeded with the following rebels and 
gahvats to ThAna: Terrible bomb, (commandei) Adam Sheinff ; 
Triumph piahm, Jno Hall, Sly euttoi, Samuel Haul] ; Otter 
galivat, Thomas Buncombe, Greyhound gain at, Lieut B 01 lace ; 
Lhcly’s Puze galivat, Nathaniel Smith, Fly galivat, Skinnei ; and 
Wolf gabvat, Brice Ilai dy. John Watson, Esqune, Supcnntendenl, 
embarked on one of the above vc==els and piocccdcd a= Conmiandci of 
the maiine foice to'Tliana with instructions to the Bugadiei Geneial 
and himself to consult aud co-opciate with each foi the good of the 
service At the some time sailed out of poit the Bombay grab, George 
Emptage, to cruise. 3 

Four days later (16th Deeembci 1774) at a Consultation icad 
translation of a lettei of the same date fiom the commander of the 
Poitugucse ships now lying off the liaibour to the Governor and 
Council of Bombay • Notwithstanding the most illustrious and 
excellent Senlior Bom Joze Padie da Camara, Goicmoi and Captain 
General of the State of India, supposing that the Bntish nation will 
lcgulate all then operations ra Asia aceoidmg to the good harmony 
alliance and amity tint iccipiocally subsists between llio^e two 
nations, yet by the obligations of the employ in wlucli he is, and 
Lom some events that aie diamctncally opposite thereto, the said 
Captain General oidoied me that I should, on his pait and mins name.

At a Consultation on the 18th December the folloiving leply to 
the aboA'c letter Avas dvaivn up and approved: TVe haA*o rcceiA cd a 
letter from you, dated the 16th instant, to which aac deem it necessary 
only to reply that for all our proceedings avc arc responsible to our 
Honourable Employcis in Englaud, to A\liom as eustomaiy we shall 
transmit an ample detail of our transactions. As it is our AA’isli and 
dcsiic to cultivate a good understanding with the subjects of your 
nation 'in India, aa-c request you will give the necessary assurances 
accordingly to the Captaiu General on your return to Goa As to 
the claims of your nation to the countiics situated between Cliaul 
« and Daman, we are perfectly unacquainted with them. Though part 
of those countries did formerly belong to your nation, yet they AA'crc 
taken fiom you by the Mai .it lids about £CA r en and thirty j'cars ago. 
During all the inteivening time aa*c have never undcistood that you 
even made any attempt to rccoA T er them. But if a protest is now 
ncccssaiy, it will be much more proper against the Mardthas aaIio took 
them from you than against us, aaIio assisted your nation at that time 
to defend your possessions Avith men stoics and ammunition. By this 
a gicat expense was nicuned for AA'liicli the Honourable Company have 
never been roimbui sod. "We therefore take this opportunity tluongh 
you again to demand payment from the Captain General at Goa. And 
as a vessel belonging to Dhanjisliaw of Suiat, a servant and subject of 
the Honourable English East India Company, was unjustly taken 
about thicc years ago, and still moic unjustly detained by the late 
Captam General, notwithstanding our representation to the contrary, 
we also tluough yon demand the release of the said vessel and that the 
value of everything taken on boaid her he made good to the OAvncr. 3 

A Consultation of the 21st December rccoids that, as the siege 
oE Tluina continues, with the object of striking the enemy at Tliana 
AA r illi dismay, as large a detachment as can possibly be spaied fiom 
the Bombay garnson maich off this evening under the command of 
Lieutenant-Colonel Keating to reduce Vcsava, a strong fort and out- 
post on the island of Srilsctte on the opposite side of the island from 
Tluina. 3 

On the evening of Friday the 23id December 1774, the barge

On Sunday the 2 Sth December 177 L at 2 i*m airivcd the account 
of the sunendci o£ YcaAva Foi t. On Monday the 26th Dcoembei 
1771 except the foiee kept to gammon Ycsava, the detachment cent 
with Lieutenant-Colonel Iveating lctumed On Tuesday the 27th 
Deccmlxir 177 1 the P* sident and the whole Bc.nd in Council iceoided 
the following lemaiks on the sci ious and mclanchol}' Pituation or affans 
befoie Thana fiom the tiegc being pi oil acted to so gie.it a length. 
Vast quantities of stoics have been indented foi and expended ; many 
EmopcauF have been killed and wounded in an ill concerted attempt 
to fill up the ditch befoie the hi each ; and wc are quite at a lo--s to know 
the Bngadiei Gcneial's expectations and designs, as he does not appear 
to have been so explicit in Ins lotlcis to the President as lie should 
have been. To add to om concern, this pic®ont unpiomising 
appearance ?ecms solely owing to the gcnciaPs pursuing tho counsel 
of others, and not lieaikening to the advice of Mr Watson who fiom 
Ins gicatcsl experience was fo able to have given him the best. Had 
the two small foi ts to the noithwaid been attacked and taken, as 
Mi. Watson pi oposed, theie is no doubt that onr forces would have 
been m possession of Thtna many da vs ago, and theicby many valuable 
lives have been saved. Oil the same clay (27th Dcccmbei 177-1) at 3 v v. 
John Watson, Esqune, depaited this life, occasioned by the wounds lie 
lcccivcd befoie Thana the 23 st instant On flic morning of the 28tli 
December 1774: the remains of the late John Watson E-qnue wcic 
inlened in the burying giound without the town walls. The same day 
(28tlr Dccemboi 1771) about 1 before 8 r.u auived an expicss fiom the 
Brigadier General with advice that Tliana Foil was taken by stonn 
this afternoon about 3 o'clock. 2 

Six letteis from Lieutenant-Colonel Keating to the President give 
the following details of the siege of Vesava Fort. About 4 o'clock 
on tho morning of the 23rd December Colonel Iveating wrote 
I am soiry to acquaint you that our attempt to escalade Vcw a 
last night at 8 o'clock lias not been attended with success. 
The causes of failure weio too slioi t laddeis and want of obedience 
in the tioops. I planned the attack in the following mauner. Upon 
our howitzeis and field pieces beginning to play on the loit, 
Lieutenant Carpenter with 46 men advanced close to the walls upon 
the left, keeping up a’constant firing. - This filing drew the whole 
attention oi the enemy to that quarter,, while Ensigns Piosser 
Andeison and Goie advanced to the escalade of the only pai t that 
our laddeis could reach.- The fii mg had its desiied effect as the 
enemy never made the least discovciy until om laddeis were 
raising. Bub this was done clumsily so that of three that weio 
jaised, the enemy, though veiy few in that quartei, easily broke

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.and oveiset them with large stones. Our troops were obliged to 
give over the attack with the loss of two Europeans killed, two or 
throe wounded, and three lascars wounded. Had I fourteen bamhoo 
ladder*, eight of thirty-two and six of forty feet, I could still carry 
the place. But as making these will I fear take much time, two 
eighteen or even twelve pounders with cochora (cohorn) mortars 
and the stores contained in the accompanying ? '?+ { will soon induce 
the place. Ever since we retired the guruson, who arc exceedingly 
intimidated, have kept up a constant lire fearing a second attack 

At 8 in the morning of the same day (December 23rd) Colonel 
Keating wrote : I beg you will order two potaids to bo sent mo 
directly, whichever choice you make in icspcct to what was 
contained in mine ‘of this morning may be sent also. But I hope 
with the help of petards to get iud 

At 10 in the evening of the some day (the 23rd) Colonel Keating 
wrote : Nothing can be done hut by two eighteen pounders ; twelve 
pounder.-, might do ns well but for the sake of expedition, I this 
evening made a second attempt to cany the fort by escalade but 
met with so warm a leception that our people were obliged to retire 
with the loss of perhaps thirty Europeans wounded and killed. 
Anderson is wounded lmdly. 1 have pleasure in assuring you that 
the troops have made ample amends lor their want of lcgulaiity 
last night. They were perfectly obedient to commnnd. ITad it 
been so last night, we should have carried the place easily. 
To-niglit the enemy wore fully prepaied. 

Next day (21th December) Colonel Keating ■wrote: Our lo*s last 
night -was not so considerable as I imagined. It is : killed, infantry 
one, seaman one, ham Sis two ; wounded, artillery eight, infantry six, 
seamen tluec, lascars two, hamftls two. 

At 5 on the same day (2*tth December) Colonel Keating wrote : 
Most of our- stoics arc landed and brought up, and at work for the 
battery. Should I receive a party from Captain Licll to assist 
in l aising the battery, I shall be able to ojien it to-morrow 
morning. When once open I think wo shall soon do our business. 
I should not have made an attack last night but that I found the 
men in high spirits and eager for it, together with tlie confidenoe 1 
placed m the bravery and coolness of Captain -Lieutenant Brickell 
who commanded tlic paity who were first to mount lie did not 
deceive me though unsuccessful. Our ladders I increased in 
length to 42 feet. The petard I found unnecessary, the gate did not 
require one. I thank God I never was better in health. What men 
the surgeon, thinks require it 3 now send to the sepoy hospital, a 
list oi them enclosed. Wishing you the compliments of the ensuing- 
season.” ° 

. ^ hi the morning of the 25th he continued: At sunrise, 
|ust as the battery was ready to fire, the enemy sent a deputation 
to treat. They had done the same last night hut first wanted five 
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days to consult upon conditions. My auswci was I allowed them 
one hour and a half, no more. They retried at the tunc and 
reduced their demand first to three days, n-'* l ,v, t &U to this day at 
noon. My answer was I would not allow an hour loiigoi It was

boats. JLIe was also to return such part of the force as could be 
spared, and communicate to us Ins opinion of the ganison necessary 
to he left for the defence of the island of Salsettc \Ye directed 
him to release the prisoners, except the mo'-t consider able, and 
acquainted him of the r einfoi cement we proposed sending Inin 
hefoie wo had news of his success, and of the civil government we 
had established for the island of Salsette. 1 

On the same day came to hand from Tlidna a letter from tho 
Brigadier Gcneial dated this day (29111 December 177-1) herein 
he j elated the particulars of the assault on storming the broach 
and his proceedings afterwards, and strongly recommends the 
spirit and conduct ol Lieutenant-Colonel Cockbum who command- 
ed the attack, and ol‘ Captain Slewai t and the Serjeant-Major of 
the 1st battalion who led on. He also recommended in strong 
'terms Captain MeLelhtn, his uid-dc-camp, \\ ho ho judged the most 
piopcr person to send with the earliest accounts of their success, 
lie further acquainted us that he lmd ordered a detachment of 
40 Europeans and 240 sepoys to inaieli the next day under the 
command of Captain SLewait to scour the country towards G hod- 
bandar and to assure the \ illngcs through which he might pass of 
the Company’s protection He requested our directions how to 
dispose ni the prisoners and such guns and stores as might remain 
.after supplying the Tlnina ganison.® 

On the 30tli December 1 774 came to hand by special messenger 
from TVuna a letter irom the Brigadier Goncrnl, dated this day, in 
which he replied to oui letter of yesterday, advised that tho 
enemy’s boats had escaped, and proposed to send the prisoners to 
Bombay instead of releasing them in Tlidna. He strongly leconr- 
meuded Captain-Lieutenant Nugent of the artillery for a commis- 
sion as captain, acquainted that by tho best accounts the enemy's 
loss must have exceeded GOO men during the siege and in tho 
assault, and that the inhabitants wore returning to the town in, 
great numbers. 3 

On the same day (30th December 1774) arrived Captain-Lieute- 
nant Brickell from Karanja with the news of the surrender of tho 
fort of ICaranja and the reduction of that island. The followin'* 
letter was at the same time received from Lieutenant-Colonel 
lvcating who commanded that party : 1 About two hours ago 
we took possession of this foit The greatest difficulty wc met 
with was gaming the hill, such a one I never met with. Lnst 
night our posts were established within 250 yards, and this 
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morning 1 before they srn rendered witLin fifty. Thus situated 
and with no chance for retieat they gave the fort up I 
permitted them to carry away their clothes only The garrison 
consisted of subhedar Vilstu 3fadhav Nsuk, hmulddr Attange- 
lav, Bluiskai Pant (.ohms, and three hundred and six .sepoys. 
The foit is a small squnie, flunked by five towers, mounting 
thirteen guns, the wall "’eiy low. Yet wo- eouid not attempt it 
without scaling ladders, which could not be got up last night, 
the load being so exceedingly bad. The warehouse contains 
about 350 moralis of batty, and one in the low grounds about 30 
khandis. I shall send all the tioops to Bombay this afternoon 
except about 50. But shall stay myself until to-tnonow to settle 
matteis a little The countiy volunteers, under Shaikh Ah. wcie 
•the fust who mounted the heights, and behaied very gallantly 
Wc have found about seventeen bundled rupees and some little 
trifling joys. 1 , _ 

On leading Colonel Keating’s letter advising the reduction of 
Kaianja, the Bombay Government m their Consultation of * 
January 1775 obscivc. It is now necessary to piovide ioi the 
collection of the revenues and government of Kaianjn as well as 
of the two small adjacent islands, called Elephanta and Hog Island, 
which being dependent on Kaxanja arc now become the Company s. 
Mi David Carnegie, at the Pi cadent's nomination, is appointed to 
leside at Kaianja for the above purposes 
The money found in the fort of Karan jn must be paid fate the 
treasury : the batty in the warehouses there must be hi ought to 
Bombay by the warehousekeeper, and the list of the stores in 
Karania fort must be delivered to the storekeeper to he In ought 
on his hooks. The Board resolved tlmt all the charges incut red by 
the late service he hi ought under the head Charges inducing 
SAlsette and the adjacent islands 2 

On the 31st December 177-1 the Select Committee after Consul- 
tation signed and despatched the following letter to the Gove, nor 
General ?nd Council at Fort William.

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In the commands of the Honourable the Court of Diicctors to this 
Presidency dated the 31st March 1769, an attested copy of which 
we now enclose for your information, they are _ pleased to direct 
that we should he ever watchful to obtain the island of Siflsette, 
with the other places therein pointed out, which they acquaint us 
must bo the constant objects we are always to have in view in all 
our tieaties negotiations nnd militaiy operations. 

Again in their letter of the 6th April 1772 the Honourable 
Company expressly direct that Mr. Mostyn, one of our meinbeis, 
should be established at Poona, for endeavouring to acquire Sdlsolto,. 
with the other places mentioned in their former commands, .and 
the} point out what they pennit us to give up as an exchange. 
Accordingly in the year 1772 duiing the lifetime of Mndhavrdv, and 
about a year bei'oie that government fell into confusion, Mr. 
Mostyn was fixed as Resident at the Mardtha Darbfir. In addition 
to the terms pointed out by our Honourable Employers, Mr. Mostyn 
was instructed to offer Broach with its territories which wc had 
just then acquired from the Nawdb. In spite of this offer Mr. 
Mostyn found no probability of piocuring the places desired by the 
Company. 

Some time after the Maiatha State felt into the confusion which 
at present distracts it. Still wc took no step for attaining by 
force of arms the possession of Salsctte, notwithstanding the 
opportunity was veiy favourable, and that we have leason to 
conclude Salsctte with the small adjacent isles was ceded to the 
Ciown h} r the marriage contract between King Charles II. and 
the King of Portugal. Previous to the receipt of your letter 
to the Board communicating the intelligence of your Honour . 
having taken upon you the government of Bengal, we received 
advice from Mr. Robert Hcnshaw (a, gentleman in the service 
then residing on some business of the Company's at Goa) that the 
Portuguese had this season received with their new Captain 
Geneial (Dom Joze Pedro da Camara) a very considerable rcin- 
foi cement of men and ships from Europe, and that their undoubted 
designs weie immediately to attempt recovering fioin the Maidthus 
the possession of S&lsetle and Basscin and the other countries .they 
formerly held so far noi th as Daman. The distracted situation of 
Maratha affairs left us no doubt that with the force they command 
the Portuguese would certainly gain possession of Sstlsette, which 
is their favourite object, and most probably of the other parts of 
their former possessions. Had this takenplacc.it would not only 
have effectually prevented us ever acquiring Slilsotte for the Honour- 
able Company, but llie Portuguese would then again have had it in • 
their power to obstruct our trade by being in possession of the prin- 
cipal passes to the inland country, and to lay whatever imposition 
tlioy pleased upon us. In this emergency what remained for us to do ? 
Had wo sat inactive spectators of the event, we should in our opinions 
have betrayed the interests of our Honorable Employers. Had we 
wrote to you for instruction and advice, your sentiments and recom- 
mendations most probably must have arrived much too late to have 
enabled us to prevent the execution of the designs of tho 
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Portuguese And though we had not anj r account at this time oE 
your being established m your government of Foib William, and 
consequently weic not lestncted by law from pm suing such 
mensui es as we judged most for the interest of our Ilonoui able 
Employers, yet as the mattei was in every point of view of an 
important natuie, and we shonly expected to hear yoil weic 
ai lived, we should have been very glad to have submitted to your 
judgment the direction o£ the measures nece??aiy to be pui&ued 
But seeing that we weic obliged, either to act at this vciy juncture 
or entiiely to give up all thoughts of attempting to avrnt the evils 
Tilth which we were threatened, we determined, after the most 
matuie consideration, in older to prevent ihe mischiefs winch must 
have ensued to the interests of the Honourable Company from the 
Portuguese being in possession, to attempt at obtaining bYilsettc 
foi our Honouiable Employers As some months betoie the killedar 
of Tli.ina, the piincipal foit on the island, had offered for a sum of 
money to deliver it to us, the President was empowered to close 
with him on the most moderate teims. But the killedar now 
excused himself alleging that the nunistiy at Poona having obtained 
intelligence of the Portuguese designs had leinfoited Ins gnrnson, 
which put it out of his por\ or to deliver the fort in the manner 
he before wished to do Nothing therefore remained but to send 
such n foice as was judged necessary to reduce Thdna This was 
accordingly despatched under the command of Biigadier General 
Guidon and Mi Watson superintendent of onrmanne We have 
the pleasure to acquaint you that after our army had been thirteen 
days before the place, Tlntna, the principal fort on the island, was 
taken by storm the i’Stli instant ; Vcsdva anothei fort on Sdlsette 
was also taken by a separate force under the command of Lieutenant 
Colonel Kcatingfjmd in consequence the whole island is now in our 
possession Tnr^ilr tender yesterday of the island of Kaianja 
completes the conquests we liad determined to make neui this 
place. 

The very day after our foices set-out against Thdna, part of the 
Portuguese fleet appeared off Bombay with their train under their 
convoy bound to Daman, a settlement they still retain to the north- 
ward of this place So soon as he gained, rntelligcncc of out pro- 
ceedings, the commander of the fleet delivered a foimal piote t -t, by 
direction as he *aul of the Captain General of Goa, winch shews 
the necessity of the raeasuie wo have ,puisued, and con oboi ales 
Mr Hens'll iw^ account of then intentions To this protest wo 
dclh ered a suitable leply, and thus the matter rests On a moderate 
calculation the yearly rcvonSL, ot Sdlsette amount to about 
Its. 3,30,000 and those of Kaianja to about Us 40,000. Wc shall 
fix suitable civil establishments at each of these places for their 
government and ior the collection of their revenues, with a pioper 
imhtaiy force for their protection. 1 

The same day (December 31st, 177-1) General Gordon forwarded

The people of 
distinction, whom the Board mentioned in their letter, arc either 
killed or fled, except those sent to Bombay , besides these, some 
f>v.bhc<lth s and others of great note were killed. By the custom of war 
the commanding officer of artillery is entitled to all bells found in 
places taken fioin the enemy. Major Lee claims one large bell in the 
Portuguese Church within the town I would wish to know whether 
the Board will be pleased to allow him consideration for it, or 
whether he may make a demand on the clergy and paiishioncrs 1 

Next day ( 1 st January 1775) General Gordon fonvaidcd to 
the Boaid the following additional particulars : In Ghodbandar he 
imagined it would be proper to leave fifty Europeans, two com- 
panies of sepoys, fifteen artillery, and thirty Iascars ; and for Thrill a 
and the small forts on the river 150 European 'infantry, 50 
artillery, 100 Iascars, and one battalion of sepoys would bo necessaiy 
lor the ganison of Thana. For some time there must be frequent 
detachments to protect the villages and to drive away "the 
Manitha plunderers. He mentioned that as the batty was not vet 
threshed out, that part of the revenue had not been collected by 
the MaratMs, that every thing i emained quiet and. the inhabitants 
continued to return m great numbcis to then* 

- On the 2nd -Jammy he added : The gairison at Ghodbandav and the 
presence theie ot the Wolf and Fly would prevent the enemy’s boats 
being tioublcsome All was quiet at Thdna They were going on as 
last as possible dealing the rubbish rums and filth iiom the fort 
As not less than four hundred barrels of powder were found in the 
fort, the thiee hundred barrels weie returned to Bombay. Tliii teen 
moitais and one hundred and seven pieces of cannon were found 
on the 01101113 - s woi ks. s 


On these letters at a Consultation of 3id January 1775 the 
Loaid pas-.cu the following orders : Such a force as the Brigadier 
Genctnl may judge necessaiy to remain for the defence of TMna 
and the other posts to be maintaiifcd on Sdlsctte must be left 
t ioie, r eg a id being at the same time had to the force which it may 


at times be necessary to detach for the protection of the inhabitants 
Irom Maratha incursions. This requisite gairison to he lett under 
the command of Lieut.-Coloncl Oockbum, General Gordon, with 
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the remainder of the foicc returning to Bombay and sending hack 
such ot the stoics as me no longer -wanted. Except the wounded 
who must be eared toi, the ordinal*)' pi i-onei.s must bo lauded on 
the opposite .shoie, aftci being cntnely dismincd. The binss guns 
and moitais found in Thana tort aie to ho sent to Bombay. 1 

In a Consultation of the 4th Januniy 1775 Government n l de- 
signed and d.rted oui fair instructions to Mr. James Sihbald, 
piovisional Resident, Messis Gi egoi y Page, Patrick Craw fmd 
Bruce, and Edmund Vcule Lane appointed factors at Thana, for 
the management and government oE that island and for the 
collections of the Honomahlo Company's revenues Whcicin we 
gave them such directions for tlieii government ns were necessary 
to foim this new establishment on a piopei footing 2 

In tlieii Consultation of 6tli January 1775 Government write: 
Signed our instructions to Mr. D.uid Cainegic appointing him to 
reside at Kaianja, giving him nccessaiy dn actions, and acquaint- 
ing him that he was to collect the lovenucs of Kavanja, Elephanla, 
and Ilog Islands 3 

On his return to Bombay on the 9th Jammy 1775 General 
Goidon submitted the following account of Thana Poit The fort 
of Tli An a is a legnlar pentagon, with thice large bastions, towers,, 
at the salient angles, a towei and cavalier o\ei the land gate and 
a woik begun but not finished over the liver gate A good ditch 
with counteiscaip inns fiom the returning angle of the south- 
east towei to the land gate, whole there is no retaining wall to the 
rampait The MiU.rthas wisely seeing the almost unsuiinountahle # 
difliculties of an attack fioin this side, have not paid that attention" 
to its defences which they have on the others The south-east 
towei against which, and the shoulder oL the adjoining bastion our 
puncipal attack was directed, lias two tiers ot guns and a powder 
magazine Lfllow. It is extremely strong and was as fine a piece of, 
masonry as I evci saw In making our approaches on this side we 
had the advantage of being entirely under cover of houses to w ltlun 
2S0 yards of the woiks. Many ot these houses were set on.fiie by 
the enemy but their walls afioided excellent shelter to the tioops 
The houses nearest the fort will, I believe, be found to belong to 
the officers of Government, or to Bialmians who will not readily 
claim them -I am of opinion that, as.&oon as possible, these houses, 
together y ith the Darbdi-, should be pulled down m oidei to foim 
an esplanade of at least 800 yards If this is done, if the breaches 
-vs Inch we made in the wall^c lebuilt, and if the woiks m gencial 
are repaired, I will ventur*^ to piouonnce that with its pio^cnfc 
garrison and plenty of ammunition stoics and provisions, Thdna 
would be in a very defensible and icspectahlc state Within the 
£o v t is plenty of water and a number of small megularill built 
"bouses and huts which should be pulled down and the ground 
levelled. I have dnected Major Lee to examine and icpoib the 
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state and calibre of *tlie guns, 107 of which wore found in the 
foit, and to make a demand of what guns he wants to put 
the place in a proper state of defence. Agreeable to the orders of 
the Hoard I enclose a copy of the instructions . which I have given 
to Lieu tenant- Colonel Cockbum who is appointed to command at 
Thana By the last paragraph of your letter of the 3rd instant, 
you aie pleased expressly to forbid any repairs being made with- 
out paiticuloi oiders 1‘iom you. As a literal compliance with this 
order would have risked the conquest we had made, as the breach 
was open and easy of access, I took upon me to direct the engineer 
to stockade and scarp the breach, to clear the ditch, and to go 
on removing the ruins from the towers and works in order to 
make room for our guns. In repairing them the towers should 
not be roofed over. If even a small breach is made in the wall, 
‘the weight of the terrace at the top will be apt to reduce the whole 
to ruins. To considerably widen the ditch would certainly add 
greatly to the strength of the place, and a glacis might be founed 
iiom the earth thrown up. Whether at present it is expedient to 
undertake so expensive a woik remains to be considered. In any 
case the ditch should be carried on immediate!} 7, round to the south- 
east tower. Had this been done it would have added considerably 
-to our difficulties in the siege. 

In cveiy pait of Salsette which I have seen the roads are 
very had, indeed so bad as to render the movement of tioops 
very difficult, and that of artillery nearly impossible. I submit 
to your consideration whether tho making good roads is not 
• an object well woith attention, as well for military purposes as 
for the convenicncy of the inhabitants, who. when a little more 
settled, might be taxed to assist in so useful a work. I have 
oidcied Engineer Whitman, who is at present employed in 
-completing the post at Ghodbandar, to begin as soon as possible 
' taking^ a chait of the liver, ascertaining the width depth and 
•windings ’ The post at Ghodbandar is by natme very strong. I 
sent lour mne-poundeis there, which with its garrison gives us 
little to appi chond from any attack, though it is not above four 
miles from Lasscin. Ghodbandar commands the river, and near it 
is a very fci tile district, which produces a great quantity of grain. 
Dhaiavi battery has long been abandoned; it is two to three miles 
south -west of Bassein. I aininformed on account of a long sandy point 
vessels going from Bassoin must come close to Dliaravi. From its 
distance from Thana and the badness of the loads I could not lie 
informed about Dhrirfoi as I wished to be I imagine it will not 
be difficult to examine it by the w r ay of’ VesAva, or by water. If 
it lias such command as it is said to have, Dhaidvi is certainly a 
post of much importance, and no time 'should be lost in taking 
possession of it. At the same time it_ becomes a matter woi thy of 
the most serious consideration of the Board, how far our presei.’'*., 
force is able to maintain possession of and repel attacks on our 
new' conquests without hazarding too much the safety of our other* 
settlements. My sentiments on the subject are that as soon as it ' 
can lie done, two battalions of sepoys should he raised arid added

I persuade myself that when your Excellency resolved to attack 
Tlidna, you considered only the interests of the Bi itish Nation in 
Asia, and not your general iutcicst, nor the attention due to the 
PoLtugucse State in India I am certain on your Excellency looking 
into the gift*of the island of Bomba}', and the treat}' by which 
it was bequeathed in the Royal Marriage Contract of Senhora 
Donna Cathaiina, you will find that His Majesty has for himself 
and his vassals engaged not to piejudice at any time the rights 
that the Portuguese Nation 'had in Asia, but on the contrary always . 
to assist in defending the same. Reflecting on the said treaty, oil 
the obligation of this alliance, on public faith lcciprocally promised, 
and on* the sacred tics of hospitality by which the British Nation 
obtained and still preserves a dominion which the Portuguese 
Nation formerly had m this part of the cost, 1 expect that your 
Excellency will know, in all your proceedings, how much these 
pi ojects and actions arc conti aiy and odious to the abovementioned • 
treaty and its ties, to the public faith, and to the docorum of the 
British Nation. I rely that in your great prudence you will on this 
consideration abstain and desist from acts so provoking. Should, 
contrary" to my expectation, your Excellency not atLcnd to these 
reasons, I do make most formal protest, declaring that your 
Excellency is the infractor of the public peace of the said two 
nations by so strange a pi occeding, so contrary to the meaning of 
the said defensive tioaty subsisting between the two Royal Crowns 
of our said nations, protesting against you also for all the prejudices 
and all sensible consequences which from these facts may ensue. 
Your Excellency may 1 cmain persuaded that all these damages may bo 
recompensed fiom the interest which England basin thePoitugucso 
dominions, in which there are to the English Nation much greater 
'^pledges and much moie important ones than the prejudices your 
Excellency promotes and intends causing to this state, without 
entering into other most important considerations, of the danger to 
which your nation shall be exposed by the loss of many millions 
which it gains from Portugal, through the effect of their cstcemablc 
alliance and which must be put a stop to by a continuation of these 
strange proceedings. Neither can I dispense with informing His 
Faithful Majesty on all the above, being certain that His British 
Majesty and the whole of the English Nation will grant in this 
respect the most circumspect satisfaction, making your Excellency 
responsible for'all that you shall do, and for as much as shall happen 
on this most important particular. 1 

After consideration, ordered that a suitable but short reply be 
sent. 2 

A Consultation the 21th January 1775 records: The engineer 
reports that it is necessary to form an esplanade to the foit to the 
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distance of 600 yards. The Piesident who has been on the spot is 
of opinion that for the present the distance of 400 yauls will 
be most piopcr , to extend the esplanade beyond that line 
would be attended with too much inconvenience to the inhabitants. 
The engineer lepoits that to make an esplanade will he attended 
with little expense, as many of the houses within that distance 
were so much damaged duiing the siege, that they must be pulled 
down, and, as many others belong to the Bialimans and officeis of 
Government, who have left the place, and tlieir houses aie become 
the Company’s : Resolved that an esplanade he made at Thana to 
the distance of 400 j’uids round the foifc as lecoininended by the 
Piesident, and to encourage the inhabitants whose houses must 
come down, it is agicctl and ordered that the matcuals of thc i 
houses that aie to he pulled down, that did belong to the oflieeis 
• of Government wlio have left the place, be distributed amongst 
the otlicis, ■which must be done with the utmost imp.n tiahty and m 
such a manner as will piovc most satisfactoiy to those whom we 
intend to benefit thereby Whatever buildings the inhabitants may t 
fiom henceforward erect, must he lined out mto sheets of 50 loot 
i>idc at least and the cross sheets not less than 36 feet wide 1 

At a Consultation on the 2Sth Januaiy 1775 nftei leading such 
pait of the advices from Thau a as related to the lepairs of the 
ioit and to the making of an esplanade the Boaid order that the 
ditch to the foit be- denied and the bi each rcpaiied that, the 
fort may again be m a defensible state ; that aftei these tw o 
necessary sei vices aie completed the esplanade must be made to 
the distance of 400 yards and no moie. That to extend the 
esplanade to 600 raids as the Engineci recommends, the whole 
town must- be pulled down which would be too gieat a dis- 
couiagement to the inhabitants and might disgust them with our 
government Ihnb at the, same time no new' buildings w’Cie to bo 
elected within 000 yauls of the foit- 2 • 

On the 28th Januaiy 177o the President WTote to the Resident 
at Thana, directing him to require the commanding oflicci 
immediately to send a detachment of 350 men from Thana Ycsrtvn. 
and Ghodbandar to protect the villages and diivc oft the MaiAlliAs 3 

On the 30th Januaiy 1775 enrae to hand by special messenger 
fiom Thana a letter from the Resident, dated tins day, acquainting 
the President that the enemy had lauded about 400 men at 
Dlididvi, but that a detachment of 16 Europeans and 100 sepoys 
adiunced from Ghodbandar to the relief of Dliaidvi had duven 
eveiy Maratha off the island before the detachment from Tlwna 
had arrived Ten Maidtha pnsoners and one boat had been taken 
but a considerable quantity of batty was destroyed. 4 

At a Consultation, the 7th February 1775, the Piesident lays before 
the Boaid a letter received from Commodore Moore, giving an 
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account of the motions of the Mardtha fleet. Ordered that as the 
Mardthas have now commenced hostilities by sea, it is resolved the 
Commodore and all the officers in command of our fighting vessels 
be directed to take, sink, burn, or otherwise destroy all or any of 
the enemy’s vessels whensoever or wheresoever they meet them, 
provided always that the same does not interfere with the effectual 
protection of such merchant boats or vessels as may be at any 
time under their convoy. A letter must be prepared for 
Commodore Hughes, who may shortly be expected on the coast, 
advising him of the hostile proceedings of the Maratlia fleet, and 
desiring that he will tieat them accordingly, and the Chief and 
factors at Tellichcny be instructed to acquaint the commanders of 
His Majesty's ships that may arrive on the coast of these particulars 
that they may act accordingly. 1 

At a Consultation, the 16th February 1775, the Board record 
a letter fiom the President of Karanja, dated the 15th, in which 
ho enclosed a statement of the annual revenues of that island as . 
collected by the Maidthds amounting to Rs. 51,134£ and represented 
that last year the Mardtlids farmed the customs for Rs. 20,000 , 
v Inch the inhabitants represented as a great grievance, the farmer 
having many oppoi trinities of oppressing them. He also acquainted 
us minutely with the present state of the revenues enclosing the 
account current with the different farmers, and requested our 
directions 'on several particulars. 3 

At a Consultation, the 28th .Fcbiuary 1775, the Board read 
advices from the Resident and factors at Thdna on which the 
following observations were made and orders issued : 

You are to lay in a quantity of batty at Thana and at tlie 
posts on Sdlsctte, as a stoic sufficient to serve the garrisons, sepoys, 
and labourers for six months the rest must be sent to Bombay ; for 
we must .conclude that the amount of batty remaining with the 
Corumbees (Kunbis) or villagers, after the tolca or Government 
share is delivered, must be sufficient for the consumption of the 
inhabitants and for seed. To prevent a scarcity no rice may bo 
exported from Salsette, not even to Bombay, till the price may be 
reduced below Rs. 16 the morab (mud a). As this is the price at 
v hicli it is always issued in Bombay, tlie batty issued to the sepoys 
and labourers must be cliaiged at Rs. 22J the muda, whether this 
is dearer or cheaper than tlie market rate. An account of Bombay 
daily wages to labouiers and artificers must be sent to Thdna, with 
outers to tlie chief and factors not to allow Higher wimes at 
Salsette For the encouragement of settlers on Salsette, resolved 
that no duties be collected ou the importation into Salsette of any 
provisions nor on the exportation of provisions from Salsette to 
Bombay. A proclamation to this purpose to be affixed in Bombay, 
and copies of it dispersed all over Sdlsette, that none of the 
inhabitants may bo ignorant of the benefits intended them. As 
the people round Dhdrdvi suffered severely in the last Mardtlm 
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inclusion on which account 50 mudds of batty was distributer! 
union" them, it is agreed thnt this rice shall not he demanded

A Consultation of the 1st March 1775 records A proclamation 
was this day published by bent of drum in the customary manner, 
ancl affixed m tho usual places, signifying agreeable to onr resolution 
incurring. Consultation ’that fiom hencefoiwaid nil customs were 
abolished ou the importation of any kinds of provisions on Srilselte, 
on the transportation of provisions from one part of the isl.md-to 
another, and on the exportation of tho same iiom S.ilsctfe to tho 
island of Bombay, and also on the importation of all kinds of 
pi o\ isions and lieccssniics from Siihetlo hitbei - 

At a Consultation on tho 33st October 1775 the Boaul ordered that 
on the owners producing a Tli.Jna Customs Master’s certificate, all 
copper inamiiactured on Sdlsetlo and all ai tides, the produce ol 
that island from goods which have paid customs there, may be 
impoitcd into Bombay free of customs.® 

On the 15th March 1775 Brigadier General Gudou submitted

of having the usual slope to check the lecoil of the gun 1 ;, and to 
lender it easy to run them homo after firing, it is made level, t so 
that the guns must recoil n gL cat way, and require many inoic men 
to work them. The roof too, which is intended to be earned over 
the battel y, is so loir as gteatl 3 r to incommode the gunners in using 
then ramuiois and spungcs In the ical of the hatteiy is to be a 
magazine and guard-ioom, with a traverse to cover them On the 
left is a small tower, fiom which a couple of guns placed in barbet 
would have a very extensive command towards tho bar. The hill 
is so steep that stops Should be cut in it before the mins, otherwise 
it will be almost impossible to get up oi down that side next the 
battery. A redoubt oil the top of the hill with bauacks for the 
tioops, and ivith a flichc (a woik open to the icav and commanded 
by the ledoubt) at a small distance fiom it, will leave ns little to 
appichend from any attacks that may be made on that post The 
tioops should bo put under cover ns soon ns possible, aud oil and

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candles (of the want of which they complain at present) should be 
sent oveT to all the posts for the use of the guards. At Bli&yndar, 
about half-way between Dharavi and Ghodbandar, an officer and 
sixty sepoys are stationed. As this is an open village opposite to 
Bassein, with a beach of seveial miles on which the enemy may 
land, I am of opinion that the guard should be augmented to one 
bundled sepoys. Signals betwixt Bliayndar Dhfuavi and Ghod- 
bandar may easily be settled, so as to communicate to each other 
any motions which the enemy may at any time make, should they 
attempt to land on that side of Sdlsettc. Ghodbandar is in a veiy 
defensible state, but the temporary roofs with which the barracks 
aic at present coveted will by no means serve for the rains, neither 
will the huts in which the sepoys are. protect them from the incle- 
mency of the weather. 1 

Experience showed the 1 emission of taxation had been carried too 
far. On 1st May 1775 Government signed and despatched to Tlmiia, 
by special messenger, a letter to the Chief and factors revoking 
tlicii orders for discontinuing the levy of (jliuv patli or house cess, of 
bandar path or harbour cess, and of mohtarfo or shop tax.

cluding this treaty -with Rdghoba Teshwn, it will be necessary to be 
acquainted with the views of the Ilonouiable Company regarding 
Bombay. The safety and accessibleness of .Bombay harbour at 
all seasons of the year together with its vicinity to the Manlthits, 
and particularly to one of the passes through which the whole of the 
country above the Ghats might bo supplied with English articles, 
seem chiefly to have engaged the attention of the Company in tho 
acquisition of tins island IIow just were their speculations is 
shown by the fact that woollens and other English staples are 
disposed of at Bombay and the markets which it. supplies, to tho 
amount of 14 lakhs annually. Besides this, the convenience of the 
harbour has secuied to the English, and to those who trade under 
tliciv protection, almost the exclusive trade in Indian commodities 
with the country of the Marat has, as well os in the cotton with 
which Bengal aud China is supplied, the whole bringing in nn 
annual piofit of Rs. 2,70,000 in customs to the Company. 1 The 
influence which the Company have in the government of Surat 
enables them to check the commerce of rival European nations, a 
power the more valuable ns, next to Bombay, Surat is the chief mart 
* for the vend of staples the entiie monopoly of which is the Company's 
leading commoi cial aim on the west side of India. 'Fora consuler- 
- able time commerce alone engaged the attention of the Company at 
Bombay. The construction of docks, the excellent supply of timber, 
aud of skilled artificers gave Bombay a military consequence. On this 
point, nothing need be ndded to the testimony of the Commanders of 
,„Ilis Majesty's squadrons that, in the impossibility of arranging icpairs 
.elsewhere, the supcnority at sea in this quarter of the globe during’ 
the last Avar avus chiefly due to the docks and tho ready assistance found 
in Bomba}'. In 1708, sensible of the importance of a strong naval 
station and also aAvare of the defenceless state of Bombay, tho 
Honourable the Court of Directors sent out Colonel Campbell to 
inspect the fortifications, with positive orders to us implicitly to 
folloAV his plan. At the same time knowing the inadequacy of our 
garuson to the defence of the place, they very considerably enlarged 
oui militniy establishment. PrcA'ious to this the expense of Bombay" 
had exceeded its iCA’cnues. The Directors Avcre sensible that this 
gival inciease in charges must distress the GoA'einmcftt for means to 
chrruy them, and furnish their inA’cstments for Europe and China. 
IvnoAimg also that tcmlorial acquisition Avould alone furnish a 
l evenue equal to the necessities of that settlement, they laid down 
a system for the attainment of territory, namely the acquisition, of 
Salsctlc and Bassein with the Alavathds’ shaie of the rcA’cnucs* of 
Sui at. These they imagined would complete their Aiews, and this 
I must again repeat they .urgently and especially enjoined us to

•Such were the great and leading motives which induced the 
Goi cinniuit of Bombay to engage with the Pcshwa Raghu- 
nalhrav It seemed the veil’ cusls wished for by tho Company, 
an oppoitunity- of, accomplishing with honour, with justice, mid 
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without the hazaul of a general war, the objects the Company 
li.nl so sticnously enjoined the Bombay Government over to keep 
m view With the Company’s special and i epoated oiders on 
this head hof 01 c them, unrepealed by the very letter which accom- 
pli mod the now Act, bo far from meaning a disregard to that Act 
or to the power with which it vests your Honour, the Govern- 
ment of Hoinbay would have deemed themselves wanting in their 
conception of the woids “ except in such cases as when the said 
Pi esiclenl and Council respectively shall have lcceived Special 
01 dels from the said United Company/’ and most wanting to 
their employers had they so slumbered on their interests as to 
let pass by unregarded this opportunity, perhaps the only one Unit 
may ever offer, of establishing the Company's affairs on the west 
of India on the footing they have so long sought to place them. 
To have hesitated closing with the Peshwa would in effect have 
been ’the same as a plain refusal.

From the southwaul paitof Bassein to flic point of Chau! the 
land forms a deep bay in which lie the islands oi ftalsrttc, Bombay, 
Kaianja, llog Island, Klophanta, and Can.ny (ICenciy). Bombay is 
situated about eight miles fiom the continent and loi ms the hai hour 
to which it gives its name. Sal sett e, which lies noitli ot Bombay, 
is separated fiom it by a channel of about ball’ a mile broad, is 
about twenty miles long and on an niciagc about the same in 
breadth. Its chief pioducc is lice. The island is capable of much 
.iinpiovcmcnt, not being above two-tbnds cultivated nnd gicat p.nfc 
of it is also bleached by the sea Thcfoitof Thaim about the niiddlc 
of the eastern Fide of the island commands a foldable channel, 
dividing iSulscttc fiom the main. Ivaianjn is a small island to the 
east of Bombay, ioimmg pmt of the cast side of the hnihom Its 
chief pi oducc is also rice It at present yields about Its. 0000 a year 
and is capable of improvement Eleplmuta is a small island valued 
at about 11s 800 a year, llog Island at tlic top and Kencry at the 
mouth of the harbour aio little more than bauen rocks. Except 
Kenery, which was not worth ledncing, we have possession ot all 
these and hold icgulnr giants for them fiom the Pesliwa Busecin 
is a peninsula fanned by a large nver on the north, by the sea on 
the west, and by a large river which divides it fiom Sills cite ami fo 
which it gives its name on the south. Across rzvnlet or back 
■water which fills duifiig the lains makes the peninsula an island 
duiingthe gi eater pait of the year. Bassein produces l ice, man}' 
fruits, and particularly fine sugaicane, and it hns an extensive i’oit 
on the south, commanding the river. The distiict of Bassein extends 
noith to BAlda-Pitrdi (that is PArdi about ten miles south ot 
Balsth) within 8 /.os or twelve miles of Daman, including Tairifuir 
Mdhim .... Arniiln and other towns situated on ii\ as fiow mg from 
the Ghdts. We hold the sana<ls for Bassein and its distucts. But 
as we had not sufficient force to reduce them after the depaitmc 
of our troops to the northward, and as the conducting the Ppshwa 
'■to Poonn was the gicat object which was to ensure us the peaceable 
attainment of these places, it was not thought prudent to delay 
or diminish our force by their previous reduction. The Bassein 
districts are not therefore as you imagined in our possession. They 
me still in the hands of the ministerial paity. 

These acquisitions to the south of Surat form with Bdmbay a 
continued chain about 8G miles from noi th to south . Two additional • 
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battalions of sepoys will, I imagine, be sufficient to maintain the 
necessary posts, which being called in on any apprehensions fioin 
the Fiench will bo a considerable reinforcement to the standing 
auny of Bombay. From Basscin to Diihanu and the livers conies 
gieat part of the timber indispensably necessary for the ships. 
The revenue of Salsette with Basscin and its districts is estimated 
at Its.

In addioS'dng the Directors on the refusal of the Governor Gcncial 
to appiovc the tioaty with Thigh oba, Mr. W. Tavlei on the 2Uth 
-d.inuaiy 1770 wiotc: I cannot help again lamenting that the 
Govei nor Gcncial and Council would neither permit the Government 
of Bombay to piocecd in their engagements with ltdghoba, nor 
entnist to them the accommodation they hail determined on. In 
either case I can confidently nsscit that at this hour you would ha\c 
been in quiet possession of an increased revenue of 22 lakhs with 
all the advantages set foilli in my fit st address to this Government; 
all airs would have been m tianquillity in the west of India, ami 
your commeicial concerns proceeding in their usual channel. 
Instead of tliis'you may perceive the nnccitaitity of your political 
situation in Bombay and the probability there is of being either 
faithor enibi oiled in military operations, or of making concessions 
^ equally inconsistent with yom intwest and honour. I learn by 
“piivatc accounts that the voml of your woollens and staples is 
totally at a stand, ns, contrary to their agreement with the 
Government of Bomba}-, the ministerialists do not .suffer the 
merchants to come down to trade. Fiom this cause this season bids 
fail to lx- a very unfortunate one for private met chants. Should 
the next pi oduce another scene of hostilities, as the stoppage of 
tiade would of coiu.se continue, I am afraid many now opulent 
mei chants of Bombay and Surat would be reduced to infinite 
distiess, besides a very considerable Joss that must ensue to you bv 
the failure of customs . 2 “ "

sLatc of alia us is occasioned by the cutiio stop put to all communi- 
cation between this island and the ldai<ftlm country by the picsent 
govui nment at Poona. Yom memorialists liave for many nioidhs 
past flatteicd themselves that the communication would have been 
pi opeily opened in consequence of the late Tieatv of Peace® To 
then gieat disappointment and heavy loss they lind the impedi- 
ments to the sale of every kind of goods far gieatei than liefoie 
the cessation of aims was pioclmmod Pieiious to that event tlm 
Poona goi eminent stood so much m awe ot the English power as 
to. .pel nut then Vanj.uds and meichanls to cany away goods fiom 
Bomhuy Since thatpenod they have foihiddeu the V.uijdi.ts and 
otheis to have any dealings or intci com se with the English, lior 
will they suliei English goods to pass their t.hnnhis without paj’ing 
such heavy duties as amount to a piohihifcion In this ahummg 
situation your niemoiialists do most earnestly cutieat yom; Ilonoui 
will he pleased to make such applications to the Poona government 
as may induce them to open the communication, agreeable to the 
tcnoi of the tieaty of peace, and to encourage that fico tiado 
between this island and the Maidtha count] y, which it has ever 
befoic enjoyed. Your memoi iahsts doubt not jour Jlonoui will 
take into your most soiious consideration the adopting such means 
as may piove speedy and effectual, as they aic sensible it must lie 
.sinking to you that should the same impediments continue hut 
for a twelvemonth longer, the trade of tins once flemishing island 
must bo lost for years to coine ; to the i try gieat deti iment of the 
Company, and to the total lmu of many individuals. 15 -

Being 
thoroughly sensible of Ihe justice of what is set forth in this memo- 
rial, and well convinced of the distinctive consequences which 
must' ensue if this obstruction to our trade is not soon 1 unioveil, of 
wliicli the Honourable Company will likewise severely feel the 
ellee.ts in their sales and customs, it is lesolved iiiunedmfi ly to send 
a copy of this menimml to Colonel Upton and to recommend to 
him in the stiongcsfc tennis to insist upon the Poona government 
instantly giving the most effectual oideis for opening the commu- 
nication and in the same i‘i ceand unlimited manner as hefoi e the war.

On Lhc'Jth July 3777 Ihe Couit of Diicctms wiite to Bomba} : 
Wc lieiewith tinnsinit the copy of a niemoiial very lately leeeived 
from one of His jflajesty’.s I’nncipnl Secrelaiies of .Slate lespccling 
a foinial complaint that had been made to the Bntish Ambassador 
at the Ottoman Pm to against a tiade can led on to Sue/; in the- l’ed 
Sea by seveul poisons residing in India under our piotoetion. 
Having also received juivate intelligence that seveial vessels arm.- 
now in Suez and others expected fiom India, which have impoileVi 
anfl will import vciy considerable quantities of piece-goods and 
other valuable commodities, the ]iroduce and manufacbuic of India, 
for which vve are iuloiined a lcturn is made m merchandise, we 
cannot but be justly alarmed at a trade of this natnie which in its 
consequences may not only involve the Biitish nation in disputes 
with the Sublime Poite but be highly piejmlicial to the tiade ol 
the East India Company heie. Wo have thcicforo taken this 
matter into om most sciious considciation, and wc do heiehy 
positively piohibit all Bntish subjects in India, whether employed 
m our hci vice or remaining there under our license, fiom trading 
in the bed Sea to any other ports than Jidda and Mpkha. You arc 
to signily in the most public manner at your presidency, that if 
any. British subjects as before mentioned shall act in violation of 
our oideis, they will not only incur our highest displeasuio, but ns 
such oiders will be communicated by ns to the King's Minislois 
heie and by them most likely to the British Ambassador at Con- 
stnntinoplcj it is more than probable that whatever cnigoes may be 
hence! onvaid Sent ^ from India and imported at Suez, will be 
immediately confiscated. At the same time we shall take cveiy 
step that the Company may be secured in the privilege of pos.sin<> 
the despatches under then seal to and from the East Indies by the 
way ol Suez, and that all vessels conveying such despatches and 
furnished with the Company’s passpoit, be fautieied to enter that' 
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port and remain there without molestation, piondcd they have 
no goods ol merchandise on board ioi canymg on any kind of 
tiaflic It will be theiefoie licccssaiy ±oi you immediately to 
signify tlie same to the commandeis and ofhceis ot such vessels 
respectively, and we liciehy dneet that j*ou take effectual means to 
pi event the shipping of any goods or merchandise thereon. 1 

On the 4th Jul}’ 1777 to limit the independent action of the 
President the Oouifc ordeied • The business to he tiansacted with 
the countiy poweis must he done liy the Boaid, and the opinion of 
the majonty is to he adheied to in all cases. They continue: The 
conespojidcncc with the countiy pnweis is to he can led on in the 
‘name of the Chief alone. But no letter is to he sent away by lnm 
until approved by the Board, and the answexs as well as all Jctfceis 
that may he received fiom the countiy powers aic to be laid 
immediately before the Boaid. 2 

At a Consultation of the Select Committee, the 7th May 1777, tlip 
Committee observe: As the pr'occedings of the Fienth lfch the 
Poona govcinment may he attended with the most serious conse- 
quences to the mteicst of the Ilonoinalilc Company, it is ouleicd 
that immediate advice theieof according to the intelligence we lia\ e ' 
x’cceivcd he tiansmitted to England and to the Go\einor General 
and Council. Resolved also that the same intelligence he commu- 
nicated to the Commander -m-Chicf of 'His Majesty’s ships, ami Hint 
he be requested to biingiound the squadron as early as he possibly 
can, as we think theii appearance heio cannot fail having a .good 
effect on the conduct of the Poona government and may poshly 
deter tlic French fiom attempts which the present vciy weak .state 
of our military Establishment might otherwise tempt them to 
undertake. We cannot but be equally alarmed w itli the piospeet 
however remote of the Fieuch obtaining an establishment at Chaul 
or any otliei poit so immediately in our neighbou -hood. SJiould 
this prove to be Monsieur St, Lubein’s sclieme the bad consequences 
of his success cannot be too much dreaded. Great injury to the 
commeice of Great Britain and inevitable ruin to the trade ot this 
settlement would he the first and certain effects, exclusive of the 
advantages such an establishment would affoi d in case ot a lintinnnl 
wai Much thei efore, in our opinion, should he hax.ii ded to suh\ ei t 
their scheme, whether on further intelligence it .should proie to hi* 
dhccted to views of commerce only or to the toiming a feenty o 
alliance with tlic Poona govermaent. Circumstanced as we aie n c 
must wait foi instructions from the Goveinoi Gencial and Council 
and in the meantime it b agieerl to diiect Mr Mostyn to expostulate 
with the ministers on the impropriety of their giving sncli an 
encouragement to the French, our natuial enemies, aftei the peace 
so lately concluded by Colonel Upton, and to demand fiom them 
the nature and design of their negotiation with Monsieur St Lubcin. 
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We tliink it will be also pioper to instruct Mr. Mostyn to endeavour 
to excite their jealousy of the Ficncli by representing the ambitious 
views and cncioaching disposition of- that nation and their attach- 
ment mid engagements to Haidar Ali, and, at the same time, to 
make it his study himself to preserve the most amicable intercourse 
with the Darbdr. The dangers which may be appiehendcd from 
the intrigues of the French at the Darbdr and their settling so 
near us, and the present very weak state of our military force must 
be pointed out to the Governor General and Council, and it must 
be submitted to them how far it is expedient to let us lemain any 
longer in our present defenceless state while the French arc 
continually sendrng ships to this coast. 1 

In agreement with this decision the following letter, dated 
Bombay 10th May 1777, was addressed to the .Governor General 
and Council at Fort William * Having lately received from 
Mr. Mostyn some very alarming accounts of the proceedings of 
the French with the Poona government, we think it our special 
duty to lose no time in transmitting you copies of his letters, that 
you may take what measures you may judge proper for guarding 
against the bad consequences which must ensue fiom too close 
a connection between those powers. If the French succeed in 
obtaining the port of Chaul, or any other port so immediately m 
our neighbourhood, it will totally luin the Company's trade at this 
settlement and materially injure the commerce of Great Britain, 
exclusive of the advantage such an establishment would afford them 
in case of a national war. Much therefore in our opinion ought to 
he hazarded to subvert their scheme, whether on further intelligence 
it should prove to he directed to views of trade only or to the forming 
a tieaty of alliance with the Poona government. We have only 
considered ouiselves authorised to direct Mr. Mostyn to expostulate 
with the ministers on the impropriety of their giving encourage- 
ment to our natural enemies after the peace so lately concluded by. 
Colonel Upton and to demand from them the nature and design of 
Monsieur St. LubeinV deputation. We have also instructed 
Mr. Mostyn to endeavour to excite, their jealousy by representing 
the ambitious views and encroaching disposition of the nation, and 
their attachment to Haidar Ali, and at the same time to make it 
his study himself to preserve tlie most amicable correspondence 
with the Darbdr. Mr. Mostyn will by our direction continue to 
keep you constantly and fully advised of such of their proceedings 
as may come to his knowledge. Whilst vte hav«* such reasons for 
suspicion of the' designs of the French w ; beg leave to submit to 
your judgment how far it is expedient we should remain in our 
piesent defenceless state. The enclosed return will show you the 
gieat diminution of our European coips and until the dispute with 
America is subsided wc have no reason to expect any considerable 
recruit from England. At any rate it is good to be prepared 
against every event, and the appearance of a respectable force will 
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at least have a good HTccfc on the eonfluefc of the Poona government, 
ami may deter the French fiom designs which onr weakness might 
otherwise tempt them to undeitakc Fiom the same motives, 
and as they have had lately scveial ships of foice upon this coast, 
wo lin\e applied to Sir Ed waul Hughes oi his Miecessoi in command) 
to bring lound His Majesty's squaihou to Bombay as caily as ho 
possibly can. 1 

On the I9tli May 1777 Mr. Mostyn wiites fiom Poona to the 
Picsident and Mcmbeis of the Select Committee at Bombay On 
the 8th instant af. ins audience of the Pcslma, at which the pimcipal 
ministcis weie picsoiit, the Chevnliei St Lubein dehieicd his 
credentials, being letteis fiom the King and Ministers of France, 
And made a picsent, I cannot help ohscivmg the difference of his 
leception anil mine on this occasion. Saklmiitm Brfpu and Nana 
Fadnis going mthout the tent walls to lcceive liim as he alighted 
fiom an elephant the Daibfir had supplied him, and intioducing 
linn into the Daihnr, while they onlj’ sent Mndluumo Jadhavi ao 
and Bapu Pant to lcceive and intioduce me. Indeed, in oveiy 
lespect, the ministcis pay the gieatcst attention to the Ficnch 
Y om-ITonour .may depend on my continuing to cxeitinv endeavouib 
not only to* penetrate into the tiue object of Mons St Lubem’.s 
deputation, but also to prevent his canying any schemes mto 
execution to the piejudice of my Honouiable Employers. HiS ic«il 
view is undoubtedly to obtain a poifc on the const in the Marnfclia 
doimmons and a factory at Poona In several convci sations I have 
had with the ministeis, I have always enrleavouied to excite, the 
jealousy of the Daib.fr by lcpresenting to them the ambitious 
disposition of the French So long since as the 5tli Apiil I 
icpiesented to Madhanao Judhaviao, one of the people appointed 
by the ministeis to transact oui business with the Daibdr, the 
impropriety’ of then pcnnitting the Ficnch to send an ambassador 
to this Dai bar. That I doubted if they considered the ill consequences 
which might attend this conduct. That I was well n^suicd the 
French had not only this year sounded the hai hours of Ivolaba and 
Cliaul, but last year that of Gheria Tin's, in my opinion, notwith- 
standing any piofcssions of friendships they might make, clcaily 
pointed ‘out their views to he on one of those poits. I desnod linn 
to make a piopei lcpicsentation of the matter to the Darbar, that 
they might not licicaftcr blame us for failing to give them a timely 
caution. I at the same tune mentioned to Mddhaviao the connection 
between the Ficnch and Eaidai. 5 * 

At a Consultation of tho Select Committee, tlic lOtli October 1777, 
the Piesideut tlie Honourable Mi Hoinbj 7 read the following 
minute on the present situation of Maiatha afihh\s It is oh\ iou.s

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inhabitants' oE Bombay are many men of considerable property 
cither themselves traders, or concerned in some of those occupations 
to which a large import and export tiade gives lise. The number 
of Christians Musalmdns and Barsis who are not restrained to the 
■ abstemiousness of the Hindu is large. Besides these there is an 
European gamson, many families, a fleet of European seamen, and 
a gieat lesort of -shipping. These circumstances combine to create 
in Bombay a brisk demand for the necessaries of life, for all which 
Bombay must entiiely depend on the neighbouring country which 
produces only a little rice and some cocoanubs. It is this Bombay 
demand which increases the value not only of all lands of the 
Maiablias immediately contiguous to Bombay, but for a considerable 
distance round it. The late disturbances prove this, for when the 
uamindurs demanded their rents thcrayats pleaded th 2 impossibility 
ot paying, for want of a vend for the produce of their farms, ami 
their distress was so evident that the (Governor of Bassein permitted 
several boats to come to Bombay though under stringent orders to 
the contrary The Marathas know that if the English should 
become possessed of Bassein, its territory, together with Siilsette 
uni Kaianja, might with due management be made to produce 
sufficient for all the purposes of Bombay , therefore by alienating 
lands contiguous to it they not only give up so much actual revenue, 
mb lessen the value of what remains, as, no doubt, if their own are 
-sufficient, the English will give every encouragement to imports 
1 0111 their own 111 order to induce industry and cultivation and there- 
by increase then- rents. Besides these economical considerations the 
7 , 11 s ‘Y!: vc political icasoiis of much greater force.

The Maidthas me little 
apprehensive of molestation from the eastwaid. It is fiom the 
west alone that a check can be put on Mardtha incursions If once 
a foinudablc power was established on their west connected with 
the Company’s interests in the east, the Poona Dnrbar must bid 
adieu to all thoughts of faithcr inroads into Bengal. The ioiccs 
which would be requisite would he hut barely sufficient to defend 
then* own possessions. They could not with prudence issue to the 
plunder of other countries, while their own houses and families, 
and the collected liclies acquired by foimcr invasions, lay subject 
to the retaliation of a gieat western power. In its pi esent .situation 
the Bombay Presidency is by no means an object of alarm. The 
troops which could be spaied from the defence of the sevcial 
garrisons could amount to no very considerable force, and in its 
unconnected .state the most they could effect would he to ravage the 
Konkan on which the Marnthas have hut a small dependence On 
the east the Ghdts form a harrier preventing the appioach of the 
English to Poona. The tiifhngcftccls of the Bombay tioops would ‘ 
then by no means be adequate to the different ills the Company must 
sustain by hostilities with the Maidthas. Therefore whatever might 
happen with the English in the east of Hindustan, the Mardtlids 
trusted their own interests would keep the English quiet in the west. 
For these Reasons the Poona Dm bdi hat. ever guaided with a watchful 
eye against the most minute accession of tcmtoiy on the Bombay - 
Mde, lightly judging that without an adequate revenue to defray the 
charge of it the Company would nevci maintain any lespectable 
foice there merely tor a contingent occasion. We have always 
found the Marathas most paiticulaily careful to prevent such 
accession adjacent to Bombay, paitly foi the economical reasons 
befoie assigned, partly because by affoidmg Bombay an ample 
supply of pioMsion-j, such possessions would avert one of those 
disti esses, to which hostilities would subject Bombay. Fiom the 
uvcis adjacent to Basscin is brought gieat pait of the timber' for 
Bombay maime and other works, which, by preventing the repairs 
of shipping, strikes at the root of Bombay tiado. The immediate 
territory of Basscin being defended on three sides by water, and on 
the fonith easily made impenetrable, the Mardtha s, in case of 
lmsnndei standing, could also lose the natural advantages they possess 
in an open country of ravaging it with their hoise. All these, it must 
-be confessed, were forcible i.'» ’tivcs with the ministers to withhold 
Bassem fiom the Company. Wo therefore can never sufficiently r 
regiet that they did withhold it, moie especially as m those cessions" 
which probably Colonel Upton was taught to consider as an 
equivalent for his acquiescence in relinquishing this favourite point, 
it is clearly evident that the mimstcis had as much in view the 
interests of their state as they had of depriving the English of 
Bassein. 1 Thu foice of the Marntlia empue depends solely on the 
union of its constituent memhcis This union again depends solely 
on the degree of effectual powei lodged in the Poona government.

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Although by the dissipation of their familj' treasure, and by ‘the 
natural decrease of their piovinces it would require a length of time 
and much good management to icstore the power of the Pesliwu to 
that degree that is requisite for reunion of the force of the empire, 
' yet if we were to icinstate BAglioba to the unrestricted rights of 
the PcshwAship, and to support him, it would he laying the 
foundation of a power that might in time be dangerous to ourselves. 
To prevent this, therefore, it seems to me expedient that the Gaik war, 
the J3hoslc, Holkar, and Sindia should of right under our guarantee 
be established in what they now in fnct arc. I mean they should 
be confirmed in the independent possession of their seveial dominions, 
and these dominions should be rendered hereditary without any 
pretence of interference on the part of the Poona DarbAr. It seems 
to me so cleaily the views and interests of the jAgirdArs to obtain 
this point, that I cannot think they would hesitate a moment to 
accede to any plan of accommodation founded on this basis, to 
which we -were to be guarantees, more especially as they must 
know that we also are much interested to keep the powers of the 
Poona DarbAr under due limitations, and would therefore rigidly 
maintain the terms of the guarantee. The BrAlimans would no 
doubt be averse fiom this mode of accommodation. But if once 
we can gain over the jAgirdArs, the Brahmans must know their 
objections would be fruitless, and they must be compelled to 
acquiesce. 

The advantages of such a settlement seem to me too obvious 
to need much comment. It would resettle the MarAtha country 
without restoring the empire. To turn from fact to speculation 
• I may venture to observe that as the characters and manners 
of men greatly depend on the government they live under, 
so when they find it will answer no purpose to commit their former 
depredations, the MarathAs may he conveited from a destructive 
life of indolent marauding to cultivation and the other arts of 
peace. This by increasing the Maiatha population would greatly 
increase the staple tiade of Great Britain, the different articles of 
which are necessaries of life to them. It would also tend to enrich 
the provinces of Bengal by a consumption of many of its manufac- 
tures, the vend for which is totally gone to decay in these last ten 
or fifteen years during which their feuds have subsisted with 
violence. Whatever may be determined with respect to this o-eneral 
plan I would by no means neglect ,--.e third point which is to form 
an enectual check from the Bombay side on the Poona DarbAr, 
should any future concurrence of circumstances give us .apprehen- 
sions fiom them. 1 . 1 


On the 7th December 1777 the Governor and Council at Bombay 
wiote to the Governor General and Council at Port William • We 
aie much pleased to find that our letter of the 10th of May has 
excited your attention to the state of our forces. Our establishment 
as last settled by tire Company consists of one battalion of artillery

The enclosed gcncial return will shew the 
disposition ot this force and how greatly deficient the Euiopean 
battalions aie of thcii pioper complement, which wc have no means 
or prospect of completing Notwithstanding wo giro uveiy 
encouiageinent it is veiy difficult to raise good sepoys on this coast 
AY hen any occasion may make it expedient to augment our ioiccs' 
it will icquire so much time to l.nsc and discipline a furthei 
number of sepoj-s so as m the least degiee to be considered effective 
tioops. that it will be much better in every respect to send us a 
leiiitoi cement of disciplined sepoys* if Euiopeans cannot be spared 
Such being the state of our forces, you will teadily compiehend our 
inability to co-opei ate with the other Picsulencies in case of an 
attack upon either of them, and that in the event of an European 
wai, the safety of this place can no otlieiwise he secured than by 
having a superior fleet, or a proper gauison in actual readiness to 
lepel an enemy That this our piesent force is by no means equal 
to we can have no doubt In case of a national wai with tlie 
Ft cncb, fiom the excellence ot the harbour and the convenience of 
the docks, Bombay would be tlie first object of their attempts in 
India Tlie arrival of the Fiench fleet oli the poit in the month of 
August or September, being the best season for a quick run from 
the islands, might probably biing us the fiist notice of then inten- 
tions and neither give us time to rcccne succoms iiom such a 
distance as Bengal and Madras, nor for any diveision to he made 
in our favour. We have thus according to oui duty and j-our 
desire laid beioic you a statement of our mrlitaiy foice, and ot our 
means of defence It will rest with you, gentlemen, to pub into oui 
hands lesourccs equal to our exigencies, and to the importance of 
the Company's possessions in this quaitcr. 1 

In addition to feais of the Fiench and troubles with the Mar.i- 
Uias the records ot -this time contain references to schemes tor 
improving Salscttc by damming out the sea fiom the low lice 
lands and by encouiaging the settlement of Par.si families. On the 
20th January 1778 Captain I) Spaeth made the following proposals 
for a laige reclamation near Gliodbandar In obedience to an order 
received some time past, duectmg me to suivey ami estimate the 
expense of damming a piece ot ground which Bangaji Ilainsct, the 
pie^ent farraci of Ghodbandai and Jvasln pi oposed to enclose, and 
likewise to point out what quantity of ground would be icnderal 
risclul foi cultivation m consequence of such a dam being made, 
the accompanying plan is submitted. I have at the same time 
made and annexed a project w ith an estimate of the expense that 
will be attended by constructing a dam of masonry across 
the creek with a sluice that it may lcmaiit na\igablc as it now' is

baltv. This area of giound contains 3403 square ^ yards The new' 1 ' <s ‘ 

dam* will enclose ground to the following extent fiom the back pait 
of (f hod bandar hill till close to Hirah village and thence westward 
as far ns the dam marked in the plan Mon-plaisir. Several con- 
siderable encroachments of good ground on the east side of Bhayndar 
plain will be regained. Eastward the ground which the spring 
tides lay waste extends in one place to the very foot of the hills' 
and in several other places leaves but a narrow space cultivable 
along the chain of these hills. The ground that will be actually 
enclosed by the new dam will at the least computation amount to 
11,080,000 square yaids. Supposing as aforementioned that 8403 . 
square yards yield two months of batty, then the product of the 
whole will biing 29S6 months. Admitting that half this sum be 
deducted to make allowance for the diftcient channels of the creek 
and the pait of Gliodbandar which requiies a time of several years 
befoie it can be icndcred cultivable, there remain 1493 morahs that 
by the improvement of this district in making the proposed dam 
will bo acqmrcd. Exclusive of this much will be gained by actual 
lully fields which are yearly overflown in some parts or other by 
accidents occasioned bj* the bi caking in of dams, and wherever that 
happens those buttj- fields that arc overflowed for one spring are 
rendered useless for that season. Another consideration is that 
a great part of giound which at picsent produces black batty will, 
when the inundation is prevented, change to white The caie and 
attention which the people must give every spring, especially on 
high springs, will be much cased when the new dam is perfected, as 
it will then lender upwards of 01 miles dam useless, which now' 
they arc obliged to watch though too few in number to prevent 
accidents when the tides run very high and when any part is 
earned away by tlio impetuosity of the flood and often rendered 
impracticable to be repaired without great trouble and labour, ' 

Then they have recourse to a remedy which 'is by giving up a 
piece of ground to make a dam within and distant from the damaged 
one which may be observed by the plan of the survey, by winch 
means the inundation makes a gradual'progi'css’ which must have 
much increased since the time of the Portuguese, and the water 
gains force as it comes near the cross dam that joins Kashi w'ltlr 
Bhtlyndnr plain owing to its ground being three feet lower in that 
pari, than it is by the banks of the river Another advantage 
which deceives to be noticed that will proceed fiom the nexv dam 
this : The length of the road from Gliodbandar to Bluiyndar post 
frequented in the dry season is 4J- miles. When the dam 'is made 
that distance will ho reduced to 2^ miles, that is nearly half. 

Consequently a reciprocal assistance can he given much sooner to 
nuv nl the two posts. I haxe already observed that the banks of 
the river he much higher than the ground near the cross dam which 
joins Hhhi and Bl, .tyn.hr plain toother. Tim p, opoi tion remain" 
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much the same with the inland pait all along the river fiom 
Ghodbandar to Dhauivi, a few places only excepted. I think it 
therefore not practicable to effect the entire exclusion of the water 
which now overflows ncaily or peihaps the best half of that exten- 
sive plain Piovided it bo no difficult matter on the side of Vcs.iva 
to stop the inundation from thence, the most considerable or useful 
of the ciecls might be secured with a lock which by itsicservon has 
that propci ty that boats could go in or out without being subject 
to the tides The method which the f aimer means to pui sue in 
making the dam and stopping up the eicok will, I apprehend, be such ' 
as will scarcely answei his own time. When the land is again to 
pass into the Company’s hands then the same opoiations to secuie 
it perfectly which aie now wanted will become necessary. He 
means to stop the creek by sinking two old boats. This should 
serve only tor the preparatory part and would very much facilitate 
the perfecting of a good dam. The mud dam acioss the inundated * 
ground would be made agreeable to theii wonted custom, which is? 
by digging up the mud close underneath where they foim the dam. 
Tins ditch they dig on the outside of the dam which weakens it so 
much that it is immediately subject to perpetual repaiis This 
method adds force to the wntci to act upon it with better -success 
to destroy it again I, on the contiary, intend that the dam bliould 
lie made mostly of ground taken from the heights oil the back of 
Ghodbandai lull. The mud used should he dug out in nairow 
“trenches at distances and that from uithin the dam in a peipenrh- 
culai direction to it, not suffcimg their joining the dam by tv ice 
the bicadth of its depth Should it be thought proper that this 
woik be executed on the Company’s account, then the bntteiy on 
.the soutliwaid close by Charni village, which was raised by the’ 
Mardthas of square Dongii cut stones not laid in chunam, which 
mem great number, would serve to a very good puiposo for the 
facing of the intended wall dam. The ball (wall) plank which is I 
believe in the land paymaster’s carpenter's yard, would likewise 
facilitate the making ot the temporary dam across the creek 1 

At a Consultation, the 25th Match 1778, the principal engineer’s * 
report of the dum and sluice nt Ghodbandar being laid before them 
the Board take it under consideration, together with Captain 
Spaeth’s letter and plan. It is unanimously agreed that carrying 
"this woik into execution will bo attended with much benefit to the 
Honourable Company It is therefore resolved to give orders for 
its being immediately’ begun and completed with all expedition. 
The Board add* As it will ho necessary to make some previous 
agreement with the farmer of Ghodbandar respecting the lands that 
will be recovered by means of this work, the Chief and factors at 
Thtfnq, must make the necessary settlement. 2 After correspondence 
as the farmer refused to give more than one-eighth of the additional 
outturn, Government decided (Slst December 1778) to keep in their 
own /hands the additional area made fit for cultivation.’’

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Another question regarding the administration of Siilsctte which 
occupied the attention of the Government of Bombay at this 
tune, was the absence of increase of population under Biitish 
management. The question was brought to the front in a letter 
of the ‘Directors, dated 4tli July 1777, 1 complaining of the largo 
uncultivated share of Salnctte and suggesting that the very indus- 
ti ions and quiet people the Parsis be encouraged to settle. The 
Bombay Government ordcied (7th October 1778) that public notice 
be given to Parsis promising the most advantageous tci ms to settlers 
in Siilsctte and that through the Chief and Council in Surat these 
notices should be published in Navstiri, Gandc\ i, and Balstir, ns 
well as in Bombay and in Karanja 2 On the lltli November the 
Chief at Thana replies that such offers had already (2nd Novem- 
ber 1776) been made with great liberality and every publicity. 
They point out that all the Siilsctte villages are now farmed and 
to bring in fresh cultivators with special exemptions would involve 
a breach of contract with the iarmer and n loss of ic venue. 1 

- Government accept this explanation (£5th November 1778) They 
oidci when villages fall in by the insolvency of faimeis or other 
causes they be kept in the Company’s hands and disposed of in 
such a manner as to increase the population.

over 1'ioin the bed Sea in the time of the monsoon, the. packets aie

in-stance Ilian that on the lSth of this mouth (October) we received 
an account from Europe of so late a date as the 25th of July. Nor 
need the pi ohibition against our vessels going to Suez deter the 
Company from sending their packets as Mr. Baldwin can get boats 
at Sue/ to tinn sport the packets by an easy and safe navigation 
to Jidda or Moklia where they will generally meet with shipping- 
from India in the months of June July and August. 1 

As regards the action of the Bombay Government in the thorny 
question of their negotiations with IMghoba in a letter of 4th duly 
1777 the Court of Directors write : Although we cannot but agree 
to the protection you have given to Kiigholui, considering the con- 
nection you have had with him by which we must suppose the 
Company have been benefited, yet we aie under some apprehensions 
that the Maidlhiis will think this protection a breach of the treaty 
entered into with them by Colonel Upton.

And 
we liciuby positively older you to engage with him in no scheme 
whatever "for ictiicving his aflaiis without the consent of the Gov- 
ernor General and Council or the Court of Dircctois. At the sAmc 
time wo think common humanity will wan ant us in giving you 
ovdcit? to protect Righoba’s person from violence if any such attempt 
should he mode by the partisans of tlio ministers. 2 

- In the following year (7tli May 177S) the Cuurt continue • Our 
letter of fclip 4th of July 1777 gives you our sentiments and instruc- 
tions concerning the piotcetion alibi ded by you to Rdghoba. "We 
have now only to direct that you continue to govern yourselves 
according to the tenor of those insti notions. That juu may not be 
at a loss for our meaning respecting the personal safety of IMghoba, 
it is our positive older that lie he on no account compelled to quit 
the island of Bombay and that you inform him in our name that 
iE he leaves the said island it shall be by his own free will and 
consent. *

Euiopeans must be near ncighboins to the Maiatha empire, it is a 
point of good policy to have them so situated as to be a-check upon 
each other, foimiiig a double lino between the sea and the mountains 
Gu this principle I should not be surprised to see Chaul and a 
ccmsidn able paTt of the Konkan opposite Bombay gi anted to the 
Ficnch as a permanent establishment, togctlioi with all else they 
might he able to conquei from us. S also lie and the othei liaihour 
islands must fall unless wc can bring a body of troops into the field - 
to fight a battle ioi them And though the enemy might not find 
themselves strong enough to form the siege of Bombay, yet, when 
once wc wci c confined to Bombay island, wc should certainly be 
put to- considerable' stiaits, and if the sea weic not open might be 
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- much distressed. In ease Nana should not he disposed, to encourage 
the French to lemam m the neighbouihood of Bombay as a humor 
between us and him and as an ally whoso nearness to Poona might 
serve to support his authority there, and in case the force should 
not bc*such as to encourage them to form the siege of Bomba}', 
the reductions of the harbour islands may perhaps seem too incon- 
siderable an object, and while Bombay still lem.uned in oui hands, 
could" not be of much benefit to them. Itthercfoio appears to me 
likely that with the concmrence of their Maidtha allies the French 
may turn their views northward where Snmt and Bioaeh appear very 
-desirable acquisitions, and if m addition to these they are allowed, as 
I make no doubt they might he, to help themselves out of the 
Craikwiiv’s share of Gujarat, they might, 1 think, with ease lay the 
foundation of a power in tin* ‘West of India, which would bid 
fair to' vie with any establishment of ours in the east.

If you, gentlemen, should 
be of Opinion that there is a probability of cn cumstances like any 
of these I have supposed taking place, you will, I dare say, think it 
proper to take the necessary measures against them You will 
perceive that the first stop to be taken and on the spot would be 
to form such conntci -alliances as might balance those of our enemies, 
whatever ’theirs may be. We aie certain that at piesent we have 
no alliance on that side of India. If any arc to bo now formed 
in order to guard against tho probable designs of the Fiencli or in 
iuture if such designs* should actually be carried into execution 
some extraordinary powers are in either case, I apprehend, ermnlly 
necessary, and perhaps there may not he any time to lose in 
determining what those powers should he, on whom they should 
be conferred, and the rest of the very important points which 
these questions would naturally bring under 'your consideration. 
I am airaid we yet want a more detailed knowledge of the present 
strength resources, interests, and views of the several Mariitha 
clnels who are comprised under the gcneinl name of the Moiatha 
btato.

Though we 
believe the scheme of the Mardthds is to take place during the 
dark nights, yet as their numbers are aheady great in our 
neighbourhood the attempt majr sooner be made. We therefore 
require your Honour’s determination as soon as possible 1 

On tlie 21st December 1779 in acknowledging reccipl of tho 
above letter the Bombay Government write: Upon your representing 
the necessity of a reinforcement, we shall as soon as possible send 
you such a force as we can spare for the protection of Thana when 
wo shall advise you of the particulars. 2 

On the same subject Government write to the Resident at 
Karanja (22nd December 1779) : Having received from Tlidna 
accounts that large bodies of Mardtha forces arc assembled in the 
neighbouring paits and of their hostile intentions, we judge it 
proper to reinforce yxmr post and have accordingly ordered two 
companies of the 6th battalion of sepoys and a company of tlie 
native .Portuguese battalion with two six-poundev field pieces and 
a party of artillery to proceed to Karanja under tlie command of 
Captain Colbatch and to continue in post there till further orders. 
Tlie company of the 2nd battalion now doing duty at Karanja 
must be returned 3 


On tlie 13tlr December 1779 the Chief and factors at Thdnn 
write : "Wo now purposely address your Honour to acquaint yon 
that wjj have this morning received the following intelligence. 
NAna Fadnis having learnt that Raghundth Ganesli an inhabitant 
at Cnisi (Pcrsrk ?), Falcirseth a coppersmith of.Thd.na, and one 
JCondjirao of Beldpur were people fit to carry on any schemes lie 
might undertake against Salsette, sent for thorn some days ago to 
Poona ‘ On NAna Fadnis offering to send a body of troops they 
engaged to manage their landing on this island. In consequence 
they were dismissed with a present of turbans, and 10,000 troops 
(5000 horse and 5000 foot) were ordered into the Konkan, 7000 of 
whom are arrived and are near Bflssoin on a pretence of fetching 
Visdji Pant that -we may have no suspicions of an attack on the 
place. Falcirseth, Raghunath Ganesli, and Kondjirao propose to 
land part of these troops during the next daik nights below tlie 
southern towers at Pan Bruje (Ruruj or tower - ) and others at 
Balkhum. The better to ensure success these fellows have sent 
over a number of Purbeahs that is Purbids or North Indians, to 
entice the Pnvbcahs of this battalion to join in giving up the fort. 
In this they have succeeded and tho Purbcahs have agreed to ]oin

Kdsnmkhiin. a 
subhediir in the 1th battalion having been tampeicd with to hnlirs 
a party of our sopor's to agree to give up the foit, took the 
piecaution to call two Jamaddis to hepicsontatan inter new he had 
with 011 c Fakir-ud-dm Dhabara. The suhlicdnr and his companions 
took Fakir-ud-din and another man piisoncr, a tlmd escaping. 
Fakii-ud-dm confessed. I 11 the course of his examination ho 
mentioned lus being employed by a Bidhmnu Rumclmndia Pant 
Fadms of Bclapru who had 1 ended there these thicc ycais. We 
have thought it better to send Bamchandra Pant and liis son under 
a guard to Bombay, not having am* pi oper place to confine them in 
hole.

About five months later a fresh conspiracy was discovered At a

15th Septembers 17S0 ; he has a sanad from the government of 
Toon a, agreeing to pay him Rs 50 a month, but as yet he has not 
Tcccivcd a lupee That the undei mentioned per e on-s*hkcivise have 
deeds from the Poona government, namely Bdsdjr"* Haik Tauriah 
a sepoy in Captain Dawson’s battalion, who receives 11s GO a month 
fiom the Manitli.ls and has 40 men under him, now upon pictcnce 
of procuring iccinits gone to Ramp Pant at Vishnu Jogi to get 
money for the payment of the nbmcmentioned *10 men: Kdsani- 
kliun' a srpoy in the same battalion who receives Rs. GO a month 
from the Manith.Ls and has GO men under him at Thdnaj Tuk.iji

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Naik Godiah, a sepoy in the abovemcntioncd battalion, who 
receives Maiatlia pay, tlxc informant does not know how much, 
and ha^» a deed likewise fiom the Poona government , Kondaji 
Giiikndr alias Ambdji Naik, .a sepoy m Captain Hayes battalion 
who draw s Rs. GO a month pay from the JTaiathas and is now gone 
to Poona to get money and recruits for the intended tieachery. 
The following persons are promised palanquins, umbrellas, 
torches, and oil bottles, namclj r * Dharmdji Junilcddr and Kondaji 
Gaikwar m Captain Hayes' battalion, and Takaji Ndik Godiah and 
Kusamkhdn in Captain Dawson’s battalion. The Mardthas have 
ngiccd to favour them with ten horses, and four hundred gold 
and silver bangles to be divided amongst all, agreeable to their lank 
and station. The number of sepoys* prepared for the treachery 
are: Under the informant Yalaji Thdkor 35 men, under Bavdji 
Ndik 40 men, under Kasainkiian GO men, under Jays&vant a 
sepoy in Captain Dawson’s battalion 35 men, and 100 others or 
270 in all. It is agreed each sepoy shall have Us. 15 a month 
wa"cs, and they have received two months’ impress, and aie 
to liavc Rs. 25 a month during life after the business is done. 
Tlie chief managers are Dhanndji, Tulcaji, Kasamlchan, and 
Kondaji Gdikwur who have agreed to take the fort of Thana and 
deliver it to the Pcshwa Kondaji Gaikwdr is daily expected from 
Poona with Rs. 5000 on whose arrival the intended treachery will 
be put into execution, all the chaulds and rounds of the foit being 
now under the abovementioned people, excepting about 40 other 
sepoys who mount guard with them. These arc innocent of tho 
treaclreiy as is Knshndji Subhedar. 

That one Ildghopunt -who came from Poona to Bassein has promised 
to get this business clone, and tlic poisons mentioned in this paper 
came to Thana by his means and persecution (porsuasion ? ) . A Banian 
callc'd Kacboro of Paigaum, and a Moorman of Bassein bring and 
cairy messages from and to Rughopant’s Divdn called Rdmdji- 
p.mt. Sometimes when any of the traitois want to go to Rtigho- 
pant on business, they obtain permission to go on pretence of pro- 
cuiing rcciuits and bring some with thorn. Tho deeds granted 
thorn arc kept at their houses at sevcial places. The informant 
says he knows all the abovementioned people, and can point them 
out, but knows, only tlio names of a few of them. He entered into 
our -service one month and five days since. Of the others some 
have been two^ three or four months m the service. He has receiv- 
ed nothing from the Mardtlids, but tho others have received two 
mouths’ impress. That Visnjipant, hearing that this informant had 
taken " service with tlic English, ordered a chauLi on his house at 
Bassein, and foiced his family to give up their joys of Rs 350 
valuo as a fine. Ho did aLo punish Jaysdvant’s brother Bahir- 
savanb by name on account of his said brother having taken tho 
English service, on which _ Lakshmaupant waited upon Visajipant 
fiom Pappeiy (Pdpdi, a village between Bassein town and railway 
station) and acquainted him that these people wero employed on 
.the Sarkar’s business, when Yisdjipant released the said Bahir- 
* i want giving him Rs 25 as in dm (gift). The following eight 
people are gone out with lcu\ e to pioeuie lccruits .* Bavd^Naik, 
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Jlaibatrao, Bhunsing, Snuilii Man, Ivonrliiji Caikwar, Bribing, 
Vithojirao, and one whose name is not remembered, 1 

After noting the _ above information, at the same Consultation 
(18tli September 1780) the Boaid observe : Aftei the discovery 
made in April last, this second attempt is very alniming and the 
more dangerous fiorn the instance which so lately happened at 
Vengurla and the appearance of a legular sy stem to introduce into 
the sepoy battalions a number ot men lcady picpaied for the 
express purpose of executing a plan so big with danger to the Com- 
pany's settlements, instead of the piecaiious method befoic prac- 
tised of attempting to corrupt the fidcltty ot men already engaged 
in and attached to the service Tins emergency thciefoic demands 
onr most serious attention and vigorous exertion as well to discover 
the extent oE tlic design as to pi event fur tlier danger. As the fiisfc 
step necessary, it is resolved to pm sue to the fullest pxoof possible to 
be obtained the discovery alicady made m order that the most exem- 
plary punishment may’ be inflicted on the offenders to suppress by 
the ten oi of example every possibility' of the enemy' again finding 
personsMaring enough to engage in designs of this natuie. 2 

At tlieir Consultation the 27th September 1780 the Board pass 
the following ordera relative to the afoicsaid conspiracy : Having 
now taken cicry step that can throw light upon this conspiracy 
and lccordcd the examination of cveiy' person pointed put as 
materially concerned, it appears that Tukltji Godiali, Dharmuji 
and Kttsam Khan, with Kondaji Gaikw.tr who lias absconded, arc 
the principals and conductors of this most alaiming and dangerous 
cutci prise. As an act necessary to the public safety and an 
example to deter others fiom engaging in such schemes, it is resolved 
that the said- three pci sons bo put to death at Tliaiia by blowing 
themfiom great guns It is further ordcied that their crime and the 
i cason of their punishment be fully explained to the whole sepoy 
e'tablishment. We think proper to leraailc that Krisnm Khan, now 
oidcred to be put to death, is not the person mentioned in our 
proceedings in April last and lcwaided for makiug discovery of a 
design of the same natuie as the present 3 Such ot the seven men 
as arc now in custody and pointed out in Villji Tlulkoi ’s informa- 
tion taken at Thdua as being concerned in an inferior degree aie 
ordcied to bo put to hard labour upon our works for life chained in 
parrs The private sepoys are ordeied to be discharged and to be 
acquainted that if they T ictmn again to tho Company’s districts 
they will be put to hard labour for life. Samin Khan is paidoned 
according to the promise given him the 18th instant. Oideismust 
lie issued for the Captains of sepoy battalions to be very strict and 
cautious what men they enlist m their battalions and particularly 
in their promotion o! Black officers, paying legard as much as 
possible to those who have connections or tararlics in tho Company'’8 
.settlements Resolved that in acknowledgment of the good sci- 
■\ices rcndeied by Valji Thdkor m making discovery of thcconspi-

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racy, a handsome gratification be given him in the name of this 
Government which the President is desired to confer to the amount 
and in the manner that he may judge most suitable and agreeable 
to the party. As the battalion of Native Pol tuguese is now complete 
and nearly ready for review, it is resolved that they be sent to 
garrison Thana and the sepoys removed from thence which we 
trust will effectually destroy every latent sparlc that maj' remain 
of this conspirac 3 r . The other subordinates must be cautioned to 
be circumspect and vigilant that no similar schemes may be formed 
amongst the sepoys at any other of our garrisons. 1 2 

On the next day (28th September 17S0) the Board signed the 
following letter to the Chief and factors at Thana : We now return 
Kasarn Khdn, Tukoji Godiali, and Dharindji to ThSna, whom we 
direct should be put to death in the manner ordered in our last 
Consultation and for which this letter is to be esteemed a sufficient 
warrant. The other lesolutions we had come to respecting the 
orders to be issued to the Captains of the sepo}' battalions and our 
intention to send the Native Portuguese battalion to garrison 
Thana fort, arc also communicated to them. In a postscript we 
advise that we judge it best not to send the private sepojes to he 
discharged at Thana but shall cause them to be conveyed from hence 
to some place at a more convenient distance. Krisam Klidn, Tulcdji 
Gadiah, and Dliarmaji are this day sent to Thdna under a strong 
guard with the above letter containing our ordcis for their 
execution.® 

A Consultation of 3rd October 17 SO records a letter from Thdna, 
dated this morning, advising that our orders respecting the three 
prisoners returned there on the 29tli ultimo were yesterday put into 
execution in the manner directed and that the prisoners died with 
gicat firmness and resolution. 3 

'A Consultation of the 21st February 1780 records: The Select 
Committee having this day received advice of the captuie of Alimed- 
had by storm on the loth instant by the forces under Erm. Gcnl. 
Goddard, a royal salute was filed from the castle on the occasion. 4 

On the 2nd Slay 17S2 the Bombay betel-leaf sellers offerer!, if 
a five years’ monopoly were granted them, they would pay Govern- 
ment Rs.2000 a year and leducc the price from 25 ? es to 16. On the 
17th May the Board record: Weave averse from, monopolies of 
this nature which however apparently calculated or intended for 
the public good frequently produce inconvenience and grievances 
which in tins ease would chiefly fall on the lower order of people 
to whom betel-leaf is an absolute necessary of life.

. ” Early m November 1799 a severe storm passed over Bombay. 
To this storm, m an account of tho progress of Sion Causeway, the 
-Engineer Mr. Robert Nicholson has the following refcionce: I have 
tho further satisfaction to inform you that during the Into severe 
storm, In which it may ho supposed tho Water was very much 
agitated, not a single stono was displaced. 2 

One of tho gravest calamities which has fallen on Bombay was tho 
great file of February 1S03. In a letter to tho Court of Directors 
the Honourable Jonathan Duncan Groi ernor and President gives llio 
following account : With extromo concei n we acquaint your Honour- 
able Com t that on the 17 tli Fobrnary a most plai nnng lire broke out 
in tho very extensive and populous Bazar situated w ltlun this ganison. 
Tfc is not exactly known whence the fire oj iginatcd. Notwithstanding 
Surmises and suggestions to tho contrary, in our opinion there is no 
Sufficient reason to consider it. arose from any oilier canso than acci- 
„ dent. Che uic broke out early in tlic day and the wind containing 
o nnwMQlly high tho flames increased with astonishing rapidity. So 
gi cat and violent was the conflagration, that at sunset the destruction 
of every honso in tho fort was apprehended. Tho flames directed their 
eom.se m a south-easterly direction from that part of the Buziir oppo- 
Bile to the Cumberland Ravelin quite down to tho Kind’s hairadcs 
Duung the whole of tho day every effort was used to opposo its 
progress, but tho fierceness of the fire driven rapidly on by tho wind 
baffled all attempts ; nor did it visibly abate till nearly a third part 
ot the town within the walls had been consumed, 

The nppiehen&ioiis excited by this calamitous event were consi- 
if^sod by the direction of the wind impelling the flames 
towards the arsenal. Fpr whatever security tho magazines might bo

o castle. It was impossible to view otherwise than in astato of 

awful suspense the destruction to the whole garrison which was 
thus within the bounds of possibility. Before midnight the wind

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changed more to the northward whence it veered immd gradually 
to the eastward, abating at the same tune in its force. Fiom this 
lather than from any human effort, tho conflagration visibly 
decieased and tho danger ■which threatened the castle gradually 
diminished. "While using every practical exertion to check the 
progress of the flames, we' derived particular ami most useful 
assistunci iiom tho presence of Vico Admiral Rainier who repaired to 
thespot with all tho officers and a due ptoportion of the men of ITis 
Majesty’s squadi on. From their activo interference and uncommon 
exertions was derived thp greater paifc oE any opposition that could 
be mad6 to tho extension of the conflagration. Tins help proved 
more eminently advantageous in the two or tluce days that followed 
the first extensive desli action by pulling down the mumbling rums 
and thereby smothering tho remaining fiic and sinouldeiing 
embers Otherwise wo might have had to lament far greater 
devastation than has occurred. 

Tho loss of lives has been small though there has not yet been 
time to take any exact account. But the fire having raged .chiefly 
throughout the day, afforded oppoifciimty to the inhabitants to savo 
not only their lives but many of them a considerable share ofotlicir 
portable propoity. The damage sustained on tbis occasion by tbo 
•Honourable Company has been pioportionably inconsiderable. At 
the same tuna the occurtence of tho calamity lias rendered manifest „ 
to all who witnessed it, the danger to which the gamson would a 
have been exposed in the event of tho appearance of an enemy 
beforo Bombay. The number of houses in the Baz(ir, the very - 
exceptionable mode of their constiuction, nud the combustible 
matei lals of which tho greater part of them are composed and with 
which many of them were also filled iu the commercial pursuits of 
their owners, would have exposed us to neaily equal hazatd from 
tho enemy’s throwing m only a few shells. Whilst fiom the con- 
fined situation joined to the distress tlint must at all times have 
been incident to such a conflagiatiou, the means of effectual defence 
must soon have been rendered impossible without any consideiation 
to the number of the gainson or to tho strength of tho works.. 
Under this view of tho local ch cumstances 'it will requne’tlie 
most mature delibeiahon whether to admit the baz.Ua to be rebuilt 
under any modification It must probably appear under every 
point of view piefeiablc to allot a space in the oarts adjoining the 
fort and esplanade for tho erection of a black town such as at 
Madras j or gradually to effect such a separation between the town 
and tho fortifications as exists at Calcutta. On theso and oilier 
points our subsequent proceedings will bo in due course submitted. 1 

Four days later (26th February 1803) the Bombay Government 
wrote to the Court : From enquiries made smee our letter of tho 22nd 
it has been ascertained that during the conflagration 471 lipuses 
weie burnt, a number very much less than at first was supposed. 
Considering the far greater apprehensions of the extent of the 
damage at first entertained, it affords ns subject of consolation

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to be able to conclude from data which wo consider of pretty good 
authority, that the real damage occasioned by tho firo cannot exceed 
fifty lakhs of t rupees both in real and moveable property; whilst 
in view to the various recoveries of valuable articles since tho fire 
and which are still continuing to be made, it may reasonably bo 
hoped that the total amount of loss in moveables and merchandise 
may not ultimately exceed forty lakhs of rupees — a result which 
viewing Bombay as an emporium of general commerce cannot, wo 
trust, bo productive of any other than partial and temporary pre- 
judice to tho commercial interests of tho port. 2 

Some further useful details are contained in a letter dated 27th 
Eebinary 1803 from the Superintendent of Polico to Government: 
In consequence of your order on the 21st instant to removo from 
within tho fort all tatty walls and projections with thatched roofs 
or cajan structures, mat frames, and other combustible articles, I 
immediately ordered the battalci to be beaten to that effect and went 
with my people into tho different streets and alleys not only in tho 
Black but also in the European part of the town within the walls. 
At first, wherever I turned my eye, I observod moi’o or less com- 
bustible materials from whole houses (generally stables or cow-houses 
filled with hay or straw) to two or three cajans tied up to keep off 
the rain or tho sun. 

e Tho number and description of theso projections which I herewith 
e subjoin,® will enable you to judge of tho very great dnngor from 
fire’ to which tho town was daily exposed by such quantities of those 
combustiblo substances being collected in it. In many places those 
materials were so old and had become so inflammable that I am 
surprised tho town has not bean moro frequently set on fire. 

■ Excepting in tho houses of some of tho most wealthy inhabitants 
-whore the partition walls aro built with strong materials, the rooms 
are gonerally divided by partitions of lattys particularly in nil 
houses let ont to rent whore many of tho apartments are not moro 
than eight or nine foot square. In this small space tlioy dress vic- 
tuals three times a day surrounded with nothing but theso inflaninia- 
. bio substances almost ub bad as tinder itself. Many of these partitions 
appeared so old that I think they must have been put up at .least 
eight or ten years. With every precaution, I am perfectly astonished 
how they escaped so long. Wherever either a whole wall or any 
considerable portion of a wall hag been removed I would humbly 
recommend that it ought to bo built up as soon as possiblo with a 
wall of mortar and stone dr of mud and stone. In tho stato they ore 
now as much danger is to be apprehended as boforo'romoval from 
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ihc cm rent of nii being now greater arid therefore more liable to bkw 
about tlic spmlcs of flic. Before I concludo tins '■abject I humbly beg- 
leavc to draw your attention to the houses of a class of people called 
Bhoi'- They me situated in the street of Kiivasp Snbhcdrtr 
surrounded by a number of wealthy Parsis' houses. They hare 
occupied that spot, of ground from the time of Governor Law 
sixty years ago. The houses 01 iginally built of nothing hut wooden 
frames filled up with tntlys, aio now so very old and decayed that 
- they are actnolly tumbling to pieces and are so ’Ury inflammable 
that I am confident was a spark once to take effect particularly in 
the night, they would be consumed in a few minutes together with 
'• ‘"their miserable inhabitants. The ground they occupy if exposed 
to salo would bring a very high pi ice, and these poor wretches 
might bo provided with buitor lodgings and many more comforts 
by being removed without, the foi t while at the same tune the town 
would ho rid of a dangerous ami alarming nuisance. I cannot help 
also taking notice of the Caiwns’ (Kharvsis*) houses near the Baz&r 
Gate. They aie a class of useful and industrious men who ply in tho 
boats in the harbour and with a few regulations I think their houses 
might be rendered safe which at present is far from being the case. 
Two or three other old houses in tho town ought to be rebuilt, 
but tho owners I am informed are too pool to build them ' In tbe 
European part of tho town tho pnncipal objects worthy of notice 
were mats and mat frames attached to every house with here and 
there a stable, part of winch was filled with hay, all of w hich has been 
removed. 1 — ,

That is, you may agree to give 
the undertakers every Saturday night a day and a half's pay for 
every days work for every man they shall employ in that service, 
part money and part rice ; the rice at a price by which we may bo 
a little gainers. And promise the undertakers over and above such 
daily pay to give them . . . 3000 (?) dollars when the whole work is 
completely finished. Whatever use you shall give the ground to 
hereafter, it will be absolutely necessary to frame a substantial 
strong sluice in the middle of your great dam to drain tho ground 
upon occasion if you should plant it, or to let in the salt water if you 
should make a salt woilc of it. This we leave to your considera- 
tion, being ncaier tho place, with this note only that salt is a com- 
modity in the hay (of Bengal) and in some places of the South Seas.

"We .conceive likewise 
that, when j’ou Jiavc levelled the whole to such a height as is fit for 
draining the valley, it will be necessary from your sluice to draw 
a ditch or trenoh quite thiougli the lowermost parts of the valley 
if you should plant or till it, ns well as for keeping the fresh water 
out of your salt if you should turn it into salt ponds.
